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STATE OF ALABAMA 
A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the current debts of the State of Alabama are now 
approximately Twenty Million Dollars ($20,000,000.00) and should 
be paid and cannot be paid under our present revenue system; 
and 

WHEREAS, a large amount is due to the Educational Depart- 
ment of the State of Alabama and in many counties the salaries of 
the teachers are delinquent for months, and these salaries should 
be paid and cannot now be paid from present revenue; and 

WHEREAS, the present appropriations are much in excess of 
the amount which will be collected and can be paid by the State 
under its present appropriation and revenue statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the State is going further into debt each month 
and will continue to do so until its budget is balanced because the 
appropriations exceed the income; and 

WHEREAS, it is clear and evident that the Executive and the 
Legislators see and fully appreciate the financial condition of the 
State and its needs, and are ready to remedy it as far as it is practi- 
cable and possible; 

THEREFORE, it is my opinion that an emergency cxists re- 
quiring the action of the Legislature of Alabama concerning the 
matters hereinafter specifically mentioned ; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, B. M. Miller, Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do hereby call an extraordinary session of the Legis- 
lature to convene at the Capitol in the Senate Chamber and in the 
hall of the House of Representatives, on Tuesday, the 16th day 
of August, 1932, at twelve (12) o’clock noon, and I do hereby 
designate the following subjects and matters as those concerning 
which action of the Legislature is deemed necessary, namely: 

1. To provide for the payment of all of the current debts of 
the State of Alabama and of appropriations past due by submitting 
to the qualified electors of the State of Alabama an amendment to 
the Constitution providing for a bond issue to pay them, or to 
provide for such payment by such other method as to the Legisla- 
ture may seem best. 

2. To submit to the qualified electors of the State of Alabama 
an amendment to the Constitution authorizing the Legislature to 
levy an income tax for the calendar year, 1932, and for each sub- 
sequent year. 

3. To provide for an income tax to become effective when the 
Constitutional amendment above provided for is adopted by the 


people. 
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4. To provide for the reduction of the expense of government 
by eliminating or combining any offices or jobs where such elimi- 
nation or combination can bé made without serious injury, and to 
provide for the reduction of salaries, fees and compensation of offi- 
cers and employees of the State where such reduction can and 
should, in the judgment of the Legislature, be made. 

5. To provide for balancing the budget of the State by making 
such reductions in expense of government as can be made, by re- 
ducing appropriations and by raising such additional revenue as 
to the Legislature may seem proper and necessary. 

6. To provide for the enactment of such revenue producing 
measures of any kind as to the Legislature may seem proper, to 
meet the present emergency and to provide for the payment of 
debts and for the balancing of the budget of the State, and for 
continuing the schools of the State. 


Y%. To provide for taxing the capital stock of National banks 
and in order to effect that taxation legally, to repeal any exemp- 
tions from taxation of any person, firm or corporation, or to pass 
any act or acts which may be necessary. 

8. To provide for the construction and maintenance of pub- 
lic roads in the State. To provide funds for matching Federal 
Aid for building roads and to enact any legislation necessary for 
the proper building and maintenance of public roads in the State. 

9. ‘To provide for working convicts on the public roads of 
the State; to provide for the erection of permanent or temporary 
road camps for convicts, and to provide for securing the revenue - 
for these purposes. 


10. To amend any statutes or laws giving any portion of the 
gasoline tax to counties and to provide that all, or any portion, of 
the gasoline tax which is now given to the counties may go to 
the State for building and maintaining roads and/or for working 
convicts on the roads. 

11. To provide that any county or municipality in the State 
may directly contribute of its public funds for the relief of unem- 
ployment, or for taking care of the unemployed and the destitute, 
in any manner that the municipality or county may see fit; to 
authorize any municipality or county to borrow money from the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation, or from any other source, 
for the purpose of taking care of the destitute or for giving em- 
ployment to the destitute or unemployed, and to provide for ratify- 
ing and making legal any payments that may have been made by 
counties or municipalities in relief work or in giving jobs or em- 
ployment to the destitute or unemployed. 

12. To regulate the operation of trucks, busses, or motor vehi- 
cles on the public highways; to provide for regulating what trail- 
ers, semi-trailers or attachments may be used and how they may 
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be used and to provide for a proper license and/or tax on all of 
such trucks, busses, motor vehicles, trailers and semi-trailers. 

13. To provide for refunding the bonds of the Alabama Bridge 
Corporation or for any legislation with reference to the Bridge 
Corporation, or the indebtedness of the Bridge Corporation, which 
the Legislature may find proper. 

14. To provide for the payment of Alabama’s current debts; 
for construction and maintenance of public roads; for matching 
Federal road funds; for keeping our schools open and the salaries 
of the teachers paid promptly; for reducing salaries, wages and 
appropriations; for abolishing useless offices and departments; for 
consolidating departments and for balancing the budget of the 
State. 

15. To provide for appropriations to be reduced and to pro- 
vide that where at the end of any fiscal year, where the revenue 
received is insufficient to pay the appropriations as made, that the 
funds available may be prorated on a percentage basis so that 
the State will not be in debt for an appropriation where funds 
are not available to pay it. To provide that the State must live 
within and not exceed its income and to enact the necessary laws 
to carry out this provision. 

16. To provide for the reduction of the expense of county and 
municipal government by eliminating or combining any offices or

jobs, where such climination or combination can be made without 


serious injury to the government; and to provide for the reduction 
of salaries, fees and compensation of county and municipal offi- 
cers and employees, where such reduction can and should be made 
in the judgment of the Legislature. 

1%. To provide any legislation that-may be necessary to per- 
mit the State to secure the full benefit of the emergency relief and 
construction act of 1932, passed by Congress and approved by the 
President of the United States July 21, 1932; and to proyide such 
legislation as may be necessary or proper to permit any munici- 
pality or any county of the State to secure the full benefit of said 
act; and to provide such legislation as may be necessary or proper 
to authorize corporations to be formed and regulations to be pro- 
vided for such corporations in order that such corporations may 
receive the benefit of the provisions of the said act; and to pro- 
vide any legislation which may be necessary and proper for the 
said act to be taken advantage of in any way in the State of Ala- 
bama. 


18. To provide for the repeal of the acts of the Legislature 
of 1931 submitting seven amendments to the Constitution to be 
voted on in the general election on November 8, 1932, or for the 
repeal of any one of the acts submitting an amendment to the 
Constitution which the Legislature might desire to repeal. 
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19. To provide for the repeal or the amendment of an act 
approved July 23, 1931, entitled, “An act to empower boards of 
revenue, courts of County Commissioners, or like governing bod- 
ies, to fix the amount of official bonds of all county officers and 
all county employees who are intrusted with the handling of pub- 
lic funds and to provide for the payment of the premium of said 
bonds.” 

20. To provide for a study of the Report of the Brookings 
Institution on a survey of the government of Alabama and to make 
such provisions as may to the Legislature seem proper. To pro- 
vide for enacting into law any of the recommendations made in said 
report or to provide for proper study of the report and for recom- 
mendations to be made to the Legislature in the future. 

21. To provide that a reasonable tuition fee shall be charged 
to all non-resident students in all of the higher institutions of learn- 
ing in the State. 

22. To provide for the amendment of the law with reference 
to paroles and pardons or to provide any additional legislation that 
to the Legislature may seem proper on this subject. 

23. To declare the rights, powers and limitations of the holders 
of various classes of stock of domestic corporations engaged in 
the business of distributing gas, water and electricity to the public. 

24. To appropriate money to defray the expenses of the spe- 
cial session hereby called.

OATH OF OFFICE. 


The oath of office was administered to Messrs. Granade, Mul- 
key, McGraw and Yerby by the Speaker of the House. 


ADDRESS OF SPEAKER. 


Hon. A. M. Tunstall, the Speaker of the House, addressed the 
House as follows: 

Gentlemen of the House: 

The Legislature of Alabama has been called into extraordinary 
session by the Governor. He, in accord with the provisions of 
the Constitution, has enumerated the subjects upon which there 
may be legislation. There are, among the subjects enumerated, 
three major questions of vital importance to the state and to the 
citizens thereof; namely, 

First. The immediate payment of the indebtedness of the state, 
especially balance due school teachers, as is evidenced mostly by 
warrants issued by the auditor on the treasury but which the 
treasurer has been unable to pay because of a want of the requisite 
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funds; this can be done possibly by obtaining temporary loans from ' 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation, or from banks, and then 
by a bond issue. 

Second. An elimination of all activities that are not absolutely 
necessary, and the elimination of all duplication of necessary activi- 
ties ; and such reduction of the cost or expenses of absolutely neces- 
sary activities as will not seriously impair the usefulness of these 
activities, to the end that the income of the state may be sufficient 
to pay promptly the expenses of the state. If this balances the 
budget, all is well and good. 

Third. If the budget is not balanced with the passage of laws 
carrying into effect the above suggestions, then it becomes the duty 
of the legislature to provide sufficient funds to balance the budget 
and especially to provide sufficient funds for an efficient and eco- 
nomical school system, remembering that the parents of today have 
determined and have a fixed purpose of educating their children 
and that a failure to open and operate the scheols imposes upon 
the parent of today the burden of caring for the children during 
a year of idleness, and that it will postpone and shorten the earn- 
ing period of the children for one year. These two losses, to say 
nothing of others, demand of us the unpleasant task of raising 
additional revenue for the state. Further remember that all mate- 
rial resources within the state are the properties and assets of 
individuals and corporations. The greatest asset of civilization is 
the well developed and well trained mind of men and women. 
Likewise, the greatest asset of Alabama is the developed and 
trained mind of its citizens. Tax paying ability of such trained . 
and developed minds is far greater than that of the ignorant and 
illiterate. 

There is a division of opinion among the citizens of the state 
as to how this additional income, or revenue, should.be raised. 
Some are of the opinion that an income tax will relieve the situation 
and provide ample funds for the needs of the state; others are 
of the opinion that a sales tax is the only means of providing the 
requisite income of the state. You will, I trust, permit me, as a 
member of the body to suggest that the House of Representatives 
pass a sales tax, providing that the revenue from this tax be 
utilized partly to defray or pay the expenses of the state, thereby 
balancing the budget, and also to eliminate gradually the Ad Va- 
lorem tax on property, until the entire state Ad Valorem tax, with 
the exception of the three mills for school purposes, and one mill 
for Confederate soldiers, is eliminated and property owners relieved 
of paying said tax. Permit me further to suggest that the sales tax 
be passed and that it be passed to become effective not later than 
October 1st, with a proviso that if the income tax amendment to the 
Constitution is ratified, then and in that event that the sales tax 
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providing for a gradual elimination of Ad Valorem Taxes shall be- 
come null and void; and then perhaps the submission to the elec- 
torate of the state of an income tax amendment to the Constitu- 
tion with a reasonable limitation of the amount that can be levied 
under such amendment; and providing if such amendment is 
adopted, the sales tax shall become null and void. 

You, and each of you, know my personal views on an income 
tax, and I do not mean by this reference to it to intimate that I 
have changed my views, nor do I intend by it to urge you, or 
either of you to change your views. 

Let us go to work, work earnestly and faithfully to accomplish 
the main purposes of this extraordinary session of the Legislature, 
to the end that peace, prosperity and happiness may again invade 
the State of Alabama.

2. To provide for the prompt payment of the floating debts of 
the State. a 

3. To keep open our public schools and to provide for their 
regular term operation.

By Mr. Sparks: 

H. J. R. 3. Resolved by the House, the Senate concurring, that 
a committee of five, consisting of three members on the part of 
the House, to be appointed by the Speaker of the House, and two 
members on the part of the Senate, to be appointed by the Presid- 
ing officer of the Senate, be appointed to await upon the Governor 
of Alabama, and inform him of the organization of the Legislature 
of Alabama and its readiness to transact public business.

HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION. 


By Mr. Poole: 

H. J. R. 5. Whereas, there is an appalling deficit in the finan- 
cial affairs of the State of Alabama which has been brought about 
largely because of appropriations made in excess of the income 
of the State, many of which appropriations are for overlapping and 
unnecessary functions of government; and 

Whereas, the credit and honor of the State is at stake and the 
budget must be balanced in order that the debts of the State may 
be paid and the common schools may be opened and the functions 
of government may be carried on in an orderly and proper man- 
ner; and 

Whereas, because of the economic distress under which the peo- 
ple of the State are laboring at this time it is impracticable and 
inadvisable to impose any additional tax burdens upon the people 
without first making an honest effort to balance the budget by 
reducing and adjusting appropriations-so as to bring the expenses 
of government within the present income of the State: 

Now, therefore, be it resolved by the House of Representatives, 
the Senate concurring: 

That the first order of business shall be the readjustment of 
appropriations and the reduction of expenses within the limits of 
the anticipated income from the present taxes, and that no reve- 
nue measures of any kind shall be considered until this is done. 

And the resolution was referred to the Standing Committee 
on Ways and Means when raised. 

‘By Mr. Beebe: 

H. R. 6. Be it resolved by the House as follows: 

1. That no person except a member of the House shall be 
permitted to occupy a seat on the floor of the House. 

2. That the doorkeepers of the House are instructed to keep 
persons from occupying the windows as seats. 

3. That the privileges of the floor of the House shall not be 
extended to the Clerical employees of the House.

Whereas, there is now available to the State of 
Alabama approximately six million dollars for direct relief of un-

Whereas, the people of Alabama are in dire need of every dol- 
lar that can be obtained by such means;

The Lieutenant Governor then announced that a quorum of the 
Legislature of Alabama was present. 


Hon. B. M. Miller, Governor of the State of Alabama, then ap- 
peared and delivered the following message to the Joint Session of 
the Legislature: 
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GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Ala- 
bama: 

We give you a hearty welcome back to the Capitol of our State. 
We regret an extraordinary occasion exists which caused us to 
bring you from your business and your homes to the Capitol to at- 
tend to the business of the State. 

Senators and Representatives permit me to digress for a moment. 

Radio Listeners: The pleasure of addressing you at the same 
time as the Senators and Representatives is due to the kindness and 
generosity of radio stations, WSFA of Montgomery, WAPI of Bir- 
mingham, and WODX of Mobile. Allow me to express to them my 
sincere appreciation for their kindness, their thoughtfulness and 
generosity, in permitting me to so address you, 

We must face facts and not fancy screens. The current debts 
of Alabama have reached and passed beyond the T'wenty Million 
Dollar mark. The credit of the State must not be lost. The debts 
must be paid or arrangements made to pay them. They have been 
accumulating yearly for nearly or over a quarter of a century— 
since about the year 1907. There has been in recent years no bud- 
get balancing. The appropriations grew larger year by year and 
the income failed to keep step; hence the gradual growth of the 
deficit. Each Legislature appropriated more than the revenue 
produced thereby increasing appropriations and decreasing revenue 
annually and causing a growing deficit. Banks call it overdrafts. 

This must end. The debts must be paid. The budget must be 
balanced. For the debts you and the Executive are responsible 
only in a small degree; but we are now met face to face with the 
responsibility to pay or arrange to pay the debts, and to balance 
the budget, so we can live within our income. 

This we should determine now that the current debts of Ala- 
bama must be paid, that the schools must not close, that construct- 
ing and maintaining roads must continue, that Federal road funds 
must be matched, that salaries and appropriations must be reduced, 
that useless offices and departments must be abolished, and that 
henceforth live within our income we shall. 

How can the Twenty Million Dollar debt be paid? 

Taxation on real and personal property has reached the limit in 
Alabama. Since the organization of the State that property has 
been the chief source from which the revenue of the State has been 
secured. No additional levies should be placed thereon; but in-time 
it should be relieved in part at least of the burden it bears in pro- 
ducing the State’s revenue. 

Should this debt be paid by levying a “Sales tax on all retail 
sales to be paid by the consumer”? If so, it should be called the 
consumer’s tax. 
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The consumer now, as a rule, is battling for bread, hunting for 
food, seeking clothes; and thousands and tens of thousands of them 
are idle, hungry and begging for the necessities of life. 


To raise taxes we should go to those who have made money, 
who have money, who have the ability to pay and where profits 
and incomes have never been taxed in Alabama. 


You are fundamentally democratic and to gather taxes you will 
never go to the poor, to the hungry and to the ragged consumers 
standing at the retail counters. 

This financial principle of taxation was declared to be funda- 
mental by being placed in the Democratic platform at Chicago in 
July and it is applicable'to our situation in Alabama: 

“Maintenance of the national credit by a Federal budget annually bal- 
anced on the basis of accurate executive estimates within revenues, raised by 
a system of taxation levied on the principle of ability to pay.” 

Our great leader—Roosevelt—correctly interprets that clause 
in the Democratic Platform by this declaration thereon: 

“Our party says clearly that not only must Government income meet 


prospective expenditures, but this income must be secured on the principle of 
ability to pay. 


This is a declaration in favor of graduated income, inheritance and profit 
taxes and against taxes on foods and clothing whose burden is actually 
shifted to the consumer of these necessities of life on a per capita basis rather 
than on the basis of the relative size of the personal incomes.” 

So the conclusion should be reached that this Twenty Million 
Dollar debt must not be paid by “a sales tax on all retail sales to 
be paid by the consumer.” 

To pay this debt and to secure revenue to aid in maintaining 
our schools we must go to those with ability to pay, by framing 
and levying an income tax. It is a just tax. You must have in 
your possession an income or you pay no tax. If there is no in- 
come then there is no tax to be paid. Income escaped taxation by 
the United States until 1916. Income has never been taxed in Ala- 
bama. This is a tax that the tax payer pays. It cannot be passed 
on to the other fellow—the consumer. It is not levied until it is 
placed in the taxpayers pocket, belonging wholly to him. 

The first Constitution of United States was adopted in 1787 but 
there was no Federal income tax placed on the statute books until 
1915—128 years thereafter; then a world war and a Woodrow Wil- 
son Democratic President were necessary to force an income tax 
into the Federal statutes. Alabama was admitted into the union 
in 1819, but during its 113 years of statehood there has been no in- 
come tax. Income escaped taxation by the Federal Government 
for over 128 years; and income escaped taxation in Alabama for 
113 years and it is still escaping. 

Have the federal income tax payers the ability to pay to Ala- 
bama a similar graduated income tax framed and modelled as to ex- 
emptions and scale after the federal income tax of 1931? 
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The firgures made by Chief Examiner, J. H. Hard, Jr., hereto 
attached, from the Federal records, answers that question af- 
firmatively.

This table does not include foreign corporations or firms do- 
ing business in Alabama whose returns are filed in another State. 
They would make returns and pay in Alabama under a State income 
tax; and this would increase materially the above annual income 
tax ‘payments. 


These figures, show their income, their tax and their great 
profits left in their hands for seventeen years after paying the tax. 


During seventeen years their income was $2,259,902,270.00 plus 
their income for 1930, 1931, and 1932 which is not available. After 
paying during the seventeen years a total tax of $133,067,985.00, 
there was still left in their hands the enormous profits aggregating 
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$2,140,062,459.00, plus the income for 1930, 1931, 1982. The war 
tax was $34,557,866.00 and their regular tax $98,510,119.00. 

- These figures clearly demonstrate, with unerring certainty, that 
the federal income tax payers are able to pay and that is where 
Alabama should go for its desired revenues. 


The federal income tax payers in 1932 numbered in Alabama 
215 domestic corporations and 7785 individuals—total 8000. Nu- 
merically they are small, financially they are able to pay and influ- 
entially they have great weight. 


If the Alabama income tax payers had paid to Alabama during 
the seventeen years the same regular tax $98,510,119.00, which they 
paid to the United States without the war tax ($34,557,866.00) this 
would have been sufficient to pay all of the Alabama bonded 
debts—$66,000,000.00, all of the current debts of Alabama—over 
$20,000,000.00, and would have left in the Treasury of Alabama 
$12,510,119.00; and they would still own and possess the great 
profits aggregating $2,041,552,340.00 plus the net profits for the 
three years 1930, 1931, 1932. 

An income tax in Alabama, modeled after the Federal Income 
tax as to exemptions and with graduated tax scale as existed in 
1931, will in a few years, pay all of the current debts of Alabama, 
greatly assist in running our schools and will gradually reduce in 
the future the ad valorem tax on real and personal property. It 
will now, during these abnormal times, furnish sufficient funds as 
shown by the above federal tax returns, to pay the interest on the 
current debt, pay One Million Dollars annually of the principal and 
furnish a large sum to supplement the Educational Trust Funds of 
the schools. 

A constitutional amendment authorizing a Twenty Million Dol- 
lar bond issue to pay the current debts of Alabama as of October 
1, 1932, and an income tax amendment can be submitted by you 
to the voters at the regular election on the 8th of November. In 
order to do so you must pass it in time for a proclamation of the 
election to be advertised for eight successive weeks immediately 
preceding the election; and this session must finally adjourn be- 
fore the general election in order to submit the amendments at the 
regular election. If you adjourn finally before the 8th of November 
and you pass the amendments before September 3rd, then they can 
be submitted to the voters on November 8th at the regular election. 

An enabling income tax bill can be passed by you to be effective 
when the Bond amendment and the income tax amendment are ap- 
proved by the electorate. It can levy a tax on incomes for 1932. 
The tax can be used to pay annually the interest on the bond debt 
and a part of the principal; and the balance can be appropriated to 
supplement the educational trust funds to be used for school pur- 
poses. 
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If the voters approve the amendments on the 8th of November, 
this will make the enabling act effective at once and returns from 
the income levies will be forthcoming by, or before, the first of 
April, 1933. 


THE SCHOOLS MUST NOT CLOSE. 


Alabama’s greatest asset is her children. Fifteen Million Dol- 
lars practically of this Twenty Million Dollar debt is due to edu- 
cation. Nearly five million of this debt is due the teachers for 
earned salaries. 

These debts must be paid. My plan for paying and arranging 
to pay them has been fully stated to you. 

The Educational Trust Fund taxes now aggregate an annual in- 
come for school purposes of practically Six Million Dollars. If this 
Six Million Dollar annual school trust fund is used to pay the Fif- 
teen Million Dollar school debts, then it will take two and one-half 
years to pay it and during that time the schools would receive no 
state aid and would close or shorten their sessions. If the income 
tax and bond amendments are submitted and approved this will ar- 
range to pay the entire school debts, add considerable sum to the 
school fund and leave the Six Miliion Dollar Educational . Trust 
Fund free and clear for the schools. Reduction in salaries, appro- 
priations and abolishing useless officers, employees and depart- 
ments will lift some of the burden off of the General Fund and per- 
mit the schoois to participaie thereii. 

The maintenance appropriations for our higher institutions of 
learning can be materially decreased by requiring non-resident 
students to pay a reasonable tuition fee. 

We have three Higher Institutions of Learning. They are do- 
ing a great work. We have three presidents—one for each insti- 
tution—two drawing Twelve Thousand Dollars each and one Ten 
Thousand Dollars annually, total salaries of presidents—$34,000.00. 
There are many overlapping departments in each institution. 
There are three Boards of Trustees, one for each institution; and 
there is also a State Board of Education. These institutions are 
located, one at Tuscaloosa, one at Auburn, and one at Montevallo. 
Their locations should not be changed. There should be no over- 
lapping in departments. There should be one president or chan- 
cellor of the three institutions and one Board of Education in Ala- 
bama to control and direct all of the Educational Institutions of the 
State. The State Board could do the work of the present State 
Board and the three Boards of Trustees. This should be given 
close study by a committee recommended herein to be appointed. 
This in my opinion will promote efficiency as well as economy. 


PUBLIC ROADS. 
Public roads must be constructed, maintained and Federal 
funds matched. 
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Good roads are a real public necessity. The Federal Aid roads 
should be completed as soon as practicable. Many other roads 
should be built, completed or located connecting the County seats 
as was originally contemplated. 

Hereto attached is a letter from Hon. Landon G. Smith, High- 
way Director, from which we gather the following facts: 

Federal Government notified us, if matched Alabama is en- 
titled to. 


Regular Federal Aid $5,469,694.24 
Special Flood Relief, if matched 1,137,416.19 
Total Federal Aid due and unmatched________ $6,607,110.43 


By recent act of Congress there was allocated to Alabama the 
sum of $2,558,229.00. This is being used to match that much of our 
regular Federal Aid Fund—; and the State is now preparing to 
advertise the entire amount of this work and expects to have it un- 
der contract within the next few weeks. After matching an equal 
amount of Federal Aid, as above stated, with that money, there will 
still be a balance of unmatched Federal Aid amounting to $4,048,- 
881.43. Between now and December 1, 1934, there will be allotted 
to Alabama by the Federal Government according to the present 


plan of allotment the further sum of__________________.$ 6,750,507.00 
which we can secure if matched. This with the bal- 

ance now due, if matched__--______ 4,048,881.43 
makes total Federal Funds available. $10,799,388.43 


if matched between now and December 1, 1934. Under the pres- 
ent road revenue these funds can not be matched. They should be 
matched. Alabama needs.this money for roads. At present there 
is a five cent tax on gas. All is collected by the State without cost 
to the counties. The counties receive two-fifths of it; after Octo- 
ber Ist the counties will receive three-fifths and the State two-fifths. 
There are Forty-three Million Dollars in road bonds, bearing inter- 
est and from this two cent gas tax of State the interest on all the 
bonds must be paid, the bonds as they mature must be retired and 
the roads maintained by the State. This is impracticable and im- 
possible. ‘There are in the State prisons 5592 convicts and there 
are 1840 convicts out on temporary paroles. Three thousand of 
them, or more, shoud be on the public highways constructing and 
maintaining roads. There should be 30 or 35 permanent road 
camps, established on farms, in different localities in all parts of 
_the State so convicts could construct and maintain many, if not all, 
of the roads in every county in the State. This should be done. It 
can be done, if funds are provided. Connected with each camp 
could be a farm, where some of the convicts could work and raise 
food and supplies for those at road work. Those who use the roads 
should pay for them. The gas and motor vehicles used on them 
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should be taxed to pay the cost. The one cent gas tax due to go 
to the counties on October 1st should be given to the State and the 
State should have the additional sum of one or two cent tax either 
from the counties or by additional direct tax on gas. When the 
convicts are placed in 30 or 35 permanent camps and many or all 
roads worked by them in every county in the State, the counties 
will be relieved of great financial expense and will secure a splendid 
system of roads. 


This subject should be carefully considered by you and sufficient 
revenue should be provided to match the Federal Aid Funds, to 
pay the road bonds as they mature, to pay the interest on them, to 
secure sufficient permanent road camps, so convicts can be worked 
on roads in every county in the State. This we earnestly recom- 
mend. 


There seems to be some confusion growing out of the efforts 
to enforce our law for taxing and regulating busses, trucks and 
motor vehicles using the highways of the State. Busses and trucks 
hauling heavy loads necessarily damage the highways to some ex- 
tent. They are using the highways in the conduct of their busi- 
ness, and they should pay a reasonable and proper tax for this 
privilege. They should also be regulated so that all others using 
the highways will not be endangered on account of the use made 
of the road by the heavy loaded and large busses and trucks. 

I recommend that you investigate this subject and adopt propez 


regulations and require reasonable license and taxes. 


REDUCTION OF SALARIES AND APPROPRIATIONS. 


In this matter you and I are personally interested. Permit me 
to say in advance of anything else that may be said on this subject 
that I will be glad to accept any reduction in my own salary which 
to the Legislature may seem just and that I would be unwilling to 
see the other officials and employees, with whom I have the honor 
of laboring, have a reduction in their compensation without having 
my own salary reduced. 


The financial condition of many of the citizens of the State 
makes it right in my opinion for the salaries of all public officials 
and employees, State, County and Municipal, to be reduced. We 
must remember that we have all taken an oath to support the Con- 
stitution of the State. We should not knowingly adopt an uncon- 
stitutional law. 


Section 150 of the Constitution provides, that, 


“The justices of the Supreme Court, chancellors, and the judges of the 
circuit courts and other courts of record, except probate courts, shall at stated 
times receive for their services-a compensation which shall not be diminished 
during their official terms”. 
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Section 281 of the Constitution provides, 

“The salary, fee, or compensation, of any officer holding any civil office 
of profit under this State, or any County or Municipality thereof, shall not 
be increased or diminished during the term for which he shall have been 
elected or appointed”. 

I, therefore, recommend that you submit to the qualified elec- 
tors of the State an amendment to the Constitution fixing the sal- 
aries of all officials of all departments at such an amount as you 
believe they should be for the remainder of the term for which they 
haye been elected. The new salary to begin as compensation for 
the month of December, 1932, and continue for the term for which 
the present incumbents have been elected. You can then adopt, if 
you see proper, a bill fixing the salaries for the future so that sub- 
sequent legislatures could raise or lower as conditions might war- 
rant. In other words, you would not fix their salaries by the 
Constitution except for the term for which the present incumbents 
have been elected. 

With reference to all employees not effected by these constitu- 
tional provisions, I recommend as follows: 

Ist. That salaries be equalized. In some departments em- 
ployees are paid more than employees in other departments for the 
same character of work. The salaries should all be equalized. 

2nd. That a study be made of the time the salaries were fixed 
and that the salaries be so fixed that taking into consideration pres- 
ent conditions, every employee receive only a fair and reasonable 
compensation for the work actually done. If you will appoint a 
small committee, say of three from the House and two from the 
Senate, to study the salary situation I will be glad to furnish this 
committee promptly with a list of all salaries and compensation by 
departments. This information has been prepared and is ready for 
you. 


ABOLISHMENT OF OFFICES AND DEPARTMENTS. 


I recommend, in the interest of economy, that the Court of Ap- 
peals be abolished at the termination of the present term of the 
judges of this Court. I believe that the appellate work could be 
done satisfactorily by the Supreme Court without adding any 
judges to it. The Court might, if necessary, in order to assist in 
economizing in state government, lengthen its term and shorten its 
vacation period. Many of the criminal cases and cases involving no 
new legal questions can be decided without writing opinions. I 
believe that the work can be done with due regard to time and law 
enforcement without adding any judge or any clerks or any other 
expense to the Supreme Court and that the total present cost of 
the Court of Appeals can be saved. 

A number of law and equity courts, or other inferior courts, 
have been established in different sections of the State. I vetoed 
all of the bills establishing these courts which were passed during 
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my administration. I believe that almost all of these courts could 
be abolished without injury to law enforcement and the orderly 
dispatch of the business which should properly be disposed of by 
the courts. In some instances the circuits might be changed so that 
the work may be more equitably distributed. I believe that a com- 
mittee from your Body could investigate this and could so arrange 
the circuits that the work could properly be done without added 
judges and that the expense of the law and equity courts could be 
saved without any injury to our government. 

This administration abolished the services of the law enforcing 
officers and the Attorney General has dispensed with the under- 
cover men. Their duties, as they should be, are being performed 
by the sheriffs of the State, as the Constitution and Statutes di- 
rect. This reduces annually the expenses of government at least 
One Hundred and Fifty Thousand Dollars. There are thirty game 
wardens in Alabama. The Examiner of Accounts informs me, let- 
ter attached, that their salaries for month of June amounted to $3,- 
648.00 and their travelling expenses to $5,148.77, or a total of $8,- 
832.77. This would make the total cost per year aggregate $105,- 
993.24. ‘This $100,000.00, plus, per year can be saved by placing 
their duties on the sheriffs of Alabama. These thirty game war- 
dens look after and care for the life of the ’possums, coons, squir- 
rels, birds, deer, etc. We trust the sheriffs to protect and guard 
the lives, liberty, happiness and property of our citizens and I am 
sure we can aiid should trust them to protect and guard the lives of 
*possums, coons, birds, etc., and thereby reduce the expenses of 
government at least One Hundred Thousand Dollars annually. 
This could be placed on future salaries of teachers. ‘This is just a 
sample of many of the enormous expenses of this government, use- 
less and unnecessary, which can be saved by the elimination and 
abolishing process. 

The burden of the tax payers cannot be reduced sufficiently by 
reducing the expenses of state government, if we leave the munici- 
pal and county governments too expensive. I believe that offices 
can be eliminated and combined and that salaries can be reduced 
and the expense of government greatly reduced in our municipali- 
ties and counties, and I recommend that you make proper investi- 
gation and enact necessary laws to reduce the expense of municipal 
and county government. 


LIVE WITHIN OUR INCOME. 


One of the recommendations of the Brookings Institution is 
that we have a Budget Commission and a sound budget and ac- 
counting law. I believe that this is one of the most important sub- 
jects to be studied by you. For a long time in Alabama appropria- 
tions have been made with little or no regard as to whether or not 
there would be revenue available to meet them. It will always fol- 
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low that the State will be in debt if this kind of practice is con- 
tinued. We should by all means have a Budget Commission and 
a good accounting system and no appropriation should become 
available in full unless there are sufficient funds to meet it. I hope 
that you will adopt the necessary legislation so that the State must 
live within its income. 

I believe that every appropriation which has been made for any 
purpose should be repealed, effective September 30th, and that an 
entirely new appropriation bill to begin October 1st should be 
adopted. This appropriation bill should be made under the provi- 
sions of your Budget law, if you adopt one. Many appropriations 
must be decreased. The committee which you appoint to study the 
equalization and reduction of salaries and compensation could also 
study the reduction of appropriations to the end that reductions: 
may be properly made so as not to destroy any necessary function 
of government and so as to reduce the cost of same as much as 
can properly be done. 

The courts have held that the law of Alabama taxing the capital! 
stock of National Banks was unenforceable because of the fact that 
there was discrimination in Alabama against persons or corpora- 
tions engaging in competitive business with the National Banks. 

I recommend that you carefully study this question and enact 
such laws as will make possible an enforceable law taxing the 
stock of National Banks on the same basis as the stock of the State 
Banks is taxed. 

You adopted an Act to authorize the Governor of Alabama to 
have an audit made of all departments, offices and institutions ol 
the state government and you appropriated for this purpose the 
sum of Forty Thousand Dollars ($40,000.00). We employed Loom- 
is, Suffern and Fernald, Certified Public Accountants, to make this 
audit and we paid them for the service the sum of Eight Thousand 
Dollars ($8,000.00). The expense of printing the report was §$1,- 
314.60, and the expense of distributing it was $171.75, so that the 
total cost of the audit and of delivering the report to you and other 
citizens was $9,486.35. This audit determined the amount of the 
current debt of the State at that time. 

You also passed an Act to authorize the Governor to have a 
detailed study and survey made of the state government and to 
make an appropriation to cover the cost of the same. You appro- 
priated for this purpose the sum of Thirty Thousand Dollars ($30,- 
000.00). We employed the Brookings Institution and paid them 
the sum of $20,000.00. The expense of printing the report was $6,- 
600.00, and the expense of distributing it was $331.44, so that the 
total cost of the survey and of delivering the report to you and 
other citizens was $26,931.44. The survey made by the Brookings 
Institution was very thorough. These people are reputed to be 
the best in the United States for the work covered by the act 
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passed by you, that is analyzing the government and making recom- 
mendations of changes which would make the cost of government 
less and make government more efficient. They have done the 
same character of work in several of the States and were most 
highly recommended. Their report is very exhaustive. Necessari- 
ly it must be most thoroughly digested and studied in order for us 
to get the greatest amount of good from it. 

Iam sure that some of the recommendations are impractical at 
this time and I am also sure that many of them are good and can 
be used to advantage in Alabama. I recommend that you continue 
your study of the report while you are in session and that you 
enact into law any of the recommendations which you approve and 
that you provide for the employment of a small number of men, 
about five, one or two of whom should be lawyers and the others 
business men, to study the report, make recommendations to a fu- 
ture session of the Legislature with bills enacting into law those 
measures which they approve and recommend. This would prob- 
ably necessitate several amendments to the Constitution and these 
Constitutional amendments could be prepared by the committee. 
Of course, any recommendations which will be made by the com- 
mittee should be approved by the Legislature. 

I am continuing my study of the report and may have some 
further recommendations to make to you before your session ad- 
ourns. 

In unity there is strength. There is a great financial crisis in 
Alabama. We must meet it. It can be done. We must work to- 
gether harmoniously, economically, wisely and patriotically. In 
you we have implicit confidence. You have the good of the State 
at heart. Your every impulse is to give relief. Co-operate with 
you, I will. You will find the Executive office wide open to you 
and the Executive ready for consultation and collaboration with you 


at any time.

If they 
must be paid from current revenue of the Highway Department, the estimated 
funds available for highway operations during next year must necessarily be 
reduced by this amount. Under such conditions all operations of the De- 
partment will practically cease. 

One-third of the revenue from the Gas Excise Tax will go to the Coun- 
ties on October 1, 1932. This is the one cent gas tax levied by the 1931

RESOLUTIONS. 
The following resolutions were introduced: 


By Mr. Sparks: 

H. J. R. 10. Whereas, the matters mentioned in the proclama- 
tion of the Governor should have the careful consideration of the 
Legislature to the end that wise provision may be madc to mect 
the emergencies now facing the State; and, 

Whereas, before enacting any legislation embodying the recom- 
mendations of the Governor, diligent study of the condition of the 
State and of the measures necessary at this time should be made by 
the Legislature, or by committees thereof and bills drafted, if nec- 
essary, embodying the recommendations; and, 

Whereas, this study can be done by small committees better 
than by the Legislature as whole, or the two houses thereof, re- 
spectively, THEREFORE: 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTA- 
TIVES, THE SENATE CONCURRING: 

1. That the two houses raise joint committees whose duty and 
authority shall be to study the suggestions contained in the Gov- 
ernor’s proclamation, to make recommendations thereon and to re- 
port such recommendations to the two houses, together with bills 
drafted embodying such recommendations; that said committees 
shall consist of five members, three from the house and two from 
the senate, to be appointed by the presiding officers of the two 
houses, respectively. 

2. That said committees shall be designated as follows, and 
shall consider the following named items, or parts of items, of the 
Governor’s proclamation: 
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(a) CURRENT DEBTS COMMITTEE, which shall give con- 
sideration to, and make recommendations on items 1, 13, and that 
part of 14 which refers to the payment of Alabama’s current debts, 
and report bills, if necessary, ebbodying such recommendations. 


(b) TAXATION COMMITTEE, which shall give considera- 
tion to, and make recommendations on items 2, 3, 6, and 7, and 
report bills, if necessary, embodying such recommendations. 

(c) ECONOMY COMMITTEE, which shall give considera- 
tion to, and make recommendations on items 4, 5, and that part of 
item 14 which refers to reduction of salaries, wages and appropria- 
tions, and for abolishing useless offices, and departments, and for 
the consolidation of departments, and for balancing the budget of 
the State, and 16, and report bills, if necessary, embodying such 
recommendations. 

(d) PUBLIC ROADS COMMITTEE, which shall give con- 
sideration to, and make recommendations on items 8, 9, and 19, and 
that part of 14 which has reference to the construction and main- 
tenance of public roads and matching of federal funds, and report 
bills, if necessary, embodying such recommendations. 

(e) TRANSPORTATION COMMITTEE, which shall give 
consideration to, and make recommendations on item 12, and re- 
port bills, if necessary, embodying such recommendations. 

(f) PUBLIC EDUCATION COMMITTEE, which shall give 
consideration to, and make recommendations on that part of item 6 
which has reference to continuing the schools of the State, and that 
part of item 14 which has reference to keeping schools open, and 
the salaries of school teachers, and 21, and report bills, if necessary, 
embodying such recommendations. 


3. The members of said committees shall receive the per diem 
of members of the Legislature, and shall have the power and au- 
thority to select and employ such clerical assistance as they may 
need, not to exceed two employees for each committee, who shall 
be paid the same per diem as members of the Legislature ar paid, 
and whos compensation shall be paid upon certificate of the chair- 
man of the committee, but no compensation shall be paid after the 
the committee reports and is discharged. 


4. Said committees are authorized to sit during the sessions of 
the Legislature, or during any recess it may take; and shall have 
power to summon witnesses, to require the attendance of witnesses, 
and the production of papers and documents, and shall sit at such 
places as the committee may determine, and shall report on or be- 
fore August 30, 1932. 


5. That the two houses, when they adjourn this week, shall ad- 
journ to meet again on Tuesday, the 30th day of August, 1932, at 
noon. 
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And the H. J. R. 10 was referred to the Standing Committee on 
Rules. 


By Mr. Poole: 

H. J. R. 11. Be it Resolved by the House of Representatives, 
the Senate concurring, as follows: 

Whereas, the State of Alabama is in great financial stress be- 
cause of outstanding debts which it is unable to pay without dras- 
tic curtailment in governmental expense; and 

Whereas, Salaries of all State officials have been materially in- 
creased in the past few years, and we feel that the elected consti- 
tutional officials of the State should be willing to contribute their 
share toward decreasing the tax burdens of the people during these 
times of economic distress; 

Now, Therefore, Be it resolved by the House of Representatives, 
the Senate concurring, That all officials of the State whose salaries 
are fixed by law shall be and they are hereby called upon and re- 
quested to accept a voluntary reduction in salary to the extent of 
25% of their present pay. 

And the resolution was referred to the Standing Committee on 
Ways and Means. 


By Mr. Jones: 

H. J. R. 12. Whereas, the indebtedness of the State is stupen- 
dous, and, 

Whereas, the expenditures of the State exceed the receipts by 
several million dollars per annum; and, 

Whereas, the general conditions are such, with the resources of 
the State drying up, business languishing, factories idle, heavy de- 
clines in property values, inability to secure credit accomodations, . 
agricultural products at ruinous low levels, lack of employment 
prevailing everywhere, and the common schools in danger of not 
opening or facing short terms that it is imperative that every pos- 
sible means of economy and retrenchment should be resorted to by 
this Legislature; and, 

Whereas, Our people can ill afford to have any additional bur- 
dens placed upon them; 

Therefore, Be it resolved by the House of Representatives, the 
Senate concurring, that it is the sense of this Legislature that be- 
fore any revenue bill be considered and enacted that it shall curtail 
as much as possible the operating expenses of the Government, and 
every department and agency thereof, including the reduction of of- 
ficers and employees, the reduction and equalization of salaries, fees 
and other compensation the several items of appropriations, the 
abolishment or merging of departments, bureaus, commissions, and 
the other agencies of the government, all or any of which, when 
it can be done consistent with good and efficient operation. 
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And the resolutions was referred to the Standing Committee on 
Rules. 


By Mr. Yerby: 

H. J. R. 13. WHEREAS both Houses of the 72nd Congress of 
the United States of America by constitutional majority of two- 
thirds thereof proposed an amendment to the Constitution of Amer- 
ica which should be valid to all intents and purposes as a part of 
the Constitution of the United States when ratified by the Legisla- 
ture of three-fourths of the States, which resolution is in words and 
figures following, to-wit: 

“Joint resolution proposing an amendment to the United States 
fixing the commencement of the terms of President and Vice-Pres- 
ident and Members of Congress and fixing the time of the as- 
sembling of Congress. 


“Resolved by the Senate and the House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled (two-thirds of 
each house concurring therein) that the following amendment to 
the Constitution be and hereby is, proposed to the States to become 
valid as a part of said Constitution when ratified by the Legisla- 
tures of the several States as provided in the Constitution: 


“ARTICLE— 


“Section 1. The terms of President and Vice-President shall end at noon 
on the 20th day of January and the term of Senators and Representatives at 
noon on the 3rd day of January of the years in which such terms would have 
ended if this article had not been ratified; and the terms of their. successors 
shall then begin. 

“Section 2. The Congress shall assemble at least once in every year, 
and such meetings shall begin at noon on the 3rd day of January unless they 
shall by law appoint a different day. 

“Section 3. If at the time fixed for the beginning of the term of the 
President, the President elect shall have died, the Vice-President elect, shall 
become President. If a President shall not have been chosen before the time 
fixed for the beginning of his term, or if the President elect shall have failed 
to qualify, then the Vice-President elect shall act as President until the 
President shall have qualified and the Congress may by law provide for the 
case wherein neither the President elect nor a Vice President shall have been 
qualified, declaring who shali then act as President or the manner in which 
one who is to act shall be selected, and such person shall act accordingly 
until the President or Vice President shall have qualified. 

“Section 4. The Congress may by law provide for the case of the death 
of any of the persons from whom the House of Representatives may choose 
the President whenever the right of choice shall have devolved upon them, 
and for the case of the death of any of the persons from whom the Senate 
may choose a Vice President whenever the right of choice shail have de- 
volved upon them. 

“Section 5. Sections 1 and 2 shail take effect on the 15th day of October 
following the ratification of this article. 

“Section 6. This article shall be inoperative unless it shall have been 
ratified as an amendment to the Constitution by the Legislatures of three- 
fourths of the several states within seven years of the date of its submission. 
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“NOW THEREFORE BE IT 

Resolved by the House of Representatives of the General As- 
sembly of Alabama the Senate concurring therein: 

“Section 1. That said proposed amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States of America be and the same is, hereby 
ratified by the General Assembly of the State of Alabama. 

“Section 2. That certified copies of this preamble and joint 
resolution be forwarded by the Governor of this State to the Sec- 
retary of State at Washington, D. C., to the presiding officer of the 
United States Senate and to the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States.” 

And the resolution was referred to the Standing Committee on 
Constitution and Constitutional Amendments. 


By Mr. Coats: 

H. J. R. 14. Be it Resolved by the Legislature of Alabama now 
in session, that congratulations are hereby sent to Col. Chas A. 
Lindbergh and wife upon the birth of their second son. 

Bt it further resolved, That this expression of good will and 
best wishes by the Legislature is a reflection of the sentiment of 
the whole people of this State who have sorrowed with the Lone 
Eagle and his mate in the tragic loss of their first nestling and now 
rejoice with them in their new happiness.

the following question: “Shall the Court of County Commissioners, or Board

Corporation to locate at Montgomery, Alabama, a regional credit 
corporation with a paid-up capital stock of not less than five million 
dollars, which corporation is to serve the Fifth Federal District. 
composed of the states of Alabama, Louisiana, and Mississippi;

WHEREAS, we believe the best interests of all of our people 
and the people of the other two states within this District will 
best be served by the creation of this credit corporation at Mont- 
gomery, Alabama; 

NOW THEREFORE 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTA- 
TIVES, THE SENATE CONCURRING, that the Legislature of 
Alabama concurs in the expressions of our agricultural, financial, 
and industrial agencies as set out in the petition or breif filed with 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation, as of August 10th, 1932, 
asking for the location of the Regional Credit Corporation at Mont- 
gomery, Alabama;

after be taken, for services actually performed by said officers, 
as members of the Board of Revenue of said Counties, and to 
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provide for the payment of such compensation,” so as to have 
said Act affect counties which now or may have hereafter a popu- 
lation of not less than 96,000 and not exceeding 115,000 according 
to the last or any succeeding Federal Census. 

H. 38. To repeal an Act of the Legislature of Alabama passed 
July 2nd, 1931 entitled “An Act providing in all counties in the 
State of Alabama now having or which may hereafter have a 
population according to the last Federal census of not less than 
one hundred thousand and not more than one hundred seventy- 
jive thousand, for fees to attorneys appointed by the circuit judge 
or judges of such counties, to represent persons who have been 
indicted by the grand jury of such county for the commission 
of a crime, the maximum penalty for which, under the law, is 
death, the amount of such fees, and the mode of payment.” 

H. 39. To repeal an Act of the Legislature of Alabama passed 
June 16th, 1931 entitled “An Act to provide for a Deputy County 
Treasurer in each County of the State, having a population of not 
less than one hundred thousand, and not more than three hundred 
thousand inhabitants, according to the last, or to any succeeding 
Federal census; and to provide the qualifications, appointment, 
term, duties, bond, and compensation of such Deputy County 
Treasurers.” 

H. 40. To repeal an act of the Legislature of Alabama passed 
June 30th, 1931 entitled “An Act to provide for and submit to the 
qualified electors of this State an amendment to the Constitution 


of Alabama authorizing the governing authorities of the City of 


Mobile at any time and from time to time to call an election and - 


submit to the qualified voters of said city a proposal or proposals 
to increase the limit upon the aggregate amount of ad valorem 
taxes that may be levied by said city in any one tax year for all 
purposes, beyond one and one tenth (1.1) per centum of the value 
of property therein as assessed for State taxation during the pre- 
ceeding year, by thereafter levying and collecting and to there- 
after levy and collect, an additional tax or taxes on the property 
situated therein at not exceeding such rate as may be submitted in 
such proposal; and authorizing said city, after securing the ap- 
proval thereof by a majority of the qualified electors of such city 
voting at any such election to thereafter annually levy and collect 
for the purpose or purposes specified in said proposal, an additional] 
tax or taxes on the property situated therein at not exceeding such 
rate as shall have been approved at such election, and prescribing 
a limit upon the amount of ad valorem taxes that may be levied and 
collected by said city for all purposes, and ordering an election 
by the qualified voters of the State upon such proposed amend- 
ment, and fixing the time for holding such election.” 

H. 41. To repeal an Act of the Legislature of Alabama passed 
July 25th, 1931 entitled “An Act to propose an amendment to the

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Constitution of Alabama to authorize Mobile County, through a 
commission to be appointed as shall be provided by the Legisla- 
ture for that purpose, to purchase, build, or otherwise acquire and 
maintain and operate embankments, sea walls, and other protec- 
tion against seas, waves, tides, storms and floods in the County 
or Mobile along or near the shores of said County which border 
upon tidal waters, and to purchase, build or otherwise acquire and 
maintain and operate all appurtenances and improvements of what- 
soever nature necessary or useful thereto, including jetties, 
wharves, roads, boulevards, parks, ornamental lighting systems, 
buildings, and recreation facilities; to authorize Mobile County to 
issue bonds for such purposes; to provide for the payment of such 
bonds; to authorize a county excise license tax on the distribution of 
motor vehicle fuels and lubricating oils; to authorize said County 
to levy special assessments against property benefited by such im- 
provements; to authorize the allocation of state excise taxes on 
motor fuels, and state 1... se taxes on motor vehicles, tractors, 
busses, trailers, and trucks to Mobile County for such purposes; 
to authorize the creation of a revolving fund to assure the pay- 
ment of such bonds and the levy of taxes for the replenishment of 
such fund; to authorize the Legislature to adopt local acts in fur- 
therance of the purposes of said amendment; to ratify certain acts 
adopted by the 1931 Alabama Legislature; and to provide for the 
submission of said amendment to the qualified electors of the State 
of Alabama.” 

H. 42. To repeal an Act of the Legislature of Alabama passed 
May 29th, 1931 entitled “An Act to authorize cities and towns 
‘in this state having a population of more than sixty-seven thousand and 
under one hundred fifty-thousand people according to the last or 
any subsequent Federal census to impose, fix and require the 
payment of a license tax upon dealers engaged in selling non- 
intoxicating malt extract to consumers and to authorize such cities 
to require sworn reports of the amount of their sales by all such 
dealers and to prohibit the engaging in business by such dealers 
without the payment of such license and to fix and prescribe fines 
and penalties for doing business as such dealers without the pay- 
ment of such license and/or for failure to make and file such re- 
ports and provide to what purpose the net proceeds of all such 
license taxes shall be devoted.” 

H. 43. To repeal an Act of the Legislature of Alabama ap- 
proved July 20th, 1931 entitled “An Act to authorize the County 
Commissioners, Board of Revenue, Board of Revenue and Road 
Commissioners, or any board exercising such jurisdiction in any 
County in the State of Alabama, having a population of not less 
than one hundred and five thousand and not more than three 
hundred thousand according to the last Federal Census, or any 
succeeding Federal Census, to levy and impose an excise tax 
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of not more than five cents per gallon on all kerosene manufac- 
tured, distributed or sold by any person, firm or corporation in 
such County, and to provide for the payment and collection of 
such tax, to provide that all monies for such tax shall be paid into 
the County Treasury or County Depository, and to be used for 
road and bridge purposes only in such County; and further to 
provide for the enforcement of the act and fixing punishment and 
penalties for the violation of any of the provisions thereof.” 

H. 44. To repeal an Act of the Legislature of Alabama ap- 
proved July 10th, 1931 entitled “An Act to provide that unless 
otherwise stated in the Act or Resolution calling such election, 
whenever any special election is ordered by the Legislature upon 
any proposed amendment or amendments to the Constitution of 
this State affecting only one municipality in this State, then if 
such municipality has as much or more than 68,000 and under 
200,000 inhabitants according to the last or any subsequent Fed- 
eral Census, and if no amendment or amendments other than 
those affecting said municipality are submitted to the voters of 
the State at said election, the expense of holding such election, in- 
cluding the cost of publication, shall be paid by the municipality 
so affected.” 

H. 48. To repeal an Act of the Legislature of Alabama passed 
June 30th, 1931 entitled “An Act to provide for and submit to the 
qualified electors of the State of Alabama an amendm 1t to the 
Constitution of Aiabama prescribing certain conditions ander and 
the extent to and the purposes for which the City of Mobile may 
become indebted beyond the limit fixed by Section 225 of the 
Constitution and ordering an election by the qualified voters of 
the State upon such proposed amendment, and fixing the time for 
holding the said election.” 

The above and foregoing bills were severally read a second 
time and placed on the calendar. 

Mr. Brooks, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Consti- 
tution and Constitutional Amendments, reported that said Com- 
mittee, in session, had acted on the following bills and ordered 
same returned to the House with a favorable report: 


H. 8. A bill to be entitled an act to submit to the qualified 
voters of the State of Alabama at the general election to be held 
on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in November 19382, 
for their consideration, an amendment to the Constitution of the 
State, fixing the salaries and compensations and allowances to be 
paid to the Judge of Probate, the Tax Assessor, and the Tax Col- 
lector of Calhoun County, requiring the said officers to cover the 
fees collected by them into the county treasury of Calhoun County, 
and authorizing and empowering the Legislature thereafter to fix 
and regulate and alter the costs, charges, and fees and salaries of 
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such officers, together with other officers of said County, including 
the method and basis of their compensation. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
voters of Alabama for their consideration as hereinafter set forth, 
viz: commencing at the beginning of their next term of office sub- 
sequent to the general election to be held on the first Tuesday after 
the first Monday on November 1932, the compensation and al- 
lowances of the following named officers of Calhoun County shall 
be as follows: Salary of Judge of Probate of Calhoun County $5,- 
000.00 per year net; allowance of $3600.00 per annum for office 
expense as follows: one clerk at $1,500.00 per annum; one clerk at 
$1,200.00 per annum; one clerk at $900.00 per annum. The Tax 
Assessor of Calhoun County shall receive a salary of $4,000.00 
per year net; allowance of $1,200.00 per year for one clerk, and 
$800.00 per annum for extra help. The Tax Collector of Calhoun 
County shall receive a salary of $4,000.00 per year net; allowance 
of $1,200.00 per year for one clerk, and $300.00 per annum for 
extra help. Payment for clerk and extra help shall be made by 
the County Treasurer upon an order signed by the officer in whose 
office the clerk and extra help was employed, directing to whom 
any amounts shall be paid. The above named amounts shall be 
in lieu of all compensations and allowances to the respective named 
officers, and to all compensation and allowances that may be here- 
after allowed said officers. These amounts shall be paid out of the 
county treasury of Calhoun County monthly as the salaries of 
other county officers are paid. The above named officers shall 
collect the fees heretofore collected by them, or which may here- 
after be collected by them, and shall cover such fees into the 
county treasury on the first day of each month. The Board of 
Revenue of Calhoun County shall provide said officers with neces- 
sary quarters, books, stationery, and other conveniences. The 
Legislature of Alabama may hereafter from time to time by local 
laws fix, regulate and alter the amount of the above named sala- 
ries and allowances, including the method and basis of their com- 
pensation; also fix, regulate and alter amount of compensation 
received by all the other County officers of said County. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 
notice by proclamation to be published in one newspaper in each 
County in the State, at least eight consecutive weeks, next preced- 
ing the general election in November 1932, of the election on the 
amendment proposed by this act, to be submitted to the qualified 
voters of the state, for their consideration, together with the pro- 
posed amendment. 

Section 3. That at the general election in November 1932, an 
election shall be held for the vote of the qualified electors of the 
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State upon the proposed amendment. Upon the ballots used in 
such election shall be printed the following: ‘Amendment to the 
Constitution, fixing the compensations and allowances of the fol- 
lowing named County officers of Calhoun County, commencing at 
the beginning of their next term of office, subsequent to the gen- 
eral election in November 1932, as follows : Salary of Judge of 
Probate of Calhoun County $5,000.00 per year net; allowance of 
$3600.00 per annum for office expenses as follows: one clerk at 
$1,500.00 per annum; one clerk. at $1,200.00 per annum; one clerk 
at $900.00 per annum. Salary of Tax Assessor of Calhoun County 
$4,000.00 per year net; allowance of $1,200.00 per year for one 
clerk; and $800.00 per year for extra help. Salary of Tax Col- 
lector of Calhoun County $4,000.00 per year net; allowance of 
$1200.00 per year for one clerk, and $300.00 per year for extra 


Payment for clerks and extra help shall be made by the County 
Treasurer upon an order signed by the officer, in whose office the 
clerks and extra_ help was employed, directing to whom any 
amounts shall be paid. The above named amounts shall be in lieu 
of all compensation and allowances to the respective named offi- 
cers, and to all compensation and allowances that may be here- 
after allowed said officer. These amounts shall be paid out of 
the County Treasury of Calhoun County monthly as the salaries 
of other County officers are paid. The above named officers shall 
collect the fees heretofore collected by them, or which may here- 
after be collected by them, and shall cover such fees into the 
County Treasury on the first day of each month. The Board 
of Revenue of Calhoun County shall provide said officers with 
necessary quarters, books, stationery, and other conveniences. The 
Legislature of Alabama may hereafter from time to time by local 
laws fix, regulate, and alter the amount of the above named sala- 
ries and allowances, including the method and basis of their com- 
pensation,; also fix, regulate, and alter amount of compensation 
received by all the other officers of said county.” Following the 
proposed amendment on the ballot shall be printed the word 
“Yes” and immediately under that shall be printed the word 
“No”. The choice of the elector shall be indicated by the cross 
mark by him opposite the word expressing his desire. 

Section 4. The officers of such general election shall open a 
poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amend- 
ment. The election shall be held in all things in accordance with 
the law governing general elections. In the election upon such 
proposed amendment the votes thereat shall be canvassed, tabu- 
lated, and the returns thereof made to the Secretary of State, and 
counted in the same manner as in elections for representatives to 
the Legislature, and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority 
of the qualified electors who voted upon the propased amendment 
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voted in favor oz the same, such amendment shall be valid to all 
intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of Alabama. 
The result of such election shall be made known by proclamation 
of. the Governor. 

The above and foregoing bill, H. 8, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution was read a second time at length and placed on 
the calendar. 

H. 26. A bill to be entitled an act to submit to the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama, for their consideration at the 
primary election to be held on the first Tuesday in May, 1934, 
a proposed amendment to the Constitution of the State authorizing 
and empowering the Legislature to prescribe, fix and regulate 
the salaries of all County officials, of the various counties of the 
State, in lieu of fees, compensations and allowances now received 
by such officials, and to require all officials, whose salaries are 
prescribed, fixed or regulated under this amendment, to pay all 
fees, allowances and compensations, collected or received by them, 
into the general funds of their respective counties; and to authorize 
and empower the Legislature to combine the offices of Tax Col- 
lector and Tax Assessor, in counties where the population does 
not exceed fifty thousand (50,000). 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
.of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
electors of the State, for their consideration at the primary election 
to be held on the first Tuesday in May, 1934, viz: 

“The Legislature of Alabama is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to prescribe, fix and regulate the salaries of each and all 
of the county officials of the various counties of the State, and 
the salary so fixed shall be in lieu of the fees, compensation and 
allowances heretofore collected or received by them for their serv- 
ices; and the officials whose compensation are so prescribed, fixed 
or regulated are hereby required to pay into the general funds, 
of their respective counties, all fees, compensation and allowances 
heretofore collected or received by them for and as compensation ; 
and the Legislature is hereby authorized and empowered to com- 
bine the offices of Tax Collector and Tax Assessor, in any or all 
of the counties of the State where the population does not exceed 
fifty thousand (50,000), by the last or any subsequent Federal Cen- 
sus, and to prescribe, fix and regulate their salary.” 

Section 2. That at the said election on the first Tuesday in 
May, 1934, the qualified voters of the State shall vote on said pro- 
posed amendment and on the official ballot, printed for such elec- 
tion, there shall be printed the following, viz: “Shall the follow- 
ing amendment of the Constitution of Alabama be adopted?” 

“The Legislature of Alabama is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to prescribe, fix and regulate the salaries of each and all 
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of the county officials of the various counties of the State, and the 
salary so fixed shall be in lieu of the fees, compensation, and al- 
lowances heretofore collected or received by them for their serv- 
ices; and the officials whose compensation are so prescribed, fixed 
or regulated are hereby required to pay into the general funds, of 
their respective counties, all fees, compensations and allowances 
heretofore collected avd zcccived by them for and as compensation ; 
and the Legislature is hereby authorized and empowered to com- 
bine the offices of Tax Collector and Tax Assessor in any or all of 
the counties of the State where the population does not exceed 
filty thousand (50,000), by the last or subsequent Federal Census.” 


Section 8. That notice of the election hereby ordered, together 
with the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by a proclama- 
tion made and issued by the Governor, which shall be published in 
one newspaper in each county in the State once a week for at least 
eight successive weeks next preceding the date hereby appointed 
for such election. 


Section 4. That the officers of such primary election shall open 
a poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed 
amendment. The election shall be held in all things in accordance 
with the laws governing general elections in Alabama. In the 
election upon such proposed amendment the votes cast thereat shall 
be canvassed, tabulated and the returns thereof made to the Sec- 
retary oi State and counted in the same manner as in elections for 
representatives to the Legislature, and if it shall thereupon appear 
that a major‘t, of the qualified electors, who voted at such election 
upon the proposed amendment, voted in favor of the same, such 
amendment shall be valid in all intents and purposes as a part of 
the Constitution of Alabama. The result of such election shall be 
made known by proclamation of the Governor. 


The above and foregoing bill, H. 26, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution, was read a second time at length and placed on 
the calendar. 


Mr. St. John, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways 
and Means, reported that said Committee, in session, had acted on 
the following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a 
favorable report: 


H. 55. A bill to be entitled an act to propose an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama to be known as “Article XXIII” 
authorizing the State to issue and sell negotiable interest bearing 
bonds in an amount not to exceed Twenty Million Dollars ($20,- 
000,000.00) in addition to all other bonds of the State; to provide 
that such bonds shall be free from taxes; to provide that such 
bonds shall be the general obligation of the State and to provide 
for a sinking fund to pay the interest and principal. 
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Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama is hereby proposed and an election is hereby 
ordered by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the 
proposed amendment, and the day hereby appointed for such elec- 
tion is the 8th day of November, 1932, this being the date of the 
general election next succeeding the session of the Legislature at 
which this amendment is proposed. The proposed amendment is 
as follows: 

Article XXIII. The State is authorized to issue and sell nego- 
tiable interest bearing bonds in addition to all other bonds of 
the State, in an amount not to exceed the sum of Twenty Million 
Dollars ($20,000,000.00) to pay the indebtedness of the State out- 
standing on September 30, 1932. Said bonds to be issued under 
such denominations, numbers and series and to mature at such 
times as may be provided by law, all such bonds shall bear a rate 
of interest not exceeding six per cent (6%) per annum, payable 
semi-annually; shall be a direct obligation of the State and the 
full faith and credit of the State is pledged for the prompt pay- 
ment of the interest and principal thereof.

A bill to be entitled an act to propose an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama to be known as “Article XXII”, 
authorizing the Legislature to levy an income tax for the calendar 
year, 1932, and for each year thereafter; to provide that income 
shall not be considered property for tax purposes, and to provide 
that the Legislature shall reduce the ad valorem tax when the reve- 
nue derived from an income tax will justify. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama is hereby proposed and an election is hereby 
ordered by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the 
proposed amendment and the day hereby appointed for such elec- 
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tion is the 8th day of November, 1932, this being the date of the 
general election next succeeding the session of the Legislature at 
which this amendment is proposed. The proposed amendment is 
as follows: 

Article XXII. The Legislature shall have the power to levy 
and collect taxes for State purposes on net incomes from whatever 
source derived within this State, including incomes from State 
offices or State employment of any kind, for the calendar year, 
1932, and thereafter, and to designate and to define the incomes 
to be taxed and to fix the rates of taxes.

Whereas, a discussion of this problem at Muscle Shoals, Ala- 
bama, would focus the attention of the nation upon the Muscle 
Shoals question and the governmental policy involved as it would 
at no other place in the United States; 


Therefore, be it resolved by the House of Representatives, the 
Senate concurring, that an invitation be, and it hereby is, extended 
to Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt of New York, the Democratic 
Nominee for President of the United States, to include Muscle 
Shoals, Alabama in his itinerary and deliver one of his major cam- 
paign speeches at this point.

Following the proposed amendment on the ballot shall be 
printed the word “Yes”, and immediately under that shall be 
printed the word “No”. The choice of the elector shall be indi- 
cated by a cross mark by him opposite the word expressing his 
desire. Officers of said election shall be appointed and said elec- 
tion shall be held in all things in accordance with the laws govern- 
ing general elections and constitutional provisions respecting 
amendments to the Constitution. Officers of said election shall 
be the same officers that hold the first primary election on the 
first Tuesday in May, 1934. In the election so held upon such 
proposed amendment the votes cast thereat shall be canvassed and 
tabulated, and returns thereof be made to the Secretary of State, 
and counted in the same manner as in elections for representatives 
to the Legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority 
of the qualified electors who voted at such election upon such 
proposed amendment voted in favor of the same, said amendment 
shall be valid to all intents and purposes as part of the Consti- 
tution of Alabama.

“And provided further that every homestead not exceeding one 
hundred and sixty acres not in any city or town or village, and 
every homestead not exceeding a iot 100 by_150 feet in a city or 
town or village, and the dwelling and appurtenances thereon, owned 
and actually occupied the entire tax year by a resident of this 
State, that is assessed for taxation at not exceeding two thousand 
dollars, shall be exempt from all taxes, for each and every tax 
year that it is owned and actually occupied in person by the owner 
asa home. Where a home, owned and actually occupied by a resi- 
dent of this State as a home is assessed for taxes for more than 
two thousand dollars, only the valuation in excess of two thousand 
dollars shall be taxable during the time the home is occupied by 
the owner as a home. To obtain the benefit of this exemption, the 
home owner must file a sworn claim with the Tax Assessor of 
the County under such regulations as the Legislature may provide. 
Any property exempted by means of a false claim of exemptions 
shall be forfeited to the State.”

$. 18. A bill to be entitled an act to submit to the qualified 
voters of the State of Alabama, at the general election to be held 
in November, 1932, for their consideration, an amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Alabama, so as to authorize and em- 
power the Legislature of Alabama from time to time, by general 
or local laws, to fix, regulate and alter the costs, charges of courts, 
fees, commissions, allowances to be charged or received by any 
county office of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, including the Sher- 
iff, Judge of Probate, Tax Assessor, Tax Collector, Clerk of the 
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Circuit Court and Register of the Chancery Court, and including 
the method or basis of their compensation, or to consolidate any 
of said offices into one. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature, of Alabama: 


Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
voters of Alabama for their consideration, as hereinafter set fourth, 
viz: “The Legislature of Alabama may hereafter, from time to 
time, by general or local laws, fix, regulate and alter the costs, 
charges of courts, fees, commissions, allowance to be charged or 
received by any County Office of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, 
including the sheriff, Judge of Probate, Tax Assessor, Tax Col- 
lector, Clerk of the Circuit Court and Register of the Chancery 
Court and including the right to place any one or all of said 
officers on a salary and provide for the fees charged by said offi- 
cer to be paid into the treasury from which his salary is paid, 
and provide the method and basis of their compensation or con- 
solidate any of said offices into one.” 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor of Ala- 
bama to give notice by proclamation to be published in one news- 
paper in each County in the State of Alabama at least eight suc- 
cessive weeks next preceding the general election in November, 
1932, of the election on the amendment proposed by this Act 
to be submitted to the qualified voters of the State of Alabama for 
their consideration together with the proposed amendment. 

Section 3. That at the general election in November, 1932, an 
election shall be held for the vote of the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon the proposed amendment. Upon the bal- 
lots used at such election shall be printed the following, viz: 
“Amendment to Constitution, Authorizing The Legislature of Ala- 
bama, By General or Local Laws, From Time to Time, To Fix, 
Regulate and Alter The Cost, Charges of Courts, Fees, Commis- 
sions, Allowances To Be Charged Or Received By Any County 
Officer Of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, Including The Sheriff, 
Judge of Probate, Tax Assessor, Tax Collector, Clerk Of The Cir- 
cuit Court And Register Of The Chancery Court or to consoli- 
date any of said offices into one, or place any of said offices on a 
salary and provide for the payment of such fees into the treasury 
from which his salary is paid, And provide The Method And 
Basis Of Their Compensation.” Following the proposed amend- 
ment on the ballot shall be printed the word “Yes” and immedi- 
ately under that shall be printed the word “No”. The choice 
of the elector shall be indicated by a cross-mark by him or her 
opposite the word expressing his or her desire. 

Section 4. The officers of such general election shall open a 
poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amend-

lated and the returns thereof be made to the Secretary of State

“Income in Alabama shall not be deemed property for pur- 
poses of ad valorem taxation; but the Legislature is hereby au- 
thorized to levy and collect taxes for state purposes on net incomes 
from whatever source derived within this state, and to designate 
and define the incomes to be taxed and the rates of such taxation 
within the limitations prescribed herein, such rates to be on a 
graduated basis or otherwise. This shall be in addition to ad 
valorem taxes that may be levied upon property within the state. 
The Legislature shall have the power to prescribe what incomes 
shall be net incomes for the purposes of this tax. 

Provided, however, that no rate shall be less than 1% nor 
more than 10% ; and further provided, that no exemption in favor 
of single persons shall be greater than $1,000.00, and no exemption 
in favor of a head of a family shall be greater than $2,000.00; 
and further provided, that any one against whom any such in- 
come tax shall be levied shall be allowed credit against such tax 
for the full amount of state ad valorem taxes paid by such person 
on his own property for the year for which such income tax is 
assessed. And further provided that the Legislature shall not 
have authority to exempt from income taxes incomes derived from 
the state or any sub- division thereof, or from any obligations of 
the state or its sub-divisions.”

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama is hereby proposed and an election is hereby 
ordered by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon 
the proposed amendment and the day hereby appointed for such 
election is the 8th day of November, 1932, this being the date of 
the general election next succeeding the session of the Legislature 
at which this amendment is proposed.

S. 9. To withdraw and take way from the Court of County 
Commissioners of Winston County, Alabama, all jurisdiction over 
public roads and bridges and public road and bridge funds in said 
county; to create and establish a Highway Commission for said 
county to be composed of the Probate Judge of said county and 
two other members to be appointed; and to invest said Highway 
Commission with jurisdiction, authority over public roads and 
bridges and over public road and bridge funds in and for said 
county; to provide for the terms of office and compensation of 
said members; and to define the powers, jurisdiction, duties, au- 
thority, and responsibilities of said commission; and to repeal all 
laws, locai and generai, in conilict herewith in so far as the same 
apply to Winston County, Alabama. 

With notice and proof hereto attached and herewith exhibited 
as follows: 


NOTICE. 


Notice is hereby given that an application will be made to the Legislature 
of Alabama at the special or call session for the year 1932, for the passage of 
a Local Act for Winston County, which Act is in sub- substance as follows: 


A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To withdraw and take away from the Court of County Commissioners of 
Winston county, Alabama, all jurisdiction over public roads and bridges 
and public road and bridge funds in said county; to create and establish a 
Highway Commission for said county to be composed of the Probate Judge 
of said county and two other members to be appointed; and to invest said 
Highway Commission with jurisdiction, authority over public roads and 
bridges and over public road and bridge funds in and for said county; to pro- 
vide for the terms of office and compensation of said members; and to define 
the powers, jurisdiction, duties authority, and responsibilities of said commuis- 
sion; and to repeal all laws, local and general, in conflict herewith in so far 
as the same apply to Winston county, Alabama. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby created a highway commission in and for 
Winston county, Alabama, to be known as the COUNTY HIGHWAY COM- 
MISSION. Said County Highway Commission shall be composed of the 
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Judge of Probate of said county who shall be ex-officio chairman of said 
commission and two associate members who shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor of Alabama, and who shall held office during the term of the present 
ent governor, and until their successors are appointed and qualified, whose 
successors shall be appointed by the successive governors of Alabama, and 
who shall hold office concurrently with the governor making the appoint- 
ment and until their successors are appointed and qualified. Said associate 
members, who shall be qualified electors of Winston county, Alabama, shall 
be appointed by the Governor by reason of their honesty, efficrency and busi- 
ness sbility. 

The governor shall fill all vacancies on the commission by appointment, 
such appointee shall hold for the unexpired term and until his successor is ap- 
pointed and qualified, and before taking office the commissioners shall take 
oath of office prescribed by law for other county officers in this State, which 
shall be likewise filed and recorded. 

SECTION 2. Said County Highway Commission shall meet monthly 
on the second Wednesday in each calendar month, and at such other times 
as may be fixed by said commission, subject to call of the chairman, with 
sufficient notice to associate members, at the courthouse in Double Springs, 
Alabama, provided, however, that they may meet alternately in Double 
Springs and at Haleyville, Alabama. The chairman of said commission shall 
preside at all meetings and shall act as Secretary of the Board: provided, 
however, that in the absence of said chairman, any member of the commission 
may preside and act as Secretary of the meeting. A majority of the com- 
mission shall constitute a quorum, and the chairman shall only vote in the 
event of a tie. The affirmative votes of two members of said commission 
shall be sufficient to decide any question coming before said Commission 
for decision. 

SECTION 3. The said County Highway Commission is hereby in- 
vested with general and exclusive jurisdiction, control and superintendence ot 
public roads, bridges and ferries, and public road and bridge funds and money, 
in Winston county, Alabama, and may and shall do and perform all acts and 
exercise all jurisdiction and perform all the duties relative to the public roads, 
bridges and ferries in said county, to the construction, maintenance, repair and 
superintendence and working thereof, and to the collection of road taxes in said 
county, and the enforcement of the collection of said road taxes. And said 
County Highway Commission and its members shall have and exercise all the 
jurisdiction, rights, powers and authority over said public roads, bridges and 
ferries in Winston county, Alabama, and over the public road and bridge 
funds and money of said county, and over the collection of the road taxes and 
the working of the roads in said county, and shall perform all the services 
and duties relative to said public roads, bridges and ferries which are now or 
may hereafter be vested in or put upon Courts of County Commissioners, 
Boards of Revenue and other governing bodies or courts of like kind by the 
general laws of Alabama. All jurisdiction of the Court of County Commis- 
sioners of Winston county, Alabama, over public roads, bridges and ferries of 
Winston county, Alabama and over the construction, maintenance and repair 
thereof, and all right and or authority of said court of County Commissioners 
to Control and expend the public road and bridge funds of said county are 
hereby abolished and repealed. 


SECTION 4. The Judge of Probate shall procure permanent, well- 
bound books similar to those provided for the minutes of the court of county 
commissioners in which there shall be recorded all acts of the county highway 
commission, and the filing of all claims auditing the same and the allowance 
thereof shall be in the same manner as now provided for by law as to courts 
of county commissioners. For the services rendered by the Judge of Probate, 
as ex-officio chairman of the county Highway Commission and as secretary 
thereof, he shall receive annually the same amount of money from the county 
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as is now provided by law for the Probate Judge of Winston County, Alabama, 
for ex-officio services rendered in public road and bridge matters for said 
county, but he shall not receive any per diem for acting as ex-officio chairman 
of the county highway Commission. Each associate member of said commis- 
sion shall receive $5.00 per day for each day they attend a meeting of said 
commission, and for the time actually expend in the performance of their 
duties, provided that said associate members shall not receive more than, $50.00 
in any calendar month. All money paid to the associate members of said com- 
mission for services rendered as members thereof shall be paid out of the 
public road and bridge fund of Winston County, Alabama. 

SECTION 5. The County Highway Commission shall have authority to 
make and promulgate such rules and regulations as to the location, construc- 
tion and maintenance of public roads, bridges, and ferries in Winston County 
as they see fit, provided that said rules and regulations do not conflict with 
the constitution or general laws of the state of Alabama. All legal procedure, 
remedies, appeals and reviews in the courts from and about the exercise of 
jurisdiction of the County Highway Commission shall be the samé as now 
provided by general law as to courts of county commissioners, boards of rev- 
enues, and governing bodies of like kind in Alabama, exercising similar acts 
and jurisdiction. Said highway commission as soon after the appointment 
and qualification of.members thereof as practicable shall divide said county 
in as many road districts as in the discretion of the board is necessary; not 
less than five nor more than seven districts; and the same commission is 
hereby authorized and empowered to employ a district road supervisor 
for each of the said districts to supervise all construction and mainte- 
nance of the roads and bridges of his district, and shall fix his duties and com- 
pensation and may discharge such supervisors at their discretion and employ 
other supervisors. Such supervisors may be employed for such time as in the 
judgment of said commission is necessary to the proper construction and 
maintenance of roads, bridges, and ferries of the county. 

SECTION 6. Said district road supervisors subject to the approvai of 
the Highway Commission of said county shall as soon after his appointment 
as practicable, appoint as many road overseers in their respective districts as 
may be necessary for the working, maintenance, and construction of roads in 
in said district, which said overseer shall not be ‘under 21 nor over 55: years of 
age, and shall apportion the road hands in their respective districts to the 
different roads thercin, and shall order the road overseers to call out the 
hands on said road for the purpose of maintaining and working said roads at 
such times as the district road supervisors may deem best, and to report 
to the grand jury of said county at its next regular term any overseer who 
fails to discharge his duties as such. 

SECTION 7. All persons over 18 and under 45 years of age are liable 
to work on the public roads in said county for five days in each year, except 
such as are exempt under Section 5778 of the Code of Alabama of 1907, and 
all provisions of the general law of the State of Alabama with reference to 
the public roads and as to working same, and to exemption, and all other 
provisions as to public roads shall be applicable to the working of the public 
roads in said county, except where same is in conflict with the provisions 
of this act. 


SECTION 8. That any person liable to road duty may work five days, 
or be exempt from work, by himself or substitute, by paying to the supervisor 
of his district or the overseer of the road to which he is apportioned, on or 
before the first day of February of the current year in which he is liable to 
road duty, the sum of five dollars, which shall exempt him from road work 
for the year. The Highway Commission of said county shall cause to be 
printed receipt books with stubs, and furnish each supervisor and overseer with 
sufficient supply supply of such books and when and as often as any person 
liable to road duty pays an overseer or supervisor in lieu of working such 
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overseer or supervisor shall give such person a receipt for the amount paid 
and shall number the stubs to correspond with the number of the receipt and 
such stub shall show the amount received and from whom. The overseer and 
supervisor shall from time to time pay such money over to the Judge of Pro- 
bate of said county taking his receipt there for. Whereupon it shall be the 
duty of the Judge of Probate to pay same to the county treasurer or other 
custodian of public funds of the county to be placed to the credit of the road 
fund of said county. All overseers and supervisors shall, on or before the 
first day of March of each year, deliver to the Probate Judge all stubs of 
receipts for money collected from road hands. And road overseer or super- 
visor who converts any such money to his own use or to the use of another, 
or who willfully fails or refuses to account for the same as required by law, 
shall be guilty of embezzlement and shall be punished accordingly. The 
money collected from persons liable to road duty shall be devoted to main- 
taining and keeping in repair the public roads of the county to which the per- 
sons paying the same were apportioned. 

SECTION 9. That any overseer who performs any work on the public 
roads of said county over and above the five days required by law for such 
overseers to work, shall be such reasonable sum for labors as may be fixed - 
by the Highway Commission of said County. 


SECTION 10. The Court of County Commissioners of said county 
may transfer to the road fund of the county any surplus of general funds in 
the county treasury, or any part of said surplus, whenever in the judgment 
of said Court it will promote the interests of the county to make such trans- 
fer. Any surplus of general funds so transferred shall be used for the work- 
ing of the public roads or the building of bridges or otherwise improving 
the public roads of said county as the Highway Commission may determine. 

SECTION 11. That the general laws of Alabama with reference to the 
mode of warning hands to work on the roads, with notice to be given, the 
kind of tools or implements to be brought by the hands, and also the general 
laws as to road defaulters and punishment and prosecution of the same shall 
not be construed to be repealed by this act, but the same shall be in full force 
and effect as to said county. 


SECTION 12. That the overseers shall preserve carefully all the tools 
and implements for working on the road turned over to them at any time by 
the Highway Commission of said county or by the supervisors of their dis- 
tricts and shall use same only to work on public roads and shall deliver the 
same to the secretary or to the supervisor, taking his receipt therefor, or on 
the order of the county Highway Commission. 


SECTION 13. That any overseer or road supervisor who fails to per- 
form his duty as such under the provision of this act shall be guilty of mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not less than five dollars nor 
more than twenty-five dollars. 


SECTION 14. Such commission shall also have power and authority 
to employ such other labor and teams as may be necessary for the con- 
struction, maintenance, and improvement of roads, ‘bridges, and ferries of 
said county and to buy machinery, tools and implements, books, receipt books, 
records, and stationery to be used by said Commission and other necessary 
equipment and road material which in their judgement is necessary for use 
on the public roads, bridges, and ferries of said county and to provide for the 
necessary sheltering and housing of the same and to pay all necessary expenses 
incurred by said commission or any member thereof in performing the duties 
imposed by this act. Said commission shall have authority when it deems it 
necessary to employ an engineer on such terms and for such time as is neces- 
sary in the location, change, or construction of any public road in the county 
and to pay him for his services out of the road and bridge fund of the county. 
Such commission shall have exclusive jurisdiction and control over the ex- 
penditure of all road and bridge funds in said county from whatever source 
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obtained and shall pay the same out upon warrants issued by the chairman of 
said commission after having been authorized by the vote of two or more 
members of the said commission and the treasurer of the said county or 
other custodian of the public funds of said county shall pay the warrant so 
drawn upon their presentation out of the road and bridge funds of said county. 

SECTION 15. If any section or provision of this act shall be declared 
void or unconstitutional, it shall not affect the validity of any other section, 
part, or provision hereof. 

SECTION 16. Except so far as the same may be in conflict with the 
provisions of this act the general laws now in force in this State with reference 
to public roads, public highways, ferries, and bridges, shall be in full force and 
effect in Winston County, Alabama. 

SECTION 17. That all laws and parts of laws, local, special and general, 
in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 18. That this act shall take effect immediately upon approval 


by the governor of Alabama.

On a call of counties bills were introduced, severally read one 
time and referred to appropriate Standing Committee as follows: 


By Mr. Beebe: 

H. 189. For the preservation, conservation, development and 
improvement of the oyster reefs and beds in the waters of Ala- 
bama; for the preservation, consideration, development and im- 
provement of the Oyster Industry in the State of Alabama and the

The Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Attorney General, State 
Auditor, Secretary of State, State Treasurer, Superintendent of Ed- 
ucation, Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries elected after 
the ratification of this Constitution, shall hold their respective of- 
fices for the term of four years from the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January next succeeding their election, and un- 
til their successors shall be elected and qualified. Each of said 
officers shall be eligible as his own successor except the Gover- 
nor, Lieutenant Governor and Secretary of State; and the Governor 
shall not be eligible to election or appointment to any officer under 
this State, or to the Senate of the United States during his term, 
and within one year after the expiration thereof. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give no- 
tice by proclamation to be published in one néwspaper in each coun- 
ty in the State at least eight consecutive weeks next preceding the 
general election in November, 1932 of the election on the amend- 
ment proposed by this Act, to be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State for their consideration together with the proposed 
amendment. 

Section 3. That at the general election in November, 1932 an 
election shall be held by the qualified electors of the State upon 
the proposed amendment. Upon the ballots used at such election 
shall be printed the following: 

“Amendment to the Constitution by amending Section 116 of 
Article 5 so as to read as follows: 

“Section 116 of Article 5—The Governor, Lieutenant Gover- 
nor, Attorney General, State Auditor, Secretary of State, State 
Treasurer, Superintendent of Education, Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and Industries elected after the ratification of this Constitution, 
shall hold their respective offices for the term of four years from the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next succeeding 
their election, and until their successors shall be elected and quali- 
fied. Each of said officers shall be eligible as his own successor ex- 
cept the Governor, Lieutenant Governor and Secretary of State; 
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and the Governor shall not be eligible to election or appointment to 
any office under this State, or to the Senate of the United States 
during his term, and within one year after the expiration thereof.” 

Section 4. The officers of such general election shall open a 
poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amend- 
ment. The election shall be held in all things in accordance with 
the law governing general elections. In the election upon such 
proposed amendments, the vote cast thereat shall be canvassed, 
tabulated and the return thereof be made to the Secretary of State 
and counted in the same manner as in elections for representatives 
for the Legislature, and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority 
of the qualified electors who voted upon the proposed amendment 
voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be valid to all in- 
tents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of Alabama. The 
result of such election shall be made known by the proclamation of 
the Governor. 

The above and foregoing bill, H. 199, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution was read one time at length and referred to 
the Standing Committee on Judiciary.

visors, and to provide that the board may employ a clerk, fix his 
salary which shall be a preferred claim against the county, fix the 
manner of its payment; and to abolish the Jury Board and the 
Clerk thereof in all such counties.

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of the State of Alabama is hereby proposed, and an election by the 
qualified electors of the State is hereby ordered to pass upon such 
proposed amendment, and the day appointed for the holding of such 
election is the Tuesday next after the expiration of____._ as 
months from the date of the final adjournment of the present ses- 
sion of the Legislature at which this amendment is proposed; the 
proposed amendment being as follows: 

All poll taxes remaining unpaid for any year or years prior to 
the year beginning October 1, 1931, shall be and are remitted as to 
any person liable therefor, provided such person shall pay, prior to 
the first day of February, 1934, all poll taxes due by such person 
from and after the first day of October, 1931. In Jefferson Coun- 
ty, Alabama, all poll taxes, including delinquent poll taxes, may be 
paid at any time during the year, except during a period of thirty 
days immediately preceding any primary election, run-off election 
or general election held in such county. 

Section 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered, and of the 
amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by proclamation of the 
Governor, which notice shall be published in one newspaper in 
each County of the State, once a week for eight successive weeks 
next preceding the day appointed for the holding of such election. 


Section 3, The expenses of the election herein provided for,

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ENGROSSED BILLS. 


Mr. Speaker : 

Your Standing Committee on Engrossed Bills begs leave to re- 
port that said committee, in session, has compared the follow‘ - 
engrossed bill with the original bill and finds same correctly en- 
grossed, to-wit: 

H. 55. To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama to be known as “Article XXIII’ authorizing the State to is- 
sue and sell negotiable interest bearing bonds in an amount not to 
exceed Twenty Million Dollars ($20,000,000.00) in addition to all 
other bonds of the State; to provide that such bonds shall be free 
from taxes; to provide that such bonds shall be the general obliga- 
tion of the State and to provide for a sinking fund to pay the in- 
terest and principal.

The following amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama is hereby proposed and an election is hereby 
ordered by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the 
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proposed amendment, and the day hereby appointed for such elec- 
tion is the 8th day of November, 1982, this being the date of the 
general election next succeeding the session of the Legislature at 
which this amendment is proposed. The proposed amendment is 
as follows:

S. 39. To establish an inferior court in Precinct 36 in Dallas 
County, Alabama, in lieu of all justices of the peace, and notaries 
public with powers of justices of the peace, in said precinct, to be 
known as “The Court of Common Pleas of Selma,”; and to define 
the jurisdiction and powers of said court, and the powers, disa- 
bilities and duties of the judge thereof; to provide for the execution

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby established an inferior court in precinct 
number 36 in Dallas County, Alabama, which shall be known and designated 
as “The Court of Common Pleas of Selma,” and which shall be in lieu of all 
justices of the peace and notaries public with power of justice of the peace. 
It shall have the jurisdiction now held by justices of the peace or that may 
hereafter be conferred by law on justices of the peace, or on said court, and 
the judge of said court shall have and exercise all the power and authority, and 
perform all the duties now or hereafter prescribed by law, for justices of the 
peace in said precinct. Said judge shall have the same right and privileges 
and be subject to the disabilities and penalties as may now or hereafter apply 
by law to justices of the peace. 

Section 2, That there shall be a judge of said Court, which judge shall 
at the time of his election or appointment be a resident of Dallas County, 
Alabama, be at least twenty-one years of age, and shall have been admitted to 
the practice of law in the State of Alabama. 

That immediately upon the passage and approval of this Act, or when it 
becomes a law, the Senate of Alabama, shall elect a Judge of said Court 
whose term of office shall be until the first Monday after the second Tuesday 
in January, 1935, next after his election, and until his successor is elected and 
qualified; after the election of the first Judge as herein provided, the Gov- 
ernor shall issue to said Judge a commission. The term of the Judge there- 
after elected shall be for four years, or until his successor is elected and 
qualified. 

Section 3. That at the regular election for State and County Officers in 
the year 1934, and each four years thereafter, there shall be elected a judge 
of said court by the qualified electors of said precinct 36. All vacancies in 
the office of said judge of said court shall be filled by appointment by the 
Governor, and such appointee so appointed shall hold office for the unexpired 
term and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 4. That such office shall be considered a county office within 
the meaning of election and other laws of Alabama. 

Section 5. That the judge of said Court shall receive a salary of eighteen 
hundred dollars per annum, payable monthly out of the general fund of 
Dallas County, by warrants drawn upon the County depository by the Pro- 
bate Tudge of Dallas County, Alabama: all expenses of said Court shall be 
payable out of the general fund of Dallas County upon warrants drawn by 
the Probate Judge upon the County Depositorv. 

Section 6. That the judge of said Court shall give bond in the penal sum 
of Two thousand dollars payable to the County of Dallas, and conditioned to 
faithfully discharge the duties of his office, which said bond shall be approved 
by and filed in the office of the Probate Judge of said county, and also con- 
ditioned to pay over all money to the proper officer or persons to whom it is 
payable, and to faithfully account for all money coming into his hands by 
virtue of his office. 

Section 7. The sheriff, coroner or special coroner, and deputy solicitor 
of said county shall perform the same duties in relation to the said Court of 
Common Pleas, as now devolve on them by law in relation to the Circuit 
Court of Dallas County, Alabama. 

Section 8. It shall be the duty of the judge of said Court to keep a docket 
of all the cases brought before this court such as is now required by law to 
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be kept by all justices of the peace. The judge shall have authority to issue 
all necessary summons upon complaint being filed in said court, and all 
other process which justices of the peace are required or empowered by law 
to issue. He shall have authority to swear witnesses at the trial of all cases 
in said court. It shall be the duty of said judge to tax and collect in each 
case the same costs and fees for the services of judge, sheriff and witnesses 
as are provided under the laws of Alabama for justices of the peace and 
sheriffs, and witnesses in such courts. The sheriff’s fees collected by said 
court shall be paid to the sheriff on the first Monday of each month. Any 
money paid to said judge on judgments rendered in said court shall be paid 
to the plaintiff or his attorney on demand. All the costs and fees allowed 
the judge of said court and all the witness fees and all fines and forfeitures 
assessed in said court, shall be paid to the said judge, and all the fees allowed 
the judge and all fines and forfeitures collected by said judge shall be paid 
by sa‘u judge on the first Monday of each month into the County Treasury 
te che credit of the general fund of said County, provided that the witness 
rees assessed and collected by the judge shall be retained by him and paid 
over to the witness entitled to the same. Any witness fees in the hands of 
said judge uncalled for within one month after receipt by him, shall be paid 
by him into the general fund of said County. 

Section 9. The witnesses in all cases in said court shall be entitled to 
the same fees, to be collected in the same manner by the judge of said court, 
and paid over by him to the witnesses entitled to the same as provided in like 
cases before Justices of the Peace, by the laws of the State of Alabama. 

Section 10. The fees allowed constables or the sheriff in said precinct for 
services in justice of the peace courts shall be taxed and collected as now 
provided by law in each case, and paid over by said judge to the sheriff of 
Dallas County, Alabama, as hereinbefore provided. 

Section 11. That the Sheriff of Dallas County shall be required to attend 
the Court hereby established, and for services rendered said court, as required 
by law, shall be paid the sum of $50.00 per month to be paid out of the Gen- 
eral Fund of Dallas County by warrant drawn by the Probate Judge of said 
County upon the County Treasury; and that the Deputy Solicitor of said 
County is hereby required to represent the State in all criminal causes in said 
court, and for his services therein shall receive a salary of $50.00 per month 
payable out of the General Fund of said County by warrant drawn by the 
Probate Judge on said County Treasury. 

Section 12. All processes of whatever kind or nature issued out of said 
Court shall be addressed to any lawful officer of Dallas County, Alabama, 
and shall be executed by the Sheriff of Dallas County, Alabama, or one of his 
deputies. 

Section 13. From any judgment of said court the defendants in criminal 
cases or the plaintiffs or defendants in civil cases shall have the right of ap- 
peal to the Circuit Court of Dallas County under the same regulations and 
requirements as now govern appeals from the courts of justices of the peace 
in the State of Alabama, and the bond furnished or required in such cases 
shall be governed by the same laws as now regulate appeals from the courts 
of justice of the peace in the State of Alabama. 

Section 14. The forms to be used in said court shall be the same as 
prescribed by the Code of Alabama of 1923 for Justices of the Peace, but 
they shall not be the exclusive forms used, and any forms now or hereafter 
provided in said code or by law for similar or analagous proceedings may be 
used in said court. All dockets, printed forms, and other stationery required 
by the said court shall be furnished and paid for by the County of Dallas out 
of the general fund of said County on warrant drawn by the Probate Judge 
of Dallas County, Alabama. 

Section 15. The judge of said court shall be permitted to practice law in 
all courts provided, however, that said judge shall not practice in the said

Court of Common Pleas of Selma, and shall not practice in any case originat- 
ing in or passing thru the said Court of Common Pleas of Selma. 

Section 16. All laws affecting or regulating the practice in courts of 
justice of the peace of Dallas County shall be applicable to the court hereby 
established, and all certificates of judgment of said court may be recorded as 
now provided for certificates of judgment of Justices of Peace. Said judg- 
ments shall be a lien when recorded as now or hereafter provided for Jus- 
tice of the Peace judgments in Dallas County, Alabama. ier 

Section 17. It shall be the duty of the Court of County Commissioners 
of Dallas County to provide a proper place for holding said court and to 
provide for the comforts and necessary accommodations therefor and to pro- 
vide said court with all necessary blanks, stationery, dockets and books which 
shall be paid for out of the general fund of Dallas County on warrant drawn 
by the Probate Judge of Dallas County, Alabama. 

Section 18. That upon the passage and the approval of this act the terms 
of office of all justices of the peace in said precinct 36 shall expire and said 
office of justice of the peace in said precinct shall be abolished, and the 
dockets, official papers and records of all kind of their respective office shall 
be delivered to the judge of the Court of Common Pleas of Selma by said 
justices, and all causes pending in-said Justice Courts shall be by such de- 
livery transferred to the said Court of Common Pleas, and executions and 
other process for the collection of judgments of said Justice Courts may be 
issued from said Court of Common Pleas including executions for costs, and 
upon the collection of costs in any case accrued before said transfer the judge 
of said Court of Common Pleas shall pay said costs to the justice of the peace 
or constable entitled thereto and shall take a receipt therefor, which shall be 
entered on the docket of said cause.

In the event that the Judge of said court is for any reason 
disqualified from acting, or in the event of the illness or absence from the 
city of said Judge, the Judge of Probate of Dallas County, Alabama, shall 
appoint an acting judge to try such cases as the judge of said court may 
be disqualified to try, or to act in the absence of the judge of said court, and 
in the event of the absence from the city of said Probate Judge the Judge of 
the Circuit Court of Dallas County, Alabama, shall appoint said acting judge. 

Section 21. If any section or provision of this act shall be declared to be 
void or unconstitutional, it shall not affect or destroy the validity or constitu- 
tionality of any other section or provision herein, which is not in and of it- 
self void or unconstitutional. 

Section 22, All laws and parts of laws general, local, or special contrary 
to the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 23. The public welfare requiring it, this act shall go into effect

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama is hereby proposed, and an election is hereby ordered by 
the qualified electors of the State of Alabama, and the day hereby 
appointed for such election is Tuesday, the day of __..___, 
1932, which day is more than three months after the final adjourn- 
ment of this special session of the Legislature, at which this amend- 
ment is proposed. The proposed amendment is as follows: 

ARTICLE XXV. 

Section 1. Short Title—This amendment shall be known and 
designated as Article XXV of the Constitution of Alabama, but 
for convenience may be referred to by a short title as “The Econ- 
omy Amendment.” 

Section 2. The salary, compensation and allowance of each: 
State employee in this State in excess of Twelve Hundred Dollars 
per year and less than Two Thousand Dollars per year is hereby re- 
duced fifteen per cent; in excess of Two Thousand Dollars per 
year and less than Four Thousand Dollars per year is hereby re- 
duced twenty per cent; over Four Thousand Dollars per year is 
reduced twenty-five per cent: These reductions are effective at 
once. 

Section 3. The salary, fees, allowances or other compensation 
of any State employee shall not be increased after the adoption of 
this amendment to the Constitution, unless the increase is author- 
ized by a vote of the qualified electors of the State at a special elec- 
tion called for that purpose. 
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Section 4. No salary, fees, allowances or other compensation in 
excess of Twelve Hundred Dollars per year shall be authorized or 
provided for any new office hereafter created or any new or addi- 
tional employment authorized by the State, unless the amount of 
such salary, fees or allowances or other compensation shall be au- 
thorized by a vote of the qualified electors of the State. 

Section 5. Indebtedness contracted or obligation incurred by 
the State, during the years 1933, and 1934 shall not exceed in any 
one of said years a sum equal to the amount expended by the State 
in the calendar year, 1921, for all purposes, other than for educa- 
tion, material and machinery for highway construction and main- 
tenance, and interest on bonded indebtedness incurred prior to Jan- 
vary 1, 1931. It shall be unlawful for the State of Alabama to ex- 
pend during the calendar year 1933 or 1934 a greater sum for all 
purposes than was expended for all purposes during the calendar 
year 1921; provided, however, that in determining the amount ex- 
pended for all purposes during said period of time, expenditures for 
education, material and machinery for highway construction and 
maintenance, and interest on bonded indebtedness incurred prior to 
January 1, 1931, shall be excluded. 

Whenever any contract, obligation or expenditure of money is 
challenged, the burden of proof shall be on the person claiming 
any benefit under the contract or proposed expenditure to show 
that the amount involved in the proposed expenditure or contract 
added to such obligations as have been previously incurred during 
the calendar year, or to such payments as had been actually made 
during the calendar year did’ not increase the payments or obliga- 
tions beyond the amount authorized by this section. 

Any state employee who aids, abets, assists in any way, directly 
or indirectly, in the violation of this section, or any part thereof, 
or contributes in any way to a violation of any provision in this 
section, shall be guilty of a felony, and, on conviction, shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary for not less than ten 
years, and such person may be prosecuted in the county in which 
he holds office, or is or was employed. 

Section 6. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by a proclamation 
of the Governor, which shall be published in one newspaper once 
a week in each County in the State for at least eight successive 
weeks next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 7. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on said proposed amend- 
ment; and on the official ballot printed for such election there shall 
be printed the following, viz: “Shall the following, to be known 
as “The Economy Amendment,” be adopted as Article XXV of the 
Constitution of Alabama?” Following such question, the language 
of the proposed amendment shall be printed haec verba. Imme- 
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diately thereunder shall be the words, “Yes... No. 7 
The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross mark by him, 
or under his direction, opposite the work expressing his choice. 

Section 8. Officers to hold such election shall be the same and 
shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same officials 
as are now provided by the election laws of the state for the ap- 
pointment of officers to hold elections in this state, and the election 
shall be held in all things in accordance with this Act, the law gov- 
erning general elections, and the constitutional provisions concern- 
ing amendments to the Constitution. 

Section 9. The votes cast at such election shall be canvassed, 
tabulated and returns thereof made the Secretary of State, and 
counted in the same manner as in elections for representatives to 
the Legislature; and if it shall thereon appear that a majority of 
the qualified electors who voted at such election upon the proposed 
amendment voted in favor of same, such amendment shall be valid 
to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama. The result of such election shall be made known 
by a proclamation of the Governor. 

The above and foregoing bill, H. 232, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution, was read one time at length and referred to 
the Standing Committee on Appropriations. 

By Mr. Bradford of Jefferson: 

H. 233: To provide that upon the foreclosure of any mort- 
gage upon real estate by the mortgagee therein, his heirs, assigns 
or agents, under the power of sale contained in such mortgage, the 
real estate secured by such mortgage shall be sold for its reason- 
able market value at the time of such foreclosure sale, and that in 
the event of such sale and the institution of any suit thereafter by 
the mortgagee, his heirs, assigns, or agents against the mortgagor 
or the assumer of the debt secured by such mortgage for a deficien-

“The real property to the taxable value of two thousand dol- 
lars and the personal property to the taxable value of one thousand 
dollars, of all persons whose property was injured or destroyed by 
the tornado occuring in the Spring of 1932, is hereby exempted 
from all ad valorem taxation for a period of five years beginning 
October 1, 1932, and ending September 30, 1937. 

“Any person claiming to be entitled to such exemption shall 
present a petition to the Board of Review of the County of his res- 
idence setting out the facts on which such claim is based. The 
Board of Review upon such petition and upon such other evidence 
as it may secure, shall determine whether such claimant is entitled 
to the exemption. From the action of the Board of Review either 
the State or the claimant may appeal to the Circuit Court in 
Equity of the County of his residence or where the real property is 
located. From the action of the Circuit Court either the State or 
the claimant may appeal direct to the Supreme Court.” 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor of Ala- 
bama to give notice by proclamation to be published in one news- 
paper in each County in the State of Alabama, at least eight suc- 
cessive weeks next preceding the General Election in November, 
1932, of the election on the amendment proposed by this Act to be 
submitted to the qualified voters of the State of Aiabama for their 
consideration together with the proposed amendment. 

Section 3. That at the General Election in November, 1932, 
an election shall be held for the vote of the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon the proposed amendment. Upon the bal- 
lots used at such election shall be printed the following: 

“The real property to the taxable value of. dollars and 
the personal property to the taxable value of dollars, of all 
persons whose property was injured or destroyed by the tornado 
occuring in the Spring of 1932, is hereby exempted from all ad va- 
lorem taxation for a period of five years beginning October 1, 1932, 
and ending September 30, 1937. 

“Any person claiming to be entitled to such exemption shall pre- 
sent a petition to the Board of Review of the County of his resi- 
dence setting out the facts on which sum claim is based. The 
Board of Review upon such petition and upon such other evidence 
as it may secure, shall determine whether such claimant is entitled 
to the exemption. From the action of the Board of Review either 
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the State or the claimant may appeal to the Circuit Court in Equity 
of the County of his residence or where the real property is locat- 
ed. From the action of the Circuit Court either the State or the 
claimant may appeal direct to the Supreme Court.” 

Following the proposed amendment on the ballot shall be print- 
ed the word “YES” and immediately under that shall be printed the 
word “NO.” The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a 
cross mark by him or her opposite the word expressing his or her 
desire. 

Section 4. The officers of such general election shall open a 
poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amend- 
ment. The election shall be held in all things in accordance with 
the law governing general elections. In the election upon the pro- 
posed amendment the votes cast thereat shall be canvassed, tabu- 
lated and the returns thereof be made to the Secretary of State 
and counted in the same manner as in elections for Representatives 
to the Legislature of Alabama, and if it shall thereupon appear that 
a majority of the qualified electors who voted upon the proposed 
amendment voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be 
valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of 
Alabama. The result of such election shall be made known by the 
proclamation of the Governor of Alabama. 

The above and foregoing bill, H. 234, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution, was read one time at length and referred to the 
Standing Committee on Ways and Means.

To permit the use, hire or letting of convict labor, State 
and/or county, for use in the construction or maintenance of drains, 
outlets for drains and/or reopening of any filled or partly filled 
drains and/or for the construction or maintenance of any levees 
in connection with drains, established or constructed now or that 
may be hereafter established or constructed under the provisions 
of present or future enacted general laws relating to drainage dis- 
tricts incorporated to promote public health and general welfare; 
And to provide ways and means of effecting such use, hiring or 
letting and methods of effecting such results.

BILLS ON SECOND READING. 

Mr. Sanderson, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Fed- 
eral Relations and Representation, reported that said Committee, 
in session, had acted on the following bill and ordered same re- 
turned to the House with a favorable report: 
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H. 179. To permit purchasers, mortgagees or lien holders to 
pay a proportionate or ratable amount of taxes on personal prop- 
erty sold to such purchaser or subject to such mortgage or lien 
without paying the entire taxes which are a lien upon said prop- 
erty, and upon such payment to relieve such property from any 
further lien. 

Mr. Tate, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Criminal 
Law, reported that said Committee, in session, had acted on the 
following bill and ordered same returned to the House with a 
favorable report: 

H. 217. To amend Section 2 of an act entitled an act “To fur- 
ther prescribe the duties of County Treasurers in counties of 
more than two hundred thousand population according to the last 
or any subsequent preceding Federal Census; to provide for cleri- 
cal assistance for such treasurers for the employment of attorneys 
to advise and represent such treasurers, and for the compensation 
of such treasurer, assistants, and attorney; and to require the 
deposit of county funds”, approved October 31, 1921. 

The above and foregoing bills were severally read a second time 
and placed on the calendar. 

Mr. Brooks, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Consti- 
tution and Constitutional Amendments, reported that said Com- 
mittee, in session, had acted on the following bill and ordered same 
returned to the House with a favorable report with substitute: 

H. 220. A bill to be entitled an act to submit to the qualified 
voters of the State of Alabama, at the General Election to be held 
on the first Tuesday in May, 1934, which is three months after the 
final adjournment of the Legislature at which this amendment is 
proposed, for their consideration, an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the State of Alabama, so as to authorize and empower the 
Legislature of Alabama, from time to time, by general or local 
laws, to fix, regulate and alter the costs, charges of courts, fees, 
commissions, allowances to be charged or received by certain 
county officers of Mobile County, Alabama, including the Judge 
of Probate, Tax Assessor, Tax Collector, Clerk of the Circuit Court 
and Registers of the Circuit and Chancery Courts, and including 
the method or basis of their compensation. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
voters of Alabama for their consideration, as hereinafter set forth, 
viz: “The Legislature of Alabama may hereafter, from time to 
time, by general or local laws, fix, regulate and alter the costs, 
charges of courts, fees, commissions, allowances to be charged or 
received by the following County Officers of Mobile County, Ala- 
bama, including the Judge of Probate, Tax Assessor, Tax Collector, 
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Clerk of the Circuit Court and Registers of the Circuit and Chan- 
cery Courts, and including the method and basis of their com- 
pensation.” 


Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor of Ala- 
bama to give notice by proclamation to be published in one news- 
paper in each County in the State of Alabama at least eight suc- 
cessive weeks next preceding the first Tuesday in May, 1934, which 
is three months after the final adjournment of the Legislature at 
which this amendment is proposed, of the election on the amend- 
ment proposed by this Act to be submitted to the qualified voters 
of the State of Alabama for their consideration together with the 
proposed amendment. 


Section 3. That the first Tuesday in May, 1934, which is three 
months after the final adjournment of the Legislature at which this 
amendment is proposed, ar election shall be held for the vote of the 
qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the proposed amend- 
ment. Upon the ballots used at such election shall be printed the 
following, viz: Amendment To ‘Constitution, Authorizing The 
Legislature of Alabama, by General Or Local Laws, From Time 
To Time, To Fix, Regulate and Alter The Costs, Charges Of 
Courts, Fees, Commissions, Allowances To Be Charged or Received 
By The Following County Officers of Mobile County, Alabama: 
The Judge of Probate, Tax Assessor, Tax Collector, Clerk of The 
Circuit Court and Registers Of The Circuit and Chancery Courts, 
And Including The Method And Basis Of Their Compensation. 
Following the proposed amendment on the ballots shall be printed 
the word “Yes” and immediately under that shall be printed the 
word “No”. The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross- 


mark by him or her opposite the word expressing his or her 
desire. 


Section 4. The officers of such general election shall open a 
poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amend- 
ment. The election shall be held in all things in accordance with 
the law governing general elections. In the election upon the pro- 
posed amendment the votes cast thereat shall be canvassed, tabu- 
lated and the returns thereof be made to the Secretary of State 
and counted in the same manner as in elections for Representa- 
tives to the Legislature of Alabama, and if it shall thereupon appear 
that a majority of the qualified electors who voted upon the pro- 
posed amendment. voted in favor of the same, such amendment 
shall be valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitt= 
tion of Alabama. The result of such election shall be made known 
by the proclamation of the Governor of Alabama. 


The above and foregoing bill, H. 220, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution, was read a second time, at length, and placed 
on the calendar. . 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ENGROSSED BILLS.

Your Standing Committee on Engrossed Bills begs leave to re- 
port that said Committee, in session, has compared the following 
engrossed bills with the original bills and finds same correctly en- 
grossed, to-wit: 

H. 123. To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama to be known as “Article XXIV” providing that all provisions 
of the Constitution which prohibit the Legislature from reducing 
the salary of compensation of any officer of the State, or of a 
county or municipality, during the term for which he has been 
elected, are suspended until October 1, 1935, and providing that 
any laws reducing such salaries, which may have been enacted 
since August 1, 1932, are ratified and confirmed and that this 
amendment to the Constitution will be void after October 1, 1935. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama is hereby proposed and and and election is hereby 
ordered by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the 
proposed amendment and the day hereby appointed for such elec- 
tion is the 8th day of November, 1932, this being the date of the 
general election next succeeding the session of the Legislature at 
which this amendment is proposed. The proposed amendment is 
as follows: : 

Article XXIV. All provisions of the Constitution which pro- 
hibit the Legislature from reducing the salary, fees or compensa- 
tion of any officer of the State, or of any County, or Municipality, 
or other political sub-division thereof, during the term for which 
he has been elected or appointed, whether such office held by him 
be Judicial, Legislative or Executive office or office of any other 
character, are suspended until the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January 1935; and provided the Legislature of 1935 
may fix the salary, fees and compensation of such officers for the 
term commencing on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January 1935, or prior thereto. Any and all laws reducing any sal- 
ary, fees or compensation of any such officer, which may have 
been enacted since August 1st, 1932, or which may hereafter be 
enacted are hereby ratified and confirmed. ; 

Notice of the election hereby ordered, together 
with the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by proclama- 
tion of the Governor, which shall be published in one newspaper 
in every county in the State, once a week for at least eight suc- 
cessive weeks next preceding the day hereby appointed for such 
election. 

Section 3. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on such proposed amend- 
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ment and on the official ballot provided for such election there 
shall be printed the following, viz: Shall the following be adopted 
as an Amendment to the Constitution of Alabama? 

Article XXIV. All provisions of the Constitution which pro- 
hibit the Legislature from reducing the salary, fees or compensa- 
tion of any officer of the State, or of any County, or Municipality, 
or other political sub-division thereof, during the term for which 
he has been elected or appointed, whether such office held by him 
be Judicial, Legislative or Executive office or office of any other 
character, are suspended until the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January 1935; and provided the Legislature of 1935 
may fix the salary, fees and compensation of such officers for the 
term commencing on the first Monday after the second Tuesday 
in January 1935, or prior thereto. Any and all laws reducing any 
salary, fees or compensation of any such officer, which may have 
been enacted since August Ist, 1932, or which may hereafter be 
enacted are hereby ratified and confirmed. 

Section 4. The officers of the general election shall open a 
poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amend- 
ment. 

Section 5. The votes cast at such election shall be canvassed, 
tabulated and returns thereof be made to the Secretary of State 
and counted in the same manner as in elections for representatives 
to the Legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority 
of the qualified electors who voted at such election upon the pro- 
posed amendment voted in favor of the same, such amendment 
shall be valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Consti- 
tution of the State of Alabama. The results of such election shall 
be made known by a proclamation of the Governor.

PASSAGE OF RESOLUTION. 


H. J. R. 183. WHEREAS both houses of the 72nd Congress of 
the United States of America by constitutional majority of two- 
thirds thereof proposed an amendment to the Constitution of 
America which should be valid to all intents and purposes as a 
part of the Constitution of the United States when ratified by 
the Legislatures of three-fourths of the States, which resolution is 
in words and figures following, to-wit: 

“Joint resolution proposing an amendment to the United States 
fixing the commencement of the terms of President and Vice- 
President and members of Congress and fixing the time of the 
assembling of Congress. 

“Resolved by the Senate and the House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled (two-thirds 
of each house concurring therein) that the following amendment 
to the Constitution be and hereby is, proposed to the States to 
become valid as a part of said Constitution when ratified by the 
Legislatures of the Several States as provided in the Constitution: 


ARTICLE .. 


“Section 1. The terms of President and Vice-President shall 
end at noon on the 20th day of January and the term of Senators 
and Representatives at noon on the 3rd day of January of the years 
in which such terms would have ended if this article had not been 
ratified ; and the terms of their successors shall then begin. 

“Section 2. The Congress shall assemble at least once in every 
year, and such meetings shall begin at noon on the 3rd day of Janu- 
ary unless they shall by law appoint a different day. 

“Section 8. If at the time fixed for the beginning of the term 
of the President, the President elect shall have died, the Vice- 
President elect, shall become President. If a President shall not 
have been chosen before the time fixed for the beginning his term, 
or if the President elect shall have failed to qualify, then the Vice- 
President shall act as President until the President shall have quali- 
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fied and the Congress may by law provide for the case wherein 
neither the President elect nor a Vice President shall have been 
qualified, declaring who shall then act as President or the manner 
in which one who is to act shall be selected, and such person shall 
act accordingly until the President or Vice President shall have 
qualified. 

“Section 4. The Congress may by law provide for the case of 
the death of any of the persons from whom the House of Rep- 
resentatives may choose the President whenever the right of choice 
shall have devolved upon them, and for the case of the death of 
any of the persons from whom the Senate may choose a Vice Pres- 
ident whenever the right of choice shall have devolved upon them. 

“Section 5. Sections 1 and 2 shall take effect on the 15th day 
of October following the ratification of this article. 

“Section 6. This article shall be in operative unless it shall 
have been ratified as an amendment to the Constitution by the 
Legislatures of three-fourths of the several states within seven 
years of the date of its submission. 

“NOW THEREFORE BE IT 

Resolved by the House of Representatives of the General As- 
sembly of Alabama the Senate concurring therein: 

“Section 1. That said proposed amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States of America be and the same is, hereby rati- 
fied by the General Assembly of the State of Alabama. 

“Section 2. That certified copies of this preamble and joint 
resolution be forwarded by the Governor of this State to the Sec- 
retary of State at Washington, D. C., to the presiding officer of 
the United States Senate and to the Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States.” 

Was read a third time at length and adopted.

Grand jurors and petit jurors, serving in the circuit court 
of Lamar county, Alabama shall be entitled to receive the sum of $2.00 per 
day for each day’s service and in addition thereto shall receive three cents 
for each mile traveled in going to and returning from court, to be proved 
by the oath of the juror before the clerk of the circuit court. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the clerk of the circuit court to 
give each juror a certificate stating therein the number of days he has served 
and the number of miles traveled and the total amount of compensation to 
which he is entitled, and payable out of the county treasury. 

Section 3. It-shall be the duty of the county treasurer to pay said cer- 
tificates in cash when presented for payment. 


Section 4. That all laws and parts of laws local, general and special 
in conflict with this Act be and they are hereby repealed. 


Section 5. That this Act shall take effect on its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama, for their consideration at the gen- 
eral election next succeeding the present session of the Legislature 
at which this amendment is proposed, to-wit: “The Legislature of 
Alabama may, from time to time, by general or local laws, fix, reg- 
ulate and alter the costs, fees, commissions, allowances or salaries, 
including the method and basis of their compensation, to be charged 
or received by tax assessors and tax collectors for assessing and col- 
lecting taxes levied for public school purposes in Mobile County; 
provided, however, that no cost or expense of the publication of 
the Governor’s proclamation giving notice of such election to- 
gether with the proposed amendment, shall accrue to or fall upon 
the State of Alabama, and the Board of School Commissioners of 
Mobile County is hereby empowered and authorized to incur and 
pay the said costs and expenses of the publication of the Governor’s 
proclamation.

Section 3. That at the time of holding the general election 
next succeeding the present session of the Legislature at which 
this amendment is proposed, an election shall be held for the vote 
of the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the proposed 
amendment. Upon the ballots used at such election shall be print- 
ed the following, namely: 

“Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Alabama: 

“The Legislature of Alabama may, from time to time, by gen- 
eral or local laws, fix, regulate and alter the costs, fees, commis- 
sions, allowances or salaries, including the method and _ basis of 
their compensation, to be charged or received by tax assessors and 
tax collectors for assessing and collecting taxes levied for public 
school purposes in Mobile County; provided, however that no cost 
or expense of the publication of the Governor’s proclamation giving 
notice of such election together with the proposed amendment, 
shall accrue or fall upon the State of Alabama, and the Board of 
School Commissioners of Mobile County is hereby empowered and 
authorized to incur and pay the said costs and expenses of the pub- 
lication of the Governor’s proclamation. All costs of the Legisla- 
ture heretofore passed and applicable, or purporting to be applic- 
able, to Mobile County, and fixing, or purporting to fix, the com- 
pensation of Tax Assessors and Tax Collectors, for assessing and 
collecting special taxes for public school purposes, on a salary 
basis, are hereby validated and confirmed.” 

Following the proposed amendment on the ballot shall be print- 
ed the word “Yes,” and immediately under that shall be printed 
the word “No.” ‘The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a 
cross mark by him opposite the word expressing his desire. Offi- 
cers of such general election shall be the officers of the election 
hereby called, and such election shall be held in all things in ac- 
cordance with the laws governing general elections and the Con- 
stitutional provisions respecting amendments to the Constitution. 
In the election so held upon such proposed amendment, the votes 
cast thereat shall be canvassed and tabulated, and returns thereof

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama is hereby proposed and an election is hereby 
ordered by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the 
proposed amendment and the day hereby appointed for such elec- 
tion is the 8th day of November, 1932, this being the date of the 
general election next succeeding the session of the Legislature at 
which this amendment is proposed. The proposed amendment is as 
follows: 

Article XXII. The Legislature shall have the power to levy

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 
Mr. Speaker: 


The Senate has passed the following House bill and returns 
same herewith to the House: 


H. 55. A bill to be entitled an act to propose an amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama to be known as “Article XXIII” au- 
thorizing the State to issue and sell negotiable interest bearing 
bonds in an amount not to exceed Twenty Million Dollars ($20,- 
000,000.00) in addition to all other bonds of the State; to provide 
that such bonds shall be free from taxes; to provide that such bonds 
shall be the general obligation of the State and to provide for a 
sinking fund to pay the interest and principal. “And to authorize 
the Governor of Alabama to borrow an amount, or amounts, not 
in excess of Twenty Million Dollars to pay the indebtedness of the 
State outstanding on September 30, 1932, and to pledge the bonds 
herein authorized as collateral security for the amount, or amounts, 
so borrowed and to use the interest coupons on said bonds in pay- 
ment of interest.” 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama is hereby proposed and an election is hereby or- 
dered by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the 
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proposed amendment, and the day hereby appointed for such elec- 
tion is the 8th day of November, 1932, this being the date of the 
general election next succeeding the session of the Legislature at 
which this amendment is proposed. The proposed amendment is 
as follows: Article XXIII. The State is authorized to issue and 
sell negotiable interest bearing bonds in addition to all other bonds 
of the State, in an amount not to exceed the sum of Twenty Mil- 
lion Dollars ($20,000,000.00) to pay the indebtedness of the State 
outstanding on September 30, 1932. Said bonds to be issued under 
such denominations, numbers and series and to mature at such 
times as may be provided by law, all such bonds shall bear 
a rate of interest not exceeding six per cent (6%) per annum, pay- 
able semi-annually; shall be a direct obligation of the State and the 
full faith and credit of the State is pledged for the prompt payment 
of the interest and principal thereof. They shall not be sold at a 
price less than the par value thereof and they shall be exempt from 
all State, county and municipal taxes. To create a sinking fund 
for the prompt and faithful payment of the principal and interest 
on these bonds, there is pledged such portion of the income tax 
which may be collected in Alabama as will be necessary to pay the 
interest and principal as they mature, or any other tax paid to the 
State if an income tax is not levied or be insufficient.” ‘The Gover- 
nor may borrow from time to time an amount not in excess of

Section 38. At the election hereby ordered to be held, as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on such proposed amend- 
ment and on the official ballot provided for such election there shall 
be printed the following, viz: Shall the following be adopted as 
an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama? Article XXIII. 
The State is authorized to issue and sell negotiable interest bear- 
ing bonds in addition to all other bonds of the State, in an amount 
not to exceed the sum of Twenty Million Dollars ($20,000,000.00). 
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to pay the indebtedness of the State outstanding on September 30, 
1932. Said bonds to be issued under such denominations, numbers 
and series and to mature at such times as may be provided by law, 
all such bonds shall bear a rate of interest not exceeding six per 
cent (6%) per annum, payable semi-annually; shall be a direct ob- 
ligation of the State and the full faith and credit of the State is 
pledged for the prompt payment of the interest and principal there- 
of. They shall not be sold at a price less than the par value there- 
of and they shall be exempt from all State, county and municipal 
taxes. To create a sinking fund for the prompt and faithful pay- 
ment of the principal and interest on these bonds, there is pledged 
such portion of the income tax which may be collected in Alabama 
as will be necessary to pay the interest and principal as they ma- 
ture, or any other tax paid to the State if an income tax is not levied 
or is insufficient. “The Governor may borrow from time to time

The officers of the General Election shall open a 
poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amend- 
ment. 

Section 5. The votes cast at such election shall be canvassed, 
tabulated and returns thereof be made to the Secretary of State and 
counted in the same manner as in elections for representatives to 
the Legislature, and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of 
the qualified electors who voted at such election upon the proposed 
amendment voted in favor of the same such amendment shall be 
valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama.

crease the limit upon the aggregate amount of ad valorem taxes 
that may be levied by said city in any one tax year for all pur- 
poses, beyond one and one tenth (1.1) per centum of the value of 
property therein as assessed for State taxation during the preceding 
year, by thereafter levying and collecting and to thereafter levy and 
collect, an additional tax or taxes on the property situated therein 
at not exceeding such rate as may be submitted in such proposal; 
and authorizing said city, after securing the approval thereof by a 
majority of the qualified electors of such city voting at any such 
election to thereafter annually levy and collect for the purpose or 
purposes specified in said proposal, an additional tax or taxes on the 
property situated therein at not exceeding such rate as shall have 
been approved at such election, and prescribing a limit upon the 
amount of ad valorem taxes that may be levied and collected by 
said city for all purposes, and ordering an election by the qualified 
voters of the State upon such proposed amendment, and fixing the 
time for holding such election.” 

H. 48. To repeal an Act of the Legislature of Alabama passed 
June 30, 1931 entitled “An Act to provide for and submit to the 
qualified electors of the State of Alabama an amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama prescribing certain conditions under and 
the extent to and the purposes for which the City of Mobile may 
become indebted beyond the limit fixed by Section 225 of the Con- 
stitution and ordering an election by the qualified voters of the 
State upon such proposed amendment, and fixing the time for hold- 
ing the said election.” 

H. 41. To repeal an Act of the Legislature of Alabama passed 
July 25, 1931 entitled “An Act to propose an amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama to authorize Mobile County, through a 
commission to be appointed as shall be provided by the Legisla- 
ture for that purpose, to purchase, build, or otherwise acquire and 
maintain and operate embankments, sea walls, and other protection 
against seas, waves, tides, storms and floods in the County of Mo- 
bile along or near the shores of said County which border upon 
tidal waters, and to purchase, build or otherwise acquire and main- 
tain and operate all appurtenances and improvements of whatsoever 
nature necessary or useful thereto, including jetties, wharves, roads, 
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boulevards, parks, ornamental lighting systems, buildings, and 
recreation facilities; to authorize Mobile County to issue bonds for 
such purposes; to provide for the payment of such bonds; to au- 
thorize a county excise license tax on the distribution of motor ve- 
hicle fuels and lubricating oils; to authorize said County to levy 
special assessments against property benefitted by such improve- 
ments; to authorize the allocation of State excise taxes on motor 
fuels, and State license taxes on motor vehicles, tractors, busses, 
trailers, and trucks to Mobile County for such purposes; to author- 
ize the creation of a revolving fund to assure the payment of such 
bonds and the levy of taxes for the replenishment of such funds; 
to authorize the Legislature to adopt local Acts in furtherance of the pur- 
poses of said amendment; to ratify certain Acts adopted by the 
1931 Alabama Legislature; and to provide for the submission of 
said amendment to the qualified electors of the State of Alabama.

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SUBSTITUTE BY BARBER FOR HOUSE BILL 1. 


H. 1. A bill to be enacted an act to empower Boards of Reve-. 
nue, Courts of County Commissioners, or like governing bodies, 
to fix the amount of Official Bonds of all County officers and all 
County employees who are intrusted with the handling of public 
funds, except those official bonds that are now fixed by law, to ap- 
prove their bonds made by individuals, banks, or corporations that 
they may consider good and solvent, and to provide for the pay- 
ment of the premiums of said bonds. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That the Boards of Revenue, the Courts of County 
Commissioners, or like governing bodies of all Counties in the 
State be and they are hereby empowered with the exclusive au- 
thority to fix each year the amount of the official bond of all Coun- 
ty officers in their respective Counties where official bond is now 
required by law to be fixed or approved by any other authority, 
except those official bonds that are now fixed by law, provided, 
however, that all official bonds shall be made at the option of the 
officer making such bond by at least two good and sufficient sure- 
ties, or may be made by a surety company or banks authorized to 
do business in the State of Alabama, to be approved by the Board 
of Revenue, the Court of County Commissioners or like governing 
body of the County, as the case may be. 

Section 2. That such boards may at its discreation each year 
require any or all County employees who are intrusted with the 
handling of public funds to give bond in such amount and with such 
surety as it may require, except those official bonds that are now 
fixed by law, and that the premiums on such bonds shall be paid out 
of the County Treasury. 

Section 3. That all laws and parts of laws contrary to the pro- 
visions of this Act and are hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 4. That this Act shall become effective immediately 
on its approval by the Governor.

“Amendment to Constitution, Authorizing The Legislature of 
Alabama, By General or Local Laws, From Time to Time, to Fix, 
Regulate and Alter the Costs, Charges of Courts, Fees, Commis- 
sions, Allowances to be Charged or Received by Any County Of- 
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ficer of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, Including the Sheriff, Judge

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voters of Alabama for their consideration as hereinafter set forth, 
viz: commencing at the beginning of their next term of office sub- 
sequent to the general election to be held on the first Tuesday after 
the first Monday of November, 1932, the compensation and allow- 
ances of the following named officers of Calhoun County shall be 
as follows: Salary of Judge of Probate of Calhoun County $5,- 
000.00 per year net; allowance of $3,720.00 per annum for office ex- 
pense as follows: one clerk at $1,620.00 per annum; one clerk at $1,- 
200.00 per annum; one clerk at $900.00 per annum. The Tax As- 
sessor of Calhoun County shall receive a salary of $4,000.00 per 
year net; allowance of $1,200.00 per year for one clerk and $1,000.00 
per annum for extra help. The Tax Collector of Calhoun County shall 
receive a salary of $4,000.00 per year net; allowance of $1,200.00 per 
year for one clerk and $600.00 per annum for extra help. Payment for 
clerk and extra help shall be made by the County Treasurer upon an 
_ order signed by the officer in whose office the clerk and extra help was 
employed, directing to whom any amounts shall be paid. The above 
named amounts shall be in lieu of all compensations and allowances to 
the respective named officers, and to all compensation and allowances | 
that may be hereafter allowed said officers. ‘These amounts shall be 
paid out of the county treasury of Calhoun County monthly as 
the salaries of other county officers are paid. The above named of- 
ficers shall collect the fees heretofore collected by them, or which 
may hereafter be collected by them, and shall cover such feés into the 
county treasury on the first day of each month. The Board of Rev- 
enue of Calhoun County shall provide said officers with necessary 
quarters, books, stationery, and other conveniences. The Legisla- 
ture of Alabama may hereafter from time to time, by general or lo- 
cal laws, fix, regulate and alter fees, commissions, allowances or 
salaries to be charged or received by any office or officers in the 
following counties of Alabama: Calhoun, Dallas, Etowah, Houston, 
Limestone, Talladega, Tallapoosa, and Tuscaloosa, including the 
method and basis of their compensation, and provided further that 
the legislation shall have the power to combine, consolidate or 
abolish any county office or officers, or the duties of any of said 
officers, in any or all of the above named counties.

The Senate has originated and passed the following bill and 
ordered same sent forthwith to the House without engrossment: 
By Mr. Teasley: 

S. 72. To provide for the propounding and prosecution of a 
claim or claims by and in the name of the State of Alabama against 
the Government of the United States of America for the recovery, 
under the present laws of the United States or such as may be 
hereafter enacted, from said Government of all moneys heretofore 
paid illegally into the Federal treasury as a direct tax upon prop- 
erty situated in the State of Alabama; to provide for the recovery

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Constitution of Alabama to authorize Mobile County, through a 
commission to be appointed as shall be provided by the Legislature 
for that purpose, to purchase, build, or otherwise acquire and main- 
tain and operate embankments, sea walls, and other protection 
against seas, waves, tides, storms and floods in the County of 
Mobile along or near the shores of said County which border upon 
tidal waters, and to purchase, build or otherwise acquire and main- 
tain and operate all appurtenances and improvements of whatso- 
ever nature necessary or useful thereto, including petties, wharves, 
roads, boulevards, parks, ornamental lighting systems, buildings, 
and recreation facilities ; to authorize Mobile County to issue bonds 
for such purposes; to provide for the payment of such bonds; to 
authorize a county excise license tax on the distribution of motor 
vehicle fuels and lubricating oils; to authorize said County to levy 
special assessments against property benefited by such improve- 
ments; to authorize the allocation of State excise taxes on motor 
fuels, and State license taxes on motor vehicles, tractors, busses, 
trailers, and trucks to Mobile County for such purposes; to author- 
ize the creation of a revolving fund to assure the payment of such 
bonds and the levy of taxes for the replenishment of such fund; to 
authorize the Legislature to adopt local Acts in furtherance of the 
purposes of said amendment; to ratify certain Acts adopted by the 
1931 Alabama Legislature; and to provide for the submission of 
said amendment to the qualified electors of the State of Alabama.

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama is hereby proposed and an election is hereby 
ordered by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the 
proposed amendment, and the day hereby appointed for such elec- 
tion is the 8th day of November, 1932, this being the date of the 
general election next succeeding the session of the Legislature at 
which this amendment is proposed. The proposed amendment is 
as follows: 


Article XXIII. The State is authorized to issue and sell nego- 
tiable interest bearing bonds in addition to all other bonds of the 
State, in an amount not to exceed the sum of Twenty Million Dol- 
lars ($20,000,000.00) to pay the indebtedness of the State outstand- 
ing on September 30, 1932. Said bonds to be issued under such 
denominations, numbers and series and to mature at such times as 
may be provided by law, all such bonds shall bear a rate of interest 
not exceeding six per cent (6%) per annum, payable semi-annually; 
shall be a direct obligation oi the State and the full faith and credit 
of the State is pledged for the prompt payment of the interest and 
principal thereof. They shall not be sold at a price less than the 
par value thereof and they shall be exempt from all State, County 
and municipal taxes. To create a sinking fund for the prompt and 
faithful payment of the principal and interest on these bonds, there 
is pledged such portion of the income tax which may be collected 
in Alabama as will be necessary to pay the interest and principal 
as they mature, or any other tax paid to the State if an income 
tax is not levied or be insufficient. “The Governor may borrow 
from time to time an amount not in excess of Twenty Million Dol- 
lars ($20,000,000.00) to be used in the payment of the indebtedness 
due September 30, 1932, or such portion thereof as he may be able 
to pay with money so borrowed, and may pledge as collateral se- 
curity for said money so borrowed the bonds herein provided for, 
or any of them, and may use the interest coupons in payment of 
interest on the money so borrowed.” ‘The Governor of Alabama 
is authorized to negotiate temporary loans from time to time never 
to exceed Three Million Dollars ($3,000,000.00) to meet any defi- 
ciencies in the Treasury and to pay interest on the money so bor- 
rowed and until the same is paid no new loan shall be negotiated. 


Section 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by proclamation 
of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper in 
every county of the State, once a week for at least eaght successive 
weeks next preceding the day appointed for such election. 
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Section 8. At the election hereby ordered to be held, as herein 
provided for, the qualified electors shall vote on such proposed 
amendment and on the official ballot provided for such election 
there shall be printed the following, viz: 


Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama? 


Article XXIII. The State is authorized to issue and sell nego- 
tiable interest bearing bonds in addition to all other bonds of the 
State, in an amount not to exceed the sum of Twenty Million 
Dollars ($20,000,000.00) to pay the indebtedness of the State out- 
standing on September 30, 1932.

Section 4. The officers of the General Election shall open a 
poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amend- 
ment. 


Section 5. The votes cast at such election shall be canvassed, 
tabulated and returns thereof be made to the Secretary of State 
and counted in the same manner as in elections for representatives 
to the Legislature, and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority 
of the qualified electors who voted at such election upon the pro- 
posed amendment voted in favor of the same such amendment shall 
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be valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution 
of the State of Alabama. The result of such election shall be made 
known by a proclamation of the Governor.

To establish a County Commission for Russell County, to provide for the 
appointment and election of the members thereof and prescribe their duties 
and powers, to provide for a Chairman of said Commission and fix his duties 
and powers; to fix their compensation; to divide the County of Russell into 
three (3) County Commission districts, and abolish the Board of Roads and 
Revenue, and to repeal all conflicting laws, general, local and special. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That there is hereby established a County Commission of 
Russell County, Alabama, consisting of three (3) members, to be known as 
and called “The County Commission of Russell County.” 


Section 2. That the County of Russell be, and the same is hereby divided 
into three (3) County Commission Districts to be numbered first, second and 
third. That the first County Commission District of Russell County shall be 
composed of that part of Russell County embraced within the beats or pre- 
cincts as now existing and numbered as follows, Precincts or Beats numbered 
one, eight and nine. That the second County Commission District of Russell 
County shall be composed of that part of said County embraced within the 
beats or precincts as now existing and numbered as follows, Precincts or 
Beats numbered two, seven and ten. That the third County Commission Dis- 
trict of Russell County shall be composed of that part of said County em- 
braced within the precincts or beats as now existing and numbered as follows, 
Precincts or Beats numbered three, four, five and six. 


Section 3. On approval of this act by the Governor, the House of Repre- 
sentatives of Alabama shall forthwith select and appoint one member of said 
County Commission of Russell County from each of said three (3) districts 
provided for in Section 2 of this Act, each of said three (3) members so 
selected and appointed shall be a resident of his respective district, who shall 
together constitute the members of the County Commission of Russell Coun- 
ty hereby created and established. The members of said County Commission 
so selected and appointed shall hold office until the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January, 1937, and until their successors are elected and 
qualified, and at the general election next preceding the expiration of the 
terms of office of the members of said County Commission there shall be 
elected by the qualified electors of the entire County a member from each 
of the said districts, who shall be a resident of said district, and who shali 
hold office for a period of four (4) years and until his successor is likewise 
elected and qualified. 

Section 4. That at the first meeting of said County Commission held 
after their appointment, the said County Commission shall choose from its 
members a Chairman of said County Commission of Russell County; who 
shall hold office until his term as such member of said County Commission 
expires. 

Section 5. Should any vacancy occur upon the said County Commission, 
such vacancy shall be filled by appointment by the Governor for the unex- 
pired term, and the appointee shall be a resident of the District which he is 
appointed to represent, on said County Commission. 


Section 6. Regular terms of the said County Commission shall be held 
on the second Mondays in February, April, August and November of each 
year and as provided by law, and such special and adjourned terms as the said 
County Commission or a majority thereof may deem necessary and proper. 
Notices of all special meetings shall be given by the Chairman of the County 
Commission in writing or by publication in some newspaper published in 
Russell County for five (5) days prior to such meeting. If given in writing 
by the Chairman, the same shall be served on each member then within the 
county, five (5) days before said meeting. 
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Section 7. That the said County Commission shall have all of the juris- 
diction and all powers which are now or may hereafter by law, be vested in 
the courts of county commissioners of this State, or board of revenue or other 
governing body of like kind, and the several members of the said County Com- 
mission of Russell County ‘shall respectively perform all the duties and serv- 
ices and render all the powers which are or may be required by law of the 
members of the courts of-county commissioners, or boards of revenue or other 
governing bodies of like kind. That all general laws hereafter enacted by the 
Legislature of Alabama in relation to the jurisdiction, powers, authorities or 
duties of county commissioners in this State not in conflict with the provisions 
of this Act, shall apply to the said County Commission of Russell County, ex- 
cept so much of the said general laws as may relate to the mode of selection 
of said court of county commissioners, provided that this Act shall not be con- 
strued to impair the jurisdiction and authority of the said County Commission. 

Section 8. That the Chairman of the said County Commission shall sign 
all the minutes of the proceedings of the said Commissioners and shall sign all 
warrants drawn upon the county treasury or repository all orders for pay- 
ment or disbursement of the money or funds of the County. It shall be the 
duty of the said Chairman of such County Commission in said county to 
collect and receipt for all road tax and perform all other duties in connection 
therewith as are now required by law of other officials. It shall be the duty 
of the said Chairman of the said County Commission to receive and prepare the 
business and obtain information for the sessions of the said County Commis- 
sion and to see to the execution of all orders of the said County Commission. 
The Chairman of the said County Commission shall issue all notices required 
to be given by the said County Commission and by law, and generally to do 
and perform all such duties and matters as may be required of him by said 
County Commission. 

Section 9, The Chairman, and every member of “The County Commis- 
sion” shall receive for their services Four ($4.00) dollars per diem and five 
(.05) cents per mile travel when actually engaged in the performance of the 
duties of their office, and five cents per mile for each mile travel in going to 
and from the courthouse and their places or residence payable out of the 
county treasury. 

Section 10. That the said County Commission shall hold its sessions or 
meetings at the County seat on the second Mondays in February and August 
and at the branch courthouse in said county, if there be one, on the second 
Mondays in April and November of each year. 

Section 11. That within seven days from the appointment of said mem- 
bers of said County Commission as hereinbefore provided, said members so 
appointed shall meet and organize said County Commission. And the said 
County Commission shall transact such business as is proper and necessary 
at such meetings. 


Section 12. The Board of Roads and Revenue of Russell County which 
is herein and hereby abolished, shall deliver to the said County Commission of 
Russell County at its first meeting as provided in Section 11 hereof, all 
books, records, accounts, funds and in fact all belongings of every kind and 
character held by them as officials for the County of Russell, or for the use 
of said County. 


Section 13. That the said County Commission shall appoint a clerk of the 
County Commission whose duties shall be to keep the minutes of the meetings 
and make a record of the same, to keep a record of all claims filed against the 
County and all claims ordered paid by the said County Commission, keeping 
such minutes and proceedings in well bound volumes provided for that pur- 
pose, and to generally do and perform all acts and services in and about the 
duties of and proceedings of said County Commission as he, or she, may be 
directed to do by said County Commission or by law. For said services said 
clerk so appointed shall receive such sum as shall be termed reasonable and 
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ordered by the said County Commission, to be paid out of the funds of the 
county.

The Legislative authority of the State shall be vested in a 
legislature, consisting of a senate and a house of representatives, 
but the people reserve to themselves power to propose laws and 
amendments to the Constitution and to enact or reject the same at 
the polls, independent of the legislature, and also reserve power 
at their own option to approve or reject at the polls any act of 
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the legislature. The first power reserved by the people is the 
Initiative, and not more than eight per cent of the legal voters 
shall be required to propose any measure by such petition, and 
every such petition shall include the full text of the measure so 
proposed. Initiative petitions shall be filed with the Secretary 
of State not less than four months before the election at which 
they are to be voted upon. The second power is the Referendum, 
and it may be ordered (except as to laws necessary for the imme- 
diate preservation of the public peace, health, or safety), either 
by the petition signed by five per cent of the legal voters, or by 
the legislature, as other bills are enacted. Referendum petitions 
shall be filed with the Secretary of State not more than ninety days 
after the final adjournment oi the Session of the Legislature which 
passed the bill on which the referendum is demanded. The veto 
power of the Governor shall not extend to measures referred to 
the people.

Section 2. That notice of the election hereby ordered together 
with the amendment hereby proposed shall be given by proclama- 
tion of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper 
once a week in each County in the State of Alabama for at least 
eight successive weeks next preceding the day hereby appointed 
for such election. 

Section 3. The expenses of the election herein provided for 
and the costs of the publication of the notice shall be paid out of 
the Treasury of the State in the same manner as the expenses of 
other elections are paid.

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MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 


Mr. Speaker : 

The Senate has passed the following House bill and returns 
same herewith to the House: 

H. 182. A bill to be entitled an act to propose an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama to be known as “Article XXV” 
providing that each municipality and each county in the State be 
authorized to borrow money from the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation under the Emergency Relief and Construction Act 
of 1932, (Approved July 21, 1932), and to use funds borrowed in 
furnishing relief and work relief to needy and distressed people 
and in relieving the hardship resulting from unemployment and to 
authorize each city and county to appropriate its funds for the 
relief of the needy and to make legal any appropriation that may 
have already been made for this purpose; and to ratify any agree- 
ment which may have been entered into by any municipality or 
county with the Governor or with the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration with the approval of the Governor. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama is hereby proposed and an election is hereby 
ordered by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the 
proposed amendment and the day hereby appointed for such elec- 
tion is the 8th day of November, 1932, this being the date of the 
general election next succeeding the session of the legislature at 
which this amendment is proposed. The proposed amendment is 
as follows: Article XXV. Each municipality and each county in 
the State is hereby authorized to borrow money from the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation under the Emergency Relief and 
Construction Act of 1932 (Approved July 21, 1932), and to use 
such funds in furnishing relief and work relief to needy and 
distressed people and in relieving the hardships resulting from un- 
employment, and to enter into an agreement, or agreements, with 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation for the repayment of the 
amount so borrowed with interest, and any agreement entered into. 
by any municipality or county with the Governor or with the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation with the approval of the Gov- 
ernor, is hereby ratified. The amount which each municipality 
and each county can borrow or assumed from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation is in addition to any other indebtedness now 
authorized by law, and any provision of the Constitution or of the 
Statutes with reference to limiting the amount which any county 
or any municipality can borrow shall mean an amount in addition 
to any amount borrowed from the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration.

That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama, for their consideration at the 
general election next succeeding the present session of the Legis- 
lature at which this amendment is proposed, to-wit: “The Legis- 
lature of Alabama may, from time to time, by general or local 
laws, fix, regulate and alter the costs, fees, commissions, allow- 
ances or salaries, including the method and basis of their com- 
pensation, to be charged or received by tax assessors and tax col- 
lectors for assessing and collecting taxes levied for public school 
purposes in Mobile County; provided, however, that no cost or 
expense of the publication of the Governor’s proclamation giving 
notice of such election together with the proposed amendment, 
shall accrue to or fall upon the State of Alabama, and, the Board 
of School Commissioners of Mobile County is hereby empowered 
and authorized to incur and pay the said costs and expenses of the 
Publication of the Governor’s proclamation.

Section 3. That at the time of holding the general election next 
succeeding the present session of the Legislature at which this 
amendment is proposed, an election shall be held for the vote of 
the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the proposed 
amendment.

“Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Alabama:

or hereafter may have a population of not less than 105,000 and 
not more than 300,000 according to the last or any succeeding Fed- 
eral Census, to establish and designate in all State and County 
elections, general, primary and special one or more voting places 
in all election precincts outside of the incorporated limits of each 
incorporated city or town in said Counties, when it is deemed neces- 
sary for the convenience of the voters therein, and one voting place 
in each election ward in any incorporated city or town in said coun- 
ties, and to authorize the Board of Commissioners of each incor- 
porated city or other governing body of like jurisdiction of any city 
or town, to establish and designate a voting place in each ward in 
said city or town at which the qualified voters in such wards shall 
cast their ballots, and to require the Probate Judge of such coun- 
ties to separate the list of qualified voters voting in those wards or 
districts that lie within the city limits or that are commonly known

Section 1. That the courts of County Commissioners or Boards 
of Revenue and Road Commissioners, or other governing bodies 
of like jurisdiction in all counties which now have or hereafter may 
have a population of not less than 105,000 and not more than 300,~ 
000 according to the last or any succeeding Federal Census must 
establish and designate in all State and County elections, general, 
primary and special, one voting place in each ward in all incorporat- 
ed cities and towns within said county, and one or more voting 
places in each election precinct in each county outside the bound- 
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aries of said incorporated cities or towns when it is deemed neces- 
sary for the convenience of the voters to establish and designate 
more than one voting place in such county precinct, but no change 
or designation shall be made within thirty days of any election held 
in said counties. 

Section 2. That the Board of Commissioners of each incorpo- 
rated city, or other governing body of like jurisdiction of any city or 
town, in said counties must designate in all municipal elections one vot- 
ing place in each ward of such lincorporated city or town within 
such counties. No change or designation shall be made within 
thirty days of any election held in such city or town. 

Section 8. The Probate Judge of said counties shall separate 
the list of qualified registered voters in said wards or districts that 
lie within the said limits of each incorporated city or town or that 
are commonly known and considered as city wards or districts as 
shown by the lists on file in the office of the Judge of Probate in 
said counties, into groups of not more than six hundred qualified 
registered voters in alphabetical order. 

Section 4. Qualified registered voters voting in wards or dis- 
tricts designated by the next preceding section shall cast their 
votes at the respective voting places designated under the provi- 
sions of this Act, in the alphabetical group as provided in this Act 
in the voting booth assigned to his or her respective alphabetical 
group, and no other, but nothing in this act shall be construed to 
mean that voters voting in what are coinmionly known as county 
_ precincts or districts in said counties shall be separated into alplhia- 
betical groups or required to vote in such alphabetical units. 

Section 5. That said courts of county commissioners, boards of 
revenue and road commissioners or other governing bodies of like 
jurisdiction of said counties in all state and county elections, gen- 
eral, primary and special, shall designate the place where the qual- 
ified voters at any such election shall cast their ballots, and the 
Board of Commissioners, or other governing bodies of like juris- 
diction in each incorporated city or town in said counties, shall des- 
ignate in any municipal election the place at which qualified vot- 
ers at such elections in said city or town shall cast their ballots. 
Provided, however, that the places so designated shall be located 
as near the center of the ward or precinct or district as practicable. 

Section 6. Each group of six hundred registered voters in each 
city ward shall be provided with a separate voting booth in said 
designated voting place and said booth shall be properly marked 
and designated by the erection of sign indicating the alphabetical 
group that is entitled to vote in each respective box in said hooth. 
The intention hereof being to clearly indicate to the registered vot- 
ers of said ward at which box in said booth they shall be entitled 
to cast their votes, and the necessary number of ballot boxes at the 
voting place designated by the authorities provided in this act shall 
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likewise be provided so that there shall be a sufficient number of 
boxes to accommodate any alphabetical group of six hundred reg- 
istered voters. It being the intention of this provision to provide 
that each box shall contain not more than six hundred votes and 
that the votes shall be cast in said voting place, and the legally 
constituted boards or committees by whatever name called, author- 
ized and provided by law to appoint election officials for general

cation of the Governor’s proclamation giving notice of such election

proclamation. All Acts of the Legislature heretofore passed and 
applicable, or purporting to be applicable, to Mobile County, and 
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fixing, or purporting to fix, the compensation of tax assessors and 
tax collectors, for assessing and collecting special taxes for public 
school purposes, on a salary basis, are hereby validated and con- 
firmed.” 

Section 2. That notice of the election hereby ordered, with the 
amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by a proclamation of 
the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper once a 
week in each county in the State for at least eight (8) successive 
weeks next preceding the date hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 3. That at the time of holding the general election next 
succeeding the present session of the Legislature at which this 
amendment is proposed, an election shall be held for the vote of 
the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the proposed 
amendment. Upon the ballot used at such election shall be printed 
the following, namely: 

“Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the State of Alabama: 

“The Legislature of Alabama may, from time to time, by general 
or local laws, fix, regulate and alter the costs, fees, commissions, al- 
lowances or salaries, including the method and basis of their com- 
pensation, to be charged or received by tax assessors and tax col- 
lectors for assessing and collecting taxes levied for public school 
purposes in Mobile County; provided, however that no costs or ex- 
peuse of the publication of the Governor’s proclamation giving no- 
tice of such election together with the proposed amendmieiit, shall 
accrue or fall upon the State of Alabama, and the Board of School 
Commissioners of Mobile County is hereby empowered and author- 
ized to incur and pay the said costs and expenses of the publica- 
tion of the Governor’s proclamation. All acts of the Legislature 
heretofore passed and applicable, or purporting to be applicable, to 
Mobile County, and fixing, or purporting to fix, the compensation 
of tax assessors and tax collectors, for assessing and collecting 
special taxes for public school purposes, on a salary basis, are here- 
by validated and confirmed.” 

Following the proposed amendment on the ballot shall be print- 
ed the word “Yes,” and immediately under that shall be printed the 
word “No.” The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross 
mark by him opposite the word expressing his desire. Officers of 
such general election shall be the officers of the election hereby 
called, and such election shall be held in all things in accordance 
with the laws governing general elections and the constitutional 
provisions respecting amendments to the Constitution. In the elec- 
tion so held upon such proposed amendment, the votes cast thereat 
shall be canvassed and tabulated, and returns thereof be made to 
the Secretary of State, and counted in the same manner as in elec- 
tions for representatives to the Legislature; and if it shall there- 
upon appear that a majority of the qualified electors who voted at 
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such election upon such proposed amendment voted in favor of the 
same, said amendment shall be valid to all intents and purposes as 
part of the Constitution of Alabama. The results of said election 
shall be made known by the proclamation of the Governor. 

Section 4. The expense of the election herein provided for 
shall be paid out of the State Treasury, in the same manner as the 
expenses of other elections are paid, but no part of the cost and 
expense of the publication of the Governor’s proclamation giving 
notice of the said election together with the proposed amendment, 
shall be borne or paid by the State of Alabama, but shall be de- 
frayed by the Board of School Commissioners of Mobile County, 
and the said Board of School Commissioners of Mobile County is 
hereby authorized and empowered to incur and pay such expense.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALA- 
BAMA, That any person desiring to sue out a writ of garnishment returnable 
before a Justice of the Peace or Notary Public with powers of a Justice of 
the Peace, seeking to subject a demand owing for or on account of personal 
services rendered, or to be rendered by the defendant as a laborer or employe, 
shall, in addition to th affidavit now required by law, make affidavit that the 
defendant has in writing waived his right of exemption, or right to claim same 
as exempt under the laws of this State: PROVIDED, the provisions of this 
act, shall not apply to garnishments for poll tax or other tax. 

Section 2.5 BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That on the trial of any case 
where it is found that such garnishment issued without a compliance with the 
provisions of the preceding sections in respect to such additional affidavit, 
such garnishment shall be of no effect and any Judgment rendered thereon 
shall be void.

Mr. St. John, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways 
and Means, reported that said Committee, in session, had acted on 
the following bill and ordered same returned to the House with a 
favorable report:

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MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: 


I herewith return to the House of Representatives, the body in which it 
originated, House Joint Resolution No. 13.

To provide for the emergency relief of teachers of 
State, County and municipal schools, colleges and educational 
institutions maintained in whole or in part by State appropriations, 
whose salaries or any portion thereoi for services rendered prior 
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to September 1, 1932, are due and unpaid, and, to that end, to pro- 
vide for and create Teachers’ Emergency Relief Corporation, de- 
fine its corporate powers and functions and provide for the pay- 
ment of its expenses; also to provide for the issue of special 
revenue certificates in whole or in part in lieu of unpaid warrants 
issued by the State Auditor for educational purposes, as provided 
in the Act; also to define the characteristics of such special reve- 
nue certificates and the rights of the holders; and also to make 
provision for the payment of such certificates, with interest, out 
of the general fund and/or out of certain revenue set apart as 
Alabama Educational Trust Fund by Section 2-k of the General 
Revenue Act of 1927, approved July 22, 1927; also to make the 
obligations of the Corporation and said special revenue certifi- 
cates eligible for use in lieu of other security as provided in the 
Act. 

Mr. Sparks offered the following amendment to said bill, H. 
305: 

Amend title of bill by inserting after words “due and unpaid” 
in line 4 of the bill, the following, towit: 

“and for the relief of governing boards of State, county and 
municipal schools, colleges and educational institutions, which may 
have borrowed money from any source to pay teachers’ salaries 
due and unpaid prior to that date”; 

And also amend section 1 by adding, 

“Provided that the governing boards of State, county and 
municipal schools, colleges and educational institutions, which have 
borrowed money from any source, using state warrants as se- 
curity, shall be permitted to share in the benefits of this act.”

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A BILL 


To be entitled An Act to define Burial Companies, Associa- 
tions and Societies; to provide for the regulation of such Com- 
panies, associations and Societies, to fix a standard of solvency for 
such Companies, Associations and Societies, and to further pro- 
vide for the general revenue of the State by taxation of such Com- 
panies, Associations and Societies, and the fixing of a license fee 
upon their agents, to provide penalties for the violation of this 
Act, and to repeal all existing laws relating to or governing Burial 
Insurance Companies, Associations and Societies. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. All individuals, firms, co-partnerships, Corporations 
and Associations, whether voluntary or incorporated under the 
laws of this or of any other State, doing the business of providing 
Burial or Funeral benefits, are hereby declared to be Burial Com- 
panies, Associations or Societies. 

Section 2. All such Companies, Associations or Societies shall 
be governed exclusively by the provisions of this Act. 

Section 8. Each such company, association or society shall, 
before transacting any business in this State, submit its plan to 
the Superintendent of Insurance, or the officer, or department ex- 
ercising the jurisdiction now exercised by the Superintendent of 
Insurance, together with a financial statement, copy of its charter, 
by-laws, and other instruments governing its operation. If, upon 
examination thereof, the Superintendent of Insurance, or other 
officer or department exercising the jurisdiction now exercised 
by the Superintendent of Insurance finds that such Company, As- 
sociation, or Society meets the requirements of this Act, and of 
any amendment subsequently made of it, he shall issue to such 
Company, Association or Society a license to transact business as 
a Burial Company, Association or Society. No such Company, 
Association or Society shall be licensed, authorized, or permitted 
to transact business in this State until it has been duly examined 
by the Superintendent of Insurance or the officer or department 
exercising the jurisdiction now exercised by the Superintendent 
of Insurance and has been found to have complied fully with 
all the requirements of this Act. 

Section 4. No such Company, Association or Society shall 
be allowed to issue a certificate or contract to exceed Two Hun- 
dred Fifty Dollars ($250.00) retail value at less than the rates 
named below in Section 5, but may issue certificates or contracts 
in excess of Two Hundred Fifty Dollars ($250.00) in retail value 
at a proportionate increase in rates; nor shall any such Company, 
Association or Society be required to set out in the certificate or 
contract the wholesale or retail value of the commodities or services 
which it contracts to render, but it may do so if it so elects. 
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Section 5. All such Companies, Associations or Societies shall 
be required to have a minimum scale of rates for certificates or 
contracts not exceeding Two Hundred Fifty Dollars ($250.00) re- 
tail value of commodities furnished and services rendered as fol- 
lows: Ages up to 10 years, ten cents per week; Ages 10 to 18 
years, fifteen cents per week; Ages 18 to 60 years, twenty-five 
cents per week; Ages 60 to 67 years, thirty-five cents per week; 
Ages 67 to 75 years, fifty cents per week; Ages 75 to 80 years, 
seventy-five cents per week; Ages 80 years and above, one Dollar 
per week. 

Section 6. All such Companies, Associations or Societies, be- 
fore being licensed to do business in this State, must own net sol- 
vent assets amounting to not less than Twenty-five Thousand 
Dollars ($25,000.00) in value, which may consist of cash, or bonds 
of the United States Government, or the State of Alabama, or of 
some County or municipality of this State, or caskets, suits, robes, 
dresses, embalming and funeral supplies, office and funeral furni- 
ture and fixtures, hearses, automobiles, funeral homes and other 
articles and commodities required in the conduct of their busi- 
ness. All such Companies, Associations or Societies whose annual 
gross premium receipts are less than Twenty-five Thousand Dol- 
lars ($25,000.00) shall maintain on deposit with the Superintendent 
of Insurance or other officer or department exercising the juris- 
diction now exercised by the Superintendent of Insurance, One 
Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00); all such Companies, Associations 
or Societies whose annual gross :premium receipts are more than 
Twenty-five Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00) and less than Fifty 
Thousand Dollars ($50,000.00) shall maintain on deposit Two 
Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00); all such companies, Associations 
or Societies whose annual gross premium receipts are more than 
Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000.00) and less than Seventy-five 
Thousand Dollars ($75,000.00) shall maintain on deposit Three 
Thousand Dollars ($3,000.00); all such Companies, Associations 
or Societies whose annual gross premium receipts are more than 
Seventy-five Thousand Dollars ($75,000.00) and less than One 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00) shall maintain on deposit 
Four Thousand Dollars ($4,000.00) ; all such Companies, Associa- 
tions, or Societies whose annual gross premium receipts are more 
than One Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00) shall maintain 
on deposit Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00); the above main- 
tained deposit must consist of bonds of the United States Gov- 
ernment, or of the State of Alabama, or of some.County or Munici- 
pality of this State, and must be made with the Superintendent of 
Insurance or the officer or department exercising the jurisdiction 
now exercised by the Superintendent of Insurance. 

_ Section %.. Each such Company, Association or Society | shall 
be required to own and maintain, within sixty (60) ‘miles of the 
place or places where its contracts are written, stocks of caskets, 
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suits, robes, dresses and sundry apparel, en and embalming 
supplies and equipment, furniture, funeral cars, hearses, automo- 
biles and other supplies that are requisite in the conduct of 
funerals in adequate quantities to carry out their contracts. 

Section 8. The Superintendent of Insurance or other officer 
or department exercising the jurisdiction now exercised by the 
Superintendent of Insurance, shall only once each year cause all 
contracts of such Companies, Associations or Societies to be care- 
fully valued on the basis of thirty per cent of the retail value of 
its contracts as shown by the number of certificates in force ac- 
cording to the books and records of such Companies, Associations 
or Societies as of December 31st of the preceding year and each 
such Company, Association or Society must at all times maintain 
a reserve of One Dollar and Fifty Cents ($1.50) for each One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00) of valuation of outstanding contracts 
provided by and in this section, and such reserve shall be main- 
tained as the reserve on such business until the next succeeding 
valuation, which shall be made once each year as of December 31st. 
Such reserves may consist of cash, bonds of the United States Gov- 
ernment, or of the State of Alabama, or of some County or Munici- 
pality of this State, caskets, suits, robes, dresses, embalming and 
funeral supplies, office and funeral furniture and ‘fixtures, hearses, 
automobiles, funeral homes and other articles required in the con- 
duct of their business. 

Section 9. For the purpose of examinations the Superintendent 
of Insurance or other officer or department exercising the juris- 
diction now exercised by the Superintendent of Insurance may, 
when examining a Company, Association or Society incorporated 
or organized under the laws of Alabama and herein designated and 
called a domestic company, call upon the Governor for the services 
of an examiner of public accounts and the Superintendent of In- 
surance or other officer or department exercising the jurisdiction 
now exercised by the Superintendent of Insurance may designate 
or appoint some qualified actuary and assistant to assist in such 
examination, and shall fix a reasonable compensation, to be ap- 
proved by the Governor for such actuary and assistant, upon a 
proper per diem basis, to be paid by warrant of the state auditor 
drawn upon the state treasury. Hotel and travelling expenses 
actually incurred in connection with such examination shall upon 
proper vouchers therefor, be paid by the state on condition that 
the same shall have been previously charged to such Company, 
Association or Society and by it paid to the Insurance Department. 
No such Company, Association or Society shall be examined more 
than once each year, except at its own request. 

Section 10. In determining the solvency of any such Com- 
pany, Association or Society its capital stock shall not be con- 
sidered as a liability, and it shall be given credit for the fair value 
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of all its assets including first mortgages on real estate for not 
more than 60% of the value thereof, accounts receivable for mer- 
chandise sold and services rendered, prepaid licenses, taxes and 
insurance. 

Its equipment shall be valued at its reasonable cost price, sub- 
ject to a reasonable deduction for depreciation not to exceed eight- 
een percent per year. 

Section 11. Each such Company, Association or Society, shall 
be taxable by and within the State of Alabama as follows: 

_ On or before the 1st day of March of each year, it shall report 
to the Superintendent of Insurance or other officer or department 
having the jurisdiction now exercised by the Superintendent of 
Insurance, the amount of gross premium receipts from. within the 
State for the preceding calendar year ending December 31st, with 
the number of contracts outstanding, and shall pay a tax of One 
Dollar ($1.00) for each One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) of gross 
premium receipts within this State for the preceding calendar year. 
It shall also pay to the Superintendent of Insurance or other offi- 
cer or department having the jurisdiction now exercised by him, 
at the time of its organization, and on or before March Ist, of 
each year thereafter, the sum of Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00), 
as a license for transacting business within this State during the 
calendar year ending December 31st. No further or other pay- 
ment for any purpose, than herein set out, shall be required of such 
Companies, Associations or Societies by the Superintendent of 
Insurance or other officer or department having the jurisdiction 
now exercised by the Superintendent of Insurance. 

Section 12. Nothing herein is intended, nor shall it be con- 
strued to apply to any secret or benevolent society, such as Masons, 
Odd Fellows, Knights and Ladies of Honor, Knights of Pythias, 
Love and Do Well Society, or like orders, nor to any association 
organized under the Lodge system for purely benevolent purposes 
with ritualistic form of work. 

Section 18. Any such Company, Association or Society doing 
business in this State without having obtained a license shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and on conviction shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00), nor more 
than Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) for each offense. 

Section 14. In addition to said amount paid to the State, there 
may by ordinance be levied and collected by the several cities and 
towns of the State from every such Company, Association or Socie- 
ty, for privilege of doing business within the limits of said. cities 
and towns, a privilege or license tax, to be computed on the basis 
of population of said cities and towns, as fixed by the last Federal 
census, not exceeding the following schedule, to-wit: (a) Each’ such 
Company, Association or Society, in cities and towns having a pop- 
ulation of 5,000 or less, $10.00. (b) Each such Company, Associa- 
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tion or Society in cities and towns having a population of 5,000 and 
not over 10,000, $15.00. (c) Hach such Company, Association or 
Society, in cities and towns having a population of 10,000 and not 
exceeding 50,000, $20.00. (d) Each such Company, Association 
or Society, in the cities and towns having a population of more 
than 50,000, $50.00. ; 

Section 15. Such Companies, Associations or Societies may be 
incorporated under the general incorporation laws of this State, 
but no such Company, Association or Society shall hereafter be 
incorporated without a paid up capital stock of not less than 
Twenty-five Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00). 

Section 16. This Act shall become effective on its passage. 
This Act takes place of all laws now in effect governing such Com- 
panies, Associations or Societies being distinctly stated that laws 
governing life and other forms of insurance are, therefore, not 
applicable to Companies, Associations or Societies doing strictly 
Burial Insurance business. All existing laws relating to indi- 
viduals, co-partnerships, corporations or associations, whether vol- 
untary or.incorporated under the laws of this or any other State 
doing Burial Insurance business by furnishing burial or funeral 
benefits, are hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 1%. Every such Company, Association or Society, li- 
censed to do business in this State under the provisions of this 
Act shall obtain from the Superintendent of Insurance, or other 
officer or department exercising the jurisdiction now exercised by 
him, a certificate of authority for every individual agent writing 
or soliciting business for it in this State, which said certificate 
shall be renewable in January of each year. A fee of Ten Dollars 
($10.00) shall be paid for the issuance of each certificate to each 
agent and the Superintendent of Insurance or other officer or 
department exercising the jurisdiction now exercised by him, shall 
issue such license on the payment of such fee in accordance with 
the present law governing issuance of Agents license. 

Section 18. If any portion of this Act, shall be declared un- 
constitutional, the remainder of this Act shall, nevertheless, remain 
in force and effect.

The trustees so elected under this Act shall 
take office on the date of their election. 


3. That whenever a vacancy occurs on the Board of School Trustees, 
elected under the provisions of this Act, the same may be filled by the 
remaining trustees, or on their failure to act within ten days after the resig- 
nation or removal of the other members, or from the date of the vacancy, 
then the vacancy shall be filled by the County Board of Education.

four thousand pounds, Twenty Seven Dollars and twenty five 
cents ($27.25), (e) for each automobile weighing in excess of four 
thousand pounds Thirty two Dollars twenty five cents ($32.25). 
Such license shall be based on the avoirdupois weight of the auto- . 
mobile provided however, that where any automobile was man- 
ufactured in and weighed at the factory, the factory shipping 
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weight shall be used in determining the license tax or registration 
fee to be charged. For each eleciric automobile other than: trucks, 
Twenty Dollars, for each automobile propelled by steam, Twenty 
Five Dollars ($25.00). For each motorcycle Five Dollars, ($5.00), 
for each motorcycle with side car attachment, Seven Dollars and 
fifty cents ($7.50). Provided, however, that the license tag for 
such automobile shall remain with the automobile for one tax year 
and provided that the license in this Act required to be paid shall 
not become delinquent until after the expiration of three days (3) 
from the date of the purchase of any motor vehicle.

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS. 


On a call of Counties bills were introduced, severally read one 
time and referred to appropriate Standing Committee as follows: 


By Mr. Tunstall: 

H. 421. A bill to be entitled an act to propose an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama, to be known as Article AA, to 
provide that it shall be unlawful for the Auditor of the State of 
Alabama to draw any warrant, or other order for the payment of 
money belonging to, or administered by, the State of Alabama, 
upon the State Treasurer, unless and until it shall have been cer- 
tified to such Auditor by such Treasurer, in writing, that there is 
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then in the hands of such Treasurer, money available, and appro- 
priated for the full payment of the same; and to provide that, in 
case there is, at the end of the fiscal year insufficient money in 
the State Treasury for the payment of all proper claims presented 
to the Auditor for the issuance of warrants, for the proration of 
the same, and for the issuance and payment of warrants for the 
several prorated sums; and to provide that all unpaid appropria- 
tions which exceed the amount of money in the State Treasury 
at the end of each fiscal year available for their payment, shall be- 
come null and void to the extent of such excess; and to provide 
that if there shall be in the State Treasury, at the end of any fiscal 
year, any money of the general fund in excess of the appropriations 
for that year, that the same shall be covered into a special fund 
for the sole benefit of the common schools of Alabama and to pro- 
vide penalties for the violation of any of the provisions of such 
amendment. 


_ Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That an amendment to the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama, to be known as Article AA, is hereby proposed, 
the proposed amendment being as follows: 


“Article AA. From and after the adoption of this amendment 
it shall be unlawfull for the Auditor of the State of Alabama to 
draw any warrant or other order for the payment of money be- 
longing to, or administered by, the State of Alabama upon the 
State Treasurer unless and until it shall have been certified to 
such Auditor by such Treasurer that there is then in the hands 
of such Treasurer money available, and appropriated, for the full, 
payment of the same. In case there is, at the end of any fiscal 
year, insufficient money in the State Treasury for the payment 
of all proper claims presented to the Auditor for the issuance of 
warrants, the Auditor shall issue warrants for that proportion of 
each such claim which the money available for the payment of all 
of said claims bears to the whole, and such warrants for such pro- 
rated sums shall thereupon be paid by the State Treasurer. At 
the end of each fiscal year all unpaid appropriations which exceed 
the amount of money in the State Treasury subject to the payment 
of the same after the proration above provided for, shall thereupon 
become null and void to the extent of such excess. If there shall 
be in the State Treasury at the end of any fiscal year, any money 
in the general fund in excess of the appropriations for that year, 
such excess shall be covered into a special fund for the sole bene- 
fit of the common schools of Alabama. 


The word ‘Auditor’, as herein used shall include any officer 


who may hereafter be vested with the powers now exercised by 
the State Auditor of Alabama, and the word “Treasurer’, as herein 
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used shall include any officer charged with the custody and dis- 
bursement of funds belonging to or administered by the State of 
Alabama. 


Any person violating any of the provisions of this Article shall, 
on conviction, be punished by a fine of not exceeding Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000.00), or by imprisonment in the penitentiary for not 
more than two years, one or both, at the discretion of the jury 
trying the same, and the violation of any of the provisions of this 
Article shall also be ground for impeachment.” 

Section 2. An election by the qualified electors of the State 
‘upon such proposed amendment is hereby ordered, and the day 
hereby appointed for such election is the general election to be 
held in the State of Alabama in the year 1934, viz, the second 
‘Tuesday, in November, 1934. 


Section 3. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by a proclamation 
of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper once 
a week in each County in the State for at least eight successive 
weeks next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 


Section 4. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on said proposed amend- 
ment; and on the official ballot printed for such election there shall 
be printed the following, viz: “Shall the following be adopted as 
Article AA of the Constitution of Alabama?” “Article AA. From 
and after the adoption of this amendment it shall be unlawful for 
the Auditor of the State of Alabama to draw any warrant or other 
order for the payment of money belonging to, or administered by, 
the State of Alabama upon the State Treasurer unless and until it 
shall have been certified to such Auditor by. such Treasurer that 
there is then in the hands of such Treasurer money available, and 
appropriated, for the full payment of the same. In case there is, 
at the end of any fiscal year, insufficient money in the State Treas- 
ury for the payment of all proper claims presented to the Auditor 
for the issuance of warrants, the Auditor shall issue warrants for 
that proportion of each such claim which the money available for 
the payment of all of said claims bears to the whole, and such 
warrants for such prorated sums shall thereupon be paid by the 
State Treasurer. At the end of each fiscal year all unpaid ap- 
propriations which exceed the amount of money in the State Treas- 
ury subject to the payment of the same after the proration above 
provided for, shall thereupon become null and void to the extent 
of such excess. If there shall be in the State Treasury at the end 
of any fiscal year, any money in the general fund in excess of the 
appropriations for that year, such excess shall be covered into a 
special fund for the sole benefit of the common schools of Ala- 
bama. 
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The word “Auditor,” as herein used shall include any officer 
who may hereaiter be vested with the powers now exercised by 
the State Auditor of Alabama, and the word ‘Treasurer,’ as herein 
used shall include any officer charged with the custody and dis- 
bursement of funds belonging to or administered by the State of 
Alabama. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this Article shall, 
on conviction, be punished by a fine of not exceeding Five Thou- 
sand Dollars ($5,000.00), or by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for not more than two years, one or both, at the discretion of the 
jury trying the same, and the violation of any of the provisions of 
this Article shall also be ground for impeachment. Yes. No.” The 
choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross mark made by 
him, or under his direction, expressing his desire. 

Section 5. The officers to hold such election shall be the same, 
and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same offi- 
cers as provided by the election law of the State, for the appoint- 
ment of officers to hold general elections in the State, and the 
election shall be held in all things in accordance with the law gov- 
erning general elections and with the Constitutional provisions 
concerning amendments to that instrument. 

Section 6. The votes cast at said election on said amendment 
shall be counted, canvassed and tabulated and return made to 
the Secretary of State in the same manner as in elections of Repre- 
sentatives to the Legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear that 
a majority of the qualified electors who voted at such election 
upon the proposed amendment, voted in favor of the same, such 
amendment shall be valid in all intents and purposes. as a part 
of the Constitution of Alabama. The result of such election shall 
be made known by the proclamation of the Governor.

to provide for the method of serving notice upon jurors requiring 
their attendance for jury service and to provide for the payment 
of the necessary expenses of such board.

Notice is hereby given that a bill in substance as follows will be intro- 
duced in the Legislature of Alabama at its Special Session which convened 
in Montgomery on the 16th day of August, 1932, and application made for 
its passage: 
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A bill to be entitled 
AN ACT 


To establish a Jury Board in Jefferson County, Alabama, to fix the member- 
ship of said Board, to prescribe the qualifications and terms of office and 
provide for the appointment of the members thereof; to fix their com- 
pensation and to define their duties; to provide for the appointment, duties 
and compensation of the clerks of said Board, for the qualifications of ju- 
rors, for the preparation of jury rolls and the filling and refilling of jury 
boxes; to provide for the method of serving notice upon jurors requiring 
their attendance for jury service and to provide for the payment of the 
necessary expenses of such Board. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That a Jury Board be and the same is hereby established in 
Jefferson County. 

Section 2. That such Jury Board shall be composed of three members 
who shall be qualified electors of Jefferson County and shall be men reputed 
for their fairness, impartiality, integrity and good judgment. Members of the 
Board shall not during the term for which they are appointed and during their 
tenure in said office hold any other office by appointment or election or per- 
form any other public duty under the state, county or municipal government, 
which carries with it any compensation whatsoever. 


Section 3. That upon the passage of this act and its approval by the 
Governor, the present members of the Jury Board of Jefferson County, 
namely, John Angwin, John H. Frye and James J. Smith, shall be and are 
hereby appointed members of the Jury Board provided herein, whose terms of 
office shall be as follows and until their successors are appointed and qualified: 
John Angwin shall hold office until the first Monday after the second Tues- 
day in January, 1933; John H. Frye shall hold office until the same day in 
1934, and James J. Smith shall hold office until the same day in 1935. Upon 
the expiration of each of these terms the Governor shall appoint successors 
who shall hold office for three years from the expiration of the term of office 
of their respective predecessors. 

Section 4. The members of the Jury Board shall elect one of their num- 
ber President of the Board. Any two members of the Board shall be a 
quorum for the transaction of business. Every member of the Board before 
entering upon the discharge of his duties must take the oath of office pre- 
scribed by Section 279 of the Constitution and must be commissioned by the 
Governor. 

Section 5. Each member of the Jury Board shall be paid the sum of 
fifty ($50.00) dollars per month, to be paid monthly out of the County Treas- 
ury. 

Section 6. In the event that two of the Jury Board are absent from the 
State, sick, or for any reason cannot discharge the duties imposed upon them 
by this article, then the other member of the Board shall notify any judge of 
a court of record residing in the County to appear and take the place of the 
absent members and in such case one judge and one member shall constitute 
a quorum. If no such judge is present or able to serve, ‘the other member 
must immediately notify the Governor, who shall appoint competent persons 
to act as members of the Board until the regular members are present and 
able to discharge their duties. 


Section 7. Should any member of the Board become disqualified under 
the provisions of this Act, the fact of such disqualification and the ground for 
reason therefor shall be certified to the Governor by the presiding judge of 
the Circuit Court of the county, and when so certified his office shall become 
vacant and the Governor shall appoint his successor to fill out the unexpired 
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term. In case of any vacancy from any other cause in the office of a mem- 
ber of the Board, the Governor shali appoint a member to fill such vacancy 
who shall hold office for the unexpired term. 

Section 8. The Jury Board may employ such clerical or other assistants 
and incur such other expense as may be needful and necessary for the proper 
discharge of the duties of their office, the expense of which shall be a proper 
charge against the County Treasury. The County Commission or other like 
governing body of the County shall fix the number and compensation of the 
clerks employed in the office of the Jury Board and such clerks shall be ap- 
pointed by the Jury Board and must give such time to the performance of 
such duties as may be required by the Jury Board. The Jury Board may, at 
any time, discharge any clerk employed by it and employ another under the 
provisions hereof. 

Section 9. Every clerk of the Jury Board before entering upon the dis- 
charge of his duties under this Act, must take and subscribe the oath of office 
prescribed by Section 279 of the Constitution and file the same for record in 
the Probate Office of the County. 

Section 10... Any member of the Jury Board or clerk thereof who wilfully 
neglects to perform any duty imposed upon him by this Act, or any person 
who, being duly summoned to attend before the Jury Board, wilfully fails to 
do so or attending, refuses to testify, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 11. The Clerk of the Jury Board shall, under the direction of 
the Jury Board, obtain the name of every male citizen of the County, over 
twenty-one and under sixty-five years of age, and his occupation, place of 
residence and place of business, and shall perform all such other duties re- 
quired of him by law under the direction of the Jury Board. 


Section 12. Unless sooner required under the provisions of this act, the 
Jury Board shall meet in the County Court House, in Birmingham, on the 
last Tuesday in August, 1933, and on said day each two years thereafter, 
make in a well-bound book a roll containing the name of every male citizen 
living in the County who possess the qualifications herein prescribed and who 
is not exempted by law from serving on juries. The roll shall be arranged 
alphabetically and by precincts in their numerical order and the Jury Board 
shall cause to be written on the roll opposite every name placed thereon the 
occupation, residence and place of business of every person selected, and if 
the residence has a street number, it must be given. Upon the completion of 
the roll the Jury Board shall cause to be prepared plain white cards, all of 
the same size and texture, and shall have written or printed on the cards the 
name, occupation, place of residence and place of business of the person whose 
name has been placed on the jury roll; writing or printing but one person’s 
name, occupation, place of residence and of business on one card. These 
cards shall be placed in a substantial metal box provided with a lock and two 
keys, which box shall be kept in a safe or vault in the office of the Probate 
Judge, and if there be none in that office, the Jury Board shall deposit it in 
any safe or vault in the Court House to be designated on the minutes of the 
Board, and one of said keys thereof shall be kept by the President of the 
Jury Board. The other of said keys shall be kept by the Presiding Judge of 
the Circuit Court for the sole use of the judges of the courts of said County 
needing jurors. The jury roll shall be kept securely and for the use of the 
Jury Board exclusively. It shall not be inspected by any one except the 
members of the Board or by the Clerk of the Board upon the authority of 
the Board, unless under an order of a judge of the Circuit Court or other 
court of record having jurisdiction. 


Section 13. Unless sooner required under the provisions of this Act, the 
jury box now in use in the County shall continue to be used until the last 
Tuesday in August, 1933, at which time and on the same day each two years 
thereafter the Jury Board shall proceed to refill the box in the manner pre- 
scribed in this Act. ; : : OF Ree 
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Section 14. The Jury Board shall place on the jury roll and in the jury 
box the names of all male citizens of the County who are generally reputed 
to be honest and intelligent men and are esteemed in the community for their 
integrity, good character and sound judgment; but no person must be selected 
who is under twenty-one or over sixty-five years of age or who is an habitual 
drunkard, or who, being afflicted with a permanent disease or physical weak- 
ness, is unfit to discharge the duties of a juror; or cannot read English or 
who has ever been convicted of any offense involving moral turpitude. If a 
person cannot read English and has all the other qualifications prescribed 
herein, and is a freeholder or householder, his name may be placed on the 
jury roll and in the jury box. 

Section 15. The Jury Board is charged with the duty of seeing that the 
name of every person possessing the qualifications prescribed by this Act to 
serve as a juror and not exempted by law from jury duty, is placed on the 
jury roll and in the jury box, and they may summon and cause to attend be- 
fore them any person residing within the County and examine him on oath 
touching the name, residence, occupation and qualification of any person re- 
siding in the County, and they may require the production of any books, 
papers, or documents and generally to do and perform whatever acts neces- 
sary to establish to their satisfaction that the jury roll conforms to all legal 
requirements. ‘The Jury Board must not allow initials only to be used for a 
juror’s name, but one full Christian name, or given name, shall in every case 
be used and in case there are two or more persons of the same or similar 
name, the name by which he is commonly distinguished from the other per- 
sons of the same or similar name shall also be entered as well as his true 
name. The Jury Board shall require the clerk of the Board to scan the regis- 
tration lists and lists returned to the tax assessor, any city directory, telephone 
directories, and any and every other source of information from which he may 
obtain information, and to visit every precinct at least once a year to enable 
the Jury Board to properly perform the duties required of it by this Act. 

Section 16. The Jury Board shall have performed the duties required of 
it by law when they have prepared a jury roll and filled a jury box otherwise 
in compilation with the law, consisting of the names of qualified jurors in 
number equal to at least six per cent of the population of said County in 
accordance with the latest Federal Census, and having prepared said roll and 
filled such box with said number of jurors, said Jury Board shall not be 
deemed or held to be guilty of wilful neglect of duty nor be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. 

Section 17. Whenever the names in the jury box are exhausted or so 
far depleted that they will probably be exhausted at the next drawing of 
jurors, the Jury Board must proceed to make and certify a new roll and de- 
posit the names in the box in ail respects as provided in this Act, and for 
this purpose, the Jury Board must meet whenever it is necessary and refilf 
the jury box. 

Section 18. Whenever it shall appear to the Presiding Judge of the Cir- 
cuit Court or court of like jurisdiction that the jury box is so nearly exhausted. 
as to require refilling, he shall notify the President of the Jury Board, where- 
upon the Jury Board shall proceed to refill the box as herein provided. 

Section 19. For any court requiring grand and petit juries, or petit juries, 
and now or hereafter established for and held in a territorial subdivision of 
the County, the Jury Board shall make and keep a separate roll and make and 
refill a separate box for that court and territorial subdivision as provided by 
this Act, on which roll and in which box only the names of jurors residing in. 
that territory shall be placed, which box shall be kept by the clerk of said 
court and the key thereof by the judge of said court, and all jurors for that 
court shall be drawn by the judge of said court as provided in this Act from 
the separate jury box provided under this section, and shall be summoned as 
provided in this Act for summoning jurors otherwise drawn. ‘The names of 
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jurors whose names are required to be placed on the roll and in the box in 
this section provided for, shall not be placed on any other roll nor in any 
other box nor shall any such person be authorized or required to serve as a 
juror in any court outside of said territorial subdivision. If there is more 
than one court requiring grand and petit juries, or petit juries, established for 
and held in such territorial subdivision of the County, all of such courts shall 
procure their juries from the box in this section provided for, and this section 
is intended to apply to any division of a court that is held in such territorial 
subdivision, including the Probate Court. The preparation of a separate jury 
roll and the filling and refilling of a separate jury box as provided in this sec- 
tion shall be governed in all respects, in so far as applicable by the same rules 
and regulations as are prescribed in this act for the jury roll and jury box 
used outside of such territorial subdivision of the County. In ascertaining the 
number of qualified jurors equal to six per cent of the population of such ter- 
ritorial subdivision, the Jury Board may consider the latest public school cen- 
sus of such subdivision, and any other authentic data on the subject. 


Section 20. That all notices of the requirement of the attendance for 
jury service shall be served by registered mail and it shall be the duty of the 
sheriff of Jefferson County to enclose the summons in an envelope addressed 
to the person to be served and place all necessary postage thereon and demand 
a return receipt. That when a return receipt signed by the addressee is re- 
turned to the sheriff by the Post Office Department of the United States, 
the sheriff shall thereupon mark the process executed and it shall be considered 
for all purposes as sufficient personal and legal service. In the event said 
jury summons so mailed should be returned to the sheriff by the Post Office 
Department of the United States without delivery to the addressee, then the 
sheriff shall immediately make every effort to personally serve said summons. 
This action, however, shall not apply to jury summons returnable before the 
court instanter, but such summonses shall be personally served by the sheriff 
or his deputy. 

Section 21. The County Commission or other like governing body of 
the County shall, upon the request of the President of the Board, purchase 
the necessary books in which to keep the jury rolls and the record of the pro- 
ceedings, and the necessary cards, stationery and things of all kinds required 
by the Board and shall draw its warrant on the County Treasury for the pay- 
ment of the same. 


Section 22. The clerks of the several courts in which juries are empan- 
eled shall from time to time as the juries are empaneled, certify to the Jury 
Board the names of all persons so empaneled, and the clerk of the Board, 
under the direction of the Board, shall note opposite the names of such per- 
ey the jury roll the date on which and the court in which they were em- 
paneled. 


Section 23. The clerks of the several courts shall also certify to the Jury 
Board the names of all persons who have been found by the court to be 
disqualified or exempt, which fact shall be noted opposite their respective 
names on the jury roll. 


Section 24, Any authority, right, power and duty heretofore imposed by 
law on the Jury Board of the County or the clerk thereof, and which is not 
by this Act specifically repealed, shall hereafter be exercised or performed by 
the Jury Board or the clerk thereof, respectively. 


Section 25.| That all laws, general or local, in conflict with any of the 
provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed, it being the intent 
of the Legislature that the subjects covered by this Act be the exclusive law 
on such subjects in Jefferson County. ° 


Section 26. That in the event any section, clause or provision of this 
Act shall be declared invalid or unconstitutional, it shall not be held to affect 
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any other section, clause or provision of this Act, but the same shall remain 
in full force and effect. 

Section 27, That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor.

A BILL 


To be entitled An Act to regulate and limit the use of the public 
highways in the State by motor trucks, semi-trailer trucks, semi- 
trailers and trailers; to define the powers of the State Highway

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


PUBLIC POLICY 


Section 1. It is hereby declared to be the public policy of this 
State that heavy motor trucks, alone or in combination with other 
vehicles, increase the cost of highway construction and mainte- 
nance, interfere with and limit the use of the highways for normal 
traffic thereon, and endanger the safety and lives of the traveling 
public, and that the regulations embodied in this Act are necessary 
to achieve economy in highway costs, and to permit the highways 
to be used freely and safely by the traveling public. 


DEFINITIONS 


Section 2. When used in this Act: 

“Motor-Truck” means any motor-propelled vehicle designed for 
carrying freight or merchandise and not operated or driven on 
fixed rails or tracks; but it shall not include self-propelled vehicles 
designed primarily for passenger transportation, but equipped with 
frames, racks or bodies having a load capacity not exceeding 1,000 
pounds. 
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“Semi-Trailer Truck” means any motor propelled vehicle, not 
operated or driven on fixed rails or.tracks, designed to draw, and to 
support the front end of a semi-trailer. The tractor. (or motor 
propelled vehicle), together with the semi-trailer shall be considered 
one unit, and the words “Semi-trailer truck” as used in this Act, 
shall mean and embrace such entire unit. 

“Semi-Trailer” means a vehicle designed to be attached to, and 
having its front end supported by, a motor truck or truck tractor, 
and intended for the carrying of freight or merchandise and with a 
load capacity of over 1,000 pounds. 

“Trailer” means any vehicle designated to be drawn by a motor- 
truck or truck-tractor, but supported wholly upon its own wheels, 
and intended for the carriage of freight or merchandise and with a 
load capacity of over 1,000 pounds. 

“Person” shall include individuals, partnerships, associations, 
trusts and corporations, and the receivers, assignees or agents of 
any of them. 

“Highway” shall include any public road, street, avenue, alley 
or boulevard, bridge, viaduct or trestle and the approaches thereto, 
within the limits of the State of Alabama. 

“Commission” shall mean the State Highway Department and 
the State Highway Commission of Alabama. 


TRAILERS 
Section 3. No person shall operate any trailer on any highway. 


WEIGHT 


Section 4. No person shall operate on any highway any motor- 
truck or semi-trailer truck whose gross weight, including load, shall 
exceed 15,000 potnds. 


HEIGHT 


Section 5. No person shall operate on any highway any motor- 
truck or semi-trailer truck whose height, including any part of body 
or load, shall exceed 12 feet, but nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to require the public authorities to provide sufficient 
vertical clearances to permit the operations of vehicles with a 
height of 12 feet. . 

WIDTH 


Section 6. No person shall operate on any highway any motor- 
truck or semi-trailer whose width, including any part of the body 
or load, shall exceed 96 inches. 


LENGTH 


Section 7. No person shall operate on any highway any motor- 
truck whose length, including any part of body or load, shall ex- 
ceed 30 feet, nor any semi-trailer truck whose length, including any 
. part of body or load shall exceed 40 feet. 
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SPEED 


Section 8. No person shall operate any motor vehicle used pri- 
marily for the transportation of property.or any motor-truck or 
semi-trailer truck on any highway outside cities or incorporated 
towns at a greater speed than 30 miles per hour, and inside the 
limits of cities and incorporated towns the maximum speed limits 
shall be 20 miles per hour. 


REDUCED LOAD AND SPEED LIMITS 


Section 9. The Commission, in respect of State Highways or 
roads designated as part of the state system of primary roads, and 
courts of County Commissioners and other bodies of like jurisdic- 
tion, in respect of county roads, may prescribe, by notice hereinafter 
provided, loads and weights lower than the limits prescribed in 
Section 4 whenever in its or their judgment any road or part there- 
of, or any bridge or culvert shall by reason of its design, deteriora- 
tion, rain or other climatic or natural causes, be liable to be dam- 
aged or destroyed by motor-trucks or semi-trailer trucks, if the 
gross weight thereof shall exceed the limits prescribed in said no- 
tice; and said Commission as to State Highways, or specified parts 
thereof, and Courts of County Commissioners, and other bodies of 
like jurisdiction, as to County roads, or specified parts thereof, may, 
by like notice, regulate or prohibit, in whole or in part, the opera- 
tion of motor trucks or semi-trailer trucks, for limited periods or 
specified days, or parts of days, whenever, in its or their judgment, 
such regulation or prohibition is necessary to provide for the public 
safety and convenience on said highways or roads, or parts there- 
of, by reason of traffic density or intensive use thereof by the trav- 
eling public. Said notice, or the substance thereof, shall be posted 
at conspicuous places at the termini of and at intermediate cross- 
roads and road junctions with the section of road to which said no- 
tice shall apply. After any such notice shall have been so posted, 
the operation of any motor-truck or semi-trailer truck contrary to 
its provisions shall constitute a violation of this Act. 


EXEMPTIONS 


Section 10. (a) The provisions of this Act shall not apply to 
motor-trucks, semi-trailer trucks or trailers, owned by, or by any 
agency of, the United States, the State of Alabama, or any county 
or city or incorporated town therein. 

(b) If any motor-truck, semi-trailer truck or trailer, shall be 
licensed by any city or incorporated town in this State, and the reg- 
istration plate or plates issued as evidence of said license shall be 
‘conspicuously exhibited on said motor truck, semi-trailer truck or 
trailer in the manner required by ordinance, the provisions of Sec- 
tions 8, 4, 5, 6 and 7 hereof shall not apply to the operation of such 
motor-truck, semi-trailer truck or trailer, within the limits of the 
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city or incorporated town issuing such license, or within the police 
jurisdiction thereof. Provided, that all cities and incorporated 
towns are hereby empowered to provide, by ordinance, maximum 
limits with respect to the weight, height, width and length of mo- 
tor-trucks, semi-trailer trucks and trailers within their respective 
boundaries, not less, however, than the maximum limits prescribed 
in Sections 4, 5, 6 and 7 hereof, to authorize the operation of trail- 
ers, therein, to impose license taxes on motor-trucks, truck-tractors, 
semi-trailers and trailers, and to require that all vehicles to which 
licenses may be issued shall affix the registration plate or plates is- 
sued as evidence of said licenses to said vehicles in some con- 
spicuous place, to be prescribed by ordinance. 


(c) The Commission shall prescribe by orders of general ap- 
plication rules and regulations for the issuance by it (without cost 
to the applicant) of'special permits for stated periods not exceeding 
one year for the transportation of such over-size, over-weight, or 
over-length commodities as cannot reasonably be dismantled, and 
for the operation of such super-heavy or oversize motor trucks, 
semi-trailer trucks, and trailers, whose gross weight, including load, 
height, width, or length, may exceed the limits prescribed by sec- 
tions 4, 5, 6 and 7 hereof, of which in other respects fail to comply 
with the requirements of this Act, as may be reasonably necessary 
for the transportation of such oversize, overweight, or overlength 
commodities as cannot reasonably be dismantled. Said permits 
shall be issued and may be renewed upon such terms and condi- 
tions, in the interest of public safety and the preservation of the 
highways, as the Commission may in its discretion require. Such 
Commission may, in its discretion, require, as a condition to the is- 
suance of such permit, that the applicant give bond, with or with- 
out surety as the Commission may require, to indemnify the State, 
and/or the counties thereof, against damage to roads or bridges, 
resulting from the use thereof by the applicant. Each such permit 
and bond, if the Commission so authorizes, may cover more than 
one motor vehicle operated by the same applicant.

possession. The operation of any motor-truck, tractor, semi-trailer 
or trailer, in violation of the terms of any such permit, shall con- 
stitute a violation of this Act. 


(d) There shall be exempt from the restrictions of this Act 
as to weight, motor vehicles transporting milk or other perishable 
human food commodities for which refrigeration in transit is rea- 
sonably necessary in the interest of public health, and when moving 
under refrigeration to the nearest available market by the shortest 


, 
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practical route from the territory in which such commodity is col- 
lected or concentrated. 

(e) Ifany motor vehicle becomes disabled while upon the high- 
way, no provision of this Act shall prevent another motor vehicle 
from hauling the disabled vehicle to a point for the purpose of 
making repairs; provided each such motor vehicle otherwise com- 
plies with the requirements of this Act, and is in charge of a re- 
sponsible driver. 

({) Sections 4,5, 6 and 7 of this Act shall not apply, for a 
period of eight months after this Act becomes effective, to any mo- 
tor truck, semi-trailer truck or trailer lawfully operating or en- 
titled to operate in this State at the time this Act becomes effective. 


PENALTIES 


Section 11. The operation of any motor-truck, semi-trailer truck 
or trailer, in violation of any section of this Act, or of the terms of 
any permit issued hereunder, shall constitute a misdemeanor, and 
the owner thereof, if such violation was with his knowledge or con- 
sent and the operator thereof shall on conviction be fined not more 
than Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00) and may also be imprisoned 
or sentenced to hard labor for the County for not less than thirty 
days nor more than sixty days. 


Section 12. All courts having jurisdiction of misdemeanors 
punishable by a fine of $200.00 or less and by imprisonment or 
hard labor as above provided shall have concurrent jurisdiction of 
the trial of all offenses under this Act committed within their re- 
spective territorial jurisdictions. 

Section 18. Any officer hereinafter in Section 14 enumerated, 
having reason to believe that the height, length, width or weight 
of any motor truck, semi-trailer truck or trailer, is in excess of the 
maximum limits prescribed by this Act or permitted by any permit 
issued under the terms hereof, is authorized to measure or weigh 
the same, either by means of portable or stationary scales, and may 
require such vehicle to be driven to the nearest stationary scales, 
in the event such scales are within a distance of five miles. Said 
officer shall require the operator of said motor-truck, semi-trailer 
truck or trailer, to unload such portion of load as may be necessary 
to decrease the gross weight of such vehicle to the maximum gross 
weight permitted by this Act or by the terms of any permit in the 
possession of such operator and issued under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 10 (c) hereof (which excess load, when unloaded shall be at 
the sole risk of the owner) or, at the election of the operator, said 
officer shall permit said operator to move such vehicle, and its load, 
to the nearest incorporated town or the nearest court having juris- 
diction, at which place said excess load shall be unloaded. ‘The re- 
fusal of any such operator to permit his motor-truck, semi-trailer 
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truck or trailer to be measured or weighed, or to proceed to a sta- 
tionary scales, or to unload the excess load, shall constitute a vio- 
lation of this Act. 


ENFORCEMENT 


Section 14. Any peace officer, including sheriffs and their 
deputies, constables and their deputies, police officers and mar- 
shals of cities or incorporated towns, county police or patrols, State 
or county license inspectors and their deputies, and special officers 
appointed by any agency of the State of Alabama for the enforce- 
ment of its laws relating to motor vehicles, now existing or here- 
after enacted, shall be authorized, and it is hereby made the duty of 
each of them to enforce the provisions of this Act and to make ar- 
rests for any violation or violations thereof, without warrant, if the 
offense be committed in his presence, and with warrant if he does 
not observe the commission of the offense. If the arrest be made 
without warrant, the accused may elect to be immediately taken be- 
fore the nearest court having jurisdiction, whereupon it shall be the 
duty of the officer to so take him. If the accused elect not to be so 
taken, then it shall be the duty of the officer to require of the ac- 
cused a bail-bond in a sum not to exceed $300.00, conditioned that 
the accused binds himself to appear in the nearest court having 
jurisdiction at the time fixed in the bond. In case the arrested per- 
son fails to appear on the day fixed, the bond shall be forfeited in 
the manner as is provided for the forfeiture of bonds in other cases. 
No officer shall be permitted to take a cash bond. The officer mak- 
ing the arrest and taking the bond shall report the same to the 
court having jurisdiction within eighteen hours after taking such 
bond. 


SCALES 


Section 15. The Commission is authorized to designate, fur- 
nish instructions to, prescribe rules and regulations for the conduct 
of, and to supervise official stations for determining the weight of 
motor vehicles at such points as to it may seem necessary, but at 
not less than one point in each county, which stations shall com- 
ply with the requirements of the Commission, and shall be avail- 
able for the use of all officers in the enforcement of this Act. The 
expense of weighing such motor vehicles shall be paid out of any 
funds made available for the use of the Commission. If it is found 
that any such motor vehicle is being operated in violation of Sec- 
tion 4 hereof, the expense of such weighing shall be taxed as part 
of the costs for the prosecution of such violation. 


USE OF FINES AND FORFEITURES 


Section 16. All fines and bond forfeitures collected under the 
provisions of this Act shall be credited to the Commission and dis- 
bursed by it for the enforcement of this Act. 
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SEVERABILITY 


Section 17. If any provision of this Act, including any exemp- 
tion, is declared unconstitutional or void for any reason, or the 
applicabilitp thereof to any person or circumstances is held invalid, 
the validity of the remainder of the Act, and the applicability of 
such provision to other persons and circumstances shall not be af- 
fected thereby ; and if any exemption is held invalid, this Act shall 
apply to the exempted class. It is the intention of the Legislature 
that, if this Act cannot take effect in its entirety because of he 
judgment of any court of competent jurisdiction holding unconsti- 
tutional or void for any reason any provision or provisions thereof, 
the remaining provisions shall be given full force and effect as com- 
pletely as though the provision or provisions held unconstitutional 
or void had not been included in this Act. 


REPEAL PROVISION 


Section 18. The Act entitled “An Act to prescribe the max- 
imum size, width, length and weight, including load, limits of motor 
vehicles and combinations of motor vehicles, operating upon the 
public highways of this State, and to prescribe penalties for viola- 
tions of this Act,” approved March 10, 1931 (General Act No. 146 
Legislative Session 1931) is hereby repealed. 

Section 19. All laws, or parts of laws, in conflict, or inconsist- 
ent with the provisions of this Act, to the extent of such conflict or 
inconsistency are hereby repealed. 

Section 20. This Act shall take effect from and.after the date 
of its approval by the Governor, or, upon the date when this Act 
becomes a law, in the absence of such approval.

name of the petroleum products or any word, figure or symbol

therefor by the manufacturer thereof, and to prohibit adulteration 
of said product or the substitution of oher products therefor; to 
prohibit the sale or storage of said petroleum products in equip- 
ment other than that indicated by the brand, name, trade mark or 
trade name placed upon said equipment; to prohibit the delivery 
of petroleum products into any containers, tanks or other equipment 
other than as indicated by the brand, name, trade name or trade 
mark appearing on such equipment; to prohibit the imitation by 
any person, with the intent to deceive of the design, symbol, em- 
blem, color scheme or trade name or any other marketer of petro- 
leum products or the markings of any equipment of any such 
marketer, without the consent of such other marketer; to provide 
penalties for the violation of the provisions of this Act; to provide 
rewards for persons furnishing information leading to the arrest 
and conviction of persons violating any of the provisions of this 
Act; to repeal all laws or parts of laws inconsistent with the pro- . 
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visions of this Act, and to repeal an Act entitled “An Act to pro- 
hibit the sale of liquid fuels, lubricating oils, and similar products, 
under false or fictitious names; the use of containers, tanks, pumps 
or other distributing equipment, for the storage or sale of fuels, 
oils, or similar products, other than those indicated by the name, 
device, sign or distinguishing marks, upon such containers, pumps, 
or distributing equipment; to prohibit adulteration, and fixing pen- 
alties”, approved July 31, 1931.

BILLS ON SECOND READINGS. 


Mr. Tunstall, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Rules, 
reported that said committee in session had acted on the following 
bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable re- 
port. 


H. 421. A bill to be entitled An Act to propose an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama, to be known as Article AA, to provide 
that it shall be unlawful for the Auditor of the State of Alabama 
to draw any warrant, or other order for the payment of money 
belonging to, or administered by, the State of Alabama, upon the 
State Treasurer, unless and until it shall have been certified to 
such Auditor by such Treasurer, in writing, that there is then in 
the hands of such Treasurer, money available, and appropriated 
for the full payment of the same; and to provide that, in case there 
is, at the end of the fiscal year insufficient money in the State Treas- 
ury for the payment of all proper claims presented to the Auditor 
for the issuance of warrants, for the proration of the same, and for 
the issuance and payment of warrants for the several prorated sums; 
and to provide that all unpaid appropriations which exceed the 
amount of money in the State Treasury at the end of each fiscal 
year available for their payment, shall become null and void to the 
extent of such excess; and to provide that if there shall be in the 
State Treasury, at the end of any fiscal year, any money of the 
general fund in excess of the appropriations for that year, that the 
same shall be covered into a special fund for the sole benefit of the 
common schools of Alabama and to provide penalties for the viola- 
tion of any of the provisions of such amendment. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That an amendment to the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama, to be known as Article AA, is hereby proposed, the 
proposed amendment being as follows :— 

“Article AA. From and after the adoption of this amendment it 
shall be unlawful for the Auditor of the State of Alabama to draw 
any warrant or other order for the payment of money belonging to, 
or administered by, the State of Alabama upon the State Treasurer 
unless and until it shall have been certified to such Auditor by such 
Treasurer that there is then in the hands of such Treasurer money 
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available, and appropriated, for the full payment of the same. In 
case there is, at the end of any fiscal year, insufficient moncy in the 
State Treasury for the payment of all proper claims presented to 
the Auditor for the issuance of warrants, the Auditor shall issue 
warrants for that proportion of each such claim which the money 
available for the payment of all of said claims bears to the whole, 
and such warrants for such prorated sums shall thereupon be paid 
by the State Treasurer. At the end of each fiscal year all unpaid 
appropriations which exceed the amount of money in the State 
‘Treasury subject to the payment of the same after the proration 
- above provided for, shall thereupon become null and void to the 
extent of such excess. If there shall be in the State Treasury at 
the end of any fiscal year, any money in the general fund in excess 
of the appropriations for that year, such excess shall be covered 
into a special fund for the sole benefit of the common schools of 
Alabama. 

The word ‘Auditor’, as herein used shall include any officer who 
may hereafter be vested with the powers now exercised by the State 
Auditor of Alabama, and the word ‘Treasurer’, as herein used shall 
include any officer charged with the custody and disbursement of 
funds belonging to or administered by the State of Alabama. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this Article shall, 
on conviction, be punished by a fine of not exceeding Five Thou- 
sand Dollars ($5,000.00), or by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for not more than two years, one or both, at the discretion of the 
jury trying the same, and the violation of any of the provisions of 
this Article shall also be ground for impeachment.” 

Section 2. An election by the qualified electors of the State 
upon such proposed amendment is hereby ordered, and the day 
hereby appointed for such election is the general election to be 
held in the State of Alabama in the year 1934, viz, the second Tues- 
day, in November, 1934. 

Section 8. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by a proclamation 
of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper once a 
week in each County in the State for at least eight successive weeks 
next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 


Section 4. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on said proposed amend- 
ment; and on the official ballot printed for such election there shall 
be printed the following, viz: “Shall the following be adopted as 
Article AA of the Constitution of Alabama?” “Article AA. From 
and after the adoption of this amendment it shall be unlawful for 
the Auditor of the State of Alabama to draw any warrant or other 
order for the payment of money belonging to, or administered by, 
the State of Alabama upon the State Treasurer unless and until it 
shall have been certified to such Auditor by such Treasurer that 
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there is then in the hands of such Treasurer money available, and 
appropriated, for the full payment of the same. In case there is, 
at the end of any fiscal year, insufficient money in the State Treas- 
ury for the payment of all proper claims presented to the Auditor 
for the issuance of warrants, the Auditor shall issue warrants for 
that proportion of each such claim which the money available for 
the payment of all of said claims bears to the whole, and such war- 
rants for such prorated sums shall thereupon be paid by the State 
Treasurer, At the end of each fiscal year all unpaid appropriations 
which exceed the amount of money in the State Treasury subject 
to the payment of the same after the proration above provided for, 
shall thereupon become null and void to the extent of such excess. 
If there shall be in the State Treasury at the end of any fiscal 
year, any money in the general fund in excess of the appropria- 
tions for that year, such excess shall be covered into a special fund 
for the sole benefit of the common schools of Alabama. 

The word ‘Auditor,” as herein used shall include any officer who 
may hereafter be vested with the powers now exercised by the State 
Auditor of Alabama, and the word ‘Treasurer,’ as herein used shall 
include any officer charged with the custody and disbursement of 
funds belonging to or administered by the State of Alabama. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this Article shall, 
on conviction, be punished by a fine of not exceeding Five Thou- 
sand Dollars ($5,000.00), or by imprisonment in the penitentiary for 
not more than two years, one or both, at the discretion of the jury 
trying the same, and the violation of any of the provisions of this 
Article shall also be ground for impeachment. Yes. No.” The | 
choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross mark made by 
him, or under his direction, expressing his desire. 

Section 5. The officers to hold such election shall be the same, 
and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same offi- 
cers as provided by the election law of the State, for the appoint- 
ment of officers to hold general elections in the State, and the elec- 
tion shall be held in all things in accordance with the law governing 
general elections and with the Constitutional provisions concerning 
amendments to that instrument. 

Section 6. The votes cast at said election on said amendment 
shall be counted, canvassed and tabulated and return made to the 
Secretary of State in the same manner as in elections of Represent- 
atives to the Legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear that a 
majority of the qualified electors who voted at such election upon 
the proposed amendment, voted in favor of the same, such amend- 
ment shall be valid in all intents and purposes as a part of the 
Constitution of Alabama. The result of such election shall be 
made known by the proclamation of the Governor. 

The above and foregoing bill, H. 421, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution was read a second time at length and placed on 
the Calendar.

Mr. Sossaman, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Civii 
Laws, reported that said committee in session had acted on the 
following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a 
favorable report. 

H. 430. To provide for the employment of a Matron at the Mo- 
bile County Jail, to fix her duties, provide for her compensation and 
payment of same out of the County Treasury and to provide that 
all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of this act 
are hereby repealed and to provide that this act shall take effect 
immediately upon its passage and approval. 


H. 481. To provide that in Mobile County, Alabama, the salary 
of the Jail Matron, of the Jail Guards, and of Traffic Officers, shall 
be preferred claims against the County of Mobile, having the same 
priority as the salary of members of Boards of Revenue and Road 
Commissioners or like governing body in said county; to repeal all 
laws and parts of laws in conflict with this act and to provide that 
this act shall take effect immediately upon its passage and ap- 
proval. 


H. 432. ‘To authorize, empower and direct the Board of Reve- 
nue & Road Commissioners of Mobile County, Alabama, and the 
Treasurer of said County to pay out of the funds’of said County to 
the persons who served as officers of the Court of Domestic Rela- 
tions of Mobile County, organized under an Act of the 1931 Legis- 
lature of Alabama, which was subsequently declared unconstitu- 
tional, the salaries each of them would have been paid under the 
terms of said Act for the time each of said persons served under 
same, namely from August seventeenth, nineteen thirty-one, to 
November sixth, nineteen thirty-one, for which services they have 
not been compensated, and to provide that said payments be made 
in the same manner and order and out of the same fund as ex- 
penses of the Courts are paid. 


H. 488. “To reduce the salaries or compensation of all officers 
of the county of Mobile or the State of Alabama, whose salaries or 
compensation are paid in whole or in part by the county of Mobile, 
and providing when this act shall go into effect as to such officers.”

H. 311. (With substitute). To amend Section 8033 of the 
Code of Alabama of 1923, relating to mortgage of personal prop- 
erty. 

Mr. St. John, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways 
and Means, reported that said committee in session had acted on 
the following bills and ordered same returned to the House with 
a favorable report. 

H. 30. To amend Schedule 80 of Section 361 of an Act of the 
Legislature of Alabama Approved September 15th, 1919, entitled 
“An Act to provide for the General Revenue of the State of Ala- 
bama.” 


H. 219. To provide for the payment of penalty for the failure 
to pay, when due, any license provided by laws of the State of Ala- 
bama, for the carrying on of any business; to provide the duty of 
the Judge of Probate to require the payment of such penalty: To 
provide the method of proof for any person, firm, corporation or 
association as to its non-liability for such penalty; To provide the 
penalty for the making of a false affidavit in connection with such 
proof to provide for the repeal of any laws in conflict herewith. 

H. 338. To Amend Section 412 of Act No. 328, approved Sep- 
tember 15th, 1919. 


H. 341. To amend Section 363 of An Act entitled “An Act to 
provide for the general revenue of the State of Alabama”, ap- 
proved September 15th, 1919. 


S. 8%. To better secure the administration of the financial af- 
fairs of the State and tor that purpose to vest in the Governor cer- 
tain powers and duties; to create the office, define the powers and 
duties and fix the salary of a State Comptroller; to provide for the 
transfer of the Department of Examiners of Accounts, its person- 
nel, appropriations, records, equipment and other property, to the 
office of State Comptroller and to designate it as the Division of 
Departmental and County Audits; to abolish the Budget Commis- 
sion, and to transfer the books, property and equipment of the 
Budget Commission to the office of the Comptroller; to relieve the 
State Auditor of certain duties and to provide for the transfer of 
certain employees and of unexpended balance of appropriations 
made for the salaries, together with certain books, records, docu- 
ments, papers, office furniture and equipment and other property 
to the office of State Comptroller; to relieve the Board of Admin- 
istration of certain duties and to provide for the transfer of certain 
employees and of unexpended balance of appropriations made for 
the salaries, together with certain books, records, documents, pa- 
pers, office furniture and equipment and other property to the office 
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of the State Comptroller; to provide for the transfer of the Secre- 
tary of the Senate and Clerk of the House of Representatives to the

H. 240. (Without recommendation) (with substitute): To 
exempt disabled veterans of the World War and of the Spanish 
American War and of the Southern Confederacy during the Civil 
War from the payment of business or occupational license taxes in 
the State of Alabama and to provide the manner in which such 
exemptions shall be allowed; to regulate and restrict such exemp- 
tions and to provide penalties for the violation of this act. 


Mr. Miller, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Appropria- 
tions, reported that said committee in session had acted on the fol- 
lowing bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favora- 
ble report. 

H. 86. Reducing the appropriation heretofore made by the Leg- 
islature to the State Service Commissioner, fixing the salaries of 
the State Service Commissioner and of the employees of the State 
Service Commissioner. 

H. 449. To require and levy an occupation, license or privilege 
tax on every person who is an official of the State of Alabama, or 
who is employed by the State of Alabama, or by any department, 
agency, commission, board or institution of the State of Alabama, 
or who is an official of any county of the State of Alabama or an 
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employee of any county, or of any agency, board, or commission 
of said county, or who is an official or employee of any municipality 
or of any department, agency, commission, or board of any munici- 
pality, and whose compensation, either from salary or fees, exceeds 
the sum of $1,200.00 per annum; to provide that the warrant, check 
or voucher for the payment of the salary of such official or employee 
shall be for the amount of the salary or compensation less the said

‘Mrs. Pauline Fralish, the widow of Ewell Fralish, deceased, and 
for the dependent minor child of the said Ewell Fralish, deceased. 

H. 261. (With an amendment): To provide for the relief of 
Mrs. Maude Adams Beckman, widow of C. P. Beckham, deceased, 
and mother of C. P. Beckham, Jr., deceased, and the three minor 
children of the said C. P. Beckham. 

H. 263. (With an amendment): To provide for the relief of 
Mrs. Ida V. Davis, the widow of T. J. Davis, deceased, and for the 
dependent minor children of the said T. J. Davis, deceased. 

H. 396. (With an amendment): To amend Section 373 of the 
Code of Alabama 1923. 

Mr. Bradford of Jefferson, Chairman of the Standing Commit- 
tee on Local Legislation, reported that said Committee in session 
had acted on the following bills and ordered same returned to the 
House with a favorable report: 

H. 23%. To regulate the excusing of jurors in the Circuit Courts 
of every County in this State, which now have, or may hereafter 
have, a population of as much as seventy-five thousand people and 
not more than one hundred thousand people, according to the last 
decenial census, or any such census which may hereafter be taken. 

H,. 365. To regulate the payment of witness fees in criminal 
cases in Jefferson County, Alabama. 

H. 388. To amend House Bill 841 found on page 295 of the 
local acts of 1923, and approved by the Governor, September 27, 
1923, the substance of said bill to be amended is as follows: To 
provide for the establishment, discontinuance, construction, use, 
working and maintenance of the public roads, bridges and ferries 
of Walker County, Alabama; to define the duties and powers of 
the Court of County Commissioners, with regard to the same, and 
to fix penalties for the violations thereof and to provide for the 
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payment of a per capita tax in lieu of road duty; to provide for the 
payment of a license or privilege tax on gasoline and to provide 
for the collection thereof. ‘This bill is to be amended by repealing 
Sections 17, 18, 19, 20, and 21. Said sections hereby repealed em- 
powered the Court of County Commissioners to provide machinery 
for the collection of a two cents tax on gasoline, kerosene, and 
other motor fuels, and Section 17 of said Act levied a local tax of 
two cents on gasoline, kerosene and other motor fuels. And to 
provide the time said act shall go into effect. 

H. 389. To provide that there be established and maintained 
by Walker County, Alabama, a witness fund out of which the costs 
and fees due parties appearing as state witnesses in the county 
court, circuit court and before the grand jury of Walker County in 
criminal cases shall be paid; to provide that one-half of all monies 
collected in criminal cases from fine and forfeitures in Walker 
County wherein the State of Alabama is plaintiff, be paid into said 
fund; to provide that all sums of money collected as witness fees 
for the per diem and mileage to and from court due witnesses ap- 
pearing for the State in said County be paid into said witness fund; 
to provide that on the first Monday in January of each year that 
there be paid from the general fund of Walker County into said 
witness fund, a sum not to exceed $5,000.00.; to provide for what 
purposes said witness fund is to be used; to provide that the costs 
and fees of all State witnesses who are entitled to their per diem 
and mileage for their attendance in criminal cases in the County 
Court, Circuit Court, and attendance before the Grand Juries of 
Walker County, Alabama be paid out of said witness fund; to pro- 
vide how and by whom witness claims are to be authenticated, and 
how and by whom they are to be paid, and; to provide for the 
disposition of any surplus in excess of $1,000.00 that may exist at 
the end of the calendar year. 

H. 412. To provide and require the Judge of Probate of Rus- 
sell County, Alabama, to place upon the qualified voting list of 
Russell County, the names of all persons who were on the qualified 
voting list of Lee County in that part of Lee County that has here- 
tofore been detached from Lee County and added to Russell County, 
at the time such territory was detached from Lee County and added 
to Russell County. To require the Judge of Probate of Lee County 
to furnish to the Judge of Probate of Russell County such list of 
qualified voters and to fix the compensation to be paid to the 
Judge of Probate of Lee and Russell Counties for such services and 
the manner of paying the same. 

H. 418. To repeal an Act entitled an Act “To provide for the 
payment of an expense account for the Solicitor of the Fourteenth 
Judicial Circuit of Aiabama; to provide that such expense shall be 
paid out of the County treasuries of the several counties composing 
such circuit, the amount to be paid by each of such counties to be 
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based upon the assessed taxed valuation of the counties in such 
circuit” said act having been approved on the 12th. day of Septem- 
ber, 1923. 

'H. 423. To amend Section Two of an Act approved June 26th, 
1931, entitled an Act to provide for and regulate the assessment, 
levy and collection of municipal taxes of cities which now have a 
population of not less than sixty five hundred or more than fifteen 
thousand inhabitants according to any federal census hereafter tak- 
en; and to define the duties of the State, County and Municipal 
officers in regard thereto, and to fix the tax year for such cities and 
to make the county Tax Collector of the counties in which such 
cities are situated, ex-official collector of the property taxes for 
such cities. 

H. 486. To repeal an Act passed by the Legislature of Ala- 
bama July 25th, 1931 entitled “An Act to validate, ratify and con- 
firm the previous Acts of the Board of Revenue and Road Com- 
missioners of Mobile County or those acting as such when acting 
or attempting to act for said County. 

H. 451. To confirm, ratify, validate, make legal, effective and 
binding two certain interest bearing warrants, number 6 and 7%, 
issued by the Commissioner’s Court of Jackson County, Alabama, 
as follows: No. 6, issued August 31, 1925, to L. R. Onsby, in the 
sum of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00), payable December 15, 
1925, with interest at 6% from date; No. 7, issued September 2, 
1925 to Mrs. L. R. Onsby, in the sum of One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000.00), payable December 31, 1925, with interest at 6% from 
date; and to ratify, confirm, validate, and make legal, effective and 
binding all interest payments heretofore made on said warrants 
from their date of issue to December 31, 1931; to provide for the 
payment of said warrants and’ the accrued interest ; to require and 
direct the Treasurer or County Depository of Jackson County to 
recognize and pay said warrants as hereinafter provided. 

H. 452. To relieve the tax assessor of Coffee County, Alabama, 
from the duty of preparing a book of assessments, as is now re- 
quired by General Law, and in lieu thereof to provide that the 
original assessment lists or sheets shall be permanently bound and 
kept as a permanent record; and to provide that tax collector’s ab- 
stracts shall be made from said assessment sheets so bound. 

S. 128. To authorize Boards of Revenue, or other like govern- 
ing body, in all counties which now have a population of not less 
than Seventy-five Thousand, nor more than One Hundred and 
Ten Thousand persons, according to the last Federal Census, or 
according to any such census hereafter taken, to expend not ex- 
ceeding Twenty-five Hundred Dollars in advance payment for 
hospital accommodation and services for the poor of such county. 


S. 130. To relieve all persons of any legal obligation to work 
on the public streets in the City of Athens, Limestone County, 
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State of Alabama, or to pay any money in lieu of such legal 
obligation to work on the public streets in Athens, Limestone 
County, Alabama. 

S. 181. To amend Section One of an Act approved July 17, 
1931, entitled “An Act to provide for the quarterly publication by 
the city clerk of Athens, Alabama, of an itemized report of the 
receipts and expenditures of said city of Athens, Alabama, for each 
preceding three months, and to provide penalty for failure to ob- 
serve said law.” 

S. 186. To relieve Tax Assessors in all counties in Alabama 
which now have, or which may hereafter have a population of not 
less than fifty five thousand and not more than sixty four thou- 
sand two hundred according to the last federal census, or any such 
census which may be taken hereafter, from the duty of preparing 
a book of assessments, and in lieu thereof to arrange in alphabetical 
order the original lists and have same permanently bound and kept 
as a permanent record and prepare tax collectors abstracts from 
said assessment lists.

On motion of Mr. Sossaman the bill, H. 174, was indefinitely 
postponed. 

BILL ON THIRD READING. 

H. 118. Authorizing, regulating and governing the transpor- 
tation for hire of persons and property by motor vehicles on pub- 
lic highways; and providing for the obtaining of certificates, per- 
mits and statements by those engaged in such transportation and 
for the payment of fees for obtaining such certificates, permits 
and statements; and providing for the payment of excise taxes by 
the operators of motor vehicles for hire for the privilege of using 
the highways in this State; and enlarging the powers and duties 
of the Public Service Commission of Alabama and the Attorney 
General of Alabama with respect to the transportation for hire 
of persons and property by motor vehicles on public highways; 
and providing for the enforcement of this Act and prescribing pen- 
alties for violations thereof; and exempting certain motor vehicles 
from the provisions thereof, and repealing all laws in conflict with 
this Act. 

Was taken up. The question was upon the adoption of the 
substitute reported by the Standing Committee on Judiciary, said 
committee substitute being as follows: 
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Substitute for H. 113: 

‘Yo be entitled An Act authorizing, regulating and governing 
the transportation for hire of persons and property by motor 
vehicles on public highways; and providing for the obtaining of 
certificates, permits and statements by those engaged in such 
transportation and for the payment of fees for obtaining such cer- 
tificates, permits and statements; and providing for the payment 
of excise taxes by the operators of motor vehicles for hire for the 
privilege of using the highways in this State; and enlarging the 
powers and duties of the Alabama Public Service Commission and 
the Attorney General of Alabama, and providing for and regulating 
appeals from orders of the Alabama Public Service Commission ; 
and providing for the enforcement of this Act and prescribing 
penalties for violations thereof; and making certain exemptions 
from the provisions thereof; and providing for the payment of 
expenses of administration and enforcement of this Act; and pro- 
viding for the use of the moneys collected under the provisions 
thereof; and defining the powers of municipalities to levy and 
collect privilege license taxes from operators of motor vehicles 
for hire; and repealing “The Alabama Motor Carrier Act of 1931”, 
and sub-section (b) of Section 3 of an Act entitled “An Act re- 
lating to and to further provide for the revenue of the State of 
Alabama by providing for the registration and identification of 
motor vehicles and trailers used on the public highways of Ala- 
bama, and for the registration and license fee therefor, and to fur- 
ther provide for the revenue of the State of Alabama”, approved 
August 25, 1927, and all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act. 


ARTICLE I 
DEFINITIONS. 


Section 1. As used in this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires: 

(a) “Motor Vehicle” means any motor propelled vehicle not 
usually operated over or on rails used for the transportation on 
the public highways in this State of persons or property for hire, 
and shall include any such vehicle operated as a unit in combina- 
tion with another vehicle used for such purpose; 

(b) “Operator” means any person, firm partnership, associa- 
tion, joint stock company, corporation, lessee, trustee, or receiver 
appointed by any court whatsoever owning, controlling, operating 
or managing any motor vehicle used for the transportation of per- 
sons or property for hire; 

(c). “Common carrier” means any operator of a motor vehicle 
who engages in the motor transportation business for hire as a 
public employment; 
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(d) “Contract carrier” means any operator of a motor vehicle 
who engages in the business of furnishing transportation for hire 
for particular persons under special contracts and not. for the pub- 
lic. “Contract carrier” shall not be construed to mean or include 
any person, firm or corporation who transports only his own prop- 
erty, or who does not engage in the transportation business, but 
makes an occasional casual trip to transport persons or the prop- 
erty of others for hire; nor shall it include a person, firm or cor- 
poration who transports property sold, or to be sold, by him in the 
furtherance of a commercial enterprise. 

(e) “Public highway” means every public street, alley, road 
or highway in this State, whether within or without the corporate 
limits of any municipality ; 

(f) “Certificate” means the certificate of public convenience 
and necessity authorized to be issued under the provisions of this 
Act to a common carrier; 

(g) “Permit” means the permit to operate authorized to be 
issued under the provisions of this Act to a contract carrier. 

(h) “Commission” means the Alabama Public Service Com- 
mission. 


ARTICLE II. 
COMMON CARRIERS. 


Section 2. No common carrier shall operate any motor vehicle 
for hire for the transportation of persons or property on any pub- 
lic highway in this State without first having obtained a certificate 
from the Commission. 

Section 8. Every application for a certificate shall be made in 
such form and contain such matters as the Commission may pre- 
scribe, and shall be made under oath, signed by the applicant; or, 
if the applicant be not a person, then by a person having knowl- 
edge of the matters therein set forth and duly designated for that 
purpose by the applicant. 


Section 4. Upon the filing of any such application, and the 
payment of the fee hereinafter prescribed, the Commission shall, 
within a reasonable time, fix the time and place for a hearing 
thereof. A written notice of such hearing, and of the right to 
file a protest in accordance with the said Commission’s require- 
ments, shall be mailed by said Commission at least ten (10) days 
before the hearing of such application, to the applicant, to all com- 
mon carriers (including steam and electric railway companies) 
serving any part of the route to be served by the applicant, to the 
Chairman of the State Highway Commission, the Probate Judge 
of each county, and to the Clerk of Courts of County Commission- 
ers or other bodies of like jurisdiction in which the applicant pro- 
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poses to render service, and to any other person, firm or corpora- 
tion who may, in the opinion of the Commission, .be interested in 


or affected by the issuance of said certificate. 

Section 5. At the time fixed in such notice, or at such time 
thereafter as the Commission may determine, a public hearing 
upon said application shall be held by said Commission. Any 
person, firm or corporation having an interest in the subject mat- 
ter shall have the right, in accordance with the rules and regula- 
tions prescribed therefor by said Commission, to file a protest to 
the granting, in whole or in part, of said application, to make rep- 
resentations, and to introduce evidence in support of said pro- 
test. 

Section 6. After such hearing, the Commission shall have the 
power to issue to the applicant a certificate, in the form to be pre- 
scribed by said Commission, declaring that the public convenience 
and necessity require the operation for which application is made, 
or refuse to issue the same, or to issue it for the partial exercise 
only of the privilege sought, and may attach to the exercise of 
the rights granted by such certificaté such terms and conditions 
as, in its judgment, the public convenience and interest may re- 
quire; provided, however, if no protest to the granting of the cer- 
tificate be filed with the said Commission prior to the date fixed 
for the hearing, and if said Commission is satisfied that the privi- 
lege sought by the applicant is convenient and necessary in the 
public interest, the certificate may be granted without a public 
hearing. 

Section 7. In granting or refusing to grant such certificate, 
the Commission. shall take into consideration the effect that the 
proposed operation may have upon public transportation business 
and facilities of every character with in the territory sought to be 
served by the applicant, the public need for the service the appli- 
cant proposes to render, the ability of the applicant efficiently to 
perform the service for which authority is requested, and the effect 
upon the highways and upon the safety of the public using such 
highways that will probably result from the granting of such ap- 
plication. 


Section 8. No such certificate shall be issued until after the 
applicant has established to the satisfaction of the Commission, 
upon consideration of the matters mentioned in the preceding sec- 
tion, that the privilege sought by the applicant is convenient and 
necessary in the public interest. 


Section 9. When any application for a certificate has been 
heard and denied upon any ground other than one pertaining only 
to the applicant, the Commission shall not entertain another appli- 
cation covering the same or similar routes, schedules and/or serv- 
ice until the expiration of six months from the date of such denial. 
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Section 10. Any holder of a certificate of convenience and 
necessity issued by the Commission and in force at the time this 
Act becomes effective, who has complied with the requirements 
of the law now in force, and the orders of the said Commission, 
may surrender said certificate within thirty (30) days from the 
time this Act becomes effective, and thereupon the Commission 
shall, without the exaction of any fee or charge, issue a certificate 
under this Act. 

Section 11. The Commission shall have the power and au- 
thority, by: general order or otherwise, to prescribe rules and regu- 
lations governing common carriers; it shall have authority to 
fix or approve the individual and joint rates, fares, charges and 
classifications of each such common carrier to regulate operating 
schedules so as to insure adequate and convenient transportation 
service, to prescribe a uniform system and classification of ac- 
counts to be used, to require the filing of annual and other reports, 
to produce within the State at such place and time as the Com- 
mission may reasonably designate, the originals or certified copies 
of books, records and documents pertaining to intrastate business 
kept without the State whenever the production thereof is rea- 
sonably required and pertinent to any matter before the Commis- 
sion, and to supervise and regulate such common carriers in all 
other matters in which the public interest is involved. 

Section 12. No common carrier shall abandon or change any 
route or service without an order of the Commission that public 
convenience and necessity permit such abandonment or change. 
Applications for any such abandonment or change shall be made 
in accordance with the requirements of such Commission, and the 
procedure on an application for an abandonment or change of 
route shall be the same as herein provided for the issuance of a 
certificate; provided, however, if it becomes necessary on account 
of an emergency, or on account of the condition of the roads, tem- 
porary changes in route, service and schedules may be made with 
the Commission’s consent upon informal application. No public 
hearing shall be called on an application for abandonment or 
change of route or schedule unless a protest to such abandonment 
or change has been filed, or in the opinion of the Commission, a 
public hearing is reasonably necessary in the public interest. 

Section 13. Every rate demanded or received by any common 
carrier shall be just and reasonable. 

Section 14. In any proceeding to determine the justness or 
reasonableness of any rate, fare or charge of any common carrier, 
there shall not be taken into consideration, or allowed as evi- 
dence of an element of value of the property of such carrier, the 
certificate under which such carrier is operating. 

Section 15. Every common carrier shall furnish adequate, effi- 
cient, safe and reasonable service. 
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Section 16. Under such rules and regulations as the Commis- 
sion may prescribe, every common carrier shall maintain on file 
with said Commission a schedule of the rates, fares, charges and 
classifications, if any, and a time schedule, if any, of all motor 
vehicles operated under the authority of the Commission, and shall 
keep open for public inspection at designated offices so much ot 
said schedules, rates, fares, charges and classifications, as well as 
time schedules, as the Commission may deem necessary for pub- 
lic information. 

Section 17. No common carrier shall charge, demand, collect 
or receive a greater or less or different compensation for the trans- 
portation of persons or property, or for any service in connection 
therewith, than the rates, fares and charges specified in its tariffs 
and classifications filed with and approved by the Commission 
and in effect at the time; nor shall any such carrier refund or remit 
in any manner or by any device any portion of the rates, fares or 
charges so specified; nor make or give any reasonable preferences 
or advantage to any person; nor subject any person to any un- 
reasonable prejudice or discrimination; provided, however, any 
common carrier subject to the provisions of this Act may grant 
free transportation and/or reduced rates to the same extent, and 
under the same conditions as common carriers by railroad are, or 
may hereafter be, authorized to grant such free transportation 
and/or reduced rates under any existing or future law. 

Section 18. Unless the Commission otherwise orders, no com- 
mon carrier shall make any change in any rate which has been 
duly established under this Act except after thirty days’ notice to 
the Commission, which notice shall plainly state the changes pro- 
posed to be made in the rates then in force and the time when the 
changed rates will go into effect. Such carrier shall also give 
such notice of the proposed change to other interested persons, 
and in such manner, as said Commission, in its discretion, may di- 
rect. All proposed changes shall be shown by filing new sched- 
ules or shall be plainly indicated on schedules filed and in force 
at the time and kept open for public inspection. The Commis- 
sion, for good cause shown, may allow changes in rates without 
requiring the thirty (30) days’ notice under such conditions as it 
may prescribe. All such changes shall be immediately indicated 
upon its schedule by such carrier. 

Whenever there is filed with the Commission any schedule 
stating a new rate or rates, the Commission may, either upon com- 
plaint or upon its own initiative upon reasonable notice, enter upon 
a hearing concerning the lawfulness of such rate or rates, and, 
pending such hearing and decision thereof, the Commission may 
suspend the operation of such rate or rates for a period of not 
to exceed six (6) months. If after such hearing the Commission 
finds any such rate or rates to be unjust, unreasonable or unjustly 
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discriminatory, or in anywise in violation of the law, the Com- 
mission shall determine the just and reasonable rate or rates to be 
charged and shall fix the same by order. 


Section 19. If the Commission, after a hearing held after rea- 
sonable notice upon its own motion or upon complaint, finds any 
existing rate, fare or charge to be excessive, inadequate, unreason- 
able or unjustly discriminatory, or any classification, rule, regu- 
lation or practice to be unreasonable or unjustly discriminatory, 
or the service rendered or the facilities employed by any common 
carrier to be unsafe, inadequate, inconvenient or in anywise in 
violation of law or the rules and regulations of said Commission, 
it may determine the just and reasonable rates to be charged there- 
after, or the reasonable or just classification, rule, regulation or 
practice to be thereafter observed, or the reasonable, safe, con- 
venient and adequate service to be thereafter furnished, and shall 
fix the same by order; provided, however, that nothing in this Act 
shall be construed to require the Commission to fix the same rates 
for motor carriers subject to this Act, as are, or may be fixed for 
cafriers engaged in other methods of transportation. 


Section 20. Every common carrier subject to the provisions 
of this Act receiving property for transportation originating and 
terminating in this State, shall issue to the shipper a receipt or 
bill of lading therefor, and shall be liable as a common carrier un- 
der the laws of this State to the lawful holder thereof for any loss, 
damage or injury to such property caused by it, and no contract, 
stipulation, receipt, rule or regulation contained in said receipt or 
bill of lading, or otherwise, shall exempt such common carrier 
from the liability hereby imposed; but nothing in this section shall 
deprive any holder of such receipt or bill of lading of any remedy 
or right of action which he has under existing laws. Every bill 
of lading so issued to the shipper shall state the class or classes 
of freight or express shipped, and the rate to the point of desti- 
nation, and the aggregate charge made for the transportation. The 
Commission shall prescribe the forms and contents of bills of lad- 
ing, receipts, expense bills and other records to be used by com- 
mon carriers subject to the provisions of this Act, and to make 
all proper rules and regulations with respect thereto which may 
be necessary or proper to secure the safe receipt, handling, trans- 
portation and delivery of property by common carriers upon just 
and reasonable terms, and such records shall be subject to inspec- 
tion by the Commission. 


Section 21. Every common carrier operating within this State 
under a certificate from the Commission is prohibited from en- 
gaging in interline transportation with any other common car- 
rier who has not received either a certificate or approval of its 
operation from the Commission, where any part of such interline 
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transportation to be performed by the common carrier not having 
such certificate or approval is within the State of Aiabama. 

Section 22. Common carriers of passengers within this State 
may issue excursion mileage, or commutation tickets, provided such 
excursion, mileage or commutation tickets shall be obtainable by 
all persons applying therefor under like circumstances and condi- 
tions, and provided further that if special or reduced rates are 
granted under the provisions of this Act, such common carriers 
shall file with the Commission a statement setting forth the terms 
and conditions upon which they grant such special or reduced 
rates. 


Section 23. All passenger stations operated or kept by any 
common carrier of passengers for hire shall have separate wait- 
ing rooms or space, and separate ticket windows for the white and 
colored races, but such accommodations for the races shall be 
equal. All such carriers, whether operating intrastate or interstate, 
shall at all times provide equal but separate accommodations fer 
the white and colored races by providing separate vehicles, or sepa- 
rate compartments in each vehicle, or by dividing the vehicle by 
a partition constructed of metal, wood, strong cloth, or other mate- 
rial, so as to obstruct the vision between the sections, and shall 
also designate the separate sections for the separate accommo- 
dations of the races. The conductor or agent of such carrier in 
charge of any such vehicle is authorized and required to assign each 
passenger to the division of the motor vehicle designated for the 
race to which such passenger belongs, and if the passenger refuses 
to occupy the division of the vehicle to which he is so assigned, 
such conductor or agent of such carrier may refuse to carry such 
passenger on such vchicle, and for such refusal, neither such con- 
ductor or agent, nor the carrier by whom he is employed, shall be 
liable in damages; but this section shall not apply to cases of 
white or colored passengers entering this State upon motor vehicles 
under contracts for their transportation made in another State 
where similar laws do not prevail. 


Section 24. Common carriers of passengers for hire in this 
State shall have, for the comfort and accommodation of its pas- 
sengers, when required by the Public Service Commission, at each 
of the passenger stations along the route usually travelled over 
which such carrier operates, sufficient sitting or waiting rooms, to 
be determined by the Commission, for passengers waiting for ve- 
hicles, having regard to sex and race, which shall be suitably 
heated in cold weather, and supplied with sufficient fresh drinking 
water when passengers waiting for vehicles are present, and with 
sufficient and comfortable chairs or seats; and connected there- 
with, a sufficient number of privies or water closets, to be kept 
at all times clean; and in a conspicuous place at such station a 
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bulletin board showing the scheduled time of the arrival and de- 
parture of all passenger busses. 


ARTICLE III. 
CONTRACT CARRIERS. 


Section 25. It is hereby declared that the business of contract 
carriers is affected with a public interest, and that the safety and 
welfare of the public, the preservation and maintenance of the 
public highways and of an adequate system of transportation for 
the public, and the integrity of the State’s regulation of such sys- 
tem of transportation require the regulation of contract carriers to 
the extent hereinafter provided. 

Section 26. No contract carrier shall operate any motor vehicle 
for hire for the transportation of persons or property on any pub- 
lic highway in this State without first having obtained a permit 
from the Commission. 

Section 27. Applications for permits shall be made in the manner 
and form provided for in the Commissions’s regulations, and the Com- 
mission may, if it deems it advisable, require a public hearing to 
be held thereon, and in this event, it shall give written notice 
thereof to all persons who may, in the opinion of said Commis- 
sion, be interested in or affected by the issuance of such permit 
at least ten days prior to the time fixed for such hearing. 

Section 28. Upon the payment of fees hereinafter prescribed, 
the Commission shall issue to the applicant a permit, in the form 
to be prescribed by the Commission, authorizing the operation for 
which application is made, provided the applicant has established 
to the satisfaction of the Commission that the privilege sought will 
not endanger the safety of the public or interfere with the public’s 
use of the highways or impair the condition or maintenance of 
such highways. 

Section 29. Every contract carrier is hereby forbidden to give 
or cause any undue or unreasonable advantage or preference to 
those whom he serves as compared with the patrons of any coin- 
mon carrier, as that term is used in this Act, or the patrons of any 
other common. carrier, or to subject the patrons of any such com- 
mon carriers to any undue or unreasonable discrimination or dis- 
advantage, or by unfair competition to destroy or impair the serv- 
ice or business of any common carrier, as that term is used in this 
Act, or of any other common carrier, or the integrity of the State’s 
regulation of any such service or business; provided, however, no 
person, firm or corporation shall be subjected to a fine or other 
punishment for violating or causing, aiding or abetting any viola- 
tion of the foregoing provisions of this section; but this proviso 
shall not affect the imposition of fines or other punishment for 
violating or causing, aiding or abetting any violation of any law- 
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ful order issued by the Commission under Section 30 or Section 31 
of this Act. 

Section 30. Whenever upon complaint filed with the Com- 
mission or upon said Commissions’s own motion, it may find, after 
hearing to be conducted in accordance with said Commission’s gen- 
eral orders, that any rate, fare, charge, classification, or any other 
rule or practice of any contract carrier constitutes a violation of 
any provision of Section 29 of this Act, it shall order such contract 
carrier to cease and desist therefrom, or prescribe the rate, fare, 
charge, or the maximum or minimum, or maximum and minimum, 
thereafter to be charged, and the classification, regulation, or prac- 
tice thereafter to be observed by such contract carrier, in such 
manner as, in its judgment, will remove such violation. To the 
end that the Commission may perform the duties imposed upon it 
by this section, each such contract carrier shall maintain or file 
with the Commission a statement of his charges, and of such other 
matters as the Commission may require. 

Section 31. The Commission is further authorized, after such 
general investigation and hearing as it may deem advisable, to 
issue, from time to time, such orders regulating and controlling the 
business of contract carriers, their rates and practices as it may 
deem reasonably necessary to prevent violations of Section 29 
of this Act. 


ARTICLE IV. 
CERTIFICATES AND PERMITS. 


Section 32. Each application for a certificate or permit shall be 
accompanied by a fee of ten ($10.00) Dollars, if filed by an appli- 
cant to operate a motor vehicle for hire designed primarily for 
the transportation of persons, with a seating capacity of seven 
persons or less; all other applications for certificates shall be ac- 
companied by a fee of Twenty-five Dollars ($25.00), and all other 
applications for permits shall be accompanied by a fee of Twenty 
Dollars ($20.00). 

Section 33. Distinguishing plates shall be prescribed and fur- 
nished by the Commission for, and shall be at all times displayed 
on each motor vehicle authorized by the Commission to operate 
under this Act. The transfer of such plate from one vehicle to 
another is prohibited except upon the authority and consent of 
the Commission. 

Section 34. All the provisions of this Act relating to the issue 
of a certificate or permit shall apply, respectively, to the issue of 
an amended certificate or permit. 

No certificate or permit may be transferred without the consent 
of the Commission authorizing such transfer. The Commission 
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is authorized to prescribe the conditions precedent to such trans- 
fer, and to make any necessary rules and regulations pertaining 
thereto. 

Section 35. The holder of each certificate and permit shall 
annually, not later than October 1st, file with the Commission a 
list of equipment, including any changes of equipment used to 
operate under the certificate or permit. 

Section 36. Whenever any common carrier or contract carrier 
is found to be violating the provisions of This Act, or any of the 
rules and regulations prescribed by the Commission, pursuant to 
the provisions of this Act, or any of the laws of the State of Ala- 
bama touching on such carrier’s operation upon the public high- 
ways in this State, the Commission may, upon complaint, or upon 
its own motion, issue its order to the said carrier notifying him 
to appear before it at a fixed time and place (and upon thirty days 
written notice), at which time and place the Commission shall in- 
vestigate such violation, and if it shall be satisfied, after a hearing 
that said carrier has violated or refused to observe such laws, rules 
or regulations, the Commission may suspend, revoke, alter or 
amend any. certificate or permit issued to such carrier, but the 
holder shall have the right of appeal as hereinafter provided. 


ARTICLE V. 
DRIVERS AND CHAUFFEURS. 


Section 3%. No operator of a motor vehicle for hire shall per- 
mit such vehicle to be operated upon the highways of the State 
unless the driver or chauffeur thereof has obtained, and annually 
has renewed, in accordance with the requirements of the Commis- 
sion, a statement from the Commission certifying that said driver 
or chauffeur has met its requirements with respect to his health, 
vision, sobriety, intelligence, care, ability and experience as a driver 
or chauffeur of such motor vehicles. There shall be paid for the 
original issue a fee of Five ($5.00) Dollars, and there shall be 
paid for each renewal of each such statement, a fee of two and 
50/100 ($2.50) Dollars. The holder of each such statement shall 
at all times when operating a motor vehicle for hire have in his 
possession said statement, and shall wear a badge, to be issued by 
the Commission, indicating that the holder thereof is a certified 
driver or chauffeur. 


Section 38. The Commission may, for good cause upon com- 
plaint, or upon its own motion, revoke or suspend any such state- 
ment, whereupon it and the badge shall be returned to the Com- 
mission. 

Section 39. It shall be unlawful for any common carrier, or 
contract carrier, to require or permit any driver or chauffeur em- 
ployed by him to operate a motor vehicle for hire under the pro- 
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visions of this Act to be or remain continuously on duty for a 
longer ‘period than eight hours, and when such driver or chauf- 
feur has been continuously on duty for eight hours, he shall have 
at least eight consecutive hours off duty, and it shall be unlawful 
for any common carrier, or contract carrier, to require or permit 
any driver or chauifeur employed by him to operate a motor vehicle 
for hire under the provisions of this Act to be or remain on duty 
for a longer period than twelve hours in the aggregate in any 
twenty-four hour periods, and after such driver or chauffeur has 
been on duty twelve hours in the aggregate in any twenty-four 
hour period, he shall have at least ten consecutive hours off duty. 
If any common carrier or contract carrier acts as the driver or 
chauffeur of his own motor vehicle subject to the provisions of this 
Act, he shall be considered to be a “driver or chauffeur employed 
by him”, as those words are used in the first sentence of this Sec- 
tion. 

The periods of release from duty herein required shall be given 
at such place (not in or on a motor vehicle) and under such cir- 
cumstances that rest and relaxation from the strain of the duties 
of the employment may be obtained. No period off duty shall be 
deemed to break the continuity of service unless it be for at least 
three consecutive hours and given at a place (not in or on a motor 
vehicle) and under such circumstances that rest and relaxation 
from the strain of the duties of the employment may be obtained. 
In case of an unforseen emergency not resulting from the negli- 
gence of the carrier, its agents, servants or employees, the driver 
or chauffeur may complete his run or tour of duty, if such run or 
tour of duty, but for the delay caused by such emergency, could 
reasonably have been completed without a violation of this sec- 
tion. The Commission may require such reports as it may deem 
necessary for the enforcement of the provisions of this section. 


ARTICLE VI. 
INDEMNITY BONDS AND INSURANCE POLICIES. 


Section 40. No certificate or permit shall be issued or renewed 
until there has been filed with and accepted by the Commission a 
good and sufficient indemnity bond or insurance policy (upon 
which the premium has been paid in advance for a period of not 
less than thirty days), issued by some surety or insurance com- 
pany or other insurance carrier duly authorized to transact busi- 
ness as such within this State which shall provide, by such terms, 
conditions and provisions and in such penal sums or maximum 
amounts as the Commission may deem necessary, for the reason- 
able protection of the patrons of the operator of the motor vehicle 
for hire and of the public in the collection of damages for which 
the operator may be liable by reason of the operation of any motor 
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vehicle for hire, provided, however, that the bond or insurance 
policy required of a contract carrier or the operator of a motor 
vehicle for hire engaged solely in interstate commerce shall not 
be for the protection of the patrons of the motor carrier; and 
provided further that no certificate or permit shall be issued or 
renewed until there has been filed with the Commission a bond, 
(upon which the premium has been paid in advance for a period 
of not less than thirty days) in the penal sum of One Thousand 
($1,000) Dollars, payable to the State of Alabama, with some 
surety company qualified to do business in the State as surety 
thereon, conditioned that the applicant shall pay any and all fees, 
.taxes or penalties which may be due under the provisions of this 
Act and for the faithful compliance with all lawful decisions, orders, 
rules, regulations, demands and requirements of the Commission 
made, rendered, issued or promulgated under the provisions of 
this Act. Provided, however, if the Commission, in its discretion, 
shall deem it necessary, it may require that the amount of the 
bond to be given shall be increased to an amount not to exceed 
Five Thousand ($5,000) Dollars. 

No bond or insurance policy may be cancelled or otherwise 
terminated at any time prior to its expiration for any reason what- 
ever until there has been filed with the Commission by the surety 
or indemnity company a notice to such effect at least fifteen (15) 
days prior to the date of such termination or cancellation. This 
provision shall be deemed to be a part of every such undertaking, 
and no other provision thereof, and no agreement between the 
parties thereto, shall operate to void the same. If any such bond 
or insurance policy shall become inoperative, the authority under 
the certificate or permit shall cease and-be suspended until a bond 
or insurance policy meeting the requirements of this section shall 
become effective and be filed with the Commission. 


ARTICLE VII. 
SERVICE OF PROCESS AGENTS FOR NON-RESIDENTS. 


Section 41. If an operator be a non-resident of this State, he 
shall, prior to operating any motor vehicle for hire, file with the 
Secretary of State an instrument of writing under his hand and 
seal, if such operator be a natural person, and if a corporation, 
under the seal of the corporation and signed officially by the pres- 
ident and secretary thereof, designating an authorized agent or 
agents residing within the State, together with a fee of $10.00 
for filing same, which $10.00 shall be for the use of the State. 
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ARTICLE VIII. 
EXCISE TAX AND COLLECTION THEREOF. 


Section 42. There shall be paid by every operator of motor 
vehicle for hire, subject to the provisions of this Act, as an excise 
tax for the privilege of using the highways, the following rates per 
mile traveled upon the highways in this State by each motor 
vehicle for hire operated by him: 

(a) On each motor vehicle for hire used primarily for the 
transportation of persons, with a seating capacity of 16 passengers 
or less, 4th cent per mile; 17 to 20 passengers, one-half cent per 
mile; 20 to 25 passengers, three-fourths cents per mile; more than 
25 passengers, one cent per mile; provided, however, that the tax 
imposed by this sub-section on account of the operation of any 
such motor vehicle shall be increased fifty per cent if the annual 
license tax prescribed by the law of this State on like motor vehicles 
is not paid because such vehicle is engaged in interstate com- 
merce. 

(b) On each motor vehicle for hire used primarily for the 
transportation of property, which vehicle when unloaded weighs 
less than two tons, one-half cent; and for each vehicle which when 
unloaded weighs more than two tons and less than three tons, 
¥%, of one cent; and on each such vehicle which when unloaded 
weighs three tons, and not more than four tons, one cent; and an 
additional one-half cent for each ton or fraction thereof which 
such motor vehicle weighs when unloaded in excess of 4 tons; 
provided however that the tax imposed by this sub-section on ac- 
count of the operation of any such motor vehicle shall be in- 
creased fifty per cent if the annual license tax prescribed by the 
law of this State on like vehicles is not paid because such motor 
vehicle is engaged in interstate commerce. 

The tax imposed by this section shall in each instance be in- 
creased fifty (50%) per cent on each motor vehicle for hire not 
equipped wholly with pneumatic tires. There shall be added a 
penalty of one (1%) per cent per month for each month the pay- 
ment of the tax imposed by this section is in default. 

The Commission is directed to collect all the taxes imposed by 
this section. 

Section 43. The fees and taxes prescribed by this Act shall 
be in lieu of those prescribed by the Alabama Motor Carrier Act 
of 1931, but shall be in addition to the fees and taxes prescribed by 
any other law of this State; provided, however, that this Act shall 
not be construed so as to deprive any municipality within this 
State of its right to regulate and control the use of its streets, 
or the right to regulate and control any motor propelled vehicle 
operating within its corporate limits. Any incorporated city or 
town in this State shall have the right, by proper ordinance, to 
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levy and collect reasonable privilege license taxes from all com- 
mon carriers and contract carriers where such common carriers or 
contract carriers do business in said town or city by receiving pas- 
sengers or freight for transportation for hire from said city or town 
to another point in Alabama, or from other points in Alabama to 
said city or town; provided, however, that said license or tax 
shall not exceed the sum of Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars in in- 
corporated cities or towns of less than five thousand (5,000) in- 
habitants, and shall not exceed the sum of One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars in incorporated cities or towns of over five thousand (5,- 
000) inhabitants and less than twenty-five thousand (25,000) in- 
habitants ; and shall not exceed the sum of Two Hundred ($200.00) 
Dollars in incorporated cities or towns of more than twenty-five 
thousand (25,000) and less than one hundred thousand (100,000) 
inhabitants; and shall not exceed the sum of Three Hundred 
($300.00) Dollars in incorporatea towns or cities of over one hun- 
dred thousand (100,000) inhabitants; the population to be com- 
puted on the basis of the last Federal census; provided, further, 
that any privilege license tax levied by any City or Town within 
this State shall be fairly graduated in accordance with the number 
of motor vehicles operated by each motor carrier, and in accord- 
ance with the carrying capacity of buses and the weight of trucks. 

Section 44. In order to ascertain the mileage traveled by motor 
vehicles subject to this Act, the Commission shall prescribe the 
records to be kept by each operator of a motor vehicle for hire, and 
on or before the 15th day of each month, each operator of a motor 
vehicle for hire shall file with the Commission, in duplicate, a 
statement, verified under oath, by .the operator or by a person 
having knowledge of the facts, and duly designated therefor by 
the operator, showing the mileage traveled by each motor vehicle 
for hire operated by such operator during the preceding calendar 
month, and shall at the time of the filing of such report pay the tax 
reflected by it. 

Section 45. The Commission is empowered to prescribe and 
require the character of appliances which each operator of a motor 
vehicle for hire shall use in order to establish the correct mileage 
traveled by such vehicle, and to adopt rules and regulations with 
respect to the care and inspection of such appliances and reports 
of the mileage shown by said appliances. 

Section 46. The Commission may, in its discretion, require any 
operator of a motor vehicle for hire, operating such vehicle within 
this State, to keep within this State, subject to inspection at all 
reasonable times by said Commission, or its agent, such books of 
account or records as many be reasonably necessary to enable the 
Commission to obtain full information at all times regarding the 


amounts due from such operator under the provisions of this 
Act. 
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The books and records of all common carriers and contract car- 
riers shall be at all times open to inspection by the Commission, 
by any member thereof, or by any agent appointed for such pur- 
pose. 

Section 4%. Every operator of a motor vehicle for hire shall 
register with the Commission in accordance with its requirements, 
and shall comply with the Commission’s rules and regulations 
adopted for the purpose of ascertaining the mileage traveled for 
hire upon the highways of this State by each such motor vehicle. 
No fee shall be charged for such registration. 


ARTICLE IX. 
GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Section 48. Each of the Commissioners, and any employee 
designated as Examiner by the Commission for the purposes men- 
tioned in this Act, and in all hearings before the Commission, may 
administer oaths, certify to official acts, issue subpoenas, compel 
the attendance of witnesses, and the production of books and 
papers. 

Section 49. Each witness who shall appear before the Com- 
mission in response to its order shall receive for his attendance 
the fees and mileage provided for witnesses in civil cases in courts 
of record, which shall be audited and paid by the State out of the 
Motor Carrier Fund upon the presentation of proper vouchers 
sworn to by such witness, and approved by the President of the 
Commission, but no witness subpoenaed at the instance of parties 
other than the Commission shall be entitled to compensation from 
the State for attendance and travel. 

Section 50. Unless a different time be prescribed by the Com- 
mission, each order of the Commission shall be effective twenty 
(20) days after the service thereof, and shall be served immediately 
after its entry of record, upon every party required to obey the 
same. 

Section 51. No preliminary injunction or interlocutory order, 
or decree, or process suspending, or restraining, or affecting the 
enforcement of any action, or order or determination of the Com- 
mission, shall be granted by any Judge or Court except upon hear- 
ing, after at least five (5) days’ notice to the Commission. 


ARTICLE X. 
REPORTS OF COMMISSION AND APPEALS THEREFROM. 


Section 52. Upon the completion of any hearing, the Com- 
mission shall render a written report of its findings of facts and con- 
clusions of law, and shall include a statement of such other mat- 
ters as may be pertinent to the questions at issue. This report 
shall be filed with the records of the proceedings and a copy thereof 
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shall be immediately sent to all those who have become parties to 
the proceedings. 

Section 53. When any application for a certificate or permit 
has been refused, the applicant shall have the right to appeal, or 
if the application is granted, any person who has filed a protest to 
the granting of such application shall have the right to appeal, as 
hereinafter provided. From any final action or order of the Com- 
mission in the exercise of the jurisdiction, powers and authority 
conferred upon the Commission by this Act, an appeal shall lie 
to the Circuit Court of Montgomery County, sitting in equity, and 
thence to the Supreme Court of Alabama. Such appeal must be 
taken within twenty (20) days after the date of such final action 
or order by filing the petition of appeal with the Clerk of said 
Court, together with security for costs of such appeal, to be ap- 
proved by said Clerks; and execution may issue against such se- 
curity for the costs if decided against the Appellant. Such appeals, 
and the supersedeas and stay of the action or order appealed from, 

‘in other respects shall be governed by the provisions of law now 
in force, or hereafter enacted respecting appeals from final actions 
or orders of the Commission in cases in which a common carrier 
is a party. 

ARTICLE XI. 


PENAL PROVISIONS. 


Section 54. Every operator of a motor vehicle for hire, every 
officer, agent or employee of any such operator, and every other 
person who violates, or causes, aids or abets any violation of this 
Act, or who violates, or causes, aids or abets any violation of any 
order, rule or regulation lawfully issued pursuant to authority . 
granted by this Act, or who knowingly makes any false or erroneous 
statement, report or representation to the Commission with respect 
to any matter placed under the jurisdiction of the Commission by 
this Act, or who shall knowingly make any false entry in the 
accounts or records required to be kept pursuant to the authority 
granted by this Act, or who shall knowingly fail to keep, or who 
shall knowingly destroy or mutilate any such accounts or rec- 
ords, shall be punished by a fine of not exceeding five hundred 
dollars ($500.00), or by imprisonment in the county jail for not 
exceeding one year, or by both such fine and imprisonment. Prose- 
cution may be had in the Circuit Court of any county in which the 
offense, or any part thereof, shall have occurred. 


ARTICLE XII. 
INJUNCTIONS. 


Section 55. Any common carrier, contract carrier or any other 
person, firm or corporation may, at the instance of the Commis- 
sion, or of any person having an interest in the subject matter, be 
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enjoined by the courts of this State from any violation of the pro- 
visions of this Act, or of any order, rule, regulations or require- 
ments of the Commission. 


ARTICLE XIII. 
DUTIES OF ATTORNEY GENERAL. 


Section 56. It shall be the duty of the Attorney General, him- 
self or through an assistant Attorney General to represent without 


additional compensation, the Commission in any action or proceed- 


ing arising under the provisions of this Act in which it may be a 
party. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

EXEMPTIONS. 


Section 5%. There shall be exempted from the provisions of 
this Act: 

1. Motor vehicles for hire while being used exclusively for the _ 
transportation of school children and school teachers to and from 
school. 

2. Motor vehicles for hire, operating exclusively within the 
limits of a city or incorporated town, or within the police juris- 
diction thereof, or between two cities or incorporated towns whose 
city limits adjoin, or within the police jurisdiction thereof. 

Section 58. Motor vehicles designated primarily for the trans- 
portation of property and operated by a contract carrier, which 
vehicles, when unloaded, weigh 2,500 pounds or less, shall not 
be required to comply with any portion of this Act providing for 
the collection of a mileage tax; provided, however, that no such 


‘ exempted vehicle shall be loaded to more than fifty per cent in 


excess of its own weight. 

Section 59. This Act and every part thereof shall apply and be 
construed to apply to interstate commerce, except in so far as 
the same may be in conflict with the provisions of the Constitution 
of the United States and the Acts of Congress. 


ARTICLE XV. 


EMPLOYEES OF COMMISSION. 
COMPENSATION AND EXPENSES. 


Section 60. The Commission may, with the approval of the 
Governor, appoint such auditors, accountants, engineers, attorneys, 
experts and other employees, upon such terms and conditions as 
it may deem necessary to enable it to perform the duties imposed 
upon it by this Act, and to incur necessary expenses for office 
furniture, stationery, printing, and other incidental expenditures. 
The aetual and necessary traveling expenses incurred while en- 
gaged in the discharge of their duties under this Act shall be paid 
to the members of the Commission, and to its employees. 
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ARTICLE XVI. 
DISPOSITION OF FEES AND EXCISE TAXES. 


Section 61. All excise mileage taxes, fees, and all other amounts 
collected under this Act shall be paid into the State Treasury 
within thirty days alter their receipt, and shall be kept separate 
and apart from all other funds by the State Treasurer, in a fund 
to be known as the “Motor Carrier Fund,” which fund shall be used 
as follows: 

(a) For the payment of all expenses incurred in the admin- 
istration and enforcement of this Act. 

(b) Ninety per cent. of the taxes and fees collected under this 
Act shall be paid monthly into the State Highway Fund, to be 
used for the maintenance and construction of public highways 
in the State. 

(c) At the end of each fiscal year, the remaining ten per cent. 
of the taxes and fees collected under this Act, after payment of the 
amounts provided for in sub-division (a) of this Section, shall 
also be credited to the State Highway Fund, to be used for the 
maintenance and construction of public highways in the State. 

The expenses herein authorized to be paid out of said motor 
carrier fund shall be paid by the State Treasurer out of said. fund 
on a warrant drawn by the State Auditor on the State Treasurer, 
and approved by the Governor. 


ARTICLE XVII. 
SEVERABILITY. 


Section 62. If any provision of this Act, including any ex- 
emption, is declared unconstitutional or void for any reason, or the 
applicability thereof to any person or circumstances is held in- 
valid, the validity of the remainder of the Act, and the applicability 
of such provision to other persons and circumstances shall not be 
affected thereby; and if any exemption is held invalid, this Act 
shall apply to the exempted class. It is the intention of the Legis- 
lature that, if this Act cannot take effect in its entirety because of 
the judgement of any court of competent jurisdiction holding un- 
constitutional or void for any reason any provision or provisions 
thereof, the remaining provisions shall be given full force and effect 
as completely as though the provision or provisions held unconsti- 
tutional or void had not been included in this Act. 


ARTICLE XVIII. 
REPEAL PROVISIONS. 


Section 63. All laws and parts of law in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed. : 

The Act known as the “Alabama Motor Carrier Act of 1931”, 
be and the same is hereby repealed. 
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Sub-section (b) of Section 3 of an Act designated as No. 342, 
and entitled “An Act relating to and to further provide for the 
revenue of the State of Alabama by providing for the registration 
and identification of motor vehicles and trailers used on the public 
highways of Alabama and for the registration and license fee 
therefor and to further provide for the revenue of the State of 
Alabama”, approved August 25, 1927, be and is hereby repealed. 


ARTICLE XIX. 


Section 64. This Act shall be known as and be cited as the 
Alabama Motor Carrier Act of 1932. 

Section 65. For the extra, new and additional duties imposed 
upon the Commission, and the members thereof, by this Act, and 
for the performance of the duties which are and will be hereafter 
required of said Commission, and the members thereof hereunder, 
each member of the Commission shall receive One Thousand ($1,- 
000.00) Dollars annually, to be paid monthly as the salaries of 
other officers are paid, only out of moneys in the State Treasury 
to the credit of the Motor Carrier Fund, as provided in this Act, 
which additional salary is to take the place of said sum now re- 
ceived by each member of said Commission under Section 54 of 
the Alabama Motor Carrier Act of 1931. 

Mr. Barber offered the following amendment to the substitute 
for H. 113: , 

Amend Section 42 of the substitute H. 113 as follows: 

Strike out all of sub-division (B) appearing on lines 16 to 26, 
inclusive on page 22 and lines 1 to 3 inclusive on page 23 and 
insert in lieu thereof the following: 

“On each motor vehicle for hire used primarily for the trans- 
porting of property with a rated carrying capacity of less than two 
tons, one-half cent per mile; with a rated carrying capacity of two 
tons but less than three tons, three-quarters cent per mile; with a 
rated carrying capacity of three tons but less than four tons, one 
cent per mile; with a rated carrying capacity of four tons but less 
than five tons, one and one-half cent per mile; with a rated ca- 
pacity of five tons or more, two cents per mile; provided however 
that the tax imposed by this sub-division on account of the opera- 
tion of any such motor vehicle shall be increased fifty per cent 
if the annual license tax prescribed by the law of this State on like 
vehicles is not paid because such motor vehicle is engaged in 
interstate commerce. 

The tax imposed by this Section shall in each instance be in- 
creased fifty (50%) per cent on each motor vehicle for hire not 
equipped wholly with pneumatic tires. There shall be added a 
penalty of one (1%) per cent per month for each month the pay- 
ment of the tax imposed by this Section is in default. 
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The Commission is directed to collect all the taxes imposed by 
this Section.

To abolish the Board of Revenue of Etowah County, Alabama; to establish 
in lieu thereof a County Commission consisting of three members; to 
provide for their appointment; to define their powers, duties and author- 
ity; to prescribe their bond; to provide their term of office; to fix their 
salaries; to provide when this Act shall become effective. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. That the Board of Revenue of Etowah County be and the 
same hereby is abolished. 

Sec. 2. That a County Commission is hereby established and created in 
lieu of the Board of Revenue consisting of three members, who shall be known 
as the County Commission of Etowah County, Alabama. That the members 
of the Commission shall be appointed: by the Senate of Alabama; that the 
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terms of office of said members shall be as follows: (a) One of said members 
shall be appointed to serve as a member of said Commission from the time 
of his appointment until the election and qualification of his successor in 
office who shall be elected at the general election in 1934; (b) That another 
member, the second, shall be appointed to serve as a member of said Com- 
mission from the time of his appointment until the election and qualification 
of his successor in office who shall be elected at the general election in 1936; 
(c) That another member, the third, shall be appointed to serve as a member 
of said Commission from the time of his appointment until the election and 
qualification of his successor in office who shall be elected at the general 
election in 1938; That the term of office for the members of such County 
Commission except as above provided shall be for a term of six years, and 
until their successors are elected and qualified; That such members shall be 
elected by the qualified voters of said county from the county at large; That 
the appointive Commissioner whose successor is elected at the general election 
in 1938 shall be designated by the Senate of Alabama as the chairman of said 
County Commission; that the other members shall be designated as associate 
members. 

Sec. 3. The salary of the Chairman of the Commission shall be two 
hundred and fifty ($250.00) dollars per month and the salary of each Associate 
Commissioner shall be one hundred ($100.00) dollars per month, payable out 
of the general fund of the county on the first day of each month succeeding 
that for which the services were rendered. The Chairman of the Commission 
shall devote his entire time to the business of the County and may be allowed 
actual traveling expenses while performing a duty for the County, said ex- 
penses not to exceed fifty ($50.00) dollars per month and the Associate Mem- 
bers of the Commission, while performing a duty for the County, may be 
allowed actual traveling expenses not to exceed twenty-five ($25.00) dollars 
per month, said expense accounts to be itemized and approved by the Com- 
mission and made a permanent public record, 

Sec. 4. That a vacancy in the office of said Commission shall be filled 
by appointment of the Governor. 

Sec. 5. Before entering upon the duties of their office the members of 
the County Commission shall give good and sufficient bonds conditioned as 
required by law, which bonds shall be executed by a bonding company au- 
thorized to do business in Alabama, and shall be payable to and for the use 
and benefit of said County, and the penalties of such bonds shall be the sum 
of ten thousand dollars for the Chairman of said County Commission and five 
thousand dollars for each of the other members of said County Commission, 
and said bonds shall be approved by and filed with the Judge of Probate of 
said County. The premiums on said bonds shall be paid out of the general 
fund of said County. 

Sec. 6. A majority of said County Commission shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business and no funds belonging to the County shall be 
drawn or paid out except as authorized by said County Commission, and a 
proper list and registry of all sums drawn or paid out and of the nature of 
the claim and of the persons in whose favor drawn or paid out shall be kept 
by the Chairman of said County Commission, and the same shall be properly 
registered and a permanent record kept thereof, and open at all times to public 
inspection by any citizen of Etowah County. 

Sec. 7. Said County Commission shall have and exercise all the powers 
and authority now conferred by law upon the Board of Revenue of Etowah 
County, and the members of said County Commission shall have and exercise 
all the powers and authority that the members of the Board of Revenue now 
have and exercise, and shall be charged with all the duties that the members 
of the Board of Revenue of Etowah County are now charged with; and shall 
have the same powers, authority and be charged with the same duties that

Section 2. Before entering upon the duties of his office as ex-officio 
custodian of the County funds of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, the Probate 
Judge, as such exofficio custodian of the County funds, must give bond with 
some reputable, stable bonding company as surety in the penal sum of Twenty- 
five Thousand and no-100 ($25,000.00) Dollars, payable to Tuscaloosa County, 
Alabama, and conditioned as prescribed by law, which bond is to be ap- 
proved by the Board of Revenue of said county and recorded in the office 
of the Clerk of the Circuit Court and filed in the office of the Clerk of the

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Probate Judge as such ex-officio 
custodian of the County funds; (a) To receive and keep the money of the 
County and disburse the same according to law. (b) To pay out of the general 
fund of the County, on presentation and without being audited and allowed 
by the Board of Revenue, all grand and petit juror certificates. (c) To keep 
in well bound books separate registers of claims presented against the general 
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fund, and the special fund, if any, and the fine and forfeiture fund, if any. 
(d) To number and register, in the order in which they are presented, all 
claims against the general fund which have been audited and allowed by the 
Board of Revenue as claims against such fund; such register showing the 
number of the claim, the date presented for registration, to whom allowed, 
when allowed, the character of the claim and the amount thereof; and, except 
as otherwise provided by law, to pay the same in the order of their registra- 
tion. He must, in like manner, number, register and pay all claims allowed 
against a fund raised for a special purpose. (e) To pay the claims of State 
witnesses in the manner provided by law. (f) Upon the registration of a 
claim he must endorse thereon the date and number of registration and sign 
his name thereto. (g) When a claim is received in payment of a debt due 
the County, he must give a receipt therefor, showing a description of the 
claim and the name of the person and character of the debt on whose ac- 
’ count the claim was received. (h) On the payment of any claim he must take 
a receipt therefor; and when a claim of any character is paid or received by 
him, he must cancel the same by defacing or mutilating it so as to show that 
it is of no further value and, if registered, write upon the register against the 
claim the word “paid” and the date of such payment. (i) To keep a correct 
account of the receipts and disbursements of all monies received by him for 
the County, according to the forms herein prescribed, charging himself with 
all monies so received, of whom, on what account, and the amount, crediting 
himself with all payments, stating the number and character of the claim, in 
whose favor, and the amount. (j) To examine the dockets of the circuit and 
county and inferior courts and sheriff semi-annually; to demand and receive 
all monies due the county, and to cause to be instituted proceedings against 
defaulters. (k) To submit to the Board of Revenue, at the first term in each 
year, the register of claims; his account for the year balanced; vouchers for 
the payments; an estimate of the indebtedness of the County for the coming 
year, and the means of providing the same. (1) To make reports and give in- 
formation to the Board of Revenue, when required, respecting all matters 
relating to the finances of the County. (m) To furnish the Board of Revenue 
in January of every year a verified statement of all monies received by him 
for the County during the preceding year, and of all claims received by him 
in lieu of money, which are receivable in payment of County taxes, which 
statement must designate the time and person from whom such claims or 
monies were received. (n) To perform such other duties as are or may be 
by law required of him.

Substitute for S. 87: 
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A BILL 


To be entitled an act to better secure the administration of 
the financial affairs of the State and for that purpose to vest cer- 
tain powers and prescribe certain duties in specified executive 
officials of the State; to create the office, define the powers and 
duties and fix the salary of a State Comptroller; to provide for 
the transfer of the Department of Examiners of Accounts, its per- 
sonnel, appropriations, records, equipment and other property, to 
the office of State Comptroller and to designate it as the Division 
of Departmental and County Audits; to abolish the Budget Com- 
mission, and to transfer the books, property and equipment of the 
Budget Commission to the office of the Comptroller; to relieve 
the State Auditor of certain duties and to provide for the transfer 
of certain employees and of unexpended balance of appropriations 
made for the salaries, together with certain books, records, docu- 
ments, papers, office furniture and equipment and other property 
to the office of State Comptroller; to relieve the Board of Admin- 
istration of certain duties and to prescribe for the transfer of cer- 
tain employees and of unexpended balance of appropriations made 
for the salaries, together with certain books, records, documents, 
papers, office furniture and equipment and other property to the 
office of the State Comptroller; to establish a State Budget Sys- 
tem; to provide for the lapsing of appropriations; to provide for 
the transmission of the budget to the Legislature; to provide a 
method for securing estimates of appropriations and for estimates 
of income of the State; to provide a tentative budget and to pro- 
vide for hearings on the same; to provide for transmission of the 
tentative budget to the Governor; to provide for allotting appro- 
priations to departments, institutions, bureaus, boards, commis- 
sions and other state agencies; to provide emergency appropria- 
tions; to provide that money received by departments, institu- 
tions, bureaus, boards, commissions or other state agencies shali 
be deposited in the Treasury and to provide how the same shall 
be held and paid out; to prevent the wrongful expending of ap- 
propriations, the wrongful issue of State warrants, and the wrong- 
ful use of State monies, and to provide penalties and punishment 
for violations of this Act; to establish a fiscal year for the State 
and all state agencies; to provide when this act shall go into effect 
and to provide for the repeal of certain laws in conflict with this 
Act. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1.—Title of Act: This Act shall be known and may be 
cited as the Budget and Financial Control Act. 

Section 2—Purposes: It is the purpose of this Act to provide 
for a direct and effective financial supervision over all agencies, 
departments, institutions, bureaus, boards, commissions and every 
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State agency by whatsoever name now or hereafter called, in- 
cluding such corporations, persons and organizations as may re- 
ceive, pursuant to statute, any funds, either appropriated by, or 
collected for, the State of Alabama, or any of its departments, 
institutions, bureaus, boards, commissions, persons or corpora- 
tions which receive or use State funds (other than county, district 
or municipal funds), or any departments, institutions, bureaus, 
boards, commissions or other State agencies to which no appro- 
priation is made by the State and which are not now required by 
law to deposit their monies in the Treasury and for the initiation 
and preparation of a balanced budget of all revenues and expendi- 
tures for the information of each session of the Legislature. 

Section 3.—Creation of the Office of State Comptroller: ‘There 
is hereby created an office to be known as “Office of State Comp- 
troller”, which shall be directly attached to the office of the Gov- 
ernor and shall be under the general direction, supervision and 
control of the Governor. Such office shall be in immediate charge 
of an officer to be known as “State Comptroller”, who shall be 
appointed by the Governor by and with the concurrence and ap- 
proval of the Senate immediately upon the approval of this Act 
by the Governor for a term of office to expire October 1, 1936, 
and whose successor shall thereafter be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor by and with the concurrence and approval of the Attorney 
General and the State Treasurer quadrennially on the first day of 
October, 1936, and October 1st each four years thereafter. Any 
State Comptroller in office may be so appointed to succeed him- 
self. The salary of the Comptroller is hereby fixed at not exceed- 
ing six thousand dollars ($6,000.00) a year payable monthly. Be- 
fore entering upon the discharge of his duties, he shall take the 
Constitutional Oath of office and he shali give a surety bond in . 
such penalty as may be fixed by the Governor, payable to the State 
of Alabama (but such penalty shall not be less than twenty-five 
thousand ($25,000.00) dollars), conditioned upon the faithful dis- 
charge of his duties and upon which any person suffering damages 
may maintain an action in his own name for a breach thereof 
The premium of the bond shall be paid out of the State Treasury. 
During his term of office he shall engage in no other business for 
compensation and shall hold no other office. 

Section 4. Powers and Duties of State Comptroller: The 
State Comptroller shall have the power and authority to employ 
such clerical assistants as he may find necessary, and he may re- 
assign the duties of all of the personnel transferred to his depart- 
ment by this Act. He may fix the compensation of any person 
employed by him and of any person transferred under the provi- 
sions of this Act, provided that the total amount paid in salaries 
shall not exceed the appropriation made for that purpose. He shall 
have authority to discharge any employee whether transferred by, 
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this Act or employed by him. The State Comptroller, in addition 
to the following enumerated duties and powers, shall perform and 
exercise all the duties and powers heretofore imposed or conferred 
by law upon (a) the Department of Examiners of Accounts, and 
(b) all such duties and powers now delegated by law and per- 
formed by the State Auditor and his office as relate to bookkeep- 
ing and accounting and to the settlement of accounts and claims. 
He shall also exercise and perform such other powers and duties 
as may be prescribed by law. ‘The specific duties of the State 
Comptroller shall be: 

(1) To audit (a) all demands by the State, and (b) to pre- 
audit all accounts submitted for the issuance of warrants; 

(2) To control (a) the payment of all moneys into the Treas- 
. ury, and (b) all payments from the Treasury by the preparation of 
appropriate warrants, or warrant checks, directing such collections 
and payments; 

(3) To prescribe all accounting and business forms and the 
system of accounts and reports of financial transactions by all de- 
partments and agencies of the State government other than those 
of the legislative branch but including all agencies and institutions 
supported or aided in whole or in part by public funds. 

(4) To keep the central budget and proprietary control ac- 
counts of the State Government. Central budget accounts are 
those accounts maintained to control the receipt and disposition 
of all funds, appropriations and allotments. Proprietary accounts 
are those accounts relating to assets, liabilities, income and ex- 
pense. 

(5) To establish and fix a reasonable petty cash fund for each 
State department and/or institution for emergency purposes: Pro- 
vided, that such petty cash funds shall be reimbursed only upon 
vouchers approved by the State Comptroller. 

(6) To prepare the budget document arid draft the legislation 
to make it effective; 

(7) To perform the necessary work involved in reviewing 
- requisitions for allotments. 

(8) To make such investigations of the organization, activi- 
ties and methods of procedure of the several departments, institu- 
tions, bureaus, boards, commissions and other State agencies as 
he may deem necessary and as often as he may deem necessary. 

(9) To furnish to any committee of either house of the Legis- 
lature having jurisdiction over revenues or appropriations such 
aid and information regarding the financial affairs of the State or 
any of its agencies. 

(10) To make such rules and regulations as may be necessary 
for carrying on the work of the State Comptroller’s office; 

(11) ‘To prepare and submit to the Governor on or before De- 
cember 15th of each year, and the Legislature when ‘n session, 
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an annual report setting forth in detail and in summary from the 
financial condition and operation of the State and its agencies; 
his recommendations concerning legislation needed to facilitate the 
work of his office; and such other reports as the Governor or the 
Legislature may from time to time require of him, and 

(12) To perform such other duties as may be required to ef- 
fectively control the financial operations of the government. 

Section 5.—Department of Examiners of Accounts Transferred 
to Office of State Comptroller as a Division of Departmental and 
County Audits: The Department of Examiners of Accounts, its 
personnel, its appropriations and all of its records, equipment and 
other property are hereby transferred to the office of State Comp- 
troller, and shall hereafter be known as the “Division of Depart- 
mental and County Audits”. This division, under the general di- 
rection and control of the State Comptroller, shall have the power 
and be responsible for performing all those functions and duties 
enumerated in Section 37 of Act of September 9, 1927, No. 476 
Acts of 1927, page 521; Article 1 of Chapter 55, and Chapter 24 
of the Code, as amended by Act of July 15, 1931, No. 38%, and 
Act of July 22, 1931, No. 490. 

Section 6.—State Auditor Relieved of Certain Accounting and 
Auditing Duties: The State Auditor is hereby relieved of all du- 
ties in respect to the settlement of accounts, both receipts and dis- 
bursements, and the keeping of accounting records and of making 
financial reports now required of him by law. And, until other- 
wise provided, all employees of the State Auditor’s office, and the 
unexpended balances of appropriations made for salaries of such 
employees now engaged in the settlement of claims, both receipts 
and disbursements, and the keeping of bookkeeping and accounting 
records and the rendering of reports required by law, of which the 
State Auditor is hereby relieved shall be transferred to the Office 
of State Comptroller, together with ‘all books, records, documents 
and papers pertaining to such accounts and reports and all office 
furniture, office equipment and other property no longer required 
by the State Auditor as the result of the relief of his office of his 
duties provided for by this Section. 


The State Auditor is hereby relieved of all duties pertaining to 
the settlement of accounts and claims and the keeping of account- 
ing records hereinabove transferred to the State Comptroller’s of- 
fice in Section 4 hereof and as enumerated in The Revenue Laws 
of Alabama, 1929, Article 3 of Chapter 25 of the Code, and Sec- 
tions 850, 851, 3183 and 3140 of the Code. And it is also the pur- 
pose of this Section to confine the State Auditor’s duties: (a) To 
those enumerated in the Constitution and Sections 830, 831, 2778, 
2933-74, 3178 and 3747 of the Code, as amended, and (b) to that 
of post-auditing the accounts and records of the Office of State 
Comptroller. 
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Section 7.—State Board of Administration Relieved of Certain 
Accounting and Auditing Duties: The State Board of Adminis- 
tration is hereby relieved of all duties in respect to auditing State 
claims and the maintenance of a central system of detail cost ac- 
counts for warrant expenditures of the State government, and the 
personnel engaged in such work and the unexpended balances of 
appropriations made for salaries of the personnel engaged in such 
work are hereby transferred to the Office of the State Comptroller, 
together with all books, records, documents and papers pertaining 
to such accounts and reports, and all office furniture, office equip- 
ment and other property no longer required by the State Board 
of Administration as a result of the curtailment of its duties pro- 
vided for by this section, 

Section 8— Budget Commission Abolished: The Budget Com- 
mission is abolished to take effect September 30, 1932. All sec- 
tions of the Budget Law, Article 9 of Chapter 25 of the Code 
(Sections 906 to 919, both inclusive), are hereby repealed. All 
books, records, documents, papers pertaining to the work of the 
Budget Commission, and all furniture, office equipment and other 
property of the Budget Commission shall become the property of 
the State Comptroller’s Office. 

Section 9.—Transfers of Personnel and Appropriations Author- 
ized: The personnel required by the State Comptroller’s Office, 
herein established, shall be transferred from the State Auditor's 
office, the State Board of Administration, and the Department of 
Examiners of Accounts, as hereinabove provided. The appro- 
priations necessary for the payment of the salaries of such em- 
ployees as are transferred to the Comptroller’s Office are hereby 
transferred from the three offices named above as of the time the 
work of such examiners, accountants, bookkeepers, clerks and 
stenographers are taken over by the State Comptroller. The salary 
of the State Comptroller is hereby transferred from the current 
annual appropriation of the Department of Examiners of Accounts. 
This provision shall apply until such time as specific appropria- 
tions are made for the State Comptroller’s Office. 


Section 9-A. The Secretary of the Senate and the Clerk of the 
House of Representatives are hereby transferred to the State 
Comptroller’s Office and shall be employed by the Comptroller 
during such time as the Legislature is not in session and they are 
not employed in making up the Joyrnal and completing the work 
for the Senate and House of Representatives respectively. The 
compensation of said Secretary of the Senate and Clerk of the 
House to be fixed by the Comptroller and paid as other salaries 
out of the appropriation for that Department. 


Farce: 
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THE BUDGET. 


Section 10.—Transmission of the Budget to the Legislature: 
Not later than February fifteenth of the year of each quadrennial 
legislative session, the Governor shall transmit to the Legislature 
a document to be known as a budget setting forth his financial pro- 
gram for each of the fiscal years of the ensuing quadrennium and 
having the character and scope hereinafter set forth. 

Section 11—Form and Contents: The budget shall consist of 
three parts, the nature and contents of which shall be as follows: 

Part I shall consist of the Governor’s budget message, in which 
he shall set forth: 

(1) His program. for meeting all the expenditure needs of the 
government for each of the years of the quadrennium to which the 
budget relates, indicating the classes of funds, general or special, 
from which such appropriations are to be made and the means 
through which such expenditures shall be financed ; 

(2) Financial statements giving in summary form: 

(a) The condition of the treasury at the end of the last com- 
pleted fiscal year, the estimated condition of the treasury at the end 
of the year in progress, and the estimated condition of the treas- 
ury at the end of each of the four years to which the budget relates 
if his budget proposals are put into effect; 

(b) Statements showing the bonded indebtedness of the State, 
debt: authorized and unissued, debt redemption sinking fund and 
interest requirements and the condition of the sinking funds, if 
any ; 

(c) A summary of appropriations recommended for each of 
the years of the quadrennium to which the budget relates for each 
department, institution, bureau, board, commission and other State 
agency and for the government as a whole, in comparison with 
the actual expenditures for the three last completed fiscal years 
and the estimated expenditures for the year in progress; 

(d) A summary of the revenue, classified according to sources, 
estimated to be received by the government during each of the 
four years of the quadrennium to which the budget relates, in com- 
parison with the actual revenue received by the government during 
each of the four last completed fiscal years and estimated income 
during the year in progress, and 

(e) Such other financial statements, data and comments as in 
his opinion are necessary or desirable in order to make known in 
all practicable detail the financial condition and operation of the 
State and its agencies and the effect that the budget as proposed 
by him will have on such condition and operations. 

If the estimated revenues for the ensuing quadrennium plus the 
estimated amounts in the Treasury at the close of the quadrennium 
in progress are less than the aggregate appropriations recom- 
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mended for the ensuing quadrennium as contained in the budget, 
the Governor shall make recommendations to the Legislature in 
respect to the manner in which such deficit shall be met, whether 
by the imposition of new taxes, increased rates in existing taxes 
or otherwise; and if the revenues are more than the aggregate ap- 
propriations recommended, he shall make such recommendations 
in reference to the application of such surplus to the reduction of 
debt, to the reduction in taxation or to such other action as in his 
opinion is in the public interest. 

Part II shall present in detail for each of the four years of the 
ensuing quadrennium his recommendations for appropriations to 
meet the expenditure needs of the government from each general 
class of funds, in comparison with actual expenditures for each 
of said purposes during the four last completed fiscal years and 
estimated expenditures for the year in progress, classified by de- 
partments, institutions, bureaus, boards, commissions and other 
State agencies and indicating for each the appropriations recom- 
mended for: 

(a) Meeting the cost of administration, operation and main- 
tenance. Each item of expenditure, actual or estimated, and ap- 
propriations recommended shall be supported by detailed state- 
ments showing the actual and estimated expenditures and appro- 
priations classified according to a standard scheme of classifica- 
tion to be prescribed by the State Comptroller. And 

(b) Meeting the cost of the purchase of land, public improve- 
ments and other capital outlays in connection therewith. 

Part III shall embrace a draft or drafts of appropriation bills 
having for their purpose to give legal sanction to the appropria- 
tions recommended to be made in Parts I and II. Such appro- 
priation bills shall indicate the funds, general or special, from which 
such appropriations shall be made, but such appropriations need 
not be in greater detail than to indicate the total appropriation to 
be made for: 

(a) Administration, operation and miantenance for each fiscal 
year of the quadrennium, and 

(b) The cost of land, public improvements and other capital 
outlays, itemized by specific projects or classes of projects of the 
same general character. 

Section 12. Estimates of Appropriations: On, or before, Oc- 
tober first next prior to each quadrennial legislative session, all 
departments, institutions, bureaus, boards, commissions and other 
State agencies shall transmit to the State Comptroller on blanks to 
be furnished by him, estimates of their expenditure requirements 
for each fiscal year of the ensuing quadrennium, classified so as to 
distinguish between expenditures estimated for (a) administration, 
operation and maintenance, and (b) the cost of each project in- 
volving the purchase of land or the making of.a public improve- 
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ment or capital outlay of a permanent character, together with 
such supporting data and explanations as may be called for by 
the State Comptroller. In case of the failure of any department, 
institution, bureau, board, commission or other State agency to 
submit such estimates within the time above specified, the State 
Comptroller shall prepare such estimates for such department, 
institution, bureau, board, commission or other State agency as in 
his opinion are reasonable and proper. 

Section 13. Estimates of Income: On, or before, October 1st 
next prior to each quadrennial legislative session, the State Comp- 
troller shall prepare an estimate of the total income of the govern- 
ment for each fiscal year of the ensuing quadrennium, in which the 
several items of income shall be listed and classified according to 
source or character and by departments, imstitutions, bureaus, 
boards, commissions and other State agencies producing or receiv- 
ing said funds and brought into comparison with the income actual- 
ly received during the four last completed fiscal years and the 
estimated income to be received during the year in progress. 

Section 14. Tentative Budget: Upon the receipt of the estimates 
of expenditure requirements called for by Section 12 and the prepa- 
ration of the estimates of income called for by Section 13, and not 
later than November first next succeeding, the State Comptroller 
shall cause to be prepared a tentative budget conforming as to scope, 
contents and character to the requirements of Section 11 and con- 
taining the estimates of expenditure and revenue as called for by 
Sections 12 and 13, and forthwith transmit such tentative budget to 
the Governor. 

Section 15. Hearings on Tentative Budget: Upon the receipt 
by him of the tentative budget provided for by the preceding sec- 
tion, the Governor shall make provision for public hearings thereon 
not later than the ensuing month of December to which he shall 
extend invitations and may require the attendance of the heads and 
other officers of all departments, institutions, bureaus, boards, 
commissions and other. State agencies and other persons receiving 
or requesting State funds, and the giving by them of such explana- 
tions and suggestions as they may be called upon to give or as they 
may desire to offer in respect to items of requested appropriations 
in which they are interested. The Governor shall also extend invi- 
‘tations to the Governor-elect, the State Comptroller, the Chair- 
man of the Appropriations Committee of the House and the Chair- 
man of the Finance and Taxation Committee of the Senate of the 
preceding Legislature, to be present at such hearings and to par- 
ticipate in the hearings through the asking of questions or the ex- 
pression of opinion in regard to the items of the tentative budget. 
The Chairman of the committees so mentioned, while sitting at 
such hearings, shall hold the office of budget advisors and shall 
receive a per diem of ten dollars and expenses for each day in 
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attendance at such hearings. If either chairman shall be unable 
to sit, the next ranking member of his committee shall act in his 
place and receive the same compensation and expenses. 

Section 16. Formulation of the Budget: Following his in- 
auguration, the Governor shall proceed to the formulation of the 
budget provided for by Sections 10 and 11. In doing so he shall 
give such weight to the estimates of income as prepared by the 
State Comptroller, and to the estimates as prepared by the State 
Comptroller, and to the estimates of expenditure requirements as 
submitted by the departments, institutions, bureaus, boards, com- 
missions and other State agencies and to the testimony elicited at 
the hearings thereon as he deems proper, but the proposals con- 
tained in the budget shall represent his judgment and recom- 
mendations in respect to the provisions to be made for meeting 
the revenue and expenditure needs of the government of each of 
the fiscal years of the ensuing quadrennium. 

Section 17%. Supplemental Estimates: The Governor shall 
transmit to the Legislature supplemental estimates for such ap- 
propriations as in his judgment may be necessary on account of 
laws enacted after the transmission of the budget, or as he deems 
otherwise in the public interest. He shall accompany such esti- 
mates with a statement of the reasons therefor, including the rea- 
sons for their omission from the budget. Whenever such supple- 
mental estimates amount to an aggregate which, if they had been 
contained in the budget, would have required the Governor to 
make a recommendation for the raising of additional revenue, he 
shall make such recommendation. 


EXECUTION OF THE BUDGET. 


Section 18. Appropriations: With the exception of appropria- 
tions 

(a) providing for interest upon and the service of the lawful 
indebtedness of the state, 

(b) provided in existing statutes for payment of interest on 
indebtedness arising out of disposition of lands donated to State 
institutions by the United States of America, 

(c)} expressly made by the provisions of the Constitution, and 

(d) hereafter made for the relief of holders and payment of 
warrants, notes and certificates issued by State agencies against 
warrants held by them, issued and unpaid prior to October 1, 1932, 
and interest thereon if any provided, when registered as and within 
the time provided by law or warrants or certificates issued in ex- 
change therefor as provided by law, 

No appropriations now or hereafter made shall be available 
for expenditure until allotted as provided for in Section 19. All 
appropriations other than those above excepted now or hereafter 
made are hereby declared to be maximum, conditional and pro-' 
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portionate appropriations, the purpose being to make the appro- 
priations payable in full in the amounts named if necessary and 
then only in the event that the estimated budget resources during 
each fiscal year of the quadrennium for which such appropriations 
are made, are sufficient to pay all of the appropriations in full. 

Section 19. Allotments: Before any appropriation (other than 
that expressly excepted and described in subparagraphs (a), (b), 
(c) and (d) of Section 18) shall become available to the depart- 
ment, institution, bureau, board, commission or State agency to 
which appropriated there shall be submitted to the State Comp- 
troller quarterly and not less than twenty days before the first 
days of each January, April, July and October in each year a 
requisition for allotment of the appropriation. Each such requisi- 
tion shall specify the total amount estimated to be necessary to 
carry on the work of the particular department, institution, bureau, 
board, commission or State agency during the ensuing quarter and 
through to the close of the fiscal year in which such quarter is 
included, the total amount of income from all sources other than 
income from the particular appropriation which is estimated will 
be received during such quarter and through to the close of the 
fiscal year in which such quarter is included by such department, 
institution, bureau, board, commission or State agency, the result- 
ing net amount estimated to be required for the ensuing quarter, 
the purposes for which required, the unexpended amount of such. 
appropriation for the current fiscal year then available, and such 
other details as may, from time to time, be required by the State 
Comptroller. Each such requisition shall be in writing signed and 
under oath in form prescribed by the State Comptroller by the 
head or acting head of the department, institution, bureau, board, 
commission or State agency on account of which it is made. The 
State Comptroller and the Governor shall thereupon proceed to 
make appropriation allotments as follows: 

Every such allotment shall be determined by the State Comp- 
troller and approved by the Governor only when determined by 
the State Comptroller as follows: 

From the aggregate of current revenue and surplus funds, if 
any, estimated jointly by the State Comptroller and the Governor, 
to be available for use for the quarter for which such allotments 
are to be made he shall first deduct all amounts required to be 
accrued or paid out to fully provide the quarterly requirements 
for the appropriations specified in subparagraphs (a), (b), (c) and 
(d) of Section 18. He shall then ascertain the percentage which 
the balance remaining bears to the total net requirements for such 
quarter of all such requirements for allotments for such quarter. 
If such percentage is more than one hundred per cent each allot- 
ment shall be made by the State Comptroller to the extent of one 


‘hundred per cent of the requisition therefor. If such percentage 
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be less than one hundred per cent each allotment shall be made by 
the State Comptroller to the extent of such lesser percentage of 
the requisition therefor. Reduction of requisitions by such allot- 
ments in any quarter within a fiscal year may be made up during 
a succeeding quarter in the same fiscal year but no such reductions 
accumulated during any fiscal year shall be made up or available 
in any succeeding fiscal year. 

Upon determining such allotments as above prescribed the 
State Comptroller and the Governor shall sign and submit copies 
thereof to the heads of the department, institution, bureau, board, 
commission or State agency concerned and the State Comptroller 
shall set up such allotments on his books and control expenditures 
on account of appropriations accordingly. Allotments of appro- 
priations made for land, permanent improvements, and other capi- 
tal projects may, however, be allotted in one amount by major 
. classes or projects for which they are expendable without regard 
to quarterly periods, but with due regard to the estimated revenue 
and surplus, if any, available therefor during the fiscal year or 
years during which the expenditures on account thereof are to be 
made and then only by the State Comptroller by and with the 
written approval of the Governor. Allotments thus made may be 
subsequently increased or reduced by the State Comptroller by 
and with the written approval of the Governor, either upon the 
written request from the head of the department, institution, bu- 
reau, board, commission or other State agency concerned or upon 
his own initiative; and notice of such modification shall be given 
in the same way as in the case of original allotments. No warrants 
shall be issued at any time in excess of the allotment made as 
herein provided. 

Section 20. In each department, institution, bureau, board, 
commission or State agency with respect to which particular sala- 
ries or expenses are fixed by law the amounts so fixed by law 
shall be paid in full or provision made for payment in full thereof 
out of the amount of the appropriation made available by allot- 
ment hereunder before expenditure or commitment of any of such 
amount for other purposes. 


Section 21. Departmental and Institutional Receipts: All ap- 
propriations made to any department, institution, bureau, board, 
commission or State agency which receives or collects moneys 
available for expenditure by it, are declared to be in addition to such 
receipts and such appropriations are to be available as and to the 
extent that such receipts are insufficient to meet the costs of ad- 
ministration, operation and maintenance of such department, in- 
stitution, bureau, board, commission or State agency: Provided, how- 
ever, that all such departments, institutions, bureaus, boards, commis- 
sions or State agencies, shall deposit all money received or col- 
lected, available for expenditure by them, in a bank or banks in

the State of Alabama, duly designated and qualified as State de- 
positories, in the name of the State of Alabama, for the use of 
such department, institution, bureau, board, commission or State 
agency, and such funds shall be available only on the check of 
the depositing department, institution, bureau, board, commission 
or State agency, which is hereby authorized to withdraw such funds 
at its discretion. Sué¢h funds shall not be subject to any allotment 
under this Act; and provided further that any such moneys. re- 
quired by law to be paid into the Treasury shall be kept intact, 
liquid and in trust, subject only to the requistion of agencies pay- 
ing them into the Treasury, and provided further, that this Act 
shall not apply to endowment and trust funds or to gifts to insti- 
tutions owned or controlled by the State or to the income from 
such endowment and/or trust funds, or to private funds belonging 
to students or inmates of State institutions, or to the receipts of 
any department, institution, bureau, board, commission or State 
agency to which no appropriation is made by the State, and which 
are not now required by law to deposit their moneys in the Treas- 
ury. 

Section 22. Lapsing of Appropriations: All unencumbered 
balances of administration, operation and maintenance appropria- 
tions shall revert to the State Treasury at the end of each fiscal 
year to the credit of the General Fund or special funds from which 
the appropriation and/or appropriations were made; appropriations 
for the purchase of land or the erection of buildings or new con- 
struction shall continue in force until the attainment of the object 
or the completion of the work for which such appropriations are 
made or until repealed. 

Section 23. Emergency Appropriations and the Method of 
Their Use: To the end that ail expenses of the State may be 
brought and kept within the budget, the budget appropriation ~ 
bill shall contain a specific sum and/or sums as an emergency 
appropriation and/or appropriations. The manner of allotment of 
such emergency appropriations shall be as follows: 

Any department, institution, bureau, board, commission or 
State agency, or any activity in which the State is interested, de- 
siring an allotment out of such appropriation, shall present such 
request in writing to the Comptroller with such information as he 
may require and if the Governor and the State Comptroller shall 
approve such request, in whole or in part, they shall allow and or- 
der the allotment to be made. Such allotments shall be for any 
purpose authorized by law for which no specific appropriation is 
made or. for which inadvertently an insufficient appropriation has. 
been made. 

The expenses incident to the creation and establishment of the 
Office of State Comptroller, including such bookkeeping and ac- 
counting machines as may be required by the Treasurer’s Office 
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and the Comptroller’s Office, shall be paid out of the Governor’s 
Contingent Fund, or out of the Emergency Appropriation when 
such appropriation is passed, unless and until an appropriation is 
made specifically for the Comptroller’s Office. 

Section 24.—Appropriations Wrongfully Expended: It shall be 
unlawful for any trustee, commissioner, director, manager, build- 
ing committee, or other officer or person connected with any de- 
partment, institution, bureau, board, commission or State agency, 
to which an appropriation is made, to expend any appropriation 
for any purpose other than that for which the money was appro- 
priated, budgeted and allotted, or to consent thereto. If the Gov- 
ernor or the State Comptroller shall ascertain that any department, 
institution, bureau, board, commission or other State agency has 
used any of the moneys appropriated to it for any purpose other 
than that for which the money was appropriated, budgeted and al- 
lotted and not in strict accordance with the terms of this Act, 
the Governor shall have the power and he is hereby authorized to 
suspend all appropriations and allotments to such departments, 
institution, bureau, board, commission or State agency until and 
after such amounts diverted or wrongfully expended have been re- 
placed. 

Section 25.—Penalties and Punishments for Violations: That 
a wilful and knowing refusal to perform any of the requirements 
of this Act or a wilful and knowing refusal to perform any rule or 
requirement or request of the Governor or the State Comptroller 
made pursuant to or under authority of this Act, by any trustee, 
commissioner, director, manager, building committee or other olfi- 
cer or person connected with any department, institution, bureau, 
board, commission or other State agency, or a wilful misstatement 
or false statement under oath where statement under oath is 
hereby required to be made, shall subject the offender to a penalty 
of two hundred and fifty ($250.00) dollars to be recovered in an 
action instituted in the Circuit Court of Montgomery County by the At- 
torney General for the use of the State of Alabama and shall also consti- 
tute a misdemeanor, punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, 
in the discretion of the court, and shall subject such offender to 
dismissal from office by the person or agency under whom such 
offender holds office or appointment; and if such offender be an 
officer elected by vote of the people, such offense shall be suffi- 
cient cause to subject the offender to impeachment. 

That a refusal to perform any requirements of this Act, or an 
improper or illegal performance of this Act will subject the State 
Comptroller to a penalty of five hundred ($500.00) dollars to be 
recovered in an action instituted in the Circuit Court of Mont- 
gomery County by the Attorney General for the use of the State 
of Alabama, and shall also constitute a felony and subject him 
to impeachment or removal from office by the Governor. If the 
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Governor refuses to perform any of the requirements of this Act, 
or improperly or illegally performs the requirements of this Act, 
he shall be subject to impeachment. 

Any trustee, commissioner, director, manager, building com- 
mittee or other officer or person connected with any institution, 
or other State department or establishment as herein defined, to 
which an appropriation is made, who shall knowingly expend any 
appropriation for any purpose other than that for which the money 
was appropriated, budgeted and allotted or who shall knowingly 
consent thereto, shall be liable to the State of Alabama for such 
sum spent and the sum so spent, together with interest and costs, 
shall be recoverable in an action to be instituted by the Attorney 
General for the use of the State of Alabama, which action shall be 
instituted in the Circuit Court of Montgomery County, and shall 
also be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined 
not more than five hundred ($500.00) dollars and may be sentenced 
to hard labor for not more than six months. 

That on and after October 1, 1932, no warrant upon the State 
Treasurer or State treasury shall be issued in violation of this Act 
or unless and until funds for the payment thereof are on deposit 
in the State Treasury and are available for the payment thereof 
and any warrant so issued shall be null and void. The fact that 
funds are on deposit in the State Treasury and are available for 
any such warrant, may be evidenced by a certificate of the State 
Treasurer to that effect. Any person who wilfully and knowingly 
issues or consents to the issuance or in any way participates in the 
issuance of any State warrant contrary to the provisions of this 
Section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall 
be fined not more than five hundred ($500.00) dollars and may also 
be sentenced to hard labor for not more than six months. 

Any person who wilfully and knowingly transfers or consents 
to the transfer or participates in the transfer of any funds now 
or hereafter required by law to be kept in any special fund or trust 
fund of the State shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction shall be fined not more than five hundred ($500.00) dol- 
lars and may also be sentenced to hard labor for not more than 
six months. 

Any person who wilfully and knowingly uses or consents to 
the use or participates in the use of any State funds designated 
or deposited or collected by the State for any special purpose, for 
any purpose other than that so designated or so collected, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not 
more than five hundred ($500.00) dollars and may also be sen- 
tenced to hard labor for not more than six months. 

The commission of any of the offenses named in this Section 
by any officer not elected by the vote of the people shall be suffi- 
cient cause for removal from office or dismissal from employment 
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by the person or board under whom such officer holds appointment 
upon thirty days’ notice in writing to such offender and if the 
offender be an officer elected by the vote of the people, such 
offense shall be sufficient cause to subject the offender to im- 
peachment. 

Section 26.—No Repealer by Implication: It is expressly de- 
clared by the passage of this Act that none of its provisions can 
be repealed by implication, but can be repealed only by direct 
express repeal. 

Section 27.—Fiscal Year: The fiscal year of the government 
shall commence on the first day of October and end on the thir- 
tieth day of September. This fiscal year shall be used for purposes 
of making appropriations and of financial reporting and shall be 
uniformly adopted by all departments, institutions, bureaus, boards, 
commissions and other State agencies. 

Section 28.—Constitutionality: If any section or provision of 
this Act is declared unconstitutional, it shall not affect the remain- 
ing sections or provisions. 

Section 29.—Repealing and Effective Date Clause: All laws and 
parts of laws in conflict with this Act are hereby repealed, sub- 
ject, however, to the following express provision: Inasmuch as 
this law contemplates a new system in respect of the matters 
covered thereby to take the place of the system now in use, any 
of the matters covered by this law may in whole or in part, but 
only with the approval of the State Comptroller (when he shall 
have been appointed), be dealt with in accordance with the sys- 
tem now in use until provision shall have been made to deal with 
such matters in accordance with such new system; it being in- 
tended by this Section to enable the new system to be estab- 
lished in a gradual and orderly manner and without undue dis- 
turbance of the administrative functions of the government: Pro- 
vided, however, that the system of budgeting and of making al- 
lotments of all appropriations shall become effective October 1, 
1932; and Provided further, that the new system of central bud- 
get and proprietary accounting and reporting contemplated by this 
law shall in all respects be placed in full operation on or before 
February 1, 1933.

But the provisions of this section or any other section shall not' 
authorize the Governor or Comptroller to reduce the appropriations 
made by the legislature to any one or all of the State Secondary 
Agricultural Schools. 

On motion of Mr. Tidwell the amendment offered by Mr.

S. 8%. To better secure the administration of the financial af- 
fairs of the State and for that purpose to vest in the Governor 
certain powers and duties; to create the office, define the powers 
and duties and fix the salary of a State Comptroller; to provide 
for the transfer of the Department of Examiners of Accounts, 
its personnel, appropriations, records, equipment and other prop- 
erty, to the office of State Comptroller and to designate it as the 
Division of Departmental and County Audits; to abolish the Bud- 
get Commission, and to transfer the books, ‘property and equip- 
ment of the Budget Commission to the office of the Comptroller;

SENATE MESSAGE. 


On motion of Mr. Miller the House concurred in and adopted 
the Senate amendment to the bill, H. 56. Said Senate amendment 
being as follows: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR HOUSE BILL No. 56 
Substitute House Bill No. 56 so as to read as follows: 
“A BILL 


To be entitled an act to authorize and provide for the issuance 
and sale of State bonds for the purpose of paying the outstanding 
debts of the State of Alabama as of September 30, 1932, as author- 
ized by the proposed Constitutional Amendment known as Article 
XXIII of the Constitution of Alabama and to authorize the Gov- 
ernor, in his discretion, to use the bonds as collateral security for 
any temporary loans that may be made to the State, the proceeds 
of which are to be used in paying the indebtedness due September 
30, 1982, or any part of it. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. ‘That there is hereby authorized to be issued and sold 
interest bearing negotiable State bonds in an amount not to ex- 
ceed the sum of Twenty Million Dollars ($20,000,000.00) for the 
purpose of securing funds to pay the outstanding current debts of 
the State of Alabama to include the entire indebtedness due Sep- 
tember 30, 1932. 

Section 2. Said bonds, and interest thereon, when issued and 
sold, shall be exempt from all State, county and municipal taxes. 

Section 3. The Governor, the State Auditor and the Attorney 
General of Alabama, are hereby constituted a Bond Commission 
with full authority to have executed, issued and to sell the bonds 
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herein authorized. No member of the Bond Commission shall re- 
ceive compensation in any form for any duty rendered by him in 
and about the issuance or sale of these bonds. The Commission 
shall meet at the call of the Governor, who is hereby constituted its 
Chairman, and the Commission shall elect a Secretary of the Com- 
mission. 

Section 4. Two members shall constitute a quorum of the 
Bond Commission for the transaction of business and all proceed- 
ings had and done by said Bond Commission must be reduced to 
writing by the Secretary and recorded in a substantially bound 
book and a true copy of such proceedings shall be certified to the 
State Treasurer by the Chairman of said Bond Commission and 
attested by the Secretary of the Commission. 

Section 5. The bonds hereby authorized shall be executed, sold 
and delivered on behalf of the State of Alabama from time to time 
and shall be in such denominations and numbers and series, and 
shall mature at such times and bear such rate of interest, not ex- 
ceeding six per cent (6%) per annum payable semi-annually, as 
may be deemed expedient by the Bond Commission, but such bonds 
shall not be sold for less than the par value thereof. Bonds may 
be issued in denominations as low as Fifty Dollars ($50.00) and 
may, in the discretion of the Bond Commission, be sold at par 
to the person who holds a warrant or claim against the State. 
The Governor may, with the approval of the Bond Commission, 
in his discretion, borrow such sums of money as he may find neces- 
sary and expedient to pay the indebtedness due September 30, 
1932, or any part thereof, such loan to be for such period of time 
as he may arrange and may use the bonds herein provided for as 
collateral security for the repayment of said loan and in that event 
the interest coupons shall be used in paying the interest on said 
temporary loans as may be necessary. 

Section 6. Such bonds shall be signed by the Governor, the 
State Auditor and State Treasurer and shall have attached thereto, 
attested by the Secretary of State, the Great Seal of the State of 
Alabama. Coupons shall be numbered and signed by the State 
Treasurer ; provided, however, that the facsimile copy of the Treas- 
urer’s signature upon the interest coupons upon said bonds may be 
lithographed in lieu of signing the same. 

Section 7. That payment for said bonds shall be made to the 
State Treasurer and a record and registration of said bonds shall 
be kept by the State Treasurer. The fund derived from the sale 
of such bonds shall be deposited in the Treasury and designated as 
“Debt Amendment Fund” and shall be immediately applied to the 
payment of the warrants and other debts of the State outstanding 
on September 30, 1932; or bonds may be delivered to the persons 
holding such warrants and, where warrants have not been issued 
for claims against the State, warrants may be issued as now pro- 
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vided by law and such warrants taken up by the Treasurer upon 
the delivery of bonds therefor as hereinabove provided. 

Section 8. The bonds issued under this Act shall be a direct 
obligation of the State and the full faith and credit of the State is 
pledged to the prompt payment of the principal and interest there- 
of. The bonds provided for by this Act shall be issued under the 
authority of the amendment to the Constitution known as Article 
XXIII, authorizing the issuance and sale of interest bearing nego- 
tiable bonds in an amount not to exceed Twenty Million Dollars 
($20,000,000.00). 

Section 9. Said bonds shall be entitled to the full benefit of 
the sinking fund provided by said Constitutional Amendment. 

Section 10. Said bonds shall be negotiable instruments issued 
in coupon form with the privilege of registration as to principal or 
as to principal and interest. The Bond Commission is authorized 
to prescribe regulations for registering the bonds and to fix a 
charge not to exceed fifty cents (50c) per Thousand Dollars ($1,- 
000.00) for each registration. 

Section 11. Said bonds shall be made payable in gold coin of 
the United States of the present standard of weight and fineness, 
or its equivalent in the lawful currency of the United States. 


Section 12. The principal and interest on said bonds shall be 
payable at the office of the State Treasurer or at the place of busi- 
ness of the State Fiscal Agent in the City of New York at the 
option of the holder. 


Section 13. This Act shall become operative immediately upon 
the proclamation of the Governor declaring that the qualified elec- 
tors of the State of Alabama have ratified Constitutional Amend- 
ment XXIII authorizing the issuance of these bonds, and in the 
event the said Constitutional Amendment is not approved by the 
qualified electors of the State of Alabama as an amendment to the 
Constitution, this Act shall be null and void.”

SENATE MESSAGE. 

On motion of Mr. Green the House concurred in and adopted 
the Senate amendment to the bill, H. 186. Said Senate amendment 
being as follows: 

Substitute for H. 186: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an act to provide for the levy, assessment and 
collection of Estate Taxes in the State of Alabama: 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Subject to the exceptions hereinafter stated, there 
is hereby levied and imposed upon all net estates passing by will, 
devise, or under the interstate laws of the State of Alabama, or 
otherwise, which are lawfully subject to the imposition of an estate 
tax by the State of Alabama, a tax equal to the full amount of state 
tax permissible when levied by and paid to the State of Alabama 
as a credit or deduction in computing any federal estate tax pay- 
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able by such estate according to the Act of Congress in effect, on 
the date of the death of the decedent, taxing such estate, with re- 
_ spect to the items subject to taxation in Alabama. 

The tax hereby imposed shall not exceed in the aggregate 
amounts which may by any law of the United States be allowed to 
be credited against or deducted from such federal estate tax. The 
estate tax hereby levied shall be levied only so long as and during 
the time an inheritance or estate tax is enforced by the United 
States against Alabama inheritances or estates, and shall only be 
exercised or enforced to the extent absorbing the amount of any 
deduction or credit which may be permitted by the laws of the 
United States now existing or hereafter enacted to be claimed by 
reason thereof as deduction or credit against such similar tax of 
the United States applicable to Alabama inheritances or estates. 
The rates of taxation and the definition of “net estate” and the 
methods of arriving thereat shall be as provided in such Act of 
Congress. é 

Section 2. The term “executor” or “administrator” or “legal 
representative’ used interchangeably in this Act shall be held to 
mean the executor and/or administrator or trustee and/or legal 
representative of the decedent whose estate is subject to an estate 
tax under this Act. In the case no executor or administrator is ap- 
pointed and qualified, then the term “executor” as used herein 
shall be held to mean any person in actual or constructive posses- 
sion, and acting for any estate subject to tax under this Act. 

Section 8. That it is hereby made the duty of the Executor 
of the estate of any person who has died a resident of Alabama, 
and upon which estate the tax imposed under any federal revenue 
act, has not been paid, and the Executor of any person who may 
hereafter die a resident of this State, and whose estate is subject 
to the payment of a Federal Estate Tax, to file with the State Tax 
Commissioner of Alabama within thirty days a duplicate of all the 
returns which he is required to make to the Federal authorities for 
the purpose of having the estate taxes determined. 


When such duplicate return is filed with the State Tax Com- 
missioner, he shall compute the amount of tax that would be due 
upon said return as Federal Estate Taxes imposed under the Fed- 
eral Revenue Act of February 26, 1926, upon the property of said 
estate taxable in the State of Alabama, and assess against said 
estate as Estate Tax for the State of Alabama, the amount levied 
and found to be due under the provisions of this Act. 


Provided, That if after any duplicate returns, herein required, 
and the assessment of the State estate taxes upon basis of return 
made, the Federal authorities shall increase or decrease the amount 
of the Federal Estate tax, an amended return shall be filed with the 
State Tax Commissioner, showing all the changes made in the origi- 
nal return and the amount of increase or decrease in the Federal 
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Estate ‘T'ax, and Commissioner shall assess against said estate the 
additional amount found to be due hereunder. In the event of a 
decrease in the Federal Estate Tax the State shall refund to said 
estate its proportion of said decrease. 

Section 4. The tax imposed by this Act shall be due and pay- 
able on or before one year after the decedent’s death, and shall be 
paid by the personal representative to the State Tax Commissioner, 
provided, however, that where the State Tax Commissioner finds 
that the payment on the due date of any part of the amount due 
would impose undue hardship upon the estate, the Commissioner 
may extend the time for payment of all or any part, not to exceed 
five years from the original due date. In such case the amount or 
amounts in respect of which the extension is granted shall be paid 
on or before the dates thus fixed, unless further extended within 
said limitation as to time. 

If the time for payment is extended, there shall be collected in 
addition to the tax, interest thereon at the rate of eight percentum, 
(8%) per annum from the original due date of the tax to the date 
of payment. The State Tax Commissioner may, in his discretion, 
accept such security as he may approve, for the deferred payments, 
or may release any part or remainder of the estate from any claim 
or lien for the payment of the tax. 

Section 5. In the event that the Federal authorities shall, after 
the filing of the return with the State Tax Commissioner, increase 
or decrease the amount of the Federal Estate Taxes as a result of 
appeal or otherwise, an amended return shall be filed with the State 
Tax Commissioner showing all the changes made in the original 
return and the amount of final increase or decrease in the Federal 
Estate Tax. 

Ii the amended return shall show an increase in the amount 
of the Federal Estate Tax, the State Tax Commissioner shall assess 
against and there shall be payable in respect to said estate any defi- 
ciency in the tax theretofore paid or assessed. 

If the amended return shall show a decrease in the Federal 
Estate Taxes, the State Tax Commissioner, on receipt of appro- 
priate certificate of refund, abatement or recovery, shall forthwith 
certify the amount of such refund found to be due to such estate 
to the State Auditor, who, upon receipt of such certificate of re- 
fund due, shall issue his warrant from the amount shown in said 
certificate, payable to the person legally authorized to receipt for 
such refund, such payment to be made from the General State 
Funds. 

Section 6. The amount of the estate taxes imposed by this Act 
and any deficiency in respect thereof shall be assessed witiin three 
years after the return is filed and no proceeding in court or assess- 
ment for the collection of such taxes shall be begun after the ex- 
piration of three years after the return is filed. 
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Section 7, Relating to Non-Resident Decedents: (1) Except 
as herein otherwise provided, all of the provisions of this Act shall 
be applicable to so much of the estates of non-resident decedents 
as is subject to estate tax under the Act of Congress in effect at 
the time of the death of decedent as consists of real estate or tan- 
gible personal property located within this State, or other item of 
property or interest therein lawfully subject to the imposition of 
an estate tax by the State of Alabama. 

(2) In assessing the tax upon any real estate or tangible prop- 
erty located within this State, belonging to the estate of a non- 
resident decedent, which shall pass by will, or devise by the laws 
of intestacy, the State Tax Commission shall determine the tax 
due to be such proportion of the Federal Estate Tax as would be 
leviable upon an estate of similar taxable value, less that pro- 
portion of any exemption to which the estate is entitled, which the 
actual value of the real estate and tangible personal property lo- 
cated within this State belonging to the estate of the non-resident 
decedent bears to actual value of the gross estate of the non-resi- 
dent decedent wherever situate whether in this State or not. 

(3) No tangible personal property located within this State, 
belonging to the estate of a non-resident decedent and taxable under 
this Act, shall be transferred or delivered to any person except a 
legal representative of the estate of said deceased duly appointed 
whether in this State or in the State of the decedent’s domicile by 
a court having jurisdiction for the purpose. 

(4) Such property shall not be transferred or delivered to a 
foreign legal representative until the tax has been paid, except 
under such conditions and after giving such security as the State 
Tax Commissioner may agree upon. Any person or corporation 
which shall transfer or deliver or having control thereof shall per- 
mit the transfer or delivery of any such property to any person 
other than a resident legal representative before such tax has been 
paid shall be liable for the tax and additional penalty of not more 
than one thousand dollars in an action brought by the State Tax 
Commissioner for the use of the State. 

(5) Legal representatives shall be liable for such tax upon and 
to the extent of all such property which shall come into their hands 
as such, with interest as hereinafter provided. 

(6) Every person having in his possession or control any tan- 
gible personal property belonging to the estate of a non-resident 
and taxable under this Act, shall, unless the property is delivered 
to a resident legal representative within thirty days after the death 
of the owner, notify the State Tax Commissioner and prepare and 
transmit to him an itemized schedule of the property. If the tax 
is not paid or a resident legal representative appointed within one 
year after the owner’s death, the Circuit Court of the County of 
Montgomery in equity shall, upon petition of the State Tax Com- 
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mission, appoint a resident legal representative, or a special legal 
representative, as the circumstances of the case may require, to 
whom the property shail be transferred, whose duty it shall be to 
collect and pay the tax and to account for the balance of the prop- 
erty according to law under order of the court. 

(7) All taxes imposed by this Act in relation to estates of 
non-resident decedents shall be due and payable at the time of 
the death of the decedent, and if not paid within one year there- 
after, unless the time for payment shall be extended, interest at 
the rate of twelve per cent per annum shall be charged and col- 
lected from the expiration of one year after the death of the dece- 
dent and said taxes and interest shall be and remain a lien on the 
property transferred until the same are paid. 

(8) Real estate and tangible personal property within the 
jurisdiction of this State, except as otherwise provided, belonging 
to non-residents which shall pass by deed, grant, bargain, sale, or 
gift, made in contemplation of death, or made or intended to take 
effect in possession or enjoyment at or after the death of the 
grantor or donor, shall be subject to the same tax imposed upon 
transfers hereinbefore described by this Act. The taxes upon such 
transfer shall become due and payable at once upon the death of 
the grantor or donor, and if not paid within one year from the 
death of the grantor or donor, unless the time for payment shall be 
extended, shall be subject to interest as aforesaid after the expira- 
tion of said period, until paid. Said taxes and interest shall be a 
charge against the persons receiving such property and the prop- 
erty transferred shall be subject to a lien to secure its payment. 
All persons or corporations within the jurisdiction of the State in 
whose possession or control any such property so transferred or to 
be transferred remains at the time of the death of the grantor, or 
donor, shall be subject to all the duties, liabilities, and penalties, 
imposed herein upon persons having the possession or control of 
personal estate of such decedent. 

(9) A resident legal representative holding personal property 
of a deceased non-resident subject to said tax shall deduct the tax 
therefrom or collect it from the legal representative in the State 
of the decedent’s domicile, and shall not deliver such property to 
his or any other person until he has collected the tax and paid the 
same to the State Tax Commissioner. When the transfer of such 
personal property is subject to a tax under the provisions of this 
Act and the legal representative in the State of domicile neglects 
or refuses to pay the tax upon demand, or if for any reason the 
tax is not paid within one year after the decedent’s death, or within 
the time extended, the resident legal representative may, upon such 
notice as the Circuit Court of the County of Montgomery may di- 
rect, be authorized to sell such property, or, if the same can be 
divided, such portion thereof as may be necessary, and shall de- 
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duct the tax from the proceeds of such sale and shall account for 
the balance, if any, in lieu of the property. When a conveyance 
made by non-resident decedent in his lifetime is subject to said 
tax, the resident legal representative shall collect the taxes due 
on account of such conveyance and may be authorized to sell any 
property subject to the lien of such tax, as in other cases. 

(10) The State Tax Commissioner shall determine the amount 
of all taxes due and payable under the provisions of this Act in 
relation to non-resident decedents and shall certify the amount due 
and payable to the resident legal representative, if any, otherwise, 
to the person or persons by whom the tax is payable. 

(11) The State Tax Commissioner, whenever he has knowl- 
edge or reasons to believe that any person, firm or corporation 
has in his, its, or their possession or control any tangible personal 
property belonging to the estate of a deceased non-resident upon 
or in respect to which the tax has not been paid and a schedule 
of which has not been furnished, as herein provided, or that any 
such person, firm or corporation has received a transfer or delivery 
of such property or made such a transfer or delivery (except to 
a resident legal representative) upon which or in respect to which 
the tax has not been paid, as herein provided, or that such person, 
firm or corporation has knowledge of a transfer or delivery of any 
such personal property, of such non-resident decedent in his life- 
time, by deed, grant, bargain, sale or gift, made in contemplation 
of death, or made or intended to take effect in possession or enjoy- 
ment at or after the death of the grantor or donor, or has posses- 
sion or control of property so. transferred, may require such person 
or any member of such firm or any officer of such corporation to 
appear at the office of the State Tax Commission at Montgomery, 
at such time as the State Tax Commissioner may designate, and 
then and there to produce for the use of the department all books 
or papers which may be in the possession or control of such person, 
firm or corporation relating to such property or transfer or delivery 
and to furnish such other information relating to the same as he 
may be able and the department may require. Whenever the 
State Tax Commissioner shall require the attendance of any person, 
as herein provided, he shall issue a notice stating the time and 
place when such attendance is required, and shall transmit the 
same by registered mail, or cause a copy of the same to be given 
in hand, to such a person at least fourteen days before the date 
when such person is required to appear. If any person receiving 
such notice shall neglect or fail to attend or to give attendance so 
long as may be necessary, for the purpose for which the notice was 
issued, or refuses to furnish such books or papers or give such in- 
formation, or if a corporation or firm whose officer or member is 
thus summoned refuses to permit him to produce such books, or 
papers, as are called for and are within the control of the corpora- 
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tion, or firm, such person, firm, or corporation shall be liable to a 
penalty of twenty-five dollars for each offense, which may be re- 
covered by the State Tax Commission for the use of the State. 
Any person attending in response to summons as herein provided 
shall thereafter be entitled to the same travel and witness fees-as 
are allowed to witnesses summoned to testify on behalf of the 
State in other cases. The State Tax Commission may commence 
an action for the recovery of any taxes assessable hereunder at 
any time after the expiration of one year from the death of the 
decedent. 

(12) The tax imposed under this Act in respect of personal 
property (except tangible personal property having an actual situs 
in this State), shall not be payable (a) if the transferror at the 
time of his death was a resident of a state or territory of the 
United States, or the District of Columbia, which at the time of 
his death did not impose a death tax of any character in respect 
of property of residents of the State of Alabama (except tangible 
personal property having an actual situs in such state, territory or 
district), or (b) if the laws of the state, territory or district of the 
residence of the transferror at the time of his death contained a 
reciprocal exemption provision under which non-residents were 
exempted from said death taxes of every character in respect of 
personal property (except tangible personal property having an 
actual situs therein), and providing that the state, territory or dis- 
trict of the residence of such non-resident decedent allowed a simi- 
lar exemption to the residents of the state, territory or district of 
residence of such decedent. 

Section 8. The amount of the estate taxes imposed by this 
Act and any deficiency in respect thereof shall be assessed within 
three days after the return is filed and no proceedings in court or 
assessment for the collection of such taxes shall be begun after 
the expiration of three years after the return is filed. 

Section 9. Upon the failure to make and file with the State 
Tax Commissioner of Alabama the reports herein required of the 
legal representative of any estate against which a tax is required 
herein to be paid to the State of Alabama within twelve months 
from the qualification of the legal representative, such estates may 
be appraised and assessed for the estate taxes herein levied by the 
State Tax Commissioner, and/or his authorized representative or 
agent who shall have full power and authority to require the pro- 
duction of all evidence that will enable him or his agents to deter- 
mine the value of all property of any such estate subject to be 
taxed under this Act. 

Section 10. The tax imposed on the estates under the provi- 
sions of this Act, after tentative notice and opportunity to protest, 
if return has been made as contemplated hereby, shall have full 
force and effect of a judgment on which execution may be issued 
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by the State Tax Commissioner, and if a legal representative of any 
estate taxable under this Act fails to pay the amount assessed 
against such estate within six months after notice from the proper 
authorities as to the amount to be paid, or twelve months after the 
death of the decedent, whichever is later, provided that no exten- 
sion be granted in respect to the whole or any part of the tax, 
the State Tax Commissioner is hereby authorized and it shall 
be his duty to issue execution directed to the sheriff of any county 
in the State of Alabama in which any of the property of the estate 
is located, for the amount of such tax against said estate which 
execution shall be enforced by levy and sale and the amount due 
shall bear interest at the rate of 1% per month until paid. 

Section 11. Any and all expenses incurred by the State Tax 
Commission in the administration of this Act shall be paid out of 
the money collected under the provisions herein. All moneys col- 
lected hereunder by the State Tax Commission, shall be, without 
delay, covered into the State Treasury and a receipt taken therefor, 
to the credit of the General Fund of the State. 

Section 12. Liens: The State of Alabama shall have a lien for 
all taxes and interest thereon which are or may become due here- 
under on all property which a decedent dies seized or possessed of 
subject to taxes from this Act, in whatever form of investment it 
may happen to be, and all property acquired in substitution there- 
for. 

Section 13. The tax hereby levied, being based and conditioned 
upon the levy of a similar tax by the United States, in the event 
that, after due return made the final assessment of the tax or final 
agreement as to the value of the estate for the purposes of such 
Federal tax shall not have been arrived at when payment would 
otherwise become due or delinquent hereunder, then and in such 
event the time for payment of the tax due hereunder shall, on 
showing being made to the State Tax Commissioner, be extended 
until final agreement, determination or assessment of the tax or 
value of the estate for the determination of the tax shall have been 
made for purpose of such Federal tax, Provided, that the State 
Tax Commissioner may demand and require the payment of such 
amount of the tax as he may determine will not be in excess of 
the total tax that will be due the State of Alabama under this Act, 
as shown by the tax return made, when the final determination of 
the amount of the assessment of the tax shall have been made for 
Federal tax purposes. 

Section 14. Where appropriate returns are made and informa- 
tion supplied by the legal representative of any estate subject to 
the tax imposed hereby, the State Tax Commissioner shall make 
final assessment of the tax due in time to enable such legal repre- 
sentative to make payment of the same and receive credit upon the 
Federal tax. No interest or penalty shall accrue for any period 
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prior to such final assessment. The State Tax Commissioner may 
adopt the valuation arrived at by the Federal authorities, as the 
base for the tax hereunder. 

Section 15. In the event that the estate of any decedent tax- 
able hereunder shall include property situated outside of the State, 
the proportion of the Federal estate tax leviable hereunder against 
or in respect of the property of the estate subject to the tax imposed 
hereby shall be that proportion which the property of the estate 
within or subject to the tax jurisdiction bears to the gross value 
of the estate of the decedent not so subject to taxation, provided 
that where the reciprocal clause set up in Section 7 hereof applies, 
the full proportion of the Federal tax shall be assessed hereunder 
against such estate in the case of the estate of residents and no tax 
shall be leviable hereunder against the estate of non-resident de- 
cedents. 

Section 16. The Probate Judge of every county of the State, 
shall report to the State Tax Commission on forms provided for 
the purpose, every qualification as executor upon the estate of a 
decedent in such court. Such report shall be filed with the Com- 
mission not less than once every month and shall contain the name 
of the decedent, the date of his death and the name and address 
of the executor. Such report shall also contain the name of all 
decedents whose wills are probated in the court, upon which no 
qualification is had, the names and addresses of the beneficiaries 
under such wills and the value of the property passing under such 
wills. 

Section 17. The administration of this Act is vested in and 
shall be exercised by the State Tax Commissioner, who shall pre- 
scribe the forms and reasonable rules of procedure in conformity 
with this Act for making of returns and for ascertainment, assess- 
ment and collection of the taxes imposed hereunder. 

Section 18. Be it further enacted, that if any clause, sentence, 
paragraph, or part of this Act shall for any reason be adjudged by 
any court of competent jurisdiction to be invalid, such judgment 
shall not affect, impair, or invalidate the remainder of this Act, 
but shall be confined in its operation to the clauses, sentence, para- 
graph, or part thereof directly involved in the controversy in which 
such judgment shall have been rendered.

justices of the peace, and in lieu of all other Inferior or Municipal Courts 
having civil jurisdiction heretofore created in said territory in lieu of 
justices of the peace; to define the jurisdiction and powers of said court, 
the judge, clerks and all officers thereof; to define the jurisdiction there- 
of, provide a place of holding said court, terms and salary of said judge 
and officers of said court, the manner of their appointment and election, 
and the payment of their salaries; to abolish all courts in lieu of which 
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the court hereby provided for is established and to provide for the trans- 
fer of causes pending therein to the court hereby established; to fix the 
effective date of this Act and to declare its effect; and to repeal all laws in 
conflict herewith. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby established an Inferior Court in Precincts 9, 
10, 21, 34, 37, 42 and 46, in Jefferson County, Alabama, and in all other pre- 
cincts lying within, or partly within, the City of Birmingham, Alabama, except 
Precincts 29, 45 and 52, which shall be known and designated as the Inferior 
Court of Birmingham, Alabama, and which shall be in lieu of all justices of 
the peace within said precincts and notaries public ex-officio justices of the 
peace within said precincts, and all inferior courts heretofore created in lieu 
of justices of the peace and notaries public ex-officio justices of the peace, 
which said court shall have all the powers and jurisdiction now conferred, 
or that may hereafter be conferred by law in civil matters upon justices of 
the peace, and said court and judge thereof shall have and exercise all the 
powers and authority, and shall perform in said precincts all the duties now 
prescribed by law, or that may hereafter be prescribed by law for justices of 
the peace. 


Section 2. There shall be a judge of said court who shall be learned in 
the law and a resident citizen and qualified voter of the territory embraced 
within the jurisdiction of said court. He shall originally be appointed by the 
judges of the courts of record of Jefferson County, Alabama, said appoint- 
ment to be made by a majority in number of said judges of said courts of 
record attending the meeting hereinafter provided for. For the purpose of 
making such appointment the Judge of the Probate Court of Jefferson County, 
Alabama, or in his absence or disability the presiding judge of said courts of 
record shall immediately after this Act shall become a law, call a meeting of 
all of said judges at a place to be designated by him, giving at least one day’s 
notice of the time and place of said meeting, at which said meeting the judge 
calling said meeting shall preside and shall designate some clerk of one of 
the said courts of record of Jefferson County, Alabama, as secretary of said 
meeting, and the person receiving the vote of the majority of judges attending 
said meeting shall be declared elected and the judge presiding shall certify 
the same in writing and the same shall be recorded in the office of the Judge 
of Probate of Jefferson County, Alabama. A majority of the judges of the 
courts of record of said county shall constitute a quorum for the purpose of 
holding said election. The judge so elected shall serve until January 1, 1935, 
At the general election in 1934 and at such elections each four years thereafter 
his successors shall be elected by a vote of the qualified electors of the pre- 
cincts over which said court has jurisdiction, and such successors shall serve a 
term of four years beginning on the first day of January after each such elec- 
tion and until the successor is elected and qualified. Any vacancy in the 
office of judge of said court shall be filled by appointment to serve the un- 
expired term by the judges of the courts of record of Jefferson County, Ala- 
bama, as herein above provided. Before entering upon the duties of his office 
each judge shall take the oath prescribed by the constitution. The compensa- 
tion of said judge shall be the sum of $4,000.00 per annum and payable in 
equal monthly installments out of the general fund of the County. The said 
judge shall be subject to impeachment for the same causes and in the same 
manner as now provided by law for the impeachment of other inferior court 
judges. 

Section 3. There shall be a clerk of said court who shall be elected by 
the County Commission or like governing body of Jefferson County, Alabama, 
who shall serve at the will of said County Commission or other like govern- 
ing body. The compensation of said clerk shall be fixed by the County Com- 
mission or like governing body and shall not exceed the sum of $1800.00 per 
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annum, which compensation shall be payable out of the general fund of Jef- 
ferson County, Alabama, and in equal monthly installments. 

The clerk of said court may appoint with the approval of the County 
Commission or like governing body of said County such number of assistant 
clerks as the County Commission or like governing body shall from time to 
time deem necessary for the purpose, whose compensation shall be fixed by 
the said County Commission or like governing body and shall not exceed the 
sum of $1500.00 per annum in the case of each of such assistant clerks. Said 
salaries shall be payable out of the general fund of Jefferson County, Alabama, 
in equal monthly installments. Said assistant clerks shall serve at the pleas- 
ure of the clerk of said court. The number of and the salaries to be paid to 
such assistant clerks shall be fixed from time to time by the County Commis- 
sion or like governing body of Jefferson County, Alabama. 

Section 4. That the clerk of such court shall issue all processes out of 
said court, approve all bonds and keep a docket of said Court; and he shall 
certify all-appeals and certioraris and generally do and perform all clerical 
duties proper and necessary for the conduct of said court. The fees and costs 
that are now allowed by law to Justices of the Peace in Jefferson County or 
which may hereafter be allowed by law to Justices of the Peace in said 
County shall be taxed and collected as provided by law in such cases and shall 
be by the Clerk of the Court paid into the County Treasury. 

Section 5. That constables of Precincts 9, 10, 21, 34, 37, 42, 46 and 54 of 
Jefferson County and the sheriff of Jefferson County shall be officers of said 
court and shall execute all processes from said court and make return thereof 
and shall receive the same compensation as is now provided by law for con- 
stables in like cases which fee shall be paid to said constable and sheriff, and 
each constable shali have the right to demand any process issuing out of said 
court to be served in the precinct for which he was elected provided that noth- 
ing in this Act shall prevent the said court from appointing and authorizing 
a special officer to act in case of emergency. ‘The sheriff shall remit all fees 
received by him under the provision of this Act into the county treasury. 

Section 6. The Judge of said Court may punish for contempt for causes 
where the law authorizes the Circuit Court to punish for contempt by a fine 
not exceeding $50.00 and by imprisonment not exceeding five days. 

Section 7. Each calendar month shall constitute a term of said Court, 
provided, however, that after five days from the rendition of a judgment in 
any cause said judgment shall be beyond the jurisdiction and out of the power 
of the Court as if the term of said Court ended on the fifth day after the rendi- 
tion of said judgment. 

Séction 8. The Court shall be open for business and the trial of cases at 
all times except Sundays. 

Section 9. In all proceedings in said Court the rules of law and pro- 
cedure shall in so far as applicable and not in conflict with other provisions 
of this Act be the same as those in Justices of the Peace Courts of Jefferson 
County, Alabama. 

Section 10. The flaw relating to appeal and certiorari of causes from 
courts of Justice of the Peace shall apply to appeal and certiorari of causes 
from this Court. 

Section 11. This Court shall have exclusive jurisdiction of all civil cases 
where the amount involved does not exceed $100.00 except in cases of libel, 
slander, assault and battery and ejectment, when the defendant or defendants 
reside in Precincts 9, 10, 21, 34, 37, 42, or 46 or other precincts lying within 
or partly within the City of Birmingham except Precincts 45, 52 and 29. 

Section 12. This court shall be a court of record and the owner of any 

_ judgment or decree for fifty dollars, or over, rendered by this court, may file 
the same in the office of the Judge of Probate under the same procedure and 
in the same manner as is now provided or which may hereafter be provided 
for filing judgments of courts of record, which judgments, when so filed and 
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registered, shall be a lien upon all the property of the defendant when reg- 
istered, which is subject to levy and sale under execution; and such lien shall 
continue for six years from the date of the judgment, and the registration of - 
the judgment or decree shail be notice to all persons of the existence of a lien. 


Section 13. This Court shall have the power to set aside, vacate or 
modify its judgments in civil cases upon motion made within five days after 
the rendition of same, which said motion must be promptly determined; and 
this court may open for business and render default or other judgments at 
any time after nine o’clock of each day, and all processes of the court where 
no time is otherwise fixed shall be returnable at nine A. M. of the return day. 


Section 14. The County Commission of Jefferson County, Alabama, at 
the expense of Jefferson County, shall provide suitable court rooms to hold 
said courts and shall also provide all: necessary dockets, books and other sup- 
plies for the use of said court, and shall provide for the payments of rent for 
court rooms, in case court rooms are rented, and for any other incidental 
expenses. : 


Section 15. The summons must be issued by the clerk of the court, and 
accompanied by the complaint of the plaintiff, or the cause of action endorsed 
on the summons setting forth the cause of action. The summons must be 
executed by the constable, special constable, sheriff or other officer by leaving 
a copy of the summons and complaint, or summons with the cause of action 
endorsed thereon, with the defendant, which fact he must return with the 
process. 


Section 16. And it shall be the duty of the clerk of said court to issue 
an execution on all judgments rendered in said court, after five days from 
the entry thereof, and place the same in the hands of a constable or sheriff 
of said county who shail return such execution within thirty days thereafter, 
said return to show that he has collected said judgment, and has paid the _ 
same or the amount collected or is unable to find property of the person 
against whom said process issued, out of which said execution can be satis- 
fied in whole or in part. 


Section 17. That if it shall appear to the auditor that in any cases in 
said court, where an execution has been returned unsatisfied, as to costs of 
said cause, and in the opinion of the auditor said costs can be collected by 
an alias: execution, the auditor may direct the clerk to issue such alias execu- 
tion, and may direct the constable or sheriff as to what property can be levied 
upon to satisfy said judgment. 


Section 18. That all laws affecting or regulating the practice or proce- 
dure of courts of justices of the peace shall be applicable to this court in the 
trial of its civil causes. 


Section 19. That all the duties of the bailiff of said court shall be per- 
formed by the clerk of said court or one of his assistants. 


Section 20. The judge of said court shall hold court once each week in 
Precinct 42. 


Section 21. All inferior or municipal courts heretofore created by law 
for the exercise in said precincts of civil jurisdiction are hereby abolished, 
provided that such abolition shall be effective only when the judge of the 
court hereby. created has been elected and qualifies but in no event later than 
30 days from the date this Act becomes a law. All causes pending in any 
court abolished by this Act on the effective date hereof, together with all 
documents, papers, files and judgments of said abolished courts, shall be trans- 
ferred to the court hereby created, and thereafter this court shall have the 
same power and control thereover as if they had been originally commenced, 
rendered or filed therein. :

Notice is hereby given that a bill in substance as follows will be intro- 
duced in the Legislature of Alabama at its Special Session which convened in 
Montgomery on the 16th day of August, 1932, and application made for its 
passage: 

A bill to be entitled 


AN ACT 


To establish a Jury Board in Jefferson County, Alabama, to fix the member- 
ship of said Board, to prescribe the qualifications and terms of office and 
provide for the appointment of the members thereof; to fix their com- 
pensation and to define their duties; to provide for the appointment, 
duties and compensation of the clerks of said Board, for the qualifications 
of jurors, for the preparation of jury rolls and the filling and refilling of 
jury, boxes; to provide for the method of serving notice upon jurors re- 
quiring their attendance for jury service and to provide for the payment 
of the necessary expenses of such Board. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. That a Jury Board be and the same is hereby established in 

Jefferson County. 
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Section 2. That such Jury Board shall be composed of three members 
who shall be qualified electors of Jefferson County and shall be men reputed 
for their fairness, impartiality, integrity and good judgment. Members of the 
Board shail not during the term for which they are appointed and during 
their tenure in said office hold any other office by appointment or election or 
perform any other public duty under the state, county or municipal govern- 
ment, which carries with it any compensation whatsoever. 

Section 3. That upon the passage of this act and its approval by the 
Governor, the present members of the Jury Board of Jefferson County, 
namely, John Angwin, John H. Frye and James J. Smith, shall be and are 
hereby appointed members of the Jury Board provided herein, whose terms of 
office shall be as follows and until their successors are appointed and quali- 
fied: John Angwin shall hold office until the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January, 1933; John H. Frye shall hold office until the same day 
in 1934, and James J. Smith shall hold office until the same day in 1935, 
Upon the expiration of each of these terms the Governor shall appoint suc- 
cessors who shall hold office for three years from the expiration of the term 
of office of their respective predecessors. 

Section 4. The members of the Jury Board shall elect one of their num- 
ber President of the Board. Any two members of the Board shall be a 
quorum for the transaction of business. Every member of the Board before 
entering upon the discharge of his duties must take the oath of office pre- 
scribed by Section 279 of the Constitution and must be commissioned by the 
Governor. 

Section 5. Each member of the Jury Board shall be paid the sum of 
fifty ($50.00) dollars per month, to be paid monthly out of the County 
Treasury. 

Section 6. In the event that two of the Jury Board are absent from the 
State, sick, or for any reason cannot discharge the duties imposed upon them 
by this article, then the other member of the Board shall notify any judge of 
a court of record residing in the County to appear and take the place of the 
absent members and in such case one judge and one member shall constitute 
a quorum. If no such judge is present or able to serve, the other member 
must immediately notify the Governor, who shall appoint competent persons 
to act as members of the Board until the regular members are present and 
able to discharge their duties. 

Section 7. Should any member of ihe Board become disqualified under 
the provisions of this Act, the fact of such disqualification and the ground or 
reason therefor shall be certified to the Governor by the presiding judge of 
the Circuit Court of the county, and when so certified his office shall become 
vacant and the Governor shall appoint his successor to fill out the unexpired 
term. In case of any vacancy from any other cause in the office of a member 
of the Board, the Governor shall appoint a member to fill such vacancy who 
shall hold office for the unexpired term. 


Section 8. The Jury Board may employ such clerical or other assistants 
and incur such other expense as may be needful and necessary for the proper 
discharge of the duties of their office, the expense of which shall be a proper 
charge against the County Treasury. The County Commission or other like 
governing body of the County shall fix the number and compensation of the 
clerks employed in the office of the Jury Board and such clerks shall be ap- 
pointed by the Jury Board and must give such time to the performance of 
such duties as may be required by the Jury Board. The Jury Board may, at 
any time, discharge any clerk employed by it and employ another under the 
provisions hereof. 

Section 9. Every clerk of the Jury Board before entering upon the dis- 
charge of his duties under this Act, must take and subscribe the oath of 
office prescribed by Section 279 of the Constitution and file the same for rec- 
ord in the Probate Office of the County. 
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Section 10. Any member of the Jury Board or clerk thereof who wil- 
fully neglects to perform any duty imposed upon him by this Act, or any 
person who, being duly summoned to attend before the Jury Board, wilfully 
fails to do so, or attending, refuses to testify, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor. ~ 
Section 11. The Clerk of the Jury Board shall, under the direction of 
the Jury Board, obtain the name of every male citizen of the County, over 
twenty-one and under sixty-five years of age, and his occupation, place of 
residence and place of business, and shall perform all such other duties re- 
quired of him by law under the direction of the Jury Board. 

Section 12. Unless sooner required under the provisions of this act, the 
Jury Board shall meet in the County Court House, in Birmingham, on the 
last Tuesday in August, 1933, and on said day each two years thereafter, make 
in a well-bound book a roll containing the name of every male citizen living 
in the County who possesses the qualifications herein prescribed and who is 
not exempted by law from serving on juries. The roll shall be arranged 
alphabetically and by precincts in their numerical order and the Jury Board 
shall cause to be written on the roll opposite every name placed thereon the 
occupation, residence and place of business of every person selected, and if 
the residence has a street number, it must be given. Upon the completion 
‘of the roll the Jury Board shall cause to be prepared plain white cards, all of 
the’ same size and texture, and shall have written or printed on the cards the 
name, occupation, place of residence and place of business of the person whose 
name has been placed on the jury roll; writing or printing but one person’s 
name, occupation, place of residence and of business on one card. These 
cards shall be placed in a substantial metal box provided with a lock and two 
keys, which box shall be kept in a safe or vault in the office of the Probate 
Judge, and if there be none in that office, the Jury Board shall deposit it in 
any safe or vault in the Court House to be designated on the minutes of the 
Board, and one of said keys thereof shall be kept by the President of the 
Jury Board. The other of said keys shall be kept by the Presiding Judge of 
the Circuit Court for the sole use of the judges of the courts of said County 
needing jurors. The jury roll shall be kept securely and for the use of the 
Jury Board exclusively. It shall not be inspected by any one except the 
members of the Board or by the Clerk of the Board upon the authority of 
the Board, unless under an order of a judge of the Circuit Court or other 
court of record having jurisdiction. 


Section 13. Unless sooner required under the provisions of this Act, the 
jury box now in use in the County shall continue to be used until the last 
Tuesday in August, 1933, at which time and on the same day each two years 
thereafter the Jury Board shall proceed to refill the box in the manner pre- 
scribed in this Act. 


Section 14. The Jury Board shall place on the jury roll and in the jury 
box the names of all male citizens of the County who are generally reputed 
to be honest and intelligent men and are esteemed in the community for their 
integrity, good character and sound judgment; but no person must be selected 
who is under twenty-one or over sixty-five years of age or who is an habitual 
drunkard, or who, being afflicted with a permanent disease or physical weak- 
ness, is unfit to discharge the duties of a juror; or cannot read English or 
who has ever been convicted of any offense involving moral turpitude. If a 
person cannot read English, and has all the other qualifications prescribed 
herein and is a freeholder or householder, his name may be placed on the 
jury roll and in the jury box. 

Section 15. The Jury Board is charged with the duty of-~seeing that the 
name of every person possessing the qualifications prescribed by this Act to 
serve as a juror and not exempted by law from jury duty, is placed on the 
jury roll and in the jury box, and they may summon and cause to attend 
before them any person residing within the County and examine him on oath 
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touching the name, residence, occupation and qualification of any person re- 
siding in the County, and they may require the production of any books, pa- 
pers or documents and generally to do and perform whatever acts necessary 
to establish to their satisfaction that the jury roll conforms to all legal re- 
quirements. The Jury Board must not allow initials only to be used for a 
juror’s name, but one full Christian name, or given name, shall in every case 
be used and in case there are two or more persons of the same or similar 
name, the name by which he is commonly distinguished from the other per- 
sons of the same or similar name shall also be entered as well as his true 
name. The Jury Board shall require the clerk of the Board to scan the reg- 
istration lists and lists returned to the tax assessor, any city directory, tele- 
phone directories, and any and every other sources of information from which 
he may obtain information, and to visit every precinct at least once a year to 
enable the Jury Board to properly perform the duties required of it by this 
Act. 

Section 16. The Jury Board shall have performed the duties required of 
it by law when they have prepared a jury roll and filled a jury box otherwise 
in compliance with the law, consisting of the names of qualified jurors in 
number equal to at least six per cent of the population of said County in 
accordance with the latest Federal Census, and having prepared said roll and 
filled such box with said numbers of jurors, said Jury Board shall not be 
deemed or held to be guilty of wilful neglect of duty nor be guilty of a this- 
demeanor. 

Section 17. Whenever the names in the jury box are exhausted or so 
far depleted that they will probably be exhausted at the next drawing of 
jurors, the Jury Board must proceed to make and certify a new roll and de- 
posit the names in the box in all respects as provided in this Act, and for 
this purpose, the Jury Board must meet whenever it is necessary and refill 
the jury box. : : 

Section 18. Whenever it shall appear to the Presiding Judge of the Cir- 
cuit Court or court of like jurisdiction that the jury box is so nearly exhausted 
as to require refilling, he shall notify the President of the Jury Board, where- 
upon the Jury Board shall proceed to refill the box as herein provided. 

Section 19. For any court requiring grand and petit juries, or petit juries, 
and now or hereafter established for and held in a territorial subdivision of 
the County the Jury Board shall make and keep a separate roll and make and 
refill a separate box for that court and territorial subdivision as provided by 
this Act, on which roll and in which box only the names of jurors residing in 
that territory shall be placed, which box shall be kept by the clerk of said 
court and the key thereof by the judge of said court, and all jurors for that 
court shall be drawn by the judge of said court as provided in this Act from 
the separate jury box provided under this section, and shall be summoned as 
provided in this Act for summoning jurors otherwise drawn. The names of 
jurors whose names are required to be placed on the roll and in the box in 
this section provided for, shall not be placed on any other roll nor in any other 
box nor shall any such person be authorized or required to serve as a juror in 
any court outside of said territorial subdivision. If there is more than one 
court requiring grand and petit juries, or petit juries, established for and held 
in such territorial subdivision of the County, all of such courts shall procure 
their juries from the box in this section provided for, and this section is in- 
tended to apply to any division of a court that is held in such territorial sub- 
divisions, including the Probate Court. The preparation of a separate jury roll 
and the filling and refilling of a separate jury box as provided in this section 
shall be governed in all respects, in so far as applicable by the same rules 
and regulations as are prescribed in this act for the jury roll and the jury 
box used outside of such territorial subdivision of the County. In ascertain- 
ing the number of qualified jurors equal to six per cent of the population of 
such territorial subdivision, the Jury Board may consider the latest public 
school census of such subdivision and any other authentic data on the subject. 
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Section 20. That all notices of the requirement of the attendance for 
jury service shall be served by registered mail and it shall be the duty of the 
sheriff of Jefferson County to enclose the summons in an envelope addressed 
to the person to be served and place all necessary postage thereon and de- 
mand a return receipt. That when a return receipt signed by the addressee 
is returned to the sheriff by the Post Office Department of the United States, 
the sheriff shall thereupon mark the process executed and it shall be consid- 
ered for all purposes as sufficient personal and legal service. In the event 
said jury summons so mailed should be returned to the sheriff by the Post 
Office Department of the United States without delivery to the addressee, 
then the sheriff shall immediately make every effort to personally serve said 
summons. This section, however, shall not apply to jury summons returnable 
‘before the court instanter, but such summonses shall be personally served by 
the sheriff or his deputy. 

Section 21. The County Commission or other like governing body of the 
County shall, upon the request of the President of the Board, purchase the 
necessary books in which to keep the jury rolls and the record of the proceed- 
ings, and the necessary cards, stationery and things of all kinds required by 
the Board and shall draw its warrant on the County Treasury for the payment 
of the same. 

Section 22. The clerks of the several courts in which juries are empan- 
eled shall, from time to time as the juries are empaneled, certify to the Jury 
Board the names of all persons so empaneled, and the clerk of the Board, 
under the direction of the Board, shall note opposite the names of such per- 
sons on the jury roll the date on which and the court in which they were 
empaneled. 

Section 23. The clerks of the several courts shall also certify to the 
Jury Board the names of all persons who have been found by the court to 
be disqualified or exempt, which fact shall be noted opposite their respective 
names on the jury roll. 

Section 24. Any authority, right, power and duty heretofore imposed 
by law on the Jury Board of the County or the clerk thereof, and which is 
not by this Act specificially repealed, shall hereafter be exercised, or per- 
formed by the Jury Board or the clerk thereof, respectively. 

Section 25. That all laws, general or local, in conflict with ony of the 
provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed, it being the intent 
of the Legislature that the subjects covered by this Act be the exclusive law 
on such subjects in Jefferson County.

AN ACT 


To further define, prescribe and limit the powers and duties of the County 
Commission or other governing body of Jefferson County, Alabama, by 
whatsoever name said governing body may now or hereafter be called. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The words “County Commission” or “Commission,” wherever 
used in this Act, shall be held to mean and include thé County Commission or 
Board of Revenue or other governing body of Jefferson County heretofore or 
hereafter created and by whatever name said governing body may now or 
hereafter be called. 

Section 2, The County Commission of Jefferson County shall have power 
and authority from time to time, and as often as it may be deemed by it to 
be necessary or advisable, to fix, alter and change the number of employees, 
including clerks, deputies, wardens, assistants, agents and all other employees 
by whatsoever name called, in each and every court in said county and each 
and every department of the county government and each and every office in 
said county where said employees are paid out of the county treasury and 
where the number of employees is not fixed or prescribed by this act or by 
law enacted subsequent to August 1, 1932, subject to the conditions and limi- 
tations hereinafter set out; and subject to the limitations and provisions here- 
inafter set out to fix, alter and change from time to time the compensation of 
each and every such employee, provided, however, that where the maximum 
compensation is fixed by this act, or by law enacted subsequent to August 1, 
1932, for the clerks, deputies, baliffs, wardens, assistants or other employees 
in any court or office in said county or in any department of the county gov-

That the County Commission shall not fix a salary or com- 
pensation in excess of two thousand seven hundred ($2,700.00) dollars per 
annum for any court reporter paid out of the county treasury and regularly 
employed in the Criminal Divisions of the Circuit Court of the Tenth Judicial 
Circuit of Alabama. 

Section 13. That whenever professional or expert services are required 
for any extraordinary or unusual legitimate county business the County Com- 
mission may contract for said services and may fix the compensation therefor.

The County Commission of Jefferson County may from tim, 
to time determine the necessity for a solicitor for said Court and may in iti 
discretion from time to time provide a solicitor for said Court, who shall hola 
office at the pleasure of said County Commission. 

Section 5. The County Commission of Jefferson County shall have the 
right at any time to fix the compensation to be paid to the clerk, solicitor, 
probation officers and other assistants employed in said Court, provided that 
the maximum salary payable to said solicitor shall not exceed the sum of three 
thousand dollars ($3,000.00) per annum, and the maximum salary payable to 
any clerk, probation officer or other assistant in said Court shall not exceed 
the sum of twenty-four hundred dollars ($2400.00) per annum. All of said 


salaries shall be payable in equal monthly installments out of the funds of the

RESOLUTIONS.

By Mr. Swift: 

H. R. 95. Whereas, the Governor of Alabama in the campaign 
of 1930 dedicated himself, without reservation, to a programme of 
economy and retrenchment, captured the imagination of the peo- 
ple of the State, and received from their hands his nomination and 
election by declaring in express and emphatic terms his opposition 
to further taxation. 

He gave voice to the sentiments of the people when he de- 
clared: ‘“T'axation has reached its limit. It must not be increased.” 
These statements were taken by the people at their face value. 

His declarations on the subject of economy and retrenchment 
were, if possible, more definite and emphatic. 

To the amazement and confusion of his friends and supporters, 
the Governor, has advocated a series of bills imposing various, 
onerous and harassing taxes. Yet, the economy and retrenchment 
part of his platform has been neglected, and no coordinated and 
comprehensive programme aimed at solving the State’s financial 
difficulties without additional tax burden has been recommended 
or suggested by him to the Legislature. 

On the first day of the regular session of 1931, the House, in 
democratic caucus assembled, by resolution, pledged itself to car- 
ry out the campaign pledges of the Governor elect, therefore, 

Be it resolved by the House of Representatives: 

(1) ‘That the House reaffirm its support of the declarations 
of its Democratic caucus and the Governor’s preelection plat- 
form. 

(2) That the House give its immediate attention to the adop- 
tion of an appropriation bill, to the consolidation of such depart- 
ments of government as can be consolidated, to the abolishment 
of such unnecessary offices as can in the wisdom of the House be 
abolished, to balance the budget in the interest of economy and 
efficient administration of the State’s affairs and to bring the 
State’s outlay within its present income if possible. 
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(3) That all measures now before the House looking towards 
any kind of economy shall be given right of way and preference 
and shall be made special, paramount and continuing orders of bus- 
iness until they are disposed of and before any other measures are 
considered by the House. 

Mr. Swift moved that the rules be suspended and the resolution 
be put on immediate passage. Mr. Goode moved to indefinitely 
postpone the motion to suspend the rules. The motion to indefi- 
nitely postpone prevailed.

accident; to provide for and regulate insurance policies, indemnity 
bonds and deposits of cash or collateral as proof of ability to re- 
spond in damages as aforesaid; to provide for the enforcement of 
this Act and fix penalties for the violation thereof; to require the 
several courts of this State to furnish certified copies or transcript 
of the conviction of all persons convicted for the violation of any 
of the provisions of this Act; to provide for and authorize the 
Commissioner to make rules and regulations necessary for the ad- 
ministration of this Act.

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Mr. Tidwell, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, 
reported that said Committee, in session, had acted on the following 
bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report 
with amendment: 


H. 466. (with amendment): To amend Section 8603 at pages 
175 and 176 of Volume 4 of the Civil Code of Alabama of 1923.

held in this State; anything to the contrary in the Constitution, 
or any amendment thereto or thereof, notwithstanding.” 

Section 2: That notice of the election hereby ordered, with 
the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by a proclamation 
of the Governor, which shall be published in a newspaper once a 
week in each County in the State for at least eight (8) successive 
weeks next preceding the date hereby appointed for such elec- 
tion. 

Section 8: That at the next general election after the expiration 
of three (3) months after the final adjournment of the present 
session of the Legislature, at which this amendment is proposed, 
an election shall be held for the vote of the qualified electors of 
the State of Alabama upon the proposed amendment. Upon the 
ballots used at such election shall be printed the following, namely: 

“Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Alabama: 

“From and alter the adoption of this amendment, any person 
who is, or who may hereafter become disqualified to vote at any 
election or primary election, party convention, mass meeting or 
other method of party action of any political party or faction in 
this State, because of such person’s failure to pay the annual poll 
tax provided in the Constitution for more than three consecutive 
years, may remove such disqualification by payment of each year’s 
poll tax for three consecutive years next preceding the year in 
which an election, primary election, party convention, mass meet- 
ing or other method of party action of any political party or fac- 
tion, shall be held in this State; anything to the contrary in the 
Constitution, or any amendment thereto or thereof, notwithstand- 
ing.” 
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Following the proposed amendment on the ballot shall be print- 
ed the word “Yes”, and immediately under that shall be printed 
the word “No”. The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a 
cross mark by him opposite the word expressing his desire. Offi- 
cers of such general election shall be the officers of the election 
hereby called, and the election hereby called shall be held in all 
things in accordance with the provisions of the Constitution gov- 
erning elections on proposed amendments thereof and with the 
laws governing general elections. In the election so held upon 
such proposed amendment, the votes cast thereat shall be can- 
vassed and tabulated, and returns thereof be made to the Secre- 
tary of State, and counted in the same manner as in elections for 
representatives to the Legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear 
that a majority of the qualified electors who voted at such election 
upon such proposed amendment voted in favor of the same, said 
amendment shall be valid to all intents and purposes as part of 
the Constitution of Alabama.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Board of Revenue of and for Walker County, Ala- 
bama, be and the same is hereby abolished and a County Commission for 
Walker County, Alabama, be and the same hereby created and established in 
lieu thereof; and that the effective date of the abolition of said Board of Reve- 
nue and establishment of said County Commission shall be at midnight on the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1933. 

Section 2. That said County Commission shall consist of three members; 
that one of the members shall be known as the Chairman of the Commission, 
and one as Commissioner of Roads and Bridges, and the other Finance and 
Audits Commissioner; that each of said members when elected shall be elected 
by the qualified electors of Walker County, Alabama, and hold office for a 
term of four years, and until his successor is elected and qualified, subject to 
impeachment and removal from office; that the Chairman shall be elected at 
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the general election in 1932, and every four years thereafter, and hold office 
for a period of four years from the first Monday after the Second Tuesday in 
January next succeeding such elections, and until his successor is elected and 
qualified, and the other two members shall be elected at the general election 
in 1934, and every four years thereafter, and hold office for four years from 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next succeeding such 
election, and their respective successors are elected and qualified; and that 
the two members of the present Board of Revenue for Walker County who 
were elected at the general election in 1930 shall be members of said County 
Commission from the effective date of the establishment of said County Com- 


. mission until midnight of the first Monday after the second Tuesday in Janu- 


ary, 1935, the member from the present District Number One, to be Commis- 
sioner of Roads and Bridges and the member from the present District Num- 
ber Three, to be Commissioner of Finance and Audits. 


Section 3. That the compensation of the Chairman of the County Com- 
mission shall be Twenty-Eight Hundred Eighty Dollars each per year, and 
that the salary of the other two members Nineteen Hundred Twenty Dollars 
each per year, one-twelfth of such yearly salaries to be paid on the first of 
each month during the term; and such salaries shall be payable by warrants 
drawn by the Chairman upon the general funds of the County. 


Section 4. That the Probate Judge of Walker County, Alabama shal! not 
be a member nor an Ex-Officio member and Chairman of said County Com- 
mission, nor receive any compensation or salary as a member or Ex-Officio 
member and Chairman thereof, nor have or exercise any jurisdiction, authori- 
ty, power, or perform any of the duties of said Commission or of any mem- 
ber thereof. 


Section 5. That Walker County, Alabama, is hereby divided into two dis- 
tricts as follows: Begin on the West boundary line of Walker County at the 
Northwest corner of Section Six, Township Fifteen, Range Nine West, and 
run thence east along the North boundary line of Township Fifteen to a point 
where the same intersects the east boundary line of Walker County, Alabama; 
that the part of Walker County lying north of said line shall be District One, 
and that part lying south of said line shall be District Two. That the Chair- 
man of said Commission shall be a resident and qualified elector of Walker 
County, Alabama; that one of the other members of said Commission shall be 
a resident and qualified elector of District One, and the other member of said 
Commission shall be a resident and qualified elector of District Two. 


Section 6. That at the first meeting of the Commission after the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1935, and every four years 
thereafter, said Commission shall designate one of its members as Commis- 
sioner of Roads and Bridges and another as Commissioner of Finance and 
Audits, both to be members other than the Chairman; but such designation 
may be changed by the Commission from time to time at its discretion. 


Section 7. That said Commission shall hold regular sessions or meet- 
ings at the Court House, at Jasper, Alabama, on Mondays, Wednesdays, and 
Fridays of each week, and may hold sessions or meetings at such other times 
as the Commission may designate. All members of said Commission shall 
give their entire time, during regular working hours, to the duties of the of- 
fice and shall hold no other lucrative office. A majority of said Commission 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business for the Commission, 
and no business or act which requires the sanction of the Commission can be 
authorized by less than a majority of the Commission. 

Section 8. It shall be the special duty of the Commissioner of Roads and 
Bridges to superintendent the construction and maintenance of roads and 
bridges in the County. It shall be the special duty of the Commissioner of 
Finance and Audits to check up, supervise and audit all accounts, deposits, 
books, contracts, warrants, receipts, disbursements, and moneys of the County 
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and of the said Commission and in which the county and said Commission or 
the people of Walker County, Alabama, have an interest. It shall be the 
special duty of the Chairman of said Commission to preside at all meetings 
of the commission, unless absent, to prepare and sign the minutes of the pro- 
ceedings of the Commission, to sign all warrants drawn on the County Treas- 
ury in payment of legal claims, to sign the orders for payment or disburse- 
ment of money or funds by the Commission in payment of legal claims, to 
generally supervise the business coming before the Commission, to prepare 
and execute all orders thereof, and perform all duties and services heretofore 
performed by the Probate Judge of Walker County, as Ex-Officio Member 
and Chairman of the Board of Revenue. Nothing herein shall be construed to 
relieve any member of the Commission from any duty or obligation now, or 
which may hereafter be imposed by law upon him or upon said Commission. 

Section 9. Said Commission shall have authority to employ one Clerk 
at a salary not to exceed One Hundred Dollars per month. 

Section 10. That all purchases, contracts for purchases, contracts for 
work or labor, and contracts for the expenditure of money, for é6r on behalf 
of the County, must have the approval of the Commission before such pur- 
chases or contracts are made, which approval must appear on the minutes 
of the Commission. Provided, however, that any: member of the Commission 
may make purchases, contracts, for purchases, contracts for work or labor, and 
contracts for the expenditure of money, when the amount involved is not 
more than Fifty Dollars, without first having obtained the approval of the 
Commission, and when an emergency makes it necessary that such purchases 
or contracts be made without delay, as in cases-of repair of the County’s road 
machinery, automobiles, trucks and bridges. Such emergency purchases and 
contracts must be reported in writing and in detail to the Commission for 
consideration, by the member making them, within three days thereafter. 

Section 11. That said County Commission and its members shali have 
and exercise all the jurisdiction, rights, powers and authority and shall per- 
form all the duties and services which are now or may hereafter be vested in 
or put upon Courts of County Commissioners, Boards of Revenue, and other 
governing bodies or courts of like kind by the general laws of Alabama. 

Section 12. That each member of the Commission shall have an equal 
vote in all matters coming before the Commission for consideration or action. 

Section 12-A. That the Chairman of the County Commission for Walker 
County, Alabama, before entering upon the duties of his office, must give 
bond, with at least one good and sufficient surety in a fidelity or guaranty 
company authorized and qualified to do business in Alabama, in the sum of 
Fifty Thousand Dollars, payable to Walker County, Alabama, and conditioned 
as prescribed by law, which bond is to be approved by the Judge of Probate, 
of Walker County, Alabama, and filed and recorded in his office, the cost of 
premiums on said bond and recording the same to be paid by the County. 

Section 13. That all laws and parts of laws, local, special and general, in 
conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 


. Section 14, _ That if any part hereof shall be declared invalid or uncon- 
stitutional, such invalidity or unconstitutionality shall not affect the remainder 


of this law.

The Judge of Probate shall procure permanent, well- 
bound books similar to those provided for the minutes of the court of county 
commissioners in which there shali be recorded all acts of the county high- 
way commission, and the filing of all claims auditing the same and the allow- 
ance thereof shall be in the same manner as now provided for by law as to 
courts of county commissioners. For the services rendered by the Judge of 
Probate, as ex-officio chairman of the county Highway Commission and as 
secretary thereof, he shall receive annually the same amount of money from 
the county as is now provided by law for the Probate Judge of Winston 
County, Alabama, for ex-officio services rendered in public road and bridge 
matters for said county, but he shall not receive any per diem for acting 
as ex-officio chairman of the county highway Commission. Each associate 
member of said commission shall receive $5.00 per day for each day they at- 
tend a meeting of said commission and for the time actually expend in the 
performance of their duties, provided that said associate members shall not 
receive more than $50.00 in any calendar month. All money paid to the 
associate members of said commission for services rendered as members 
thereof shall be paid out of the public road and bridge fund of Winston 
County, Alabama. 


SECTION 5. The County Highway Commission shall have authority to 
make and promulgate such rules and regulations as to the location, construc- 
tion and maintenance of public roads, bridges, and ferries in Winston County 
as they see fit, provided that said rules and regulations do not conflict with 
the constitution or general laws of the state of Alabama. All legal procedure, 
remedies, appeals and reviews in the courts from and about the exercise of 
jurisdiction of the County Highway Commission shall be the same as now 
provided by general law as to courts of county commissioners, boards of 
revenue, and governing bodies of like kind in Alabama, exercising similar 
acts and jurisdiction. Said highway commission as soon after the appointment 
and qualification of members thereof as practicable shall divide said county 
in as many road districts as in the discretion of the board is necessary; not 
less than five nor more than seven districts; and the same commission is 
hereby authorized and empowered to employ a district road supervisor for 
each of the said districts to supervise all construction and maintenance of the 
roads and bridges of his district, and shall fix his duties and compensation and 
may discharge such supervisors at their discretion and employ other super- 
visors. Such supervisors may be employed for such time as in the judgment 
of said commission is necessary to the proper construction and maintenance 
of the roads, bridges, and ferries of the county. 


SECTION 6. Said district road supervisors subject to the approval of 
the Highway Commission of said county shall as soon after his appointment 
as practicable, appoint as many road overseers in their respective districts as 
may be necessary for the working, maintenance, and construction of roads 
in said district, which said overseer shall not be under 21 not over 55 years 
of age, and shall apportion the road hands in their respective districts to the 
different roads therein, and shall order the road overseers to call out the hands 
on said road for the purpose of maintaining and working said roads at such 
times as the district road supervisors may deem best, and to report to the 
grand jury of said county at its next regular term any overseer who fails to 
discharge his duties as such. 


SECTION 7. Al! persons over 18 and under 45 years of age are liable 
to work on the public roads in said county for five days in each year, except 
such as are exempt under Section 5778 of the Code of Alabama of 1907, and 
all provisions of the general law of the state of Alabama with reference to 
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the public roads and as to working same, and to exemption, and all other 
provisions as to public roads shall be applicable to the working of the public 
roads in said county, except where same is in conflict with the provisions of 
this act. 

SECTION 8. That any person liable to road duty may work five days, 
or be exempt from work, by himself or substitute, by paying to the super- 
visor of his district or the overseer of the road to which he is apportioned, 
on or before the first day of February of the current year in which he is 
liable to road duty, the sum of five dollars, which shall exempt him from road 
work for the year. The Highway Commission of said county shall cause to 
be printed receipt books with stubs, and furnish each supervisor and overseer 
with sufficient supply of such books and when and as often as any person 
liable to road duty pays an overseer or supervisor in lieu of working, such 
overseer or supervisor shall give such person a receipt for the amount paid 
and shall number the stubs to correspond with the number of the receipt and 
such stub shall show the amount received and from whom. ‘The overseer 
and supervisor shall from time to time pay such money over to the Judge of 
Probate of said county taking his receipt therefor. Whereupon it shall be 
the duty of the Judge of Probate to pay same to the county treasurer or 
other custodian of public funds of the county to be placed to the credit of 
the road fund of said county. All overseers and supervisors shall, on or be- 
fore the first day of March of each year, deliver to the Probate Judge all 
stubs of receipts for money collected from road hands, Any road overseer 
or supervisor who converts any such money to his own use or to the use of 
another, or who willfully fails or refuses to account for the same as required 
by law, shall be guilty of embezzlement and shall be punished accordingly. 
The money collected from persons liable to road duty shall be devoted to 
maintaining and keeping in repair the public roads of the county to which the 
persons paying the same were apportioned. 

SECTION 9. That any overseer who performs any work on the pub- 
lic roads of said county over and above the five days required by law for 
such overseers to work, shall be such reasonable sum for labors as may be 
fixed by the Highway Commission of said County. 

SECTION 10. The Court of County Commissioners of said county may 
transfer to the road fund of the county any surplus of general funds in the 
county treasury, or any part of said surplus, whenever in the judgment of said 
Court it Will promote the interests of the county to make such transfer. Any 
surplus of general funds so transferred shall be used for the working of the 
public.roads or the building of bridges or otherwise improving the public 
roads of said county as the Highway Commission may determine. 

SECTION 11. That the general laws of Alabama with reference to the 
mode of warning hands to work on the roads, with notice to be given, the 
kind of tools or implements to be brought by the hands, and also the general 
laws as to road defaulters and punishment and prosecution of the same shall 
not be construed to be repealed by this act, but the same shall be in full 
force and effect as to said county. 

SECTION 12. That the overseers shall preserve carefully all the tools 
and implements for working on the road turned over to them at any time 
by the Highway Commission of said county or by the supervisors of their 
districts and shall use same only to work on public roads and shall deliver 
the same to the secretary or to the supervisor, taking his secelpt therefor, or 
on the order of the county Highway Commission. 

SECTION 13. That any overseer or road supervisor who fails to per- 
form his duty as much under the provision of this act shall be guilty of mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not less than five dollars nor 
more than twenty-five dollars. 

SECTION 14. Such commission shall also have power and authority 
to employ such other labor and teams as may be necessary for the construc- 
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tion, maintenance, and improvement of roads, bridges, and ferries of said 
county and to buy machinery, tools and implements, books, receipt books, 
records, and stationery to be used by said Commission and other necessary 
equipment and road material which in their judgement is necessary for use 
on the public roads, bridges, and ferries of said county and to provide for 
the necessary sheltering and housing of the same and to pay all necessary 
expenses incured by said commission or any member thereof in performing 
the duties imposed by this act. Said commission shall have authority when 
it deems it necessary to employ an engineer on such terms and for such time 
as is necessary in the location, change, or construction of any public road in 
the county and to pay him for his services out of the road and bridge fund of 
the county. Such commission shall have exclusive jurisdiction and control 
over the expenditure of all road and bridge funds in said county from what- 
ever source obtained and shall pay the same out upon warrants issued by the 
chairman of said commission after having been authorized by the vote of 
two or more members of the said commission and the treasurer of the said 
county or other custodian of the public funds of said county shall pay the 
warrant so drawn upon their presentation out of the road and bridge funds of 
said county. 

SECTION 15. If any section or provision of this act shall be declared 
void or unconstitutional, it shall not affect the validity of any other section, 
part, or provision hereof. 

SECTION 16. Except so far as the same may be in conflict with the 
provisions of this act the general laws now in force in this State with refer- 
ence to public roads, public highways, ferries, and bridges, shall be in full 
force and effect in Winston County, Alabama. 

SECTION 17. That all laws and parts of laws, local, special and gen- 
eral, in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 18. That this act shall take effect immediately upon approval 
by the governor of Alabama.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 


Mr. Speaker: 
The Senate has passed the following House Bill and returns 
same herewith to the House: 


H. 220. To submit to the qualified voters of the State at the 
general election to be held on the first Tuesday after the first Mon- 
day of November, 1934, for their consideration an amendment to the 
Constitution of the State so as to direct the Legislature from time 
to time by general or local laws, but subject to the provisions of - 
Section 281 of the Constitution of Alabama, to fix, regulate and alter 
the costs, charges of court, fees, commissions, allowances or sal- 
aries to be charged or received by certain county officers of Mobile 
County, Alabama, being the Judge of Probate, the Tax Assessor, 
the Tax Collector, the Clerk of the Circuit Court, and the Register 
of the Circuit and Chancery Courts, including the method or basis 
of the compensation of such officers. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
voters of Alabama for their consideration as hereinafter set forth, 
namely: “The Legislature of Alabama may hereafter from time to 
time by general or local laws, but subject to the provisions of Sec- 
tion 281 of the Constitution of Alabama, fix, regulate and alter the 
costs, charges of court, fees, commissions, allowances or salaries 
to be charged or received by the following County officers of Mo- 
bile County, Alabama, being, the Judge of Probate, the Tax Assess- 
or, the Tax Collector, the Clerk of the Circuit Court, and the Regis- 
ter of the Circuit Court, including the method and basis of the 
compensation of such officers. 


Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give no- 
tice by proclamation to be published in one newspaper in each coun- 
ty in the State at least eight successive weeks next preceding the 
general election in November, 1934, of the election on the amend- 
ment proposed by this act to be submitted to the qualified voters of 
the State for their consideration, together with the proposed amend- 
ment. 

Section 3. That at the general election in November, 1934, an 
election shall be held for the vote of the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon the proposed amendment. Upon the ballots 
used at such election shall be printed the following, namely: ‘“Pro-

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posed Amendment to Constitution. The Legislature of Alabama 
hereafter from time to time by general or local laws, but subject to 
the provisions of Section 281 of the Constitution of Alabama, may 
fix, regulate and alter the costs, charges or court, fees, commis- 
sions, allowances or salaries to be charged or received by the fol- 
lowing county officers of Mobile County, Alabama, the Judge of 
Probate, the [ax Assessor, the Tax Collector, the Clerk of the Cir- 
cuit Court, and the Register of the Circuit Court, including the 
method and basis of the compensation of such officers.” Following 
the proposed amendment on the ballot shall be printed the word 
“Yes” and immediately under that shall be printed the word “No.” 
The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross-mark by him 
or her opposite the word expressing his or her desire. 


Section 4. The officers of said general election shall open a 
poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amend- 
ment. The election shall be held in all things in accordance with 
the law governing general elections. In the election upon such pro- 
posed amendment the votes cast thereat shall be canvassed, tabulat- 
ed and the returns thereof be made to the Secretary of State and 
counted in the same manner as in elections for Governor, and if it 
shall thereupon appear that a majority of the qualified electors whc 
voted upon the proposed amendment voted in favor of the same.

H. 481. In reference to and to further provide for the general 
revenue of the State of Alabama. 


The question was upon the adoption of the amendment reported 
by the Standing Committee on Ways and Means. Mr. Goodwyn 
asked for unanimous consent to withdraw from the House the 
amendment reported by the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means. Unanimous consent of the House was given and the 
amendment reported by the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means was withdrawn from the House. 
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Mr. Goodwyn offered the following amendment to the Bill H. 
481: 


Amend House Bill 481 as follows: 

Strike out Section 4 of the Statute and insert in lieu thereof the 
following: 

Section 4. Adjusted BASIS FOR DETERMINING GAIN OR 
LOSS. 

(a) Basis (Unadjusted) of Property—The basis of property 
shall be the cost of such property; except that— 

(1) Inventory Value—lIf the property should have been includ- 
ed in the last inventory, the basis shall be the last inventory value 
thereof. 

(2) Gift or transfer in trust—lIf the property was acquired by 
gift or transfer in trust, the basis shall be the fair market value of 
such property at the time of such acquisition. 

(3) Property transmitted at death—If personal property was 
acquired by specific bequest, or if real property was acquired by 
general or specific devise or by intestacy, the basis shall be the fair 
market value of the property at the time of the death of the de- 
cedent. If the property was acquired by the decedent’s estate from 
the decedent, the basis in the hands of the estate shall be the fair 
market value of the property at the time of the death of the dece- 
dent. In all other cases if the property was acquired either by will 
or by intestacy, the basis shall be the fair market value of the prop- 
erty at the time of the distribution to the taxpayer. 

(4) If the property was acquired upon an exchange described 
in section 514 (b) to (e), inclusive, the basis shall be the same as 
in the case of the property exchanged, decreased in the amount of 
any money received by the taxpayer and increased in the amount of 
gain, or decreased in the amount of loss to the taxpayer that was 
recognized upon such exchange under the law applicable to the year 
in which the exchange was made. If the property so acquired con- 
sisted in part of the type of property permitted by section 51% to be 
received without the recognition of gain or loss, and in part of other 
property, the basis provided in this paragraph shall be allocated be- 
tween the properties (other than money) received, and for the pur- 
pose of the allocation there shall be assigned to such other property 
an amount equivalent to its fair market value at the date of the ex- 
change. This paragraph shall not apply to property acquired by a 
corporation by the issuance of its stock or securities as the corsid- 
eration in whole or in part for the transfer of the property to it. 

(5) Transfers to corporation where control of property remains 
in same persons.—If the property was acquired after December 31, 
1931, by a corporation in connection with a reorganization, and im- 
mediately after the transfer an interest or control in such property 
of 50 per centum or more remained in the same persons or any of 
them, then the basis shall be the same as it would be in the hands

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of the transferor, increased by the amount of gain or decreased by 
the amount of loss recognized to the transferor upon such transfer 
under the law applicable to the year in which the transfer was made. 
This paragraph shall not apply if the property acquired consists of 
stock or securities in a corporation a party to the reorganization, 
unless acquired by the issuance of stock or securities of the trans- 
feree as the consideration in whole or in part for the transfer. 

(6) Property acquired by issuance of stock or as paid-in sur- 
plus.—If the property was acquired after December 31, 1931, by a

(A) by the issuance of its stock or securities in connection with 
a transaction described in section 5% (b) (5) (including, also cases 
where part of the consideration for the transfer of such property to 
the corporation was property or money, in addition to such stock 
or securities), or 

(B) as paid-in surplus or as a contribution to capital, then the 
basis shall be the same as it would be in the hands of the transferor, 
increased in the amount of gain or decreased in the amount of loss 
recognized to the transferor upon such transfer under the law ap- 
plicable to the year in which the transfer was made. 


% ‘Tax-free distributions——If the property consists of stock or 
securities distributed after December 31, 1931, to a taxpayer in con- 
nection with a transaction described in section 5% (g), the basis 
in the case of the stock in respect of which the distribution was 
made shall be apportioned, under rules and regulations prescribed 
by the State Tax Commissioner between such stock and the stock or 
securities distributed. 


(8) Involuntary conversion.—If the property was acquired as 
the result of a compulsory or involuntary conversion described in 
section 534 (f), the basis shall be the same as in the case of the 
property so converted, decreased in the amount of any money re- 
ceived by the taxpayer which was not expended in accordance with 
the provisions of law, (applicable to the year in which such conver- 
sion was made), determining the taxable status of the gain or loss 
upon such conversion, and increased in the amount of gain or de- 
creased in the amount of loss to the taxpayer recognized upon such 
conversion under the law applicable to the year in which such 
conversion was made. 


(9) Property acquired before November 8, 1932.—In the case 
of property acquired before November 8, 1932, if the basis as other- 
wise determined under this subsection, adjusted as provided in sub- 
section (b), is less than the fair market value of the property as of 
November 8, 1932, then the basis shall be such fair market value. 
In determining the fair market value of stock in a corporation as of 
November 8, 1932, due regard shall be given to the fair market 
value of the assets of the corporation as of that date. 
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(10) Whenever in the calculation of income taxable hereunder 
for the period from January 1, 1932, to November 8, 1932, it is

' provided in subsection (9) of this subsection (a) in the case of prop- 

erty acquired before November 8, 1932, except that value as of Jan- 
uary 1, 1932, shall be used in lieu of values as of November 8, 1932, 

(b) ADJUSTED BASIS.—The adjusted basis for determining 
the gain or loss from the sale or other disposition of property, when- 
ever acquired, shall be the basis determined under subsection (a), 
adjusted as hereinafter provided. 

(1) General Rule—Proper adjustment in respect of the pro- 
perty shall in all cases be made— 

(A) for expenditures, receipts, losses, or other items, properly 
chargeable to capital accounts, including taxes and other carrying 
charges on unimproved and unproductive real property, but no such 
adjustment shall be made for taxes or other carrying charges for 
which deductions have been taken by the taxpayer in determining 
net income for the taxable year or prior taxable years; 

(B) in respect of any period since November 8, 1932, for exhaus- 
tion, wear and tear, obsolescence, amortization, and depletion, to the 
extent allowed (but not less than the amount allowable) under this 
Act or prior income tax laws. 

(C) in respect of any period prior to November 8, 1932, for ex- 
haustion, wear and tear, obsolescence, amortization, and depletion, 
to the extent sustained; 

(D) in the case of stock (to the extent not provided for in the 
foregoing subparagraphs) for the amount of distributions previous- 
ly made which, under the law applicable to the year in which the 
distribution was made, either were tax-free or were applicable in 
reduction of basis; 

(2) SUBSTITUTED BASIS.—The term “substituted basis” 
as used in this subsection means a basis determined under any pro- 
vision of subsection (a) of this section or under any corresponding

(2) If the corporation receiving such other property or money 
does not distribute it in pursuance of the plan of reorganization, the 
gain, if any, to the corporation shall be recognized, but in an amount 
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not in excess of the sum of such money and the fair market value 
of such other property so received, which is not so distributed. 

(e) LOSS FROM EXCHANGES NOT SOLELY IN KIND. 
—If an exchange would be within the provisions of subsection (b) 
(1) to (5), inclusive, of this section if it were not for the fact that 
the property received in exchange consists not only of property 
permitted by such paragraph to be received without the recogni- 
tion of gain or loss, but also of other property or money, then no 
loss from the exchange shall be recognized. 

(f) INVOLUNTARY CONVERSIONS.—If property (as a re- 
sult of its destruction in whole or in part, theft or seizure, or an 
exercise of the power of requisition or condemnation, or the threat 
or imminence thereof) is compulsorily or involuntarily converted, 
into property similar or related in service or use to the property so 
converted, or into money which is forthwith in good faith, under

(a) DEFINITION OF DIVIDEND.—The term “dividend” 
when used in this title means any distribution made by a corpora- 
tion to its shareholders, whether in money or in other property, out 
of its earnings or profits accumulated after November 8, 1982. 


(b) SOURCE OF DISTRIBUTIONS.—For the purposes of 
this Act every distribution is made out of earnings or profits to the 
extent thereof, and from the most recently accumulated earnings or 
profits. Any earnings or profits accumulated, or increase in value 
of property accrued, before November 8, 1932, may be distributed, 
exempt from tax, after the earnings and profits accumulated after 
November 8, 1932, have been distributed, but any such tax-free dis- 
tribution shall be applied against and reduce the basis of the stock 
provided in section 4.

H. 421. A bill to be entitled an Act to propose an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama, to be known as Article AA, to pro- 
vide that it shall be unlawful for the Auditor of the State of Ala- 
bama to draw any warrant, or other order for the payment of money 
belonging to, or administered by, the State of Alabama, upon the 
State Treasurer, unless and until it shall have been certified to such . 
Auditor by such Treasurer, in writing, that there is then in the 
hands of such Treasurer, money available, and appropriated for the 
full payment of the same; and to provide that, in case there 
is, at the end of the fiscal year insufficient money in the State 
Treasury for the payment of all proper claims presented to the Audi- 
tor for the issuance of warrants, for the proration of the same, and 
for the issuance and payment of warrants for the several prorated 
sums; and to provide that all unpaid appropriations which exceed 
the amount of money in the State Treasury at the end of each fis- 
cal year available for their payment, shall lbecome null and void to 
the extent of such excess; and to provide that if there shall be in the 
State Treasury, at the end of any fiscal year, any money of the 
general fund in excess of the appropriations for that year, that the 
same shall be covered into a special fund for the sole benefit of the 
common schools of Alabama and to provide penalties for the viola- 
tion of any of the provisions of such amendment. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That an amendment to the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama, to be known as Article AA, is hereby proposed, the pro- 
posed amendment being as follows :— 


“Article AA. From and after the adoption of this amendment 
it shall be unlawfull for the Auditor of the State of Alabama to 
draw any warrant or other order for the payment of money belong- 
ing to, or administered by, the State of Alabama upon the State. 
Treasurer unless and until it shall have been certified to such Audi- 
tor by such Treasurer that there is then in the hands of such Treas- 
urer money available, and appropriated, for the full payment of the 
same. In case there is, at the end of any fiscal year, insufficient 
money in the State Treasury for the payment of all proper claims 
presented to the Auditor for the issuance of warrants, the Auditor 
shall issue warrants for that proportion of each such claim which 
the money available for the payment of all of said claims bears to 
the whole, and such warrants for such prorated sums shall there- 
upon be paid by the State Treasurer. At the end of each fiscal 
year all unpaid appropriations which exceed the amount of money 
in the State Treasury subject to the payment of the same after the 
proration above provided for, shall thereupon become null and void 
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to the extent of such excess. If there shall be in the State Treasury 
at the end of any fiscal year, any money in the general fund in ex- 
cess of the appropriations for that year, such excess shall be cov- 
ered into a special fund for the sole benefit of the common schools 
of Alabama. 

The word ‘Auditor,’ as herein used shall include any officer who 
may hereafter be vested with the power now exercised by the State 
Auditor of Alabama, and the word ‘Treasurer,’ as herein used shall 

‘include any officer charged with the custody and disbursement oi 
funds belonging to or administered by the State of Alabama. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this Article shall, 
on conviction, be punished by a fine of not exceeding Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000.00), or by imprisonment in the penitentiary for not 
more than two years, one or both, at the discretion of the jury try- 
ing the same, and the violation of any of the provisions of this 
Article shall also be ground for impeachment.” 

Section 2. An election by the qualified electors of the State up- 
on such proposed amendment is hereby ordered, and the day hereby 
appointed for such election is the general election to be held in the 
State of Alabama in the year 1934, viz, the second Tuesday, in No- 
vember, 1934. 

Section 3. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by a proclamation 
of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper once a 
week in each County in the State for at least eight successive weeks 
next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 4. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on said proposed amend- 
ment; and on the official ballot printed for such election there shall 
be printed the following, viz: “Shall the following be adopted as 
Article AA of the Constitution of Alabama?’ “Article AA. From 
and after the adoption of this amendment it shall be unlawful for the

Any person violating any of the provisions of this Article shall, 
on conviction, be punished by a fine of not exceeding Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000.00), or by imprisonment in the penitentiary for not 
more than two years, one or both, at the discretion of the jury try- 
ing the same, and the violation of any of the provisions of this 
Article shall also be ground for impeachment.

Section 5. The officers to hold such election shall be the same, 
and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same officers 
as provided by the election law of the State, for the appointment of 
officers to hold general elections in the State, and the election shall 
be held in all things in accordance with the law governing general 
elections and with the Constitutional provisions concerning amend- 
ments to that instrument. 

Section 6. The votes cast at said election on said amendment 
shall be counted, canvassed and tabulated and return made to the 
Secretary of State in the same manner as in elections of Repre- 
sentatives to the Legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear that 
a majority of the qualified electors who voted at such election upon 
the proposed amendment, voted in favor of the same, such amend- 
ment shall be valid in all intents and purposes as a part of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama.

A bill to be entitled an Act relating to the salary or compensa- 
tion of officers or employees of the State, or of any department 
thereof whose compensation is paid out of State Treasury. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the salary of each and every officer and em- 
ployee of the State or any department thereof who was receiving on 
January 1, 1932 more'than $1200.00 per annum, as compensation for 
services performed for the State as salary or compensation, be, and 
the same is hereby reduced as follows: 

Any officer or employee of the State of Alabama receiving 
$12000.00 or more per annum shall be reduced 33-1/3 per cent; any 
officer or employee of the State receiving $10000.00, and less than 
$12000.00 shall be reduced 32 per cent; any officer or employee of 
the State receiving $8000.00, and less than $10000.00 shall be re- 
duced 30 per cent; any officer or employee of the State receiving 
$6000.00 and less than $8000.00 shall be reduced 271% per cent; any 
officer or employee of the State receiving $4000.00 and less than 
$6000.00 shall be reduced 25 per cent; any officer or employee of 
the State receiving $2000.00 and less than $4000.00 shall be reduced 
20 per cent; any officer or employee of the State receiving $1200.00 
and less than $2000.00 shall be reduced 15 per cent, and any officer 
and employee of the State receiving $12000.00 or less shall suffer no

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reduction. Provided no reduction made herein shall reduce the

The above scale reduction shall apply to the pay roll as of Jan-

Provided the above schedule of salaries shall not apply to the 
following officers. Governor, Secretary of State, Attorney General, 
Auditor, Treasurer, Game and Fish Commissioner, Members of 
Public Service Commission, Superintendent of Education, Chief 
Justice of Supreme Court, Judges of Supreme Court, Judges otf 
Court of Appeal, Circuit Judges, Circuit Solicitors. 


Section 2. The salary of the Governor, shall be six thousand 
dollars per annum; the salary of the Secretary of State, Attorney 
General, Auditor, Treasurer, Game and Fish Commissioner, Mem- 
ber of Public Service Commission, Superintendent of Education, 


’ each shall be four thousand dollars per annum; the salary of the 


Chief Justice and Associate Judges of the Supreme Court shall be 
six thousand dollars, per annum; the salary of Judges of Court of 
Appeal shall be five thousand, per annum, that the salary of Cir- 
cuit Judges shall be four thousand dollars per annum; Provided, 
however, that Circuit Judges in judicial circuits of more than one 
county shall receive the sum of one hundred dollars per annum, 
for each court of their judicial circuit over and above one, the said 
additional allowance to be reimbursement for their reasonable ex- 
penses while in attendance on Court outside of their home coun- 
ty; the salary of Circuit Solicitors shall be three thousand dollars 
per annum; The said Salaries to’ be paid monthly and shall be in 
effect on the last day of the month in which said bill is passed by 
the Legislature and approved by the Governor. 

Section 3. The salary of the Governor, shall be six thousand 
dollars per annum; the salary of the Secretary of State, Attorney 
General, Auditor, Treasurer, Game and Fish Commissioner, Mem- 
ber of Public Service Commission, Superintendent of Education, 
each shall be four thousand dollars per annum; the salary of the 
Chief Justice and Associate Judges of the Supreme Court shall be 
six thousand dollars, per annum; the Salary of Judges of Court 
of Appeal shall be five thousand dollars, per annum; that the Salary 
of Circuit Judges shall be four thousand dollars per annum; Pro- 
vided, however, that Circuit Judges in Judicial Circuits of more than 
one county shall receive the sum of one hundred dollars per annum, 
for each county of their judicial circuit over and above one, the said 
additional allowance to be reimbursement for their reasonable ex- 
penses while in attendance on Court outside of their home county;

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become effective on the expiration of their present terms and the 
salaries of their successors shall be as provided in this Act. 

Section 4. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. If any part of this Act should be held to be uncon- 
stitutional, such holding shall not affect the validity of the re- 
mainder of said Act.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of 
Mobile County, State of Alabama, is hereby vested with full power and au- 
thority and may impose an excise tax of not more than one cent per gallon on 
gasoline, naptha and all other liquid motor fuels or any substitutes therefor 
commonly used in internal combustion engines, including all volatile and in- 
re liquids produced or compounded for the purpose of operating motor 
vehicles. 

Section 2. That the excise tax so imposed by the Board of Revenue and 
Road Commissioners of Mobile County, Alabama, under and by virtue of the 
authority given them by Section 1 of this Act shall become due and payable 
on or before the 20th day of each and every month subsequent to the passage 
and approval of this act; that each and every person, firm or corporation in 
said county manufacturing, storing, distributing, keeping for sale or selling 
gasoline, naptha or other liquid motor fuels or any substitutes therefore shall 
render to the party authorized by said county to collect said excise tax a true 
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and correct statement of the number of gallons of gasoline, naptha and all 
other liquid motor fuels or any substitutes therefor, commonly used in internal 
combustion engines, including all volatile and inflammable liquids produced or 
compounded for the purpose of operating motor vehicles, manufactured, 
stored, distributed, kept for sale or sold by any person, firm, or cor- 
poration in said county by him or them during the next preceding month, 
forms for such reports to be furnished and prescribed by the governing body 
of said county. 

Section 3. The statement herein required to be made by the manufac- 
turer, distributor or seller shall be sworn to before some officer authorized to 
_ administer oath, and any false or fraudulent statement sworn to therein shall 
constitute perjury, and any person found guilty thereof shall be punished as 
is provided by Section 5161 of the Code of Alabama. 

Section 4. That all manufacturers, distributors and dealers in gasoline, 
naptha and all other liquid motor fuels or any substitutes therefor commonly 
used in internal combustion engines, including all volatile and inflammable 
liquids produced or compounded for the purpose of operating motor vehicles 
‘in said County shall keep, for not less than one year, within said County such 
books, documents or papers as will clearly show the number of gallons of 
gasoline, naptha and all other liquid motor fuels or any substitutes therefor 
commonly used in internal combustion engines, including all volatile and in- 
flammable liquids produced or compounded for the purpose of operating motor 
vehicles in said county distributed or sold as is covered by this Act. 

Section 5. If any manufacturer, distributor or dealer in gasoline, naptha 
and all other liquid motor fuels or any substitutes therefor commonly used in 
internal combustion engines, including all volatile and inflammable liquids pro- 
duced or compounded for the purpose of operating motor vehicles in said 
County, as is covered by the provision of this Act, shall fail to make the 
report, or any of them as above provided, then such manufacturer, distributor 
or dealer shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon the conviction thereof 
shall be fined not less than Fifty Dollars nor more than Two Hundred Dol- 
lars for each offense. 

Section 6. That the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mo- 
bile County, Alabama, is hereby authorized and empowered to appoint such 
assistants as are necessary for the proper carrying out of this Act and for the 
proper collection of such taxes, and to make such rules and regulations for 
the purpose of collecting and distributing said excise tax as to it shall deem 
reasonable and necessary; and out of such funds to pay all expenses, includ- 
ing the salaries of such persons that shall be known as the collectors out of 
such funds as are derived from said excise tax. . 


Section 7. The proceeds of the excise tax levied under and by virtue of 
this Act, shall, when collected, be turned over to the County Treasurer of 
Mobile County to the credit of the Road and Bridge Fund of said County, 
and same shall be used only for the purpose of paying or liquidating the claims 
outstanding against the said Road and Bridge Fund at the time of the ap- 
proval of this Act, and the Treasurer of Mobile County is hereby authorized 
and directed to pay said claims out of said funds according to the order in 
which said claims have been registered or filed in his office. 

Section 8. The acceptance of any money on account of which is less 
than the full excise tax provided for in this Act shall in no way preclude 
collection of the money actually due, provided, however, that the money 
actually paid shall constitute a credit against the amount actually due. 

Section 9, If the manufacturer, distributor or dealer in gasoline, naptha 
and all other liquid motor fuels or any substitutes therefor commonly used 
in internal combustion engines, including all volatile and inflammable liquids 
produced or compounded for the purpose of operating motor vehicles in said 
County as covered by this Act, shall fail to make the monthly returns pre- 
scribed herein, then the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mo- 
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bile County shall make a return for such delinquent returns upon such in- 
formation as it may reasonably obtain, assess the excise tax thereon and add 
a penalty for failure to make such return of twenty-five per cent of the tax 
due to the amount assessed. 5 

Section 10. Where the aforesaid excise tax of one cent per gallon upon 
gasoline, naptha and all other liquid motor fuels or any substitutes therefor 
commonly used in internal combustion engines, including all volatile and in- 
flammable liquids produced or compounded for the purpose of operating 
motor vehicles has been paid in such County by the manufacturer, or whole- 
saler, no further excise tax shall be paid by any distributor or retail dealer, 


it being the intention of this Act that only one excise tax of one cent per - 


gallon shall be collected under and by virtue of this Act. 

Section 11. The excise tax as authorized to be levied under this Act 
shall be levied only so long as there shall be any of the claims specified in

AN ACT 


To further define the powers and duties of the County Commission, or other 
governing body of Jefferson County, Alabama, by whatsoever name said 
governing body may now or hereafter be called. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The words “County Commission” or “Commission,” wherever 
used in this ‘Act shall be held to mean and include the County Commission, 
or Board of Revenue, or other governing body of Jefferson County hereto- 
fore or hereafter created, and by whatever name said governing body may 
now or hereafter be called. 


Section 2. The County Commission of Jefferson County shall have 
power and authority from time to time, and as often as may be deemed by 
it to be necessary or advisable, to fix, alter and change the number of em- 
ployes, including clerks, deputies, assistants, agents and all other employes 
by whatsoever name called, in each and every court in said county, and in 
each and every department of the county government, and in each and every 
office in said county wherein said agents, clerks, deputies and other employes 
are paid out of the County Treasury; and to fix, alter and change from time 
to time the compensation of each and every such agent, clerk, deputy and 
other employe; provided, however, that the head of each county department 
or office and the several judges of the courts shall have the right, respectively, 
to select and discharge those clerks, deputies, assistants, agents and other 
employes working in the office, department or court of such department head 
or judge, or coming under their control and supervision; provided neverthe- 
less that this Act shall not apply to or affect the status of court bailiffs serv- 
ing (any of the judges of the Circuit Court of the Tenth Judicial Circuit of 

abama. 


Section 3. As soon as practicable after the approval of this Act, the said 
County Commission shall, by resolution spread upon its minutes, designate or 
fix the number of clerks, deputies, assistants, agents and other employes for 
each office, court or department of said county government, as herein provided, 
and shall fix the salary or compensation to be paid to each of said clerks, 
deputies, assistants, agents and other employes, and shall forthwith certify 
to each office, officer, court or department the number of such clerks, depu- 
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ties, assistants, agents and other employes so designated to serve in such 
office, court or department, together with the salary or compensation fixed 
by said Commission for each such clerk, deputy, assistant, agent and other 
employe; and upon said Commission making any change in the number and, 
or, compensation of any such employe from time to time thereafter, such 
change shall be promptly certified to the proper office, officer, court or de- 
partment affected thereby, and shall become effective when and as stated in 
the resolution making such change.

Section 4. Said County Commission is authorized and empowered to 
arrange for necessary transportation incident to the performance of all county 
business or affairs, and for this purpose may purchase automobiles, trucks, 
or other vehicles or may contract with persons, firms or corporations to fur- 
nish such transportation, or may appropriate from time to time out of the 
County Treasury funds to pay or reimburse County employes who from 
time to time furnish, or are required to furnish their own transportation. 

Section 5. The said County Commission may appoint marshals, not to 
exceed six in number, to serve the Inferior Courts exercising criminal juris- 
diction; and the Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court in said County, as 
may be necessary for the proper conduct and functioning of such courts. 
That such marshals shall be invested with the same powers as deputy sheriffs, 
and shall receive such compensation as may be fixed by the County Com- 
mission, and all such marshals shall execute a bond in the amount and con- 
ditioned as provided by law in the case of bonds required of deputy sheriffs 
in said County. 

Section 6. That the County Commission of said County shall have the 
power and authority to pay the salary of any County employe or employes 
out of any County fund which they may deem proper. 

Section 7. That the County Commission in said County shall determine 
the necessity of a solicitor in all inferior courts in said County, and shall 
select such solicitors and fix their compensation, which shall be paid out of 
the general fund of the County, and all solicitor’s fees collected in such mis- 
demeanor cases which are taxed by reason of service of such solicitor shall 
be paid into the general fund of the County. 

Section 8. That the County Commissioner of said County shall have 
complete and entire charge and control of the Juvenile or Domestic Relations 
Court of said County, and for this purpose are invested with the power to se- 
lect and employ the Judge of said Court and all officials, agents, clerks, 
bailiffs, probation officers, superintendents and matrons and all employes of 
every nature whatsoever connected with, or in any manner appertaining to such 


Court, and to fix and to pass upon the qualifications of each, and each of. 


whom shall continue in the service at the will of the County Commission, 
except the Judge of said Court, whose appointment by the Commission shall 
be for a term of four years, and until his successor is appointed and qualified. 
Said Commission shall fix the compensation of the Judge, and shall designate 
the number and fix the compensation of all officials, clerks, bailiffs and other 
employes connected with the functioning of such courts, and shall designate 
the place or places for holding the sessions of such Courts, and shall fix the 
number of, not exceeding the limit provided by law, and designate the persons 
who shall compose the Advisory Board of said Court, and shall prescribe and 
regulate the duties and functions of said Advisory Board; provided, however, 
that the present judge of said Court, and the present members of said Ad- 
visory Board shall serve during the term of office for which they were ap- 
pointed and are now serving, unless by reason of resignation or otherwise, 
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their offices, or any of them, are sooner vacated, in which event such offices, 
as they become vacant, shall be filled by said Commission; and provided 
further the provisions hereof in all other respects shall apply to and govern the 
said judge and members of said Advisory Board during their present terms of 
office.

That the County Commission of said County shall each year 
fix the amount of the official bond of each County officer, and each County 
officer shall file with the Judge of Probate of such County each year an of- 
icial bond in the amount fixed by the Commission, conditioned as provided 
by law for the faithful performance of their respective duties. That said 
County Commission may, in the exercise of their discretion, require of each 
County employe handling public funds that such employe shall each year 
enter into a bond in an amount to be fixed by the County Commission for 
the faithful performance of their duties, and the proper accounting of all public 
monies coming into their hands. That the premium on all such bonds of both 
officers and employes shall be payable out of the funds of the County. 

Section 11. That as soon as practicable after the first day of October 
and the first day of April of each year, the County Commission of said County 
shall cause to be published in a daily newspaper in general circulation in said 
County, a financial statement showing receipts and disbursements of all county 
departments, and shall also publish at the same time a list of the names of 
all persons drawing a salary from the County Treasurer, together with the 
amount of salary paid to each. 

Section 12, That the County Commission of said County shall maintain 
offices and hold meetings and transact the business at the places now pro- 
vided by law, or that may hereafter be provided by law for such governing — 
bodies of said County, and may at the discretion of the Commission hold 
mecHore at other places in such County for the purpose of public hearing 
only. 

Section 13. That said Commission may at its discretion pay out of County 
funds the traveling or other expenses of any County officer or employe, when 
such officer or employe creates such expense under the order or direction of 
such Commission. 

Section 14. That should any section or clause of this Act be declared 
eps imc it shall not affect any other provision, section or clause 
thereof. 

Section 15. That all laws or parts of laws, general, local or special, in 
conflict with the provisions of this Act are hereby expressly repealed.

name of the petroleum products of any word, figure or symbol 
placed on said pumps, containers or other dispensing equipment 
without the consent of said owner; to prohibit the sale, exposing or 
offering for sale of said petroleum products under any name other 
than the name or trade name given thereto or designated therefor 
by the manufacturer thereof, and to prohibit adulteration of said 
product or the substitution of other products therefor; to prohibit 
the sale or storage of said petroleum products in equipment other 
than that indicated by the brand, name, trade mark or trade name 
placed upon said equipment; to prohibit the delivery of petroleum 
products into any containers, tanks or other equipment other than 
as indicated by the brand, name, trade name or trade mark appear-

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


Montgomery, Alabama. 


Gentlemen: 


I am herewith returning to the House of Representatives, the body in 
which it originated, House Bill No. 71, without my approval. 
The Legislature in 1915, Section 4615 of Code, 1923 declared: 
“All drinks or beverages made in imitation of or intended as a sub- 
stitute for beer, and any drink or liquid made or used for beverage pur- 
poses, containing any alcohol shall be deemed an alcoholic liquor within 
the meaning of the term prohibited liquors or beverages as defined in 
this article in connection with the existing prohibition laws of Alabama.” 
This proposed statute is intended to and does repeal and destroy that 
valuable law for enforcing the prohibition statutes of Alabama. 
Again in Section 4650 of Code 1923 the Legislature adopted this rule of 


evidence: 


“It shall be competent for the State to give in evidence the fact that 
the beverage which the evidence may tend to show the defendant manu- 
facturd or sold * ** possesses the same color, odor and general appear- 
ance or the same taste, color and general appearance of a prohibited bev-

erage such as beer or prohibited beverage, and the fact that the beverage 

in question as above stated is of the same color, odor and general appear- 

ance or same taste, color or general appearance as beer, shall constitute 
prima facie evidence that the beverage is a beer within the inhibition of 
the Statute of this State for the suppression of intemperance.” 

This valuable rule will be repealed and abolished by this proposed Near 
Beer Bill, if approved. It, if approved, will have a strong tendency to en- 
courage the violation of the prohibition statutes and render their enforcement 
practically impossible as to beer. 

The power to enforce the prohibition statutes in Alabama is splendid and 
should not be weakened as this bill permits. We have had no beer problems 
in Alabama. This bill may bring beer troubles and beer problems. 

It is true an enabling bill will provide revenue for schools if near beer is 
permitted to be sold. The schools are in dire distress for funds. There are 
many. other ways by which necessary revenue for them can be raised by 
levies on property escaping taxation. This way, a breaking down of our 
prohibition statutes, should not be permitted even for school purposes. Many 
thousand parents are conscientiously opposed to educational relief in that 
form, from that source. 

In the 1930 Democratic gubernatorial primary, no candidate, within my 
knowledge, advocated a change in the prohibition statutes. My platform 
stated: 

“Personally and politically, prohibition is favored by me. Whether 
in or out of office my ideas of prohibition are the same. It is ‘no experi- 
ment.’ It is permanently fixed in our National Constitution and State 
Statutes. Its enforcement is as easy as any other criminal statute.” 

My prohibition views were known to the Democrats of Alabama. They 
nominated and elected me with that knowledge and on that platform. 

This bill drives a wedge into our prohibition statutes with destructive 
force, which in my opinion, should not be permitted. 

Hence this my veto to House Bill No. 71 which I hope will meet with 
your approval.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 
Mr. Speaker: 


The Senate has passed the following House Bills, and returns 
same herewith to the House: 
H. 192. To amend group 6 of Section 3022, Article 2 of the 
Code of Alabama. 


H. 202. 


To provide for the keeping in secrecy of the names 


and identities of persons drawn or summoned for jury service in 
Circuit Courts in counties having a population of 300,000 or more 
according to the last or any future Federal census, and to prescribe 
penalties and punishments for violations of the provisions of this 
act. 

H. 335. To regulate the issue of garnishment by Justice of the 
Peace and Notaries Public, with the same jurisdiction and powers 
of a Justice of the Peace, and proceedings thereon when a demand 
owing for, or on account of, personal services rendered or to be ren- 
dered by the defendant is sought to be subjected by process of gar- 
nishment in the County of Colbert. 

H. 451. To confirm, ratify, validate, make legal, effective and 
binding two certain interest bearing warrants, number 6 and 7, is- 
sued by the Commissioner’s Court of Jackson County, Alabama, as 
follows: No. 6, issued August 31, 1925, to L. R. Onsby, in the sum 
of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00), payable December 15, 1925,

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Definitions. ‘When used in this Section and in Sec- 
tions 2 to 9, inclusive, of this Act the following terms shall have the 
following meanings: 


(a) .“Financial Institutions” shall mean and include any per-. 


son, firm association, corporation and any legal entity whatsoever 
doing business within the State as a national banking association, 
bank, banking association, trust company, financial institution or 
company, mortgage company, industrial or other loan company, 
building and loan association employing moneyed capital coming 
into competition with the business of national banks no matter in 
what business form and whether or not incorporated, whether of 
issue or not, and by whatsoever authority existing, “Financial Insti- 
tutions” shall not mean nor include individual citizens and fiduci- 
aries, acting in a representative capacity for individual citizens, not 
engaged in a banking, loan, investment or similar business making

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merely personal investments in bonds, notes, or other evidences of 
indebtedness not in competition with the business of national banks, 
or insurance companies or insurance associations making merely in- 
vestments of reserves in bonds, notes, or other evidences of indebt- 
edness not in competition with the business of national banks. 

(b) “Net Income” shall mean and include the net income for 
the taxable year, as in this Act defined, arising from the business 
the privilege to engage in which is hereby taxed computed by de- 
ducting from the gross income arising from such business, exclud- 
ing therefrom the income from obligations of the United States of 
America and from the obligations of this State and of political sub- 
divisions of this State but without any other exclusions from or 
credit to such gross income, the total amount of the following de- 
ductions : 

(1) Expenses. All the ordinary and necessary expenses paid 
or incurred during the taxable year in carrying on the business the 
privilege to engage in which is hereby taxed, including a reasonable 
allowance for salaries or other compensation for personal services 
actually rendered; traveling expenses (including the entire amount 
expended for meals and lodging) while away from home in the pur- 
suit of such business; and-rentals or other payments required to be 
made as a condition to the continued use or possession, for the pur- 
pose of such business, of property to which the taxpayer has not 
taken or is not taking title or in which the taxpayer has no equity. 

(2) Interest. All interest paid or accrued within the taxable 
year on the indebtedness of said business. 

(3) Taxes. Taxes paid or accrued within the taxable year ex- 
cept 

FIRST: The excise tax imposed by this Act; 


SECOND: ‘Taxes assessed against local benefits of a kind tend- 
ing to increase the value of the property assessed, but this sub- 
paragraph shall not exclude the allowance as a deduction of so much 
of such taxes as is properly allocable to maintenance or interest 
charges. ; 

(4) Losses. Losses sustained during the taxable year by the 
business and not compensated for by insurance or otherwise. The 
basis for determining the amount of deduction for losses sustained 
shall be the cost thereof to the taxpayer. 

(5) Bad Debts. Debts ascertained to be worthless and charged 
off within the taxable year; when satisfied that a debt is recover- 
able only in part, the State Tax Commission may allow the deduc- 
tion of a part of such debt. 


(6) Depreciation. A reasonable allowance for the exhaustion, 
wear and tear of property used in the business, including a reason- 
able allowance for obsolescence. The basis for determining the 
amount of such depreciation deduction shall be the cost of such 
property to the taxpayer. 
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(7) The amount received as dividends from a corporation or- 
ganized and existing under the laws of the State of Alabama and the 
amount received as dividends in liquidation paid from capital. 


(8) In the discretion of the State Tax Commission, in lieu of ' 


such deductions for losses and/or bad debts, a reasonable addition to 
reserves therefor and for extraordinary expenses. 

(9) In the case of building and loan associations the amount 
paid out as dividends on the withdrawable shares thereof. 

(c) “Taxable Year” shall mean a full period of twelve consecu- 
tive months constituting the fiscal year or calendar year of each 
financial institution ended last prior to April 1, 1932, and thereafter 
ended last prior to April 1 of each year in which such tax is to be 
assessed. In the case of any business hereby taxed conducted only 
during a fractional period in any year, “Taxable Year” shall mean a 
full twelve months’ period ending upon the expiration of such frac- 
tional period. 

(d) “State tax year” shall mean the calendar year. 

Section 2. Returns. Every financial institution, as in this Act 
defined, shall within the first ten days of October, 1932, and within 
the first ten days of April in each year thereafter, make and file 
with the State T'ax Commission a return, sworn to by its cashier, 
treasurer, or other authoritized officer or employee, if a corporation, 
or by a person or authorized employee in charge of the conduct of 
the business to be taxed if an individual, firm, association or other 
legal entity, in such form as may be prescribed by the State Tax 
Commission, giving such detailed information as the State Tax 
Commission may in its opinion require to determine the net income 
of such financial institution for the taxable year by the net income 
of which said excise tax is to be measured. The State Tax Com- 
mission may make such reasonable rules and regulations as it may 
deem necessary to determine the businesses conducted in the State 
which are subject to said excise tax and to determine the net income 
of such businesses by which said tax is to be measured. Failure to 
file any such return on or before the due date thereof in the ab- 
sence of extension of time in writing for the filing thereof granted 
by the State Tax Commission shall subject the financial institution 
so failing to a penalty of not more than One Thousand Dollars for 
each offense. 

Section 8. Levy and appeal and review therefrom. 

Every such financial institution shall pay to the State annually 
for each taxable year an excise tax for the privilege of engaging in 
this State in the business of banking and of conducting a financial 
institution, as in this Act defined, and of conducting a business em- 
ploying moneyed capital coming into competition with the business 
of national banks measured by its net income for such taxable year 
at the rate of four per cent of such net income. The amount of such 
excise tax shall not be in excess of any limit fixed thereon by any 
present or future Federal Statute relating to the taxation of na- 
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tional banks by this State. The State Tax Commission may estab- 
lish and enforce such reasonable rules and regulations for the de- 
termination and assessment of such tax as to it may seem neces- 
sary or desirable. The State Tax Commission shall, as soon as 
possible after the required return has been filed with it by a finan- 
cial institution, ascertain and assess the amount of excise tax due by 
such financial institution. Such assessment shall be duly made and 
entered upon the minutes of the State Tax Commission and the 
Commission shall thereupon notify such financial institution of the 
date and the amount of the assessment. Either the State or the 
financial institution may appeal from the final assessment made by 
‘the State Tax Commission to the Circuit Court of Montgomery 
County sitting in equity, by filing notice of appeal with the Secre- 
tary of the State Tax Commission and with the register of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Montgomery County within thirty days from the date 
of the mailing of notice of such final assessment, and making and 
filing with the register of said court a bond, to be approved by the 
register of said court, in double the amount of such final assess- 
ment, payable to the State of Alabama and conditioned to pay 
such judgment as may be rendered by said court. The trial in the 
circuit court of Montgomery County shall be de novo. Upon any 
such trial there may be presented in evidence by the State Tax 
Commission the facts secured by the State Tax Commission from 
the United States Treasury Department or any Department or 
Bureau thereof, which. facts so secured shall be legal evidence 
upon such trial. From the judgment rendered by the circuit court 
of Montgomery County an appeal by either party shall lie to the 
Supreme Court of Alabama if taken and perfected within thirty 
days of the entry of such judgment. 

Section 4. Due Date of Excise Tax. The excise tax hereby 
levied and to be assessed shall be payable within thirty days of no- 
tice of assessment thereof by the State Tax Commission for the 
privilege of engaging in such business within this State during the 
current State Tax Year and during each State tax year thereafter. 
Said tax shall become delinquent upon the expiration of such thirty 
days and shall thereafter bear interest at the rate of eight per cent 
per annum until paid. The State Tax Commission may in its dis- 
cretion extend the time for the payment of the tax either by gen- 
eral extension to all taxpayers liable therefor or by special exten- 
sion to a particular taxpayer. 

Section 5. Payment and Distribution of Tax. The tax shall be 
paid to the State Treasurer. Within ten days of the receipt of such 
payment, the State Treasurer shall, after reimbursing the State 
for its expenses for administering and collecting said tax, pay into 
the Treasury of each municipality in the State such proportion of 
the amount of such tax received by him and remaining in his hands, 
which has been paid in by each financial institution having its prin-

cipal place of business in such municipality, as is equal to the pro- 
portion which such municipality’s rate of ad valorem taxation bears

All laws and parts of laws in conflict or 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, whether general, local 
or special, are hereby repealed. 

Section 8. Saver. If any clause, sentence, section, division or 
portion of this Act shall be held invalid or unconstitutional by any 
court of competent jurisdiction, such holding shall not affect any 
other section, clause, division or portion of this Act which is not it- 
self unconstitutional. 

Section 9. Effective date. This Act shall become effective im- 
mediately upon its approval by the Governor.

That Section 12:of an Act “Relating to and to further 
provide for the revenue of the State of Alabama by providing for 
the registration and identification of motor vehicles, motor tractors, 
jitney busses and trailers used on the public highways of Alabama 
and for the registration and license fee therefor and to further pro- 
vide for the revenue of the State of Alabama” approved September 
13, 1923, be amended so as to read as follows: 


Section 12. “Automobiles”. The following license tax or reg- 
' istration fee shall be charged on automobiles and motor cars kept 
for private use: (a) For each automobile not exceeding Twenty 
Five Hundred pounds in weight, Eleven Dollars and twenty five 
cents ($11.25) (b) For each automobile weighing over twenty five 
hundred pounds but not exceeding three thousand pounds in weight, 
Sixteen Dollars seventy five cents, ($16.75) (c) For each automo- 
bile weighing in excess of Three Thousand pounds but not ex- 
ceeding Three Thousand Five Hundred pounds in weight, Nineteen 
Dollars and twenty-five cents, ($19.25) (d) each automobile weigh- 
ing over Three Thousand Five Hundred pounds but not over Four 
Thousand pounds in weight, Twenty Six. Dollars and twenty five 
cents, ($26.25), (e) On each automobile weighing in excess of four 
thousand pounds, Thirty Dollars ($30.00). Such license shall be 
based on the avoirdupois weight of the automobile provided, how- 
ever, that where any automobile was manufactured in and weighed 
at the factory, the factory shipping weight shall be used in deter- 
mining the license tax or registration fee to be charged.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 


Mr. Speaker: 

I am instructed by the Senate to transmit to the House the at- 
tached opinion of the Supreme Court relative to H. 305; with the 
request that the House return said opinion to the Senate, to-wit: 

To the Honorable Senate of Alabama: 


House Bill 305 deals with the existing obligations of the State represented 
by outstanding warrants issued to county and municipal agencies and insti- 
tutions for the purpose of paying teacher’s salaries, &c. 


It-provides for the issuance of Special revenue Certificates by the State 
Auditor in lieu of warrants now held. These certificates are to be negotiable 
paper and have the effect of a warrant on the State Treasurer, payable at 
future dates with interest. 


The bill declares the certificates shall not constitute an indebtedness of 
the State, nor be a general charge against the faith and credit of the State, 
but be payable only out of a special fund provided in the Act. 

To create such special fund the Act provides that out of the general 
funds coming into the State Treasury from and after September 30th, 1933, 
the sum of $1,500,000.00 be set apart for the fiscal year beginning October 
1st, 1934, and a like fund for each subsequent fiscal year, and applied to the 
payment of such certificates or warrants, principal and interest. The total 
principal of these certificates is limited to $6,000,000.00. This special fund is 
to be a first charge on the general funds, less interest on the bonded debt, 
for a series of years running beyond the present quadrennial period and be- 
yond the tenure of the present Legislature. 

In essence the Act seeks to fund the present warrants payable out of 
current revenue, by substituting interest-bearing time certificates, declared to 
have the effect of warrants, and by presently creating a charge on future 
revenues of the State for the payment of same principal and interest. 

We are impelled to hold the proposed bill violative of Section 213 of the 
Constitution—ZIn re Opinions of Justices, 223 Ala. 130; In re Opinions of Jus- 
tices, 143 So. 289. . 
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The ends sought by the bill, the payment of the salaries of teachers who 
have rendered a highly favored public service, relying upon their State to meet 
its obligations to them, are most commendable. But we are not at liberty to 
strike down constitutional provisions, however meritorious the ends sought.

Justices Garner and Foster entertain the view the Bill involved is not vio- 
lative of Section 213 of the Constitution, and submit the following opinion, 
prepared by Justice Foster: 

In response to your Resolution No. 29, in connection with House Bill 305, 
we think your inquiry involves the discussion of important constitutional ques- 
tions. Section 213 is explicit that no new debt shall be created against or in- 
curred by this State or its authority, except as stated. 

The question seems to be largely determined by the status of the provision 
for interest, as to whether there is thereby created a State debt. 

Interest is compensation for the failure to pay money or to perform a 
contract at the time when performance was due by such contract.—Section 
8564, Code; Vincent V. Gilmer, 51 Ala. 387. Interest does not run against the 
State except by virtue of express contract entered into pursuant to constitu- 
tional authority. Many cases are collated in 22 American State Reports (Note) 
page 648, and others may be noted as follows: Molineux v. State, 109 Cal. 378, 42 
Pac. 34, 50 Am. St. Rep. 49; 36 Cyc. 399, Sec (4 b); Schlesinger v. Wisconsin, 
218 N. W. 440, 57 A. L. R. 352; 25 R. C. L. 405, sec. 38; Davis v. State, 53 Pac. 
(Cal) 555; Jobe v. Urquhart, 143 S. W. (Ark) 121. 

It may be conceded to be contrary to our Constitution to donate funds to | 
a private individual or corporation, without at least a moral obligation.— 
State v. Clements, 220 Ala. 515, 126 SO. 162; Sections 93 and 94, constitution. But 
in that case we recognize the right of the State to make an appropriation to 
discharge a moral obligation, and showed that such right is sustained by the 
great weight of authority. 

But an appropriation to charitable or educational institutions under the 
control of the State (Section 73), or to the public schools (Sections 256, 260), 
is not dependent upon a moral obligation. To them, the State may and habitu- 
ally does, make donations with full constitutional power.—Opinion of the Justices, 
215 Ala. 524, 111 So. 312; Harmon v. Ide, 140 So. 418. It is not important what 
may be the consideration which underlies such a donation. It is not only not 
prohibited but is authorized and directed, consistent with the condition of the 
treasury, and the resources of the State—Section 260. It is clear therefore 
that an appropriation simply in anticipation of funds to be received from reve- 
nue created by existing law, may be made to or for the public schools of the 
State, without thereby creating a debt. 


Appropriations have been made, and warrants are outstanding in the 
hands of the school authorities, or subject to their control. Does the pro- 
posed bill merely undertake to add to the appropriation for such public schools 
and institutions? If that were its form, its constitutionality would be well 
founded, if suitable provision is made by law to produce the revenue to meet 
such appropriation when payable. That seems to be a reasonable interpreta- 
tion of the Bill (No. 305), and we hold that such is its effect. 

We do not think that the solution of the question depends upon the ordi- 
nary repealable nature of an appropriation. Section 22 of the constitution, which 
preserves the obligations of contracts, applies to the State, as to an individual. 
—State v. Cobb, 64 Ala. 127 (7), 152; See the discussion and authorities cited by 
Judge Mayfield in Decatur v A. T. & T. Co. 176, Ala. 506, et seq.; 36 Cyc. 880 
(H) ; Fletcher v. Peck, 6 Cranch 87, 3 L. Ed. 162. 
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The argument that, as by the appropriation a corporation is set up with 
authority to purchase and hypothecate the warrants or revenue certificates pro- 
vided for in the Act, it amounts to a contract for the benefit of those so re- 
ceiving them that the appropriation will not be repealed, if sound, does not 
prove that thereby a debt is created as prohibited by Section 213. The State 
may contract without creating a debt as there mentioned. 

If the form of the Act as a whole amounts to a contract not to revoke the 
appropriation, though an appropriation is ordinarily revokable (36 Cyc. 896, 
Section 3), its nature as constituting a debt depends upon other considerations. 
A mere appropriation creates a debt only when the existing revenue laws are 
not reasonably adequate to raise sufficient funds to meet the appropriation 
when payable.—36 Cyc. 884; 25 R. C. L. 397; Brown v. Gay-Padgett Hardware Co., 
188 Ala. 423, 66 So. 161. . 

When therefore we are called upon to consider whether an appropriation 
payable in the future creates a debt under Section 213, we must answer that 
it is conditioned upon whether reasonably adequate provision has been made 
by which it will be reasonable to anticipate sufficient funds in the treasury to 
meet it when payable. 

The Teasley Bill mentioned in re-Opinion of Justices, 143 So. 289, was we 
think subject to this defect in view of the condition of the State Treasury 
which was then, and is now, a matter so generally known as to demand judicial 
notice. 

The situation is inherently different from the Lapsley inquiry as reported 
in 136 So. 489. Here, there are not interest coupons, nor other obligations to 
pay interest, but essentially an appropriation of a sum payable in the future 
sufficient to pay interest and to be derived from existing revenue laws and 
thereby to make a donation authorized by Sections 73 and 260. The Lapsley 
resolution related to the general indebtedness of the State, and was not limit- 
ed to those institutions to which donations are authorized by the constitution, 
and was therefore within the principle asserted in Molineux v. State. Supra. 

Whereas the Bill in question bears more resemblance in this respect to our 
case of Alabama State Bridge Corporation v. Smith, 217 Ala. 311, in which the 
act made provision for the payment of interest out of any funds in the treas- 
ury, and it thus defined a debt within the meaning of Section 213: “Our judge- 
ment is that ‘debt’ within the meaning, the purview, the whole content, of the 
constitutional provision, is that which the State in any event is bound to pay, 
an obligation secured by the general faith and credit of the State. *** There is 
no promise on the part of the State to pay in any event; there is no pledge 
that there will be a surplus of any fund; there is no pledge of the general 
credit of the State; there will be no debt within the meaning of Section 213. 
“In no sense is the State thus bound by House Bill 305 to pay in any event 
nor does it pledge the general credit of the State therefor, nor does it obligate 
the State in any event to provide funds for the payment of the appropriation. 
It is only payable when and if funds are available. : 


Other questions pertaining to Section 213 seem to be settled by the cases 
of Alabama State Bridge Corporation V. Smith, supra, and Heustess v. Hearin, 
213 Ala. 106, 104 So. 273. 

Our answer to your inquiry is that House Bill 305 is not in violation of 
Section 213, assuming as we do that the revenue laws are reasonably sufficient 
to provide funds to meet the appropriation when due.
